HERE  at  the  death  of  our  late  Sovereign 
Lord  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  there  remain¬ 
ed  one  uniform  Order  of  Common  Service 
and  Prayer,  and  of  the  Adminiftration  of  Sacraments, 
Rites  and  Ceremonies  in  the  Church  of  England ,  which 
■was  fet  forth  in  one  Book,  intituled,  Phe  Book  of  Common 
Prayer ,  and  Adminiftration  of  Sacraments ,  and  other  Rites 
and  Ceremonies  in  the  Church  of  England,  authorized  by 
Adi  of  parliament,  holden  in  the  fifth  and  fixth  years 
of  our  faidlate  Sovereign  Lord  King  Edward  the  Sixth, 
intituled,  an  Adi  for  the  Uniformity  of  Common  Prayer , 
and  Adminifiration  of  the  Sacraments ;  The  which  was 
repealed,  and  taken  away  by  Adi  of  Parliament,  in 
the  firft  Year  of  the  reign  of  our  late  Sovereign  Lady 
Queen  Mary ,  to  the  great  decay  of  the  due  honour  of 
God,  and  difeomfort  to  the  Profeffors  of  the  truth  of 
Chrift’s  Religion. 

Be  it  therefore  Enadled  by  the  Authority  of  this 
prefent  Parliament,  That  the  faid  Statute  of  repeal,  and 
every  thing  therein  contained,  only  concerning  the  faid 
Book,  and  the  Service,  Adminiftration  of  Sacraments, 
Rites  and  Ceremonies,  contained  or  appointed  in  or  by 
the  faid  Book,  fhall  be  void  and  of  none  effedt,  from 
and  after  the  feaft  of  the  Nativity  of  St.  John  Baptijl 
next  coming :  and  that  the  faid  Book  with  the  Order  of 
Service,  and  of  the  Adminiftration  of  Sacraments,  Rites 
and  Ceremonies,  with  the  alterations  and  additions  there¬ 
in  added  and  appointed  by  this  Statute,  lhall  Hand,  and 
be  from  and  after  the  faid  feaft  of  the  Nativity  of  St. 
John  Baptijl ,  in  full  force  and  effedt,  according  to  the 
tenor  and  effedt  of  this  ftatute  :  Any  thing  in  the 
forefaid  Statute  of  Repeal  to  the  contrary  notwithftand- 

ing. 

And  further  be  it  Enadled  by  the  Queen’s  Highnefs, 
with  the  Aflent  of  the  Lords  and  Commons  in  this  pre¬ 
fent  Parliament  affembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the 
fame,  that  all  and  fingular  Minifters  in  any  Cathedral,

or  Parifh-Ohurch,  ui  udier  place  within  this  Realm  of 
England ,  W lies ,  and  the  Marches  of  the  fame,  or  other 
the  Queen’s  Dominions,  lhall  from  and  after  the  Feaft 
of  the  Nativity  of  St.  John  Baptift  next  coming,  be 
bound  to  fay  and  ufe  the  Mattins,  Evenfong,  Cele¬ 
bration  of  the  Lord’s  Supper,  and  Adminiftration  of 
each  of  the  Sacraments,  and  all  their  common  and  open 
Prayer,  in  fuch  order  and  form  as  is  mentioned  in  the 
faid  Book,  fo  authorized  by  Parliament  in  the  faid  fifth 
and  fixth  Years  of  the  Reign  ofKing  Edward  the  Sixth; 
with  one  alteration,  or  addition  of  certain  Leffons  to  be 
ufed  on  every  Sunday  in  the  Year,  and  the  form  of  the 
Litany  altered  and  corrected,  and  two  Sentences  only 
added  in  the  deliveryof  the  Sacrament  to  the  Commu¬ 
nicants,  and  none  other,  or  otherwife.  And  that  if  any 
manner  of  Parfon, Vicar,  or  other  whatfoever  Minifter, 
that  ought  or  Ihould  fing  or  fay  Common  Prayer  men¬ 
tioned  in  thelaidBook, or  minifter  the  Sacraments,  from 
and  after  the  Feaft  of  the  Nativity  of  St.  John  Baptijl 
next  coming,  refule  to  ufe  the  faid  Common  Prayer,  or 
to  minifter  the  Sacraments  in  fuch  Cathedral  or  Parifh- 
Church,  or  other  places,  as  he  Ihould  ufe  to  minifter 
the  fame  in  fuch  order  and  form,  as  they  be  mentioned, 
and  fet  forth  in  the  faid  Book;  or  lhall  wilfully,  or  obfti- 
natelyftandingin  the  fame, ufe  anyotherRite,Ceremonv, 
Order,  Form  or  Manner  of  celebrating  of  the  Lord’s 
Supper,  openly,  or  privily,  or  Mattins,  Evenfong,  Ad¬ 
miniftration  of  the  Sacraments,  or  other  open  Prayers, 
than  is  mentioned  and  fet  forth  in  the  faid  Book,  [open 
Prayer  in  and  throughout  this  Adi  is  meant  that  Prayer 
which  is  for  others  to  come  unto  or  hear ,  either  in  Common 
Churches,  or  Private  Chapels,  or  Oratories ,  commonly  called 
the  Service  of  the  Church ]  or  fhall  preach,  declare  or  fpeak 
any  thing  in  the  derogation,  or  depraving  of  the  laid 
Book,  or  any  thing  therein  contained,  or  of  any  part 
thereof,  and  lhall  be  thereof  lawfully  convidted,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  law  of  this  Realm,  by  verdidt  of  twelve  men, 
A  or 
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or  by  his  own  confeflion,  or  by  the  notorious  evidence 
of  the  fad,  (hall  lofe  and  forfeit  to  the  Queen’s  Highnefs 
her  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  for  his  firft  offence,  the  profit 
of  all  his  Spiritual  Benefices,  or  Promotions,  coming  or 
arifing  in  one  whole  Year  next  after  his  convidion  : 
And  alfo  that  the  Perfon  fo  convided,  (hall  for  the 
fame  Offence  fuffer  Imprifonment  by  the  fpace  of  fix 
Months,withoutBailorMainprife.  And  if  any  fuch  Per- 
fon,  once  convid  of  any  Offence  concerning  the  Premif- 
fes  (hall  after  his  firft  convidion  eftfoons  offend,  and  be 
thereof  in  form  aforefaid  lawfully  convid;  That  then 
the  fame  Perfon  (hall  for  his  fecond  offence  fuffer  Im¬ 
prifonment  by  the  fpace  of  one  whole  Year,and  alfo  (hall 
therefore  be  deprived  ipfo  Fatto  of  all  his  Spiritual  Pro¬ 
motions,  and.  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  to  all  Patrons,  or 
Donors  of  all  and  fingular  the  fame  Spiritual  Promotions, 
or  of  any  of  them,  to  prefent  or  collate  to  the  fame,  as 
though  the  Perfon  or  Perfons  fo  offending,  were  dead. 
And  that  if  any  fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  after  he  (hall  be 
twice  convided  in  form  aforefaid,  (hall  offend  againft  any 
of  the  premiffes  the  third  time,  and  lhall  be  thereof  in 
form  aforefaid  lawfully  convidted;  That  then  the  Perfon 
fo  offending,  and  convidted  the  third  time,  (hall  be  de¬ 
prived  ipfo  Faflooi all  his  Spiritual  Promotions,  and  alfo 
(hall  fuffer  Imprifonment  during  his  life.  And  if  the  Per¬ 
fon  that  (hall  offend,  and  be  convidted  in  form  aforefaid, 
concerning  any  of  the  premiffes,  (hall  not  be  beneficed 
nor  have  any  Spiritual  Promotion,  that  then  the  fame 
Perfon  fo  offending  and  convid  (hall  for  the  firft  Offence 
fuffer  Imprifonment  duringone  wholeYear  nextafter  his 
faid  Convidtion,  without  Bail  or  Mainprife.  And  if  any 
fuch  Perfon,  not  having  any  Spiritual  Promotion,  after 
his  firft  Convidtion  (hall eftfoons  offend  in  any  thingcon- 
cerning  the  Premiffes, and  (hall  in  form  aforefaid  be  there¬ 
of  lawfully  convidted,  that  then  the  fame  Perfon  (hall  for 
his  fecond  Offence  fuffer  Imprifonment  during  his  Life. 

And  it  is  Ordained  and  Enadted  by  the  Authority 
aforefaid,  That  if  any  Perfon  ui  Perlons  whatfoever, 
after  the  faid  Fealt  of  the  N  ativity  of  St  .John  Baptijl  next 
coming,  (hall  in  any  Enterludes,  Plays,  Songs,  Rhimes, 
or  by  other  open  Words,  declare  or  fpeak  any  thing  in 
the  derogation,  depraving,  or  defpifing  of  the  fame  Book , 
or  of  any  thing  therein  contained,  or  any  part  thereof: 
or  (hall  by  open  fadt,  deed,  or  by  open  threatnings,  com¬ 
pel  or  caufe,  or  otherwife  procure  or  maintain  any  Par- 
fon,  Vicar,  or  other  Minifter  in  any  Cathedral  or  Parifti- 
Church,  or  in  Chapel,  or  in  any  other  Place,  to  fing  or 
fay  any  common,  or  open  Prayer,  or  to  minifter  any 
Sacrament  otherwife,  or  in  any  other  manner  and  form 
than  is  mentioned  in  the  faid  Book;  or  that  by  any  of 
the  faid  means  (hall  unlawfully  interrupt,  or  let  any  Par- 
fon,  Vicar,  or  other  Minifter  in  any  Cathedral  or  Pari(h 
Church,  Chapel,  or  any  other  place,  to  fing  or  fay  com¬ 
mon  and  open  Prayer,  or  to  minifter  the  Sacraments, 
or  any  of  them,  in  fuch  manner  and  form,  as  is  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  faid  Book;  that  then  every  fuch  Perfon, 
being  thereof  lawfully  convidted,  in  form  abovefaid, 
(hall  forfeit  to  the  Queen  our  fovereign  Lady,  her  Heirs 
and  Succeffors,  for  the  firft  offence,  an  hundred  Marks. 
And  if  any  Perfon  or  Perfons,  being  once  convidt  of 
any  fuch  offence,  eftfoons  offend  againft  any  of  the  laft 
recited  offences,  and  (hall  in  form  aforefaid  be  thereof 
lawfullyconvidt;  That  the  fame  Perfon  fo  offending,  and 
convidt, (hall  for  the  fecond  offence  forfeit  to  the  Queen 
our  fovereign  Lady,  her  Heirs  and  Succeffors,  four 
hundred  Marks.  And  if  any  Perfon,  after  he  in  form 
aforefaid  (hall  have  been  twice  convidt  of  any  offence 
concerning  any  of  the  laft  recited  offences,  (hall  offend 
the  third  time,  and  be  thereof  in  form  abovefaid  law¬ 
fully  convidt,  that  then  every  Perfon  fo  offending  and 
convidt,  (hall  for  his  third  offence,  forfeit  to  our  fovereign 
Lady  the  Queen,  all  his  Goods  and  Chatties,  and  (hall 
fuffer  Imprifonment  during  his  Life.  And  if  any  Per¬ 
fon  or  Perfons,  that  for  his  firft  offence  concerning 
the  Premiffes,  (hall  be  convidt  in  form  aforefaid,  do  not 
pay  the  Sum  to  be  paid  by  virtue  of  his  Convidtion,  in 
fuch  manner  and  form  as  the  fame  ought  to  be  paid 


within  fix  Weeks  next  after  his  Convidtion;  That  then 
every  perfon  fo  convidt,  and  fo  not  paying  the  fame, 
(hall  for  the  fame  firft  Offence,  inftead  of  the  faid  Sum, 
fuffer  Imprifonment  by  the  fpace  of  fix  Months,  with¬ 
out  Bail  or  Mainprife.  And  if  any  Perfon  or  Perfons, 
that  for  his  fecond  Offence  concerning  the  premiffes,  (hall 
be  convidt  in  form  aforefaid,  do  not  pay  the  faid  Sum 
to  be  paid  by  virtue  of  his  Convidtion  and  this  Eftatute, 
in  fuch  manner  and  form  as  the  fame  ought  to  be  paid 
within  Six  Weeks  nextafter  his  faid  fecond  Convidtion, 
That  then  every  Perfon  fo  convidted,  and  not  paying 
the  fame,  (hall  for  the  fame  fecond  Offence,  inltead 
of  the  faid  Sum,  fuffer  Imprifonment  during  twelve 
Months  without  Bailor  Mainprife.  And  that  trom  and 
after  the  faid  Feaft  of  the  Nativity  of  St.  "John  Baptijl 
next  coming,  all  and  every  Perfon  and  Perlons  inhabit- 
ingwithinthis  Realm, or  any  othertheQueen’sMajefty’s 
Dominions,  (hall  diligently  and  faithfully,  having  no 
lawful  or  reaibnable  excufe  to  be  abfent,  endeavour 
themfelves,  to  refort  to  their  Parifh-Church  or  Chapel 
accuftomed,or  upon  reafonable  let  thereof  to  fome  ui  ual 
place  where  common  Prayer,  and  fuch  Service  of  God, 
(hall  be  ufed  in  fuch  time  of  let,  upon  every  Sunday 
and  other  days  ordained  and  ufed  to  be  kept  as  Holy- 
days,  and  then  and  there  to  abide  orderly  and  foberly, 
during  the  time  of  Common  Prayer, Preaching  or  other 
Service  of  God  there  to  be  ufed,  and  miniftered;  upon 
pain  of  punifhment  by  the  Cenlures  of  the  Church,  and 
alfo  upon  pain  that  every  Perfon  fo  offending  (hall  for¬ 
feit  for  every  fuch  Offence,  twelve  Pence,  to  be  levied 
by  the  Church- wardens  of  the  Parifh  where  fuch  Offence 
(hall  be  done,  to  the  ufe  of  the  Poor  of  the  fame  Parifh, 
of  the  Goods,  Lands  and  Tenements  of  fuch  Offender, 
by  way  of  diftrefs. 

And  for  the  due  execution  hereof,the  Queen’s  mod  ex¬ 
cellent  Majefty,  the  Lords  Tejnporal,  and  all  the  Com- 
in  this  prefent  Parliament  affembled,  do  in  God’s 
name  earneftly  require  and  charge  all  the  Archbilhops, 
Bifhops,  and  other  Ordinaries,  that  they  (hall  endeavour 
themfelves  to  the  uttermoft  of  their  knowledges,  that 
the  due  and  true  execution  hereof  may  be  had  throughout 
their  Diocefes  and  Charges,  as  they  will  anfwer  before 
God  for  fuch  evils  and  plagues  wherewith  Almighty 
God  may  juftly  punifh  his  people  for  negleding  this 
good  and  wholefome  law.  And  for  their  Authority  in 
this  behalf,  be  it  further  Enaded  by  the  Authority  afore¬ 
faid,  That  all  and  fingular  the  faid  Archbifhops,  Bifhops , 
and  other  their  Officers  exercifing  Ecclefiaftical  Jurif- 
didion,  as  well  in  place  exempt  as  not  exempt,  within 
their  Diocefes,  (hall  have  full  Power  and  Authority  by 
this  Ad,  to  reform,  corred  and  punifti  by  Cenfures  of 
the  Church,  all  and  fingular  Perfons  which  lhall  offend 
within  any  of  their  Jurifdidions,  or  Diocefes  after  the 
faid  Feaft  of  the  Nativity  of  St  .John  Baptijl  next  com¬ 
ing  againft  this  Ad  and  Statute;  any  other  Law, Statute, 
Privilege,  Liberty  or  Provifion  heretofore  made,  had 
or  fuffered  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding. 

And  it  is  Ordained  and  Enaded  by  the  Authority 
aforefaid,  That  all  and  every  juftice  of  Oyer  and  Deter¬ 
miner,  or  Juftice  of  Aflize,  (hall  have  full  Power  and 
Authority  in  every  of  their  open  and  general  Seflions, 
to  enquire,  hear  and  determine  all  and  all  manner  of 
Offences,  that  (hall  be  committed  or  done  contrary  to 
any  Article  contained  in  this  prefent  Ad,  within  the 
limits  of  the  Commifiion  to  them  direded,  and  to 
make  Procefs  for  the  execution  of  the  fame,  as  they  may 
do  againft  any  Perfon  being  indided  before  them  of 
Trefpafs,  or  lawfully  convided  thereof. 

Provided  always,  and  be  it  Enaded  by  the  Authority 
aforefaid,  That  all  and  every  Archbifhop  and  Bifhop, 
lhall  or  may  at  all  time  and  times,  at  his  liberty  and 
pleafure,  join  and  affociate  himfelf  by  virtue  of  this  Ad 
to  the  faid  Juftices  of  Oyer  and  Determiner,  or  to  the 
faid  Juftices  of  Aflize,  at  every  of  the  faid  open  and 
general  Seflions  to  be  holden  in  any  place  within  his 
Diocefe,  for  and  to  the  enquiry,  hearing  and  determin¬ 
ing  of  the  Offences  aforefaid. 
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And  be  it  further  Enadled  by  the  Authority  aforefaid, 
That  if  any  Perfon,  who  is  by  this  Adt  difabled  to  preach 
any  Ledture  or  Sermon,  fhall  during  the  time  that  he 
(hall  continue  and  remain  fo  dilabled,  preach  any  Ser¬ 
mon  or  Ledture;  that  then  for  every  fuch  offence,  the 
Perfon  and  Perfons  fo  offending  fhall  fuffer  three  months 
Impriionment  in  the  Common  Gaol  without  Bail  or 
Mainprife;  and  that  any  two  Juftices  of  the  Peace  of 
any  County  of  this  Kingdom  and  Places  aforefaid,  and 
the  Mayor  or  other  chief  Magiftrate  of  any  City  or 
Town-Corporate  withinthe  fame,  uponCertificatefrom 
the  Ordinary  of  the  place  made  to  him  or  them  of  the 
offence  committed,  fhall  and  are  hereby  required  to 
commit  the  perfon  or  perfons  fo  offending,  to  the  Gaol 
of  the  fame  County,  City  or  Town-Corporate  accord¬ 
ingly. 

Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  Enaded  by  the 
Authority  aforefaid,  That  at  all  and  every  time  and 
times  when  any  Sermon  or  Ledure  is  to  be  preached, 
the  Common  Prayers  and  Service  in  and  by  the  faid 
Book  appointed  to  be  read  for  that  time  of  the  day, 
fhall  be  openly,  publickly  and  folemnly  read  by  fome 
Prieft  or  Deacon,  in  the  Church,  Chapel  or  Place  of 
Publick  worfhip  where  the  faid  Sermon  or  Ledure  is 
to  be  preached,  before  fuch  Sermon  or  Ledure  be 
preached;  and  the  Ledurer  then  to  preach  fhall  be 
prefent  at  the  reading  thereof. 

Provided  neverthelefs,  That  this  Ad  fhall  not  extend 
to  the  Univerfity-Ghurches  in  the  Univerfities  of  this 
Realm,  or  either  of  them,  when,  or  at  fuch  times  as  any 
Sermon  or  Ledure  is  preached  or  read  in  the  fame 
Churches,  or  any  of  them,  for,  or  as  the  publick  Uni- 
verfity  Sermon  or  Ledure;  but  that  the  fame  Sermons 
and  Ledures  may  be  preached  or  read  in  fuch  fort  and 
manner  as  the  fame  have  been  heretofore  preached  or 
read;  this  Ad  or  any  thing  herein  contained  to  the 
contrary  thereof  in  any  wife  notwithflanding. 

And  be  it  further  Enaded  by  the  Authority  aforefaid. 
That  the  feveral  good  Laws,  and  Statutes  of  this  Realm 
which  have  been  formerly  made,  and  are  now  in  force 
for  the  Uniformity  of  Prayer  and  Adminiftration  of  the 
Sacraments,  within  this  Realm  of  England ,  and  places 
aforefaid,  fhall  ftand  in  full  force  and  ftrength,  to  all  in¬ 
tents  and  purpofes  whatfoever,  for  the  eftablifhing  and 
confirming  of  the  faid  Book,  intituled,  ’The  Book  of  Com¬ 
mon  Prayer ,  and  Adminiftration  of  the  Sacraments ,  and 
other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the  Churchy  according  to  the 
Ufe  of  the  Church  0/England :  together  with  the  P falter 
or  Pfalms  of  David ,  pointed  as  they  are  to  he  fung  or  faid 
in  Churches ;  and  the  Form  or  Manner  of  Making, Or dain- 
ing  and  Confecrating  of  Bijhops,  Priefts  and  Deacons , 
herein  before  mentioned  to  be  joined  and  annexed  to 
this  Ad;  and  fhall  be  applied,  pradifed,  and  put  in 
life  for  the  punifhing  of  all  offences  contrary  to  the 
faid  Laws,  with  relation  to  the  Book  aforefaid,  and  no 
other. 

Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  Enadted  by  the 
Authority  aforefaid,  That  in  all  thofe  Prayers,  Litanies, 
and  Colleds,  which  do  any  way  relate  to  the  King, 
Queen,  or  Royal  Progeny,  the  Names  be  altered  and 
changed  from  time  to  time,  and  fitted  to  the  prefent 
occafion,  according  to  the  dircdion  of  lawful  Authority. 

Provided  alfo,  and  be  it  Enaded  by  the  Authority 
aforefaid,  That  a  true  Printed  Copy  of  the  faid  Book, 
intituled  The  Book  of  Common  Prayer ,  and  Adminiftration 
of  the  Sacraments,  and  other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the 
Church,  according  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Church  of  England  : 
together  with  the  P falter  or  Pfalms  of  David,  pointed  as 
they  are  to  be  fung  or  faid  in  Churches ;  and  the  Form  or 
Manner  of  Making,Ordaining,andConfecrating  of  Bijhops, 
Priefts  and  Deacons,  fhall  at  the  cofts  and  charges  of  the 
Parifhioners  of  every  ParifE Church  and  Chapelry,  Ca¬ 
thedral  Church,  College  and  Hall,  be  attained  and  got¬ 
ten  before  theFeaft-dayof  St.  Bartholomew,  in  the  Year 
of  our  Lord  One  thoufand  fix  hundred  fixty  and  two, 
upon  pain  of  forfeiture  of  three  pounds  by  the  month, 
for  fo  long  time  as  they  (hall  then  after  be  unprovided 


thereof, by  every  Pari  Hi,  or  Chapelry, Cathedral  Church, 
College  and  Hall,  making  default  therein. 

Provided  always,  and  be  it  Enaded  by  the  Authority 
aforefaid.  That  the  Bifhops  of  Hereford,  St.  David's 
Afaph,  Bangor,  and  Landaff,  and  their  Succeffors,  fhall 
take  fuch  Order  among  themfelves,  for  the  fouls  health 
of  the  Flocks  committed  to  their  charge  within  Wales , 
that  the  Book  hereunto  annexed  be  truly  and  exadtly 
tranflated  into  the  Britifh  or  Welch  Tongue;  and  that 
the  fame  fo  tranflated,  and  being  by  them,  or  any  three 
of  them  at  the  leaff,  viev/ed,  perufed  and  allowed,  be 
imprinted  to  fuch  number  at  leaft,  fo  that  one  of  the  faid 
Books  fo  tranflated  and  imprinted,  maybe  had  for  every 
Cathedral,  Collegiate  and  Parifh-Church,  and  Chapel 
of  Eafe  in  the  faid  refpedlive  Diocefes  and  places  in 
Wales,  where  the  Welch  is  commonly  fpoken  or  ufed, 
before  the  firft  day  of  May,  One  thoufand  fix  hundred 
fixty-five  ;  and  that  from  and  after  the  imprinting  and 
publifhing  of  the  faid  Book  fo  tranflated,  the  whole  Di¬ 
vine  Service  dial  1  be  ufed  and  faid  by  the  Miniffers  and 
Curates  throughout  all  Wales  within  the  faid  Diocefes 
where  the  Welch  Tongue  is  commonly  ufed,  in  the  Bri¬ 
tifh  or  Welch  Tongue,  in  fuch  manner  and  form  as  is 
preferibed  according  to  the  Book  hereunto  annexed  to 
be  ufed  in  the  Englifh  Tongue,  differing  nothing  in  any 
Order  or  Form  from  the  faid  Englifh  Book;  for  which 
Book  fo  tranflated  and  imprinted,  the  Church- wardens 
of  every  of  the  faid  Parifhes  fhall  pay  out  of  the  Parifh- 
Money  in  their  hands  for  the  ufe  of  the  refpedlive 
Churches,  and  be  allowed  the  fame  on  their  Account; 
and  that  the  faid  Bifhops  and  their  Succeffors,  or  any 
three  of  them  at  the  leaff,  fhall  fet  and  appoint  the 
Price  for  which  the  faid  Book  fhall  be  fold  ;  And  one 
other  Book  of  Common  Prayer  in  the  Englifh  Tongue, 
fhall  be  bought  and  had  in  every  Church  throughout 
Wales  in  which  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  in  Welch 
is  to  be  had  by  force  of  this  Adt,  before  the  firft  day  of 
May  one  thoufand  fix  hundred  fixty  and  four ;  and 
the  fame  Book  to  remain  in  fuch  convenient  places 
within  the  faid  Churches,  that  fuch  as  underhand  them 
may  refort  at  all  convenient  times  to  read  and  perufe 
the  fame,  and  alfo  fuch  as  do  not  underftand  the  faid 
language,  may  by  conferring  both  Tongues  together, 
the  l'ooner  attain  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Englifh  T  ongue; 
any  thing  in  this  Act  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding : 
And  until  printed  Copies  of  the  faid  Book,  fo  to  be  tran¬ 
flated,  may  be  had  and  provided,  The  Form  of  Com¬ 
mon-Prayer  eftablifhed  by  Parliament,  before  the  mak¬ 
ing  of  this  Adt,  fhall  be  ufed  as  formerly  in  fuch  parts 
of  Wales  where  the  Englifh  Tongue  is  not  commonly 
underftood. 

And  to  the  end  that  the  true  and  perfedt  Copies  of 
this  Adt,  and  the  faid  Book  hereunto  annexed,  may  be 
fafelykept,  and  perpetually  preferved, and  for  the  avoid¬ 
ing  of  all  difputes  for  the  time  to  come;  Be  it  therefore 
Enadted  by  the  Authority  aforefaid,  That  the  rd'pedtive 
Deans  and  Chapters  of  every  Cathedral  or  Collegiate 
Church  within  England  and  Wales,  fhall  at  their  proper 
cofts  and  charges,  before  the  twenty  fifth  day  of  De¬ 
cember,  One  thoufand  fix  hundred  fixty-two,  obtain  un¬ 
der  the  great  Seal  of  England,  a  true  and  perfect  print¬ 
ed  Copy  of  this  Adt,  and  of  the  faid  Book  annexed 
hereunto,  to  be  by  the  faid  Deans  and  Chapters,  and 
their  Succeffors,  kept  and  preferved  in  fafety  for  ever, 
and  to  be  alfo  produced,  and  fhewed  forth  in  any  Court 
of  Record,  as  often  as  they  fhall  be  thereunto  lawfully 
required;  and  alfo  there  fhall  be  delivered  true  and  per¬ 
fedt  Copies  of  this  Adt,  and  of  the  fame  Book,  into 
the  refpedtive  Courts  at  Weftminfter,  and  into  the  Tower 
of  London ,  to  be  kept  and  preferved  for  ever  among 
the  Records  of  the  faid  Courts,  and  the  Records  of  the 
Tower,  to  be  alfo  produced  and  fhewed  forth  in  any 
Court  as  need  fhall  require  :  which  faid  Books,  fo  to 
be  exemplified  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England,  fhall 
be  examined  by  fuch  perfons  as  the  King's  Majefty  fhall 
appoint,  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England,  for  that  pur- 
pole,  and  fhall  be  compared  with  the  Original  Book 

here- 
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hereunto  annexed,  and  fhall  have  power  to  correct  and  it  any  thing  that  of  itfelf  is  fuperfiitious  and  ungodly :  and 


amend  in  writing  any  Error  committed  by  the  Printer 
in  the  Printing  of  the  fame  Book,  or  of  any  thing  there¬ 
in  contained,  and  fhall  certify  in  writing  under  their 
Hands  and  Seals,  or  the  Hands  and  Seals  of  any  three 
of  them,  at  the  end  of  the  fame  Book,  that  they  have 
examined  and  compared  the  fame  Book,  and  find  it  to 
be  a  true  and  perfeft  Copy  ^  which  faid  Books,  and  e- 
very  one  of  them  fo  exemplified  under  the  Great  Seal  of 
England ,  as  aforefaid,  fhall  be  deemed,  taken,  adjudged 
and  expounded  to  be  good  and  available  in  the  Law 
to  all  intents  and  purpofes  whatloever,  and  fhall  be  ac¬ 
counted  as  good  Records  as  this  Book  itfelf  hereunto 
annexed  •,  any  Law  or  Cuflom  to  the  contrary  in  any 
wife  notwithflanding. 

Provided  alfo,  That  this  Aft,  or  any  thing  therein 
contained,  fhall  not  be  prejudicial  or  hurtful  unto  the 
King’s  Profeffor  of  Law,  within  the  Univerfityof  Oxford , 
for  or  concerning  the  Prebend  of  Shipton  within  the  Ca¬ 
thedral  Church  of  Sarum,  united  and  annexed  unto  the 
place  of  the  fame  King’s  Profeffor  for  the  time  being, 
by  the  late  King  James  of  bleffed  memory. 

Provided  always,  That  whereas  the  fix  and  thirtieth 
Article  of  the  Nine  and  thirty  Articles  agreed  upon  by 
the  Archbifhops  and  Bifhops  of  both  provinces,  and  the 
whole  Clergy  in  the  Convocation  holden  at  London ,  in 
the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  thoufand  five  hundred  fixty 
two,  for  the  avoiding  of  diverfities  of  Opinions,  and  for 
eflablifhing  of  confent  touching  true  Religion,  is  in 
thefe  words  following :  viz. 

'That  the  Book  of  Confecration  of  Archbifhops  and  Bifhops , 
and  Ordaining  of  Priejls  and  Deacons ,  lately  fet  forth  in 
the  time  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth ,  and  confirmed  at  the 
fame  time  by  Authority  of  Parliament,  doth  contain  all  things 
necejfary  to  fuch  Confecration  and  Ordaining ,  neither  hath 


therefore  whoj cover  are  Confecrated  or  Ordered  according 
to  the  Rites  of  that  Book  fince  the  fecond  Tear  of  the  afore¬ 
named  King  Edward  unto  this  time ,  or  hereafter  fhall  be 
Confecrated  or  Ordered  according  to  the  fame  Rites  •,  IV e 
decree  all  fuch  to  be  rightly ,  orderly ,  and  lawfully  Confe¬ 
crated  and  Ordered  -, 

It  be  Enafted,  and  be  it  therefore  Enafted  by  the 
Authority  aforefaid,  That  all  Subfcriptions  hereafter  to 
be  had  or  made  unto  the  faid  Articles  by  any  Deacon, 
Prieft,  or  Ecclefiaflical  perfon,  or  other  perfon  whatfo- 
ever,  who  by  this  Aft,  or  any  other  Law  now  in  force 
is  required  to.fubfcribe  unto  the  faid  Articles,  fhall  be 
conftrued,  and  taken  to  extend,  and  fhall  be  applied 
(for  and  touching  the  faid  fix  and  thirtieth  Article)  unto 
the  Book  containing  the  Form  and  Manner  of  Making, 
Ordaining,  and  Confecrating  of  Bifhops,  Priefls  and 
Deacons,  in  this  Aft  mentioned,  in  fuch  fort  and  man¬ 
ner  as  the  fame  did  heretofore  extend  unto  the  Book 
fet  forth  in  the  time  of  King  Edzuard  the  Sixth  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  faid  fix  and  thirtieth  Article-,  any  thing 
in  the  faid  Article,  or  in  any  Statute,  Aft  or  Canon 
heretofore  had  or  made,  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  any, 
wife  notwithflanding. 

Provided  alfo.  That  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
and  Adminiftration  of  the  Sacraments,  and  other  Rites 
and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church  of  England,  together 
with  the  Form  and  Manner  of  Ordaining  and  Confe¬ 
crating  Bifhops,  Priefls  and  Deacons,  heretofore  in  ufe, 
and  refpeftively  eftablifhed  by  Aft  of  Parliament  in 
the  Firft  and  Eighth  Y ears  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  fhall  be 
ftill  ufed  and  o’bferved  in  the  Church  of  England ,  until 
the  Feafl  of  Saint  Bartholomew ,  which  fhall  be  in  the 
Year  of  our  Lord  God  One  thoufand  fix  hundred  fixty 
and  two. 
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IT  hath  been  the  wifdom  of  the  Church  of  England , 
ever  fince  the  firft  compiling  of  her  Publick  Litur¬ 
gy,  to  keep  the  mean  between  the  two  extremes, 
of  too  much  ftiffnefs  in  refufing,  and  of  too  much  eafi- 
nefs  in  admitting  any  variation  from  it.  For,  as  on  the 
onefidecommon  experience  Iheweth,  that  where  a  change 
hath  been  made  of  things  advifedly  eftablifihed  (no  evi¬ 
dent  necefiity  fo  requiring)  fundry  inconveniences  have 
thereupon  enfued;  and  thofe  many  times  more  and 
greater  than  the  evils,  that  were  intended  to  be  reme¬ 
died  by  fuch  change  :  So  on  the  other  fide  the  parti¬ 
cular  forms  of  divine  worlhip,  and  the  Rights  and  Ce¬ 
remonies  appointed  to  be  ufed  therein,  being  things  in 
their  own  nature  indifferent,  and  alterable,  and  fo  ac¬ 
knowledged  ;  it  is  but  realonable,  that  upon  weighty 
and  important  confiderations,  according  to  the  various 
exigency  of  times  and  occafions,  fuch  changes  and  al¬ 
terations  fhould  be  made  therein,  as  to  thofe  that  are  in 
Place  of  authority  fhould  from  time  to  time  feem  either 
neceffary  or  expedient.  Accordingly  we  find,  that  in  the 
Reigns  of  feveral  Princes  of  bleffed  memory  fince  the 
Reformation,  the  Church,  upon  juft  and  weighty  con¬ 
fiderations  her  thereunto  moving,  hath  yielded  to  make 
fuch  alterations  in  fome  particulars,  as  in  their  refpedtive 
times  were  thought  convenient :  yet  fo  as  that  the  main 
Body  and  Effentials  of  it  (as  well  in  the  chiefeft  mate¬ 
rials,  as  in  the  frame  and  order  thereof)  have  ftill  con¬ 
tinued  the  fame  unto  this  day,  and  do  yet  ftand  firm 
and  unfhaken,  notwithftanding  all  the  vain  attempts  and 
impetuous  affaults  made  againft  it,  by  fuch  men  as  are 
given  to  change,  and  have  always  difcovered  a  greater 
regard  to  their  own  private  fancies  and  interefts,  than 
to  that  duty  they  owe  to  the  publick. 

By  what  undue  means,  and  for  what  mifchievous 
purpofes  the  ufe  of  the  Liturgy  (though  enjoined  by  the 
Laws  of  the  Land,  and  thofe  Laws  never  yet  repealed) 
came  during  the  late  unhappy  confufions,  to  be  difeon- 
tinued,  is  too  well  known  to  the  world,  and.  are  not 
willing  here  to  remember.  But  when,  upon  his  Majefty’s- 
happy  Reftauration,  it  feemed  probable,  that  amongft  o- 
ther  things,  the  ufe  of  the  Liturgy  alfo  would  return  of 
courfe  (the  fame  having  never  been  legally  abolifhed) 
unlefs  fome  timely  means  were  ufed  to  prevent  it,  thofe 
men  who  under  the  late  ufurped  powers  had  made  it  a 
o-reat  part  of  their  bufinefs  to  render  the  people  dilaffedt- 
ed  thereunto,  faw  themfelves  in  point  of  reputation  and 
intereft  concerned  (unlefs  they  would  freely  acknowledge 
themfelves  to  have  erred,  which  fuch  men  are  very  hard¬ 
ly  brought  to  do)  with  their  utmoft  endeavours  to  hin¬ 
der  the  reftitution  thereof.  In  order  whereunto  divers 
Pamphlets  were  publifhed  againft  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer ,  the  old  objections  muftered  up,  with  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  fome  new  ones,  more  than  formerly  had  been 
made,  to  make  the  number  fwell.  In  fine,  great  impor¬ 
tunities  were  ufed  to  His  Sacred  Majefty,  that  the  laid 
Book  might  be  revifed,  and  fuch  Alterations  therein, 
and  Additions  thereunto  made,  as  fhould  be  thought 
requifite  for  the  eafe  of  tender  Confidences  :  whereunto 
His  Majefty,  out  of  his  pious  inclination  to  give  fatif- 
fadion  (fo  far  as  could  be  reafonably  expedted)  to  all 
his  fubjeds  of  what  perfwafion  foever,  did  gracioufly 
condefeend. 

In  which  Review  we  have  endeavoured  to  obferve  the 
like  moderation,  as  we  find  to  have  been  ufed  in  the 
like  cafe  in  former  times.  And  therefore  of  the  fundry 
alterations  propofed  unto  us,  we  have  rejeded  all  fuch 
as  were  either  of  dangerous  confequence  (as  fecretly 
ftriking  at  fome  eftabliffied  Dodrine,  or  laudible  Prac¬ 
tice  of  the  Church  of  England ,  or  indeed  of  the  whole 
Catholick  Church  of  Chrift)  or  elfe  of  no  confequence 
at  all,  but  utterly  frivolous  and  vain.  But  fuch  Alter- 
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ations  as  were  tendered  to  us  (by  what  perfons,  under 
what  pretences,  or  to  what  purpofe  foever  fo  tendered) 
as  feemed  to  us  in  any  degree  requifite  or  expedient, 
we  have  willingly,  and  of  our  own  accord  affented  unto  : 
r.ot  enforced  fo  to  do  by  any  ftrength  of  Argument, 
convincing  us  of  the  necefiity  of  making  the  faid  Alter¬ 
ations  :  For  we  are  fully  perlwaded  in  our  judgements, 
(and  we  here  profefs  it  to  the  world)  that  the  Book,  as 
it  ftood  before  eftablifhed  by  Law,  doth  not  contain  in 
it  any  thing  contrary  to  the  word  of  God,  or  to  found 
Dodrine,  or  which  a  godly  man  may  not  with  a  good 
Confcience  ufe  and  fubmit  unto,  or  which  is  not  fairly 
defenfible  againft  any  that  fhall  oppofe  the  fame ;  if  it 
fhall  be  allowed  fuch  juft  and  favourable  conftrudion 
as  in  common  equity  ought  to  be  allowed  to  all  human 
Writings,  efpecially  fuch  as  are  let  forth  by  Authority, 
and  even  to  the  very  belt  Tranfiations  of  the  holy  Scrip¬ 
ture  itfelf. 

Our  general  aim  therefore  in  this  undertaking  was, 
not  to  gratify  this  or  that  party  in  any  their  unreasona¬ 
ble  demands  •,  but  to  do  that,  which  to  our  belt  under- 
ftandings,  we  conceived  might  moft  tend  to  the  pre- 
fervation  of  peace  and  unity  in  the  Church;  the  pro¬ 
curing  of  Reverence,  and  exciting  of  Piety  and  Devo¬ 
tion  in  the  publick  Worlhip  of  God ;  and  the  cutting 
off  occafion  from  them  that  feek  occafion  of  cavil  or 
quarrel  againft  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church.  And  as  to 
the  feveral  variations  from  the  former  Book,  whether 
by  Alteration,  Addition,  or  otherwife,  it  fhall  fuffice  to 
give  this  general  account.  That  moft  of  the  Alterations 
were  made,  either  firft,  for  the  better  diredion  of  them 
that  are  to  officiate  in  any  part  of  Divine  Service;  which 
is  chiefly  done  in  the  Calendars  and  Rubricks  :  Or 
iecondly,  for  the  more  proper  exprefling  of  fome  words 
or  phraies  of  ancient  ufage  in  terms  more  luitable  to  the 
language  of  the  prefent  times,  and  the  clearer  explana¬ 
tion  of  fome  other  words  and  phrafes,  that  were  either 
of  doubtful  fignification,  or  otherwife  liable  to  mifeori- 
ftruCtion :  Or  thirdly,  for  a  more  perfed  rendering  of 
fuch  portions  of  holy  Scripture,  as  are  inferted  into  the 
Liturgy  ;  which,  in  the  Epiftles  and  Golpels  efpecially, 
and  in  lundry  other  places,  are  now  ordered  to  be  read 
according  to  the  laft  Tranflation  :  and  that  it  was 
thought  convenient  that  fome  Prayers  and  Thankf- 
givings,  fitted  to  fpecial  occafions,  fhould  be  added  in 
their  due  places-,  particularly  for  thofe  at  Sea,  together 
with  an  office  for  the  Baptifm  of  fuch  as  are  of  riper 
years  :  which,  although  not  fo  neceffary  when  the  for¬ 
mer  Book  was  compiled,  yet  by  the  growth  of  Anabap- 
tiim,  through  the  licentioufneis  of  the  late  times  crept 
in  amongft  us,  is  now  become  neceffary,  and  may  be 
always  ufeful  for  the  baptizing  of  Natives  in  our  Plan¬ 
tations,  and  others,  converted  to  the  Faith.  If  any  man, 
who  fhall  defire  a  more  particular  account  of  the  feveral 
Alterations  in  any  part  of the  Liturgy,  fhall  take  the  pains 
to  compare  the  prefent  Book  with  the  former;  we  doubt 
not  but  the  reafon  of  the  change  may  eafily  appear. 

And  having  thus  endeavoured  to  difeharge  our  duties 
in  this  weighty  Affair,  as  in  the  fight  of  God,  and  to 
approve  our  fincerity  therein  (fo  far  as  lay  in  us)  to  the 
confciences  of  all  men  ;  although  we  know  it  impoffible 
(in  fuch  variety  of  apprehenfions,  humours  and  interefts 
as  are  in  the  world)  to  pleafe  all;  nor  can  expedt  that 
men  of  fadtious,  peevifh  and  perverle  fpirits  fhould  be 
fatisfied  with  any  thing  than  can  be  done  in  this  kind 
by  any  other  than  themfelves  ;  Yet  we  have  good  hope 
that  what  is  here  prefented,  and  hath  been  by  the  Con¬ 
vocations  of  both  Provinces  with  great  diligence  ex¬ 
amined  and  approved,  will  be  alfo  well  accepted  and 
approved,  by  all  l'ober,  peaceable  and  truly  confcienti- 
ous  Sons  of  the  Church  of  England.

Concerning  the  fervice  of  the  Church . 


THERE  was  never  any  thing  by  the  wit  of  man 
fo  well  devifed,  or  lb  lure  eftablifhed,  which  in 
continuance  of  time,  hath  not  been  corrupted  :  As,  a- 
mong  other  things,  it  may  plainly  appear  by  the  Com¬ 
mon  Prayers  in  the  Church,  commonly  called  Divine 
Service.  The  firll  original  and  ground  whereof,  if  any 
man  would  fearch  out  by  the  ancient  Fathers,  he  (hall 
find,  that  the  fame  was  not  ordained  but  of  a  good 
purpofe,  and  for  a  great  advancement  of  godlinefs.  For 
they  fo  ordered  the  matter,  thac  all  the  whole  Bible, 
(or  the  greateft  part  thereof)  Ihould  be  read  over  once 
every  year  •,  intending  thereby,  that  the  Clergy  and 
efpecially  fuch  as  were  Minifters  in  the  Congregation 
Ihould  (by  often  reading,  and  meditation  in  God’s  word) 
be  ftirred  up  to  Godlinefs  themfelves,  and  be  more  able 
to  exhort  others  by  wholefome  Dodtrine,  and  to  confute 
them  that  were  adverfaries  to  the  Truth;  and  further, 
that  the  people  (by  daily  hearing  of  the  holy  Scripture 
read  in  the  Church)  might  continually  profit  more  and 
more  in  the  knowledge  of  God,  and  be  the  more  in¬ 
flamed  with  the  love  of  his  true  Religion. 

But  thefe  many  years  paffed,  this  godly  and  decent 
Order  of  the  ancient  Fathers  hath  been  fo  altered,  broken 
and  negledted  by  planting  in  uncertain  Stories,  and 
Legends,  with  multitude  of  Refponds,  Verfes,  vain 
Repetitions,  Commemorations  and  Synodals;  that  com¬ 
monly  when  any  Book  of  the  Bible  was  begun,  after 
three  or  four  Chapters  were  read  out,  all  the  reft  were 
unread.  And  in  this  fort  the  book  of  IJaiab  was  begun 
in  Advent ,  and  the  Book  of  Genefis  in  Septuagefinta  ;  but 
they  were  only  begun,  and  never  read  through  :  After 
like  fort  were  other  Books  of  holy  Scripture  ufed. 
And  moreover,  whereas  St.  Paul  would  have  fuch 
language  fpoken  to  the  people  in  the  Church  as  they 
might  underftand,  and  have  profit  by  hearing  the  fame; 
The  fervice  in  this  Church  of  England  thefe  many  years 
hath  been  read  in  Latin  to  the  people,  which  they  un¬ 
derftand  not;  fo  that  they  have  heard  with  their  ears 
only,  and  their  heart,  fpirit,  and  mind  have  not  been 
edified  thereby.  And  furthermore,  notwithftanding  that 
the  ancient  Fathers,  have  divided  the  Pfalms  into  feven 
Portions,  whereof  every  one  was  called  a  Nofturn  :  Now 
of  late  time  a  few  of  them  have  been  daily  faid,  and  the 
reft  utterly  omitted.  Moreover,  the  number  and  hard- 
nefs  of  the  Rules  called  the  Pie,  and  the  manifold 
changings  of  the  Service,  was  the  caufe,  that  to  turn 
the  Book  only  was  fo  hard  and  intricate  a  matter,  that 
many  times  there  was  more  bufinefs  to  find  out  what 
Ihould  be  read,  than  to  read  it  when  it  was  found  out. 

Thefe  inconveniences  therefore  confidered,  here  is  fet 
forth  fuch  an  Order  whereby  the  fame  fhall  be  redrefied. 
And  for  a  readinefs  in  this  matter,  here  is  drawn  out  a 
Calendar  for  that  purpofe,  which  is  plain  and  eafy  to 
be  underftood;  wherein  (fo  much  as  may  be)  the  read¬ 
ing  of  holy  Scripture  is  fo  fet  forth,  that  all  things  (hall 
be  done  in  order,  without  breaking  one  piece  from  an¬ 
other.  For  this  caufe  be  cut  off  Anthems,  Refponds, 


Invitatories,  and  fuch  like  things  as  did  break  the  con¬ 
tinual  courfe  of  the  reading  of  the  Scripture. 

Yet,  becaufe  there  is  no  remedy,  but  that  of  neceflity, 
there  muft  be  fome  Rules;  therefore  certain  Rules  are 
here  fet  forth ;  which,  as  they  are  few  in  number,  fo  they 
are  plain  and  eafy  to  be  underftood  :  So  that  here  you 
have  an  Order  for  Prayer,  and  for  the  reading  of  the 
holy  Scripture,  much  agreeable  to  the  mind  and  purpofe 
of  the  old  Fathers,  and  a  great  deal  more  profitable  and 
commodious,  than  that  which  of  late  was  ufed.  It  is 
more  profitable,  becaufe  here  are  left  out  many  things, 
whereof  fome  are  untrue,  fome  uncertain,  fome  vain  and 
fuperftitious ;  and  nothing  is  ordained  to  be  read,  but 
the  very  pure  Word  of  God,  the  holy  Scripture,  or 
that  which  is  agreeable  to  the  fame ;  and  that  in  fuch 
Language  and  Order  as  is  molt  eafy  and  plain  for  the 
underftanding  both  of  the  Readers  and  Hearers.  It  is 
alfo  more  commodious,  both  for  the  fhortnefs  thereof, 
and  for  the  plainnefs  of  the  Order,  and  for  that  the  Rules 
be  few  and  eafy. 

And  whereas  heretofore  there  hath  been  great  diver- 
fity  in  faying  and  finging  in  Churches  within  this  Realm ; 
fome  following  Salisbury  Ufe,  fome  Hereford  Ufe,  and 
fome  the  Ufe  of  Bangor ,  fome  of  York,  fome  of  Lincoln ; 
now  from  henceforth  all  the  whole  Realm  fhall  have  but 
one  Ufe. 

And  forafmuch  as  nothing  can  be  fo  plainly  fet  forth 
but  doubts  may  arife  in  the  ufe  and  pradtice  of  the  fame, 
to  appeafe  all  fuch  diverfity  (if  any  arife)  and  for  the 
refolution  of  all  doubts,  concerning  the  manner  how  to 
underftand,  do,  and  execute  the  things  contained  in  this 
Book;  the  parties  that  fo  doubt,  or  diverfly  take  any 
thing,  fhall  alway  refort  to  the  Bilhop  of  the  Diocefe, 
who  by  his  difcretion  fhall  take  order  for  the  quieting 
and  appealing  of  the  fame ;  fo  that  the  fame  order  be 
not  contrary  to  any  thing  contained  in  this  Book.  And 
if  the  Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe  be  in  doubt,  then  he  may 
fend  for  the  refolution  to  the  Archbilhop. 

I  "'Hough  it  be  appointed.  That  all  things  fhall  be 
‘  read  and  fung  in  the  Church  in  the  Englijh 
‘Tongue,  to  the  end  that  the  Congregation  may  be 
‘thereby  edified;  yet  it  is  not  meant  but  that  when 
‘  men  fay  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  privately,  they 
‘  may  fay  the  fame  in  any  language  that  they  themfelves 
‘do  underftand. 

‘And  all  Priefts  and  Deacons  are  to  fay  daily  the 
‘  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  either  privately  or  o- 
‘penly,  not  being  let  by  ficknefs,  or  fome  other  urgent 
‘caufe. 

‘And  the  Curate  that  miniftereth  in  every  Parifh- 
‘  Church  or  Chapel,  being  at  home,  and  not  being 
‘otherwife  reafonably  hindered,  fhall  fay  the  fame  in 
‘the  Parilh-Church  or  Chapel  where  he  miniftereth, 
‘and  fhall  caufe  a  Bell  to  be  tolled  thereunto  a  conve- 
‘  nient  time  before  he  begin,  that  the  people  may  come 
‘to  hear  God’s  Word,  and  to  pray  with  him. 


Of  Ceremonies ,  TVhy  fome  be  abolijhed ,  and  fome  retained. 


OF  fuch  Ceremonies  as  be  ufed  in  the  Church,  and 
have  had  their  beginning  by  the  inftitutionof  man, 
fome  at  the  firft  were  of  godly  intent  and  purpofe  de¬ 
vifed,  and  yet  at  length  turned  to  vanity  and  fuperfti- 
tion.  Some  entered  into  the  Church  by  indifcreet  De¬ 
votion,  and  fuch  zeal  as  was  without  knowledge;  and 
for  becaufe  they  were  winked  at  in  the  beginning,  they 
grew  daily  to  more  and  more  Abufes,  which  not  only 
for  their  unprofitablenefs,  but  alfo  becaufe  they  have 
much  blinded  the  people,  and  obfcured  the  Glory  of 
God,  are  worthy  to  be  cut  away,  and  clean  rejedted : 
Other  there  be,  which  although  they  have  been  devifed  by 
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man,  yet  it  is  thought  good  to  referve  them  ftill,  as  well 
for  a  decent  Order  in  the  Church,  (for  the  which  they 
were  firft  devifed)  as  becaufe  they  pertain  to  edification, 
whereunto  all  things  done  in  the  Church  (as  the  Apoftle 
teacheth)  ought  to  be  referred. 

And  although  the  keeping  or  omitting  of  a  Cere¬ 
mony,  in  itfelf  confidered,  is  but  a  fmall  thing;  yet  the 
wilful  and  contemptuous  tranfgreffion  and  breaking  of 
a  common  Order  and  Difcipline,  is  no  fmall  offence  be¬ 
fore  God,  Let  all  things  be  done  among  you ,  faith  Saint 
Paul,  in  a  feemly  and  due  Order :  The  appointment  of 
which  order  pertaineth  not  to  private  men  therefore 

no 


Of  Ceremonies* 


no  man  ought  to  take  in  hand,  nor  prefume  to  appoint 
or  alter  any  publick  or  common  Order  in  Chrift’s 
Church,  except  he  be  lawfully  called  and  authorized 
thereunto. 

And  whereas  in  this  our  time,  the  minds  of  men  are 
fo  diverfe,  that  fome  think  it  a  great  matter  of  Confci- 
ence  to  depart  from  a  piece  of  the  lead  of  their  Cere¬ 
monies,  they  be  fo  addided  to  their  old  cuftoms;  and 
again  on  the  other  fide,  fome  be  fo  new-fangled,  that 
they  would  innovate  all  things,  and  fo  defpifc  the  old, 
that  nothing  can  like  them,  but  that  ismew  :  it  was 
thought  expedient,  not  fo  much  to  have  refped  how 
to  pleafe  and  fatisfy  either  of  thefe  parties,  as  how  to 
pleafe  God,  and  profit  them  both.  And  yet  left  any 
man  fhould  be  offended,  whom  good  reafon  might  fa¬ 
tisfy,  here  be  certain  caufes  rendered,  why  fome  of  the 
accuftomed  Ceremonies  be  put  away,  and  fome  retained 
and  kept  ftill. 

Some  are  put  away,  becaufe  the  great  excefs  and  mul¬ 
titude  of  them  hath  fo  increafed  in  thefe  latter  days, 
that  the  burden  of  them  was  intolerable  j  whereof  Saint 
Auguftine  in  his  time  complained,  That  they  were  grown 
to  fuch  a  number,  that  the  eftate  of  Chriftian  people 
was  in  worfe  cafe  concerning  that  matter,  than  were  the 
Jews.  And  he  counfelled  that  fuch  yoke  and  burden 
foould  be  taken  away,  as  time  would  ferve  quietly  to 
do  it.  But  what  would  St.  Augujline  have  laid,  if  he 
had  feen  the  Ceremonies  of  late  days  ufed  among  us  \ 
whe'.eunto  the  multitude  ufed  in  his  time  was  not  to  be 
compared?  This  our  exceftive  multitude  of  Ceremonies 
was  fo  great,  and  many  of  them  fo  dark,  that  they  did 
more  confound  and  darken,  than  declare  and  fet  forth 
Chrift’s  benefits  unto  us.  And  befides  this,  Chrift’s 
Gofpel  is  not  a  Ceremonial  Law  (as  much  of  Mofes* 
Law  was)  but  it  is  a  Religion  to  ferve  God,  not  in  bon¬ 
dage  of  the  figure  or  foadow,  but  in  the  freedom  of  the 
Spirit ;  being  content  only  with  thofe  Ceremonies,  which 
do  ferve  to  a  decent  Order  and  godly  Dilcipline,  and 
fuch  as  be  apt  to  ftir  up  the  dull  mind  of  man  to  the 
remembrance  of  his  duty  to  God,  by  fome  notable  and 
fpecial  fignification,  whereby  he  might  be  edified.  Fur¬ 
thermore,  the  mod  weighty  caufe  of  the  aboli foment  of 
certain  ceremonies  was,  That  they  were  fo  far  abufed. 


partly  by  the  fuperftitious  blindnels  of  the  rude  afici 
unlearned,  and  partly  by  the  unlatiable  avarice  of  fuch 
as  fought  more  their  own  lucre,  than  the  glory  of  God, 
that  the  abufes  could  not  well  be  taken  away,  the  thing 
remaining  ftill. 

But  now  as  concerning  thofe  perfons,  which  p^rad- 
venture  will  be  offended,  for  that  fome  of  the  old  Cere¬ 
monies  are  retained  ftill  :  If  they  confider  that  withouc 
fome  Ceremonies  it  is  not  poftible  to  keep  any  Order, 
or  quiet  Difcipline  in  the  Church,  they  foall  eafily  per¬ 
ceive  juft  caufe  to  reform  their  judgements.  And  if  they 
think  much,  that  any  of  the  old  remain,  and  would 
rather  have  all  devifed  anew  :  then  fuch  men  granting 
fome  Ceremonies  convenient  to  be  had,  furely  where 
the  old  may  be  well  ufed,  there  they  cannot  reafonably 
reprove  the  old  only  for  their  age,  without  bewraying 
of  their  own  folly.  For  in  fuch  a  cafe  they  ought  rather 
to  have  reverence  unto  them  for  their  Antiquity,  if  they 
will  declare  themfelves  to  be  more  ftudious  of  Unity 
and  Concord,  than  of  Innovations  and  new-fanglenefs, 
which  (as  much  as  may  be  with  true  fetting  forth  of 
Chrift’s  Religion)  is  always  to  be  efehewed.  Further¬ 
more,  fuch  foall  have  no  juft  Caufe  with  the  Ceremonies 
referved  to  be  offended.  For  as  thofe  be  taken  away 
which  were  moft  abufed,  and  did  burden  men’s  Con- 
fciences  without  any  caufe ;  fo  the  other  that  remain, 
are  retained  for  a  Difcipline  and  Order,  which  (upon 
juft  Caufes)  may  be  altered  and  changed,  and  therefore 
are  not  to  be  efteemed  equal  with  God’s  Law.  And 
moreover,  they  be  neither  dark  nor  dumb  Ceremonies, 
but  are  fo  fet  forth,  that  every  man  may  underftand 
what  they  do  mean,  and  to  what  ufetheydo  ierve.  So  that 
it  is  not  like  that  they  in  time  to  come  fhould  be  abufed 
as  others  have  been.  And  in  thefe  our  doings  we  con¬ 
demn  no  other  Nations,  nor  preferibe  any  thing  but  to 
our  own  People  only  :  For  we  think  it  convenient  thac 
every  Country  foould  ufe  fuch  Ceremonies  as  they  foall 
think  beft  to  the  fetting  forth  of  God’s  Honour  and 
Glory,  and  to  the  reducing  of  the  People  to  a  moft  per¬ 
fect  and  godly  living,  without  Error  or  Superftition  •,  and 
that  they  foould  put  away  otfier  thing*,  which  from  time 
to  time  they  perceive  to  be  moft  abufed,  as  in  men’s 
Ordinances  it  often  chanceth  diverfly  in  divers  Countries. 


€  TJoe  Order  how  the  P [alter  is  appointed  to  be  read. 


THE  Pfalter  foall  be  read  through  once  every 
month,  as  it  is  there  appointed,  both  for  Morning 
and  Evening  Prayer.  But  in  February  it  foall  be  read 
only  to  the  twenty-eighth,  or  twenty-ninth  day  of  the 
month. 

And  whereas  January ,  March,  May ,  July ,  Auguft , 
Ottober,  and  December  have  One-and-thirty  days  apiece ; 
It  is  ordered,  that  the  fame  Pfalms  foall  be  read  the  laft 
day  of  the  faid  months,  which  were  read  the  day  before : 
So  that  the  Pfalter  may  begin  again  the  firft  day  of  the 
next  month  enfuing. 

And  whereas  the  119th  is  divided  into  22 

Portions,  and  is  overlong  to  be  read  at  one  time*  It  is 


fo  ordered,  that  at  one  time  foall  not  be  read  above  four 
or  five  of  the  faid  Portions. 

And  at  the  end  of  every  Pfalm,  and  of  every  fuch 
Part  of  the  119th  Pfalm,  foall  be  repeated  this  Hymn, 

Glbry  be  to  the  Father ,  and  to  the  Son  :  and  to  the  Holy 
Ghoft  \ 

As  it  was  in  the  beginning ,  is  now ,  and  ever  Jhall  be : 
world  without  end.  Amen . 

Note,  that  the  Pfalter  followeth  the  Divifton  of  the 
Hebrews,  and  the  Tranflation  of  the  great  Englilh 
Bible,  fet  forth  and  ufed  in  the  time  of  King  Henry  the 
Eighth,  and  Edward  the  Sixth. 


7 he  Order  how  the  reft  of  the  Ploly  Scripture  is  appointed  to  be  read . 


THE  Old  Teftament  is  appointed  for  the  Firft 
Leffons  at  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer ;  fo  as 
the  moft  part  thereof  will  be  read  over  every  year  once, 
as  in  the  Calendar  is  appointed. 

The  New  Teftament  is  appointed  for  the  Second 
Leffons  at  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  and  foall  be 
read  over  orderly  every  year  thrice,  befides  the  Epiftles 
and  Gofpels ;  except  the  Apocalyps,  out  of  which  there 
are  only  certain  proper  leffons  appointed  upon  divers 
Feafts. 

And  to  know  what  Leffons  foall  be  read  every  day, 
look  for  the  day  of  the  Month  in  the  Calendar  following, 
and  there  ye  foall  find  the  Chapters  that  foall  be  read 


for  the  Leffons  both  at  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  -} 
except  only  the  moveable  Feafts,  which  are  not  in  the 
Calendar,  and  the  Immoveable,  where  there  is  a  blank 
left  in  the  Column  of  Leflbns,  the  proper  Leffons  for  all 
which  days  are  to  be  found  in  the  Table  of  Proper 
Leffons. 

And  note,  That  whenfoever  Proper  Pfalms  or  Leffons 
are  appointed  ;  then  the  Pfalms  and  Leffons  of  ordinary 
courfe  appointed  in  the  Pfalter  and  Calendar  (if  they  be 
different)  fhall  be  omitted  for  that  time. 

Note  alfo.  That  the  Colled,  Epiftle,  and  Gofpel  ap¬ 
pointed  for  the  Sunday,  ftiall  ferve  all  the  Week  after, 
where  it  is  not  in  this  Book  othefwife  ordered.

S.  Bartholomew,  5’.  Matthew,  S.  Simon  and  S.  Jude,  S.  Andrew,  and 
upon  Trinity-Sunday,  floall  be  fung  or  [aid  at  Morning  Prayer , 
injlead  of  the  Apoflles  Greedy  this  Confeffion  of  our  Chriflian  Faith , 
commonly  called  the  Creed  of  Saint  Athanafius,  by  the  Minifler  and 
People  jlanding : 


Quicunque  vult.

before  all  things  it  is 
neceflary  that  he  hold  the  Ca- 
tholick  faith.

So  there  is  one  Father,  not 
three  Fathers ;  one  Son,  not 
three  Sons  :  one  Holy  Ghoft, 
not  three  Holy  Ghofts. 

And  in  this  Trinity  none  is 
afore,  or  after  other  :  none  is 
greater,  or  lels  than  another  ; 

But  the  whole  three  Perfons 
are  co-eternal  together  :  and 
co-equal. 

So  that  in  all  things,  as  is 
aforefaid  :  the  unity  in  Trinity, 
and  the  Trinity  in  Unity  is  to 
be  worfhipped.

For  we  lay,  That  Faith 
was  reckoned  to  Abraham  for 
righteoufnefs.  How  was  it  then 
reckoned  ?  when  he  was  in  cir¬ 
cumcifion,  or  in  uncircumci¬ 
fion  ?  not  in  circumcifion,  but 
in  uncircumcifion.  And  he  re¬ 
ceived  the  lign  of  circumcifion, 
a  leal  of  the  righteoufnels  of  the 
faith,  which  he  had  yet  being 
uncircumcifed ;  that  he  might 
be  the  father  of  all  them  that 
believe,  though  they  be  not 
circumciied;  that  righteoufnefs 
might  be  imputed  unto  them 
alfo  :  and  the  father  of  circum¬ 
cifion  to  them  who  are  not  of 
the  circumcifion  only,  but  alio 
walk  in  the  Heps  of  that  faith 
of  our  father  Abraham,  which 
he  had  being  yet  uncircumcil- 
ed.  For  the  promife,  that  he 


Ihould  be  the  heir  of  the  world, 
was  not  to  Abraham,  or  to  his 
feed,  through  the  law,  but 
through  the  righteoufnefs  of 
faith.  For  if  they  which  are  of 
the  law  be  heirs,  faith  is  made 
void,  and  the  promile  made  of 
none  effebfc.

“Hen  Jefus  was  born  in 
Bethlehem  of  Judea,  in 
the  days  of  Herod  the  king, 
behold,  there  came  wife-men 
from  the  eaft  to  Jerulalem,  lay¬ 
ing,  Where  is  he  that  is  bom 
King  of  the  Jews  ?  For  we  have 
feen  his  ftar  in  the  eaft,  and  are 
come  to  worfhip  him.  When 
Herod  the  king  had  heard 
thele  things,  he  was  troubled, 
and  all  Jerufalem  with  him. 
And  when  he  had  gathered  all 
the  chief  priefts  and  leribes  of 
the  people  together,  he  de¬ 
manded  of  them,  where  Chrift 
Ihould  be  born.  And  they  faid 
unto  him,  In  Bethlehem  of  Ju¬ 
dea  :  For  thus  it  is  written  by 
the  prophet.  And  thou,  Beth¬ 
lehem  in  the  land  of  Juda,  art 
not  the  leaft  amongft  the  princes 
of  Juda  :  for  out  of  thee  fhall 
come  a  Governor  that  fhall  rule 
my  people  Ilrael.  Then  Herod, 
when  he  had  privily  called  the 
wile-men,  enquired  of  them  di¬ 
ligently  what  time  the  ftar  ap¬ 
peared.  And  he  lent  them  to

Bethlehem,  and  faid,  Go,  and 
fearch  diligently  for  the  young 
child;  and  when  ye  have  found 
him,  bring  me  word  again,  that 
I  may  come  and  worihip  him 
alfo.  When  they  had  heard  the 
king,  they  departed  ;  and  lo, 
the  ftar  which  they  law  in  the 
eaft,  went  before  them,  till  it 
came  and  flood  over  where  the 
young  child  was.  When  they 
flaw  the  ftar,  they  rejoiced  with 
exceeding  great  joy.  And  when 
they  were  come  into  the  houfe, 
they  law  the  young  child  with 
Mary  his  mother,  and  fell  down 
and  worfhipped  him  :  And 
when  they  had  opened  their 
treafures,  they  prefented  unto 
him  gifts;  gold,  and  frankin- 
cenle,  and  myrrhe.  And  being 
warned  of  God  in  a  dream,  that 
they  lliould  not  return  to  He¬ 
rod,  they  departed  into  their 
own  country  another  way.

And  when  they  law  him,  they 
were  amazed  :  and  his  mother 
laid  unto  him,  Son,  why  haft 
thou  thus  dealt  with  us?  be¬ 
hold,  thy  father  and  I  have 
fought  thee  borrowing.

And  they  underftood 
not  the  laying  which  he  Ipake 
unto  them.  And  he  went  down 
with  them,  and  came  to  Na¬ 
zareth,  and  was  fubje£t  unto 
them :  but  his  mother  kept  all 
thefe  fayings  in  her  heart.  And 
Jefos  increafod  in  wifdom,  and 
ftature,  and  in  favour  with  God 
and  men.

I  there¬ 
fore  lo  run,  not  as  uncertainly ; 
fo  fight  I,  not  as  one  that  beat- 
eth  the  air  :  but  I  keep  under 
my  body,  and  bring  it  into  fub- 
jebfion,  left  that  by  any  means 
when  I  have  preached  to  o- 
thers,  I  myfelf  fhould  be  a 
caft-way.

rijWHE  kingdom  of  heaven 
Jj[  is  like  unto  a  man  that 
is  an  houfholder,  which  went 
out  early  in  the  morning  to 
hire  labourers  into  his  vine¬ 
yard.  And  when  he  had  agreed 
with  the  labourers  for  a  peny 
a  day,  he  fent  them  into  his 
vineyard.  And  he  went  out 
about  the  third  hour,  and  law 
others  Handing  idle  in  the 
market-place,  and  faid  unto 
them,  Go  ye  allb  into  the 
vineyard,  and  whatloever  is 
right  I  will  give  you.  And  they 
went  their  way.  Again  he  went 
out  about  the  fixth  and  ninth 
hour,  and  did  likewile.  And  a- 
bout  the  eleventh  hour  he  went 
out,  and  found  others  Hand¬ 
ing  idle,  and  faith  unto  them, 
Why  Hand  ye  here  all  the  day 
idle?  They  lay  unto  him,  Be- 
caule  no  man  hath  hired  us. 
He  faith  unto  them.  Go  ye 
allb  into  the  vineyard,  and 
whatfoever  is  right,  that  fhall 
ye  receive.  So  when  even  was 
come,  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard 

laith 


faith  unto  his  fteward,  Call  the 
labourers,  and  give  them  their 
hire,  beginning  from  the  laft 
unto  the  firft.  And  when  they 
came  that  were  hired  about  the 
eleventh  hour,  they  received 
every  man  a  peny.  But  when 
the  firft  came,  they  luppoled 
that  they  fhould  have  received 
more;  and  they  likewile  re¬ 
ceived  every  man  a  peny.  And 
when  they  had  received  it,  they 
murmured  againft  the  good- 
manofthe  houfe,  faying, Thefe 
laft  have  wrought  but  one  hour, 
and  thou  haft  made  them  equal 
unto  us,  which  have  borne  the 
burden  and  heat  of  the  day. 
But  he  anfwered  one  of  them, 
and  faid,  Friend,  I  do  thee  no 
wrong:  didft  not  thou  agree 
with  me  for  a  peny?  Take  that 
thine  is,  and  go  thy  way,  I  will 
give  unto  this  laft  even  as  unto 
thee.  Is  it  not  lawful  for  me  to 
do  what  I  will  with  mine  own? 
Is  thine  eye  evil,  becaule  I  am 
good  ?  So  the  laft  fhall  be  firft, 
and  the  firft  laft :  for  many  be 
called,  but  few  chofen.

For  ye  fuffer  if  a  man  bring 
you  into  bondage,  if  a  man  de¬ 
vour  you,  if  a  man  take  of  you, 
if  a  mat!  exalt  himlelf,  if  a 
man  finite  ypu  on  the  face.  I 
Ipeak  as  concerning  reproach, 
as  though  we  had  been  weak : 
howbeit,  whereinloever  any  is 
bold,  (I  Ipeak  foolilhly,)  I  am 
bold  alio.  Are  they  Hebrews? 
fo  am  I:  are  they  Ifraelites? 
fo  am  I :  are  they  the  feed  of 
Abraham?  lb  am  I  :  are  they 
minifters  of  Chrift?  (I  Ipeak  as 
a  fool,)  I  am  more ;  in  labours 
more  abundant ;  in  ftripes  a- 
bove  meafure;  in  prilons  more 
frequent ;  in  deaths  oft.  Of  the 
Jews  five  times  received  I  forty 
ftripes  lave  one;  thrice  was  I 
beaten  with  rods ;  once  was  I 
•ftoned;  thrice  I  fullered  ih ip- 
wrack  ;  a  night  and  a  day 
I  have  been  in  the  deep;  in 
journeyings  often;  in  perils  of 
waters;  in  perils  of  robbers; 
in  perils  by  mine  own  coun¬ 
trymen;  in  perils  by  the  hea¬ 
then  ;  in  perils  in  the  city ;  in 
perils  in  the  wildernels ;  in  pe¬ 
rils  in  the  lea;  in  perils  among 
falle  brethren;  in  wearinels  and 
painfulnefs ;  in  watchings  oft¬ 
en;  in  hunger  and  thirft;  in 
fallings  often;  in  cold  and  na¬ 
ked  nds;  befides  thole  things 
that  are  without,  that  which 
cometh  upon  me  daily,  the  care 
of  all  the  churches.  Who  is 
weak,  and  I  am  not  weak  ?  who 
is  offended,  and  I  burn  not?  If 
I  muft  needs  glory,  I  will  glo¬ 
ry  of  the  things  which  concern 
mine  infirmities.  The  God  and

WHen  much  people  were 
gathered  together,  and 
were  come  to  him  out  of  every 
city,  he  fpake  by  a  parable :  A 
lower  went  out  to  low  his  feed ; 
and  as  he  fowed,  fome  fell  by 
the  way-lide,  and  it  was  trod- 
en  down,  and  the  fowls  of  the 
air  devoured  it;  and  fome  fell 
upon  a  rock,  and  as  foon  as  it 
was  fprung  up,  it  withered  a- 
way,  becaufe  it  lacked  moifture; 
and  iome  fell  among  thorns, 
and  the  thorns  fprang  up  with 
it,  and  choked  it;  and  other 
fell  on  good  ground,  and  fprang 
up,  and  bare  fruit  an  hundred¬ 
fold.  And  when  he  had  faid 
thefe  things,  he  cried,  He  that 
hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 
And  his  difciples  alked  him, 
faying,  What  might  this  para¬ 
ble  be  ?  And  he  faid,  Unto  you 
it  is  given  to  know  the  myfte- 
ries  of  the  kingdom  of  God  : 
but  to  others  in  parables;  that 
feeing  they  might  not  fee,  and 
hearing  they  might  not  under¬ 
hand.  Now  the  parable  is  this: 
The  feed  is  the  word  of  God; 
thofe  by  the  way-lide  are  they 
that  hear ;  then  cometh  the 
devil,  and  taketh  away  the  word 
out  of  their  hearts,  left  they 
fhould  believe,  and  be  laved. 
They  on  the  rock  are  they, 
which  when  they  hear,  receive 
the  word  with  joy;  and  thefe 
have  no  root,  which  for  a  while 
believe,  and  in  time  of  tempta¬ 
tion  fall  away.  And  that  which 


fell  among  thorns,  are  they, 
which  when  they  have  heard, 
go  forth,  and  are  choked  with 
cares,  and  riches,  and  pleafures 
of  this  life,  and  bring  no  fruit 
to  perfection.  But  that  on  the 
good  ground,  are  they  which 
in  an  honeft  and  good  heart, 
having  heard  the  word,  keep 
it,  and  bring  forth  fruit  with 
patience.

own,  is  not  eafily  provoked, 
thinketh  no  evil,  rejoiceth  not 
in  iniquity,  but  rejoiceth  in 
the  truth;  beareth  all  things, 
believeth  all  things,  hopeth  all 
things,  endureth  all  things. 
Charity  never  faileth :  but 
whether  there  be  prophecies, 
they  lhall  fail;  whether  there 
be  tongues,  they  lhall  ceafe; 
whether  there  be  knowledge, 
it  lhall  vanilh  away.  For  we 
know  in  part,  and  we  prophefy 
in  part.  But  when  that  which 
is  perfe£t  is  come,  then  that 
which  is  in  part  fhall  be  done 
away.  When  I  was  a  child,  I 
fpake  as  a  child,  I  underftood 
as  a  child,  I  thought  as  a  child; 
but  when  I  became  a  man,  I 
put  away  childifh  things.  For 
now  we  fee  through  a  glafs 
darkly ;  but  then  face  to  face  : 
now  I  know  in  part;  but  then 
fhall  I  know  even  as  alfo  I  am 
known.  And  now  abideth 
faith,  hope,  charity,  thefe 
three;  but  the  greatelt  of  thefe 
is  charity.

HEN  Tefus  took  unto 
him  the  twelve,  and  faid 
unto  them,  Behold,  we  go  up 
to  Jerulalem,  and  all  things 
that  are  written  by  the  pro¬ 


phets  concerning  the  Son  of 
man  lhall  be  accemplilhed.  For 
he  fhall  be  delivered  unto  the 
Gentiles,  and  lhall  be  mocked, 
and  fpitefully  entreated,  and 
fpitted  on  :  And  they  lhall 
fcourge  him,  and  put  him  to 
death;  and  the  third  day  he 
lhall  rife  again.

Be 
not  ye  therefore  partakers  with 
them;  for  ye  were  fometimes 
darknefs,  but  now  are  ye  light 
in  the  Lord  :  walk  as  children 
of  light ;  (for  the  fruit  of  the 
Spirit  is  in  all  goodnefs,  and 
righteoufnefs  and  truth,)  prov¬ 
ing  what  is  acceptable  unto  the 
Lord.  And  have  no  feilowfhip 
with  the  unfruitful  works  of 
darknefs,  but  rather  reprove 
them  :  for  it  is  a  fhame  even 
to  fpeak  of  thofe  things  which 
are  done  of  them  in  fecret.  But 
all  things  that  are  reproved,  are 
made  manifeft  by  the  light : 
for  whatfoever  doth  make  ma¬ 
nifeft,  is  light.  Wherefore  he 
faith,  Awake  thou  that  fleepeft, 
and  arife  from  the  dead,  and 
Chrift  fhall  give  thee  light. 

’The  Gofpel.  S. Luke  n.  14. 

JEfus  was  calling  out  a  devil, 
and  it  was  dumb.  And  it 
came  to  pals  when  the  devil 
was  gone  out,  the  dumb  Ipake ; 
and  the  people  wondered.  But 
fome  of  them  faid.  He  cafteth 
out  devils  through  Beelzebub, 
the  chief  of  the  devils.  And  o- 
thers  tempting  him,  fought  of 


him  a  lign  from  heaven.  But 
he  knowing  their  thoughts,  laid 
unto  them,  Every  kingdom  di¬ 
vided  againft  itfelf,  is  brought 
to  defolation ;  and  a  houfe  di¬ 
vided  againft  a  houfe,  falleth. 
If  Satan  alfo  be  divided  againft 
himfelf,  how  fhall  his  kingdom 
Hand?  becaufe  ye  lay,  that  I 
call  out  devils  through  Beelze¬ 
bub.  And  if  I  by  Beelzebub 
call  out  devils,  by  whom  do 
your  fons  call  them  out?  there¬ 
fore  fhall  they  be  your  judges. 
But  if  I  with  the  finger  of  God 
call  out  devils,  no  doubt  the 
kingdom  of  God  is  come  upon 
you.  When  a  ftrong  man  arm¬ 
ed  keepeth  his  palace,  his 
goods  are  in  peace ;  but  when 
a  ftronger  than  he  fhall  come 
upon  him,  and  overcome  him, 
he  taketh  from  him  all  his  ar¬ 
mour  wherein  he  trailed,  and 
divideth  the  fpoils.  He  that  is 
not  with  me,  is  againft  me  : 
and  he  that  gathereth  not  with 
me,  fcattereth.  When  the  un¬ 
clean  fpirit  is  gone  out  of  a  man, 
he  walketh  through  dry  places, 
feeking  reft ;  and  finding  none, 
he  faith,  I  will  return  unto  my 
houle  whence  I  came  out.  And 
when  he  cometh  he  findeth  it 
fwept  and  garnifhed.  Then  go- 
eth  he,  and  taketh  to  him  leven 
other  fpirits  more  wicked  than 
himlelf,  and  they  enter  in,  and 
dwell  there;  anci  the  laft  Hate 
of  that  man  is  worle  than  the 
firft.  And  it  came  to  pafs  as  he 
fpake  thefe  things  a  certain  wo¬ 
man  of  the  company  lift  up  her 
voice,  and  faid  unto  him,  Bleif- 
ed  is  the  womb  that  bare  thee, 
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and  the  paps  which  thou  haft 
fucked.  But  he  faid,  Yea,  rather 
blelfed  are  they  that  hear  the 
word  of  God,  and  keep  it. 


The  fourth  Sunday  in  Lent. 

Lhe  Collect. 

GRant,  we  befeech  thee, 
Almighty  God,  that  we, 
who  for  our  evil  deeds  do  wor¬ 
thily  deferve  to  be  punilhed, 
by  the  comfort  of  thy  grace 
may  mercifully  be  relieved, 
through  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jefus  Chrift.  Amen. 

Lhe  Epiftle.  Gal.  4.21. 
qpELL  me,  ye  that  delire  to 
£  be  under  the  law,  do  ye 
not  hear  the  law?  For  it  is 
written,  that  Abraham  had  two 
Ions,  the  one  by  a  bond-maid, 
the  other  by  a  free-woman. 
But  he  who  was  of  the  bond- 
woman,  was  born  after  the 
flefh;  but  he  of  the  free-wo¬ 
man  was  by  promile.  Which 
things  are  an  allegory:  for 
thefe  are  the  two  covenants; 
the  one  from  the  mount  Sinai, 
which  gendereth  to  bondage, 
which  is  Agar.  For  this  Agar 
is  mount  Sinai  in  Arabia,  and 
anfwereth  to  Jerufalem,  which 
now  is,  and  is  in  bondage  with 
her  children.  But  Jerufalem 
which  is  above,  is  free ;  which 
is  the  mother  of  us  all.  For  it 
is  written,  Rejoice,  thou  barren 
that  beared  not;  break  forth 
and  cry  thou  that  travelled: 
not :  for  the  defolate  hath 
many  more  children  than  lhe 
which  hath  an  hulband.  Now 
we,  brethren,  as  Ifaac  was,  are 
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the  children  of  promile.  But 
as  then,  he  that  was  born  after 
the  flefh,  perfecuted  him  that 
was  born  after  the  Spirit;  even 
fo  it  is  now.  Neverthelels,  what 
faith  the  Scripture?  Call  out 
the  bond- woman  and  her  Ion; 
for  the  Ion  of  the  bond- woman 
lhall  not  be  heir  with  the  Ion 
of  the  free-woman.  So  then, 
brethren,  we  are  not  children 
of  the  bond-woman,  but  of 
the  free. 

Lhe  Gofpel.  S.  John  6. 1. 
ESUS  went  over  the  lea  of 
Galilee,  which  is  the  lea  of 
Tiberias.  And  a  great  multi¬ 
tude  followed  him,  becaule 
they  law  his  miracles  which  he 
did  on  them  that  were  dileaf' 

ed.  And  Jelus  went  up  into  a 
mountain,  and  there  he  fat  with 
his  dilciples.  And  the  pafs-over, 
a  feaft  of  the  Jews,  was  nigh. 
When  Jefus  then  lift  up  his 
eyes,  and  faw  a  great  company 
come  unto  him,  he  faith  unto 
Philip,  Whence  lhall  we  buy 
bread  that  thele  may  eat?  (And 
this  he  laid  to  prove  him;  for 
he  himlelf  knew  what  he  would 

do. )  Philip  anfwered  him.  Two 
hundred  peny-worth  of  bread 
is  not  lufficient  for  them,  that 
every  one  of  them  may  take  a 
little.  One  of  his  dilciples,  An¬ 
drew,  Simon  Peter’s  brother, 
faith  unto  him,  There  is  a  lad 
here,  which  hath  five  barley- 
loaves,  and  two  fmall  fifties : 
but  what  are  they  among  lo 
many?  And  Jefus  faid,  Make 
the  men  fit  down.  Now  there 
was  much  grafs  in  the  place.  So 
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the  men  fat  down  in  number 
about  five  thoufand.  And  Je- 
fus  took  the  loaves,  and  when 
he  had  given  thanks,  he  diftri- 
buted  to  the  difciples,  and  the 
difciples  to  them  that  were  fet 
down,  and  likewife  of  the  fifh- 
es,  as  much  as  they  would. 
When  they  were  filled,  he  laid 
unto  his  difciples,  Gather  up 
the  fragments  that  remain,  that 
nothing  be  loft.  Therefore  they 
gathered  them  together,  and 
filled  twelve  bafkets  with  the 
fragments  of  the  five  barley- 
loaves,  which  remained  over 
and  above  unto  them  that  had 
eaten.  Then  thofe  men,  when 
they  had  feen  the  miracle  that 
Jefus  did,  faid,  This  is  of  a 
truth  that  Prophet  that  fhould 
come  into  the  world. 


The  fifth  Sunday  in  Lent . 
The  Collect . 


WE  befeech  thee,  Almigh¬ 
ty  God,  mercifully  to 
look  upon  thy  people ;  that  by 
thy  great  goodnefs  they  may 
be  governed  and  preferved  e- 
vermore,  both  in  body  and  foul, 
through  Jefus  Chrift  our  Lord. 
Amen.

The  Epifile.  Hebr.  9. 

CHrift  being  come  an  high 
Prieft  of  good  things  tc 
come,  by  a  greater  and  more 
perfedl  tabernacle,  not  made 
with  hands ;  that  is  to  fay,  noi 
of  this  building ;  neither  by  the 
blood  of  goats,  and  calves;  bui 
by  his  own  blood  he  enterec 
in  once  into  the  holy  place 


having  obtained  eternal  re¬ 
demption  for  us.  For  if  the 
blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats,  and 
the  afhes  of  an  heifer  fprink- 
ling  the  unclean,  fandlifieth  to 
the  purifying  of  the  flelh;  how 
much  more  fhall  the  blood  of 
Chrift,  who  through  the  eter¬ 
nal  Spirit  offered  himfelf  with¬ 
out  lpot  to  God,  purge  your 
confidence  from  dead  works  to 
ferve  the  living  God?  And  for 
this  caufe  he  is  the  Mediator  of 
the  new  teftament,  that  by 
means  of  death,  for  the  redemp¬ 
tion  of  the  tranfgreffions  that 
were  under  the  firft  teftament, 
they  which  are  called  might 
receive  the  promife  of  eternal 
inheritance. 

The  Gofpel.  S.John  8.  4 6. 

JESUS  laid,  which  of  you 
convinceth  me  of  fin?  and 
if  I  fay  the  truth,  why  do  ye  not 
believe  me?  He  that  is  of  God, 
heareth  God’s  words;  ye  there¬ 
fore  hear  them  not,  becaufe  ye 
are  not  of  God.  Then  anfwer- 
ed  the  Jews,  and  laid  unto  him, 
Say  we  not  wrell,  that  thou  art 
a  Samaritan,  and  haft  a  devil  ? 
Jefus  anfwered,  I  have  not  a 
devil;  but  I  honour  my  Fa¬ 
ther,  and  ye  do  difhonour  me. 
And  I  leek  not  mine  own  glo¬ 
ry  ;  there  is  one  that  feeketh 
and  judgeth.  Verily  verily  I 
fay  unto  you.  If  a  man  keep 
my  faying,  he  fhall  never  fee 
death.  Then  laid  the  Jews  un¬ 
to  him,  Now  we  know  that 
thou  haft  a  devil :  Abraham  is 
dead,  and  the  prophets;  and 
thou  fayeft,  If  a  man  keep  my 
L  faying. 
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faying,  he  fhall  never  tafte  of 
death.  Art  thou  greater  than 
our  father  Abraham,  which  is 
dead?  and  the  prophets  are 
dead :  whom  makeft  thou  thy- 
lelf?  jefus  anfwered,  If  I  ho¬ 
nour  myfelf,  my  honour  is  no¬ 
thing;  it  is  my  Father  that  ho¬ 
noured!  me,  of  whom  ye  fay. 
That  he  is  your  God  :  yet  ye 
have  not  known  him;  but  I 
know  him  :  and  if  I  fhould  lay, 
I  know  him  not,  I  fhould  be  a 
liar  like  unto  you ;  but  I  know 
him,  and  keep  his  laying.  Your 
father  Abraham  rejoiced  to  lee 
my  day,  and  he  law  it,  and  was 
glad.  Then  laid  the  Jews  un¬ 
to  him,  Thou  art  not  yet  fifty 
years  old,  and  haft  thou  leen 
Abraham?  Jefus  laid  unto 
them,  Verily  verily  I  lay  unto 
you,  Before  Abraham  was,  I 
am.  Then  took  they  up  ftones 
to  call  at  him:  but  Jefus  hid 
himfeif,  and  went  out  of  the 
temple.

The  Collett. 

A  Lmighty  and  everlafting

The  Efiftle.  Phil.  2.  5. 

LET  this  mind  be  in  you, 
which  was  alio  in  Chrift 
Jefus :  who  being  in  the  form 
of  God,  thought  it  not  rob¬ 
bery  to  be  equal  with  God; 
but  made  himlelf  of  no  reputa¬ 
tion,  and  took  upon  him  the 
form  of  a  fervant,  and  was  made 
in  the  likenefs  of  men:  and  be¬ 
ing  found  in  falhion  as  a  man, 
he  humbled  himlelftand  became 
obedient  unto  death,  even  the 
death  of  the  crols.  Wherefore 
God  alfo  hath  highly  exalted 
him,  and  given  him  a  Name, 
which  is  above  every  name; 
that  at  the  Name  of  Jefus  every 
knee  fhould  bow,  of  things  in 
heaven,  and  things  in  earth, 
and  things  under  the  earth; 
and  that  every  tongue  fhould 
confels  that  Jefus  Chrift  is  Lord, 
to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father. 

The  Gofpel.  S.  Matth.  27. 1. 

WHEN  the  morning  was 
come,  all  the  chief 
priefts  and  elders  of  the  people 
took  counlel  againft  Jefus  to 
put  him  to  death.  And  when 
they  had  bound  him,  they  led 
him  away,  and  delivered  him 
to  Pontius  Pilate  the  governor. 
Then  Judas  which  had  betrayed 
him,  when  he  faw  that  he  was 
condemned,  repented  himlelf, 
and  brought  again  the  thirty 
pieces  of  filver  to  the  chief 
priefts  and  elders,  laying,  I 
have  finned,  in  that  I  have  be¬ 
trayed  the  innocent  blood.  And 
they  faid,  What  is  that  to  us  ? 
fee  thou  to  that.  And  he  call 
down  the  pieces  of  filver  in  the 
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temple,  and  departed,  and  went 
and  hanged  himfelf.  And  the 
chief  priefts  took  the  filver  pie¬ 
ces,  and  faid,  It  is  not  lawful 
for  to  put  them  into  the  trea- 
fury,  becaufe  it  is  the  price  of 
blood.  And  they  took  counfel, 
and  bought  with  them  the  pot¬ 
ters  field  to  bury  ftrangers  in. 
Wherefore  that  field  was  called. 
The  field  of  blood,  unto  this 
day.  (Then  was  fulfilled  that 
which  was  fpoken  by  Jeremy 
the  prophet,  faying,  And  they 
took  the  thirty  pieces  ol  filver, 
the  price  of  him  that  was  va¬ 
lued,  whom  they  of  the  child¬ 
ren  of  Ilrael  did  value,  and  gave 
them  for  the  potters  field,  as 
the  Lord  appointed  me.)  And 
jefus  ftood  before  the  gover¬ 
nor;  and  the  governor  afked 
him,  faying.  Art  thou  the  king 
of  the  Jews?  And  Jefus  faid 
unto  him.  Thou  fayed.  And 
when  he  was  acculed  of  the 
chief  priefts  and  elders,  he  an- 
fwered  nothing.  Then  faid  Pi¬ 
late  unto  him,  Heareft  thou  not 
how  many  things  they  witnefs 
againft  thee  ?  And  he  anfwered 
him  to  never  a  word,  infomuch 
that  the  governor  marvelled 
greatly.  Now  at  that  feaft  the 
governor  was  wont  to  releafe 
unto  the  people  a  prifoner, 
whom  they  would.  And  they 
had  then  a  notable  prifoner  cal¬ 
led  Barabbas.  Therefore  when 
they  were  gathered  together, 
Pilate  laid  unto  them,  whom 
will  ye  that  I  releafe  unto  you? 
Barabbas,  or  Jefus  which  is 
called  Chrift?  For  he  knew  that 
for  envy  they  had  delivered 


him.  When  he  was  let  down 
on  the  judgement-feat,  his  wife 
lent  unto  him,  laying,  Have 
thou  nothing  to  do  with  that 
juft  man :  for  I  have  buffered 
many  things  this  day  in  a  dream 
becaufe  of  him.  But  the  chief 
priefts  and  elders  perfuaded  the 
multitude  that  they  fhould  alk 
Barabbas,  and  deftroy  Jefus. 
The  governor  anfwered  and 
faid  unto  them,  Whether  of  the 
twain  will  ye  that  I  releafe  un¬ 
to  you  ?  They  laid,  Barabbas. 
Pilate  laith  unto  them,  What 
fhall  1  do  then  with  jefus,  which 
is  called  Chrift  ?  They  all  lay 
unto  him,  Let  him  be  crucified. 
And  the  governor  laid,  Why, 
what  evil  hath  he  done  ?  But 
they  cried  out  the  more,  laying, 
Let  him  be  crucified.  When 
Pilate  law  that  he  could  prevail 
nothing,  but  that  rather  a  tu¬ 
mult  was  made,  he  took  water 
and  walhed  his  hands  before 
the  multitude,  laying,  I  am  in¬ 
nocent  of  the  blood  of  this  juft 
perlbn :  fee  ye  to  it.  Then  an¬ 
fwered  all  the  people,  and  laid, 
His  blood  be  on  us,  and  on  our 
children.  Then  releafed  he  Ba¬ 
rabbas  unto  them:  and  when 
he  had  feourged  Jefus,  he  de¬ 
livered  him  to  be  crucified. 
Then  the  foldiers  of  the  go¬ 
vernor  took  Jefus  into  the  com¬ 
mon  hall,  and  gathered  unto 
him  the  whole  band  of  foldiers. 
And  they  ftripped  him,  and 
put  on  him  a  lcarlet  robe.  And 
when  they  had  platted  a  crown 
of  thorns,  they  put  it  upon  his 
head,  and  a  reed  in  his  right 
hand;  and  they  bowed  the 
L  z  knee 
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knee  before  him,  and  mocked 
him,  faying,  Hail,  king  of  the 
jews!  And  they  ipit  upon  him, 
and  took  the  reed,  and  fmote 
him  on  the  head.  And  after 
that  they  had  mocked  him,  they 
took  the  robe  oft'  from  him, 
and  put  his  own  raiment  on 
him,  and  led  him  away  to  cru¬ 
cify  him.  And  as  they  came 
out,  they  found  a  man  of  Cy- 
rene,  Simon  by  name ;  him 
they  compelled  to  bear  his  crols. 
And  when  they  were  come  un¬ 
to  a  place  called  Golgotha,  that 
is  to  fay,  A  place  of  a  fcull,  they 
gave  him  vinegar  to  drink  ming¬ 
led  with  gall :  and  when  he  had 
tailed  thereof,  he  would  not 
drink.  And  they  crucified  him, 
and  parted  his  garments,  call¬ 
ing  lots  :  that  it  might  be  ful¬ 
filled,  which  was  Ipoken  by  the 
prophet.  They  parted  my  gar¬ 
ments  among  them,  and  upon 
my  vellure  did  they  call  lots. 
And  fitting  down,  they  watch¬ 
ed  him  there;  and  let  up  over 
his  head  his  acculation  written, 
THIS  IS  JESUS  THE  KING 
OF  THE  JEWS.  Then  were 
there  two  thieves  crucified  with 
him;  one  on  the  right  hand, 
and  another  on  the  left.  And 
they  that  palled  by  reviled  him, 
wagging  their  heads,  and  fay¬ 
ing,  Thou  that  deftroyefl  the 
temple,  and  buildelt  it  in  three 
days,  lave  thylelf :  if  thou  be 
the  Son  of  God,  come  down 
from  the  crols.  Likewife  alfo 
the  chief  priefts  mocking  him, 
with  the  Icribes  and  elders,  faid, 
He  laved  others,  himlelf  he  can¬ 
not  lave:  if  he  be  the  King  of 


Ifrael,  let  him  now  come  down 
from  the  crofs,  and  we  will  be¬ 
lieve  him.  He  trulled  in  God  ; 
let  him  deliver  him  now,  if  he 
will  have  him:  for  he  laid,  I 
am  the  Son  of  God.  The  thieves 
alfo,  which  were  crucified  with 
him,  call  the  lame  in  his  teeth. . 
Now  from  the  fixth  hour  there 
was  darknels  over  all  the  land 
unto  the  ninth  hour.  And  a- 
bout  the  ninth  hour  Jefus  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  faying,  Eli, 
Eli,  lama  Jabachthani  ?  that  is 
to  lay.  My  God,  my  God,  why 
hall  thou  forfaken  me?  Some 
of  them  that  Hood  there,  when 
they  heard  that,  faid,  This  man 
calleth  for  Elias.  And  llraight- 
way  one  of  them  ran,  and  took 
a  fpunge,  and  filled  it  with  vi¬ 
negar,  and  put  it  on  a  reed,  and 
gave  him  to  drink.  The  reft 
laid,  Let  be,  let  us  lee  whether 
Elias  will  come  to  lave  him. 
Jefus,  when  he  had  cried  again 
with  a  loud  voice,  yielded  up 
the  ghoft.  And  behold,  the 
vail  of  the  temple  was  rent 
in  twain  from  the  top  to  the 
bottom ;  and  the  earth  did 
quake,  and  the  rocks  rent,  and 
the  graves  were  opened;  and 
many  bodies  of  faints  which 
flept,  arole,  and  came  out  of 
the  graves  after  his  refurrec- 
tion,  and  went  into  the  holy 
city,  and  appeared  unto  ma¬ 
ny.  Now  when  the  centuri¬ 
on,  and  they  that  were  with 
him,  watching  Jefus,  faw  the 
earthquake,  and  thole  things 
that  were  done,  they  feared 
greatly,  faying,  Truly  this  was 
the  Son  of  God.

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Monday  before  Eajler. 

For  the  Epijile.  Ilai .63. 1. 

H  O  is  this  that  cometh 
from  Edom  with  dyed 
garments  from  Bozrah?  this 
that  is  glorious  in  his  apparel, 
travelling  in  the  greatnels  of 
his  ftrength  ?  I  that  lpeak  in 
righteoumefs,  mighty  to  fave. 
Wherefore  art  thou  red  in  thine 
apparel,  and  thy  garments  like 
him  that  treadeth  in  the  wine- 
fat  ?  I  have  trodden  the  wine- 
prels  alone,  and  of  the  people 
there  was  none  with  me:  for 
I  will  tread  them  in  mine  an¬ 
ger,  and  trample  them  in  my 
fury,  and  their  blood  fhall  be 
lprinkled  upon  my  garments, 
and  I  will  ftain  all  my  raiment. 
For  the  day  of  vengeance  is  in 
mine  heart,  and  the  year  of  my 
redeemed  is  come.  And  I  look¬ 
ed,  and  there  was  none  to  help; 
and  I  wondered  that  there  was 
none  to  uphold :  therefore  mine 
own  arm  brought  lalvation  un¬ 
to  me,  and  my  fury  it  upheld 
me.  And  I  will  tread  down  the 
people  in  mine  anger,  and  make 
them  drunk  in  my  fury,  and  I 
will  bring  down  their  ftrength 
to  the  earth.  I  will  mention  the 
loving-kindnefles  of  the  Lord, 
and  the  prailes  of  the  Lord, 
according  to  all  that  the  Lord 
hath  beftowed  on  us,  and  the 
great  goodnels  towards  the 
houfe  of  Ifrael,  which  he  hath 
beftowed  on  them,  according 
to  his  mercies,  and  according 
to  the  multitude  of  his  loving- 
kindnefles.  For  he  laid,  Surely 
they  are  my  people,  children 


that  will  not  lie :  fo  he  was 
their  Saviour.  In  all  their  af¬ 
fliction  he  was  afflicted,  and 
the  angel  of  his  prefence  laved 
them:  in  his  love,  and  in  his 
aity  he  redeemed  them,  and  he 
aare  them,  and  carried  them  all 
the  days  of  old.  But  they  rebell¬ 
ed,  and  vexed  his  Holy  Spirit : 
therefore  he  was  turned  to  be 
their  enemy,  and  he  fought  a- 
gainft  them.  Then  he  remem¬ 
bered  the  days  of  old,  Moles 
and  his  people,  faying.  Where 
is  he  that  brought  them  up  out 
of  the  fea  with  the  fhepherd  of 
his  Hock?  W here  is  he  that 
put  his  Holy  Spirit  within  him  ? 
that  led  them  by  the  right  hand 
of  Moles  with  his  glorious  arm, 
dividing  the  water  before  them, 
to  make  himfelf  an  everlafting 
Name  ?  that  led  them  through 
the  deep  as  an  horie  in  the  wild- 
ernels,  that  they  Ihould  not 
Humble  ?  as  a  beaft  goeth  down 
into  the  valley,  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  cauled  him  to  reft :  fo 
didft  thou  lead  thy  people,  to 
make  thylelf  a  glorious  Name. 
Look  down  from  heaven,  and 
behold  from  the  habitation  of 
thy  holinels,  and  of  thy  glory: 
Where  is  thy  zeal,  and  thy 
ftrength,  the  founding  of  thy 
bowels  and  of  thy  mercies  to¬ 
wards  me?  Are  they  reftrain- 
ed  ?  Doubtlels,  thou  art  our 
Father,  though  Abraham  be 
ignorant  of  us,  and  Ifrael  ac¬ 
knowledge  us  not :  Thou,  O 
Lord,  art  our  Father,  our  Re¬ 
deemer,  thy  Name  is  from  e- 
verlafting.  O  Lord,  why  haft 
thou  made  us  to  err  from  thy 
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ways  ?  and  hardened  our  heart 
from  thy  fear?  Return  for  thy 
fervants  fake,  the  tribes  of  thine 
inheritance.  The  people  of  thy 
holinels  have  pofiefled  it  but  a 
little  while:  our  adverlaries  have 
trodden  down  thy  lancftuary. 
We  are  thine :  thou  never  bareft 
rule  over  them ;  they  were  not 
called  by  thy  Name. 

The  Gofpel.  S.Mark  14. 1. 
FTER  two  days  was  the 
feaft  of  the  pafs-over,  and 
of  unleavened  bread  :  and  the 
chief  priefts  and  the  foribes 
fought  how  they  might  take 
him  by  craft,  and  put  him  to 
death.  But  they  laid,  Not  on 
the  feaft-day,  left  there  be  an 
uproar  of  the  people.  And  be¬ 
ing  in  Bethany,  in  the  houfe  of 
Simon  the  leper,  as  he  lat  at 
meat,  there  came  a  woman 
having  an  alabafter-box  of  oint¬ 
ment  of  Ipikenard,  very  preci¬ 
ous;  and  Ihe  brake  the  box,  and 
poured  it  on  his  head.  And 
there  were  fome  that  had  in¬ 
dignation  within  themfelves, 
and  laid,  Why  was  this  wafte 
of  the  ointment  made  ?  for  it 
might  have  been  fold  for  more 
than  three  hundred  pence,  and 
have  been  given  to  the  poor  : 
and  they  murmured  again  ft  her. 
And  Jei'us  laid,  Let  her  alone ; 
why  trouble  ye  her  ?  Ihe  hath 
wrought  a  good  work  on  me  : 
for  ye  have  the  poor  with  you 
always,  and  whenfoever  ye  will, 
ye  may  do  them  good ;  but  me 
ye  have  not  always.  She  hath 
done  what  ihe  could ;  ihe  is 
come  aforehand  to  anoint  my 


body  to  the  burying.  Verily 
1  lay  unto  you,  Wherefoever 
this  Gofpel  fhall  be  preached 
throughout  the  whole  world, 
this  alfo  that  Ihe  hath  done 
ihall  be  Ipoken  of  for  a  memo¬ 
rial  of  her.  And  Judas  Ifcariot, 
one  of  the  twelve,  went  unto 
the  chief  priefts  to  betray  him 
unto  them.  And  when  they 
heard  it,  they  were  glad,  and 
promifod  to  give  him  money  : 
And  he  fought  how  he  might 
conveniently  betray  him.  And 
the  firft  day  of  unleavened 
bread,  when  they  killed  the  pafs- 
over,  his  difciples  laid  unto  him, 
Where  wilt  thou  that  we  go 
and  prepare,  that  thou  mayeft 
eat  the  pals-over?  And  he  fond- 
eth  forth  two  of  his  dilciples, 
and  faith  unto  them,  Go  ye  in¬ 
to  the  city,  and  there  fhall  meet 
you  a  man  bearing  a  pitcher  of 
water ;  follow  him:  and  where¬ 
foever  he  fhall  go  in,  lay  ye  to 
the  good-man  of  the  home. 
The  mafter  laith,Where  is  the 
gueft-chamber,  where  I  Ihall 
eat  the  pals-over  with  my  dif¬ 
ciples  ?  And  he  will  fhew  you 
a  large  upper-room  furnifhed, 
and  prepared :  there  make  ready 
for  us.  And  his  dilciples  went 
forth,  and  came  into  the  city, 
and  found  as  he  had  laid  unto 
them :  and  they  made  ready 
the  pals-over.  And  in  the  even¬ 
ing  he  cometh  with  the  twelve. 
And  as  they  fat,  and  did  eat, 
jefus  laid,  Verily  I  fay  unto 
you,  One  of  you  which  eateth 
with  me,  ihall  betray  me.  And 
they  began  to  be  iorrowful, 
and  to  lay  unto  him  one  by 
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one,  Is  it  I?  and  another  faid, 
Is  it  I?  And  he  anfwercd  and 
faid  unto  them,  It  is  one  of  the 
twelve  that  dippeth  with  me  in 
the  difh.  The  Son  of  man  in¬ 
deed  goeth,  as  it  is  written  of 
him :  but  wo  to  that  man  by 
whom  the  Son  of  man  is  be¬ 
trayed!  good  were  it  for  that 
man  if  he  had  never  been  born ! 
And  as  they  did  eat,  Jefus  took 
bread,  and  blefied,  and  brake 
it,  and  gave  to  them,  and  faid, 
Take,  eat:  this  is  my  body. 
And  he  took  the  cup,  and 
when  he  had  given  thanks,  he 
gave  it  to  them  :  and  they  all 
drank  of  it.  And  he  faid  unto 
them,  This  is  my  blood  of  the 
new  teftament,  which  is  fried 
for  many.  Verily  I  lay  unto 
you,  I  will  drink  no  more  of 
the  fruit  of  the  vine,  until  that 
day  that  I  drink  it  new  in  the 
kingdom  of  God.  And  when 
they  had  fung  an  hymn,  they 
went  out  into  the  mount  ox 
Olives.  And  Jefus  faid  unto 
them,  All  ye  (hall  be  offended 
becaufe  of  me  this  night :  for 
it  is  written,  I  will  fmite  the 
fhepherd,  and  the  Iheep  fhall 
be  fcattered.  But  after  that  I 
am  rifen,  I  will  go  before  you 
into  Galilee.  But  Peter  faid  un¬ 
to  him,  Although  all  fhall  be 
offended,  yet  will  not  I.  Amd 
jefus  faid  unto  him,  Verily  I 
fay  unto  thee,  that  this  day, 
even  in  this  night,  before  the 
cock  crow  twice,  thou  fhalt 
deny  me  thrice.  But  he  Ipake 
the  more  vehemently,  If  I 
Ihould  die  with  thee,  I  will  not 
deny  thee  in  any  wife.  Like- 


wile  allb  laid  they  all.  And 
they  came  to  a  place  which  was 
named  Gethlemane :  and  he 
faith  to  his  dilciples,  Sit  ye  here, 
while  I  fhall  pray.  And  he  tak- 
eth  with  him  Peter  and  James 
and  John,  and  began  to  be  fore 
amazed,  and  to  be  very  heavy, 
and  faith  unto  them,  My  foul 
is  exceeding  forrowful  unto 
death;  tarry  ye  here,  and 
watch.  Ana  he  went  forward 
a  little,  and  fell  on  the  ground, 
and  prayed,  that  if  it  were  pof- 
fible,  the  hour  might  pafs  from 
him.  And  he  laid,  Abba,  Fa¬ 
ther,  all  things  are  poffible  un¬ 
to  thee;  take  away  this  cup 
from  me;  neverthelels,  not 
what  I  will,  but  what  thou  wilt. 
And  he  cometh  and  findeth 
them  fleeping,  and  faith  unto 
Peter,  Simon,  fleepelt  thou? 
couldeft  not  thou  watch  one 
hour?  Watch  ye  and  pray,  left 
ye  enter  into  temptation :  The 
lpirit  truly  is  ready,  but  the  flefh 
is  weak.  And  again  he  went 
away,  and  prayed,  and  fpake 
the  lame  words.  And  when 
he  returned,  he  found  them  a- 
fleep  again ;  for  their  eyes  were 
heavy  :  neither  will  they  what 
to  anlwer  him.  And  he  cometh 
the  third  time,  and  faith  unto 
them,  Sleep  on  now,  and  take 
your  reft :  it  is  enough,  the 
hour  is  come;  behold,  the  Son 
of  man  is  betrayed  into  the 
hands  of  linners.  Rile  up,  let 
us  go;  lo,  he  that  betrayeth 
me  is  at  hand.  And  immediate¬ 
ly,  while  he  yet  fpake,  cometh 
Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  and 
with  him  a  great  multitude 
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with  fwords  and  Haves  from 
the  chief  priefts  and  the  leribes 
and  the  elders.  And  he  that 
betrayed  him,  had  given  them 
a  token,  laying,  Whomloever  I 
lhall  kils,  that  lame  is  he;  take 
him,  and  lead  him  away  iafely. 
And  as  loon  as  he  was  come, 
he  goeth  ftraightway  to  him, 
and  faith,  Mailer,  mailer;  and 
kilfed  him.  And  they  laid  their 
hands  on  him,  and  took  him. 
And  one  of  them  that  flood 
hy,  drew  a  fword,  and  fmote 
a  fervant  of  the  high  prielt, 
and  cut  off  his  ear.  And  Jefus 
anfwered  and  laid  unto  them, 
Are  ye  come  out  as  againll  a 
thief,  with  fwords  and  with 
Haves  to  take  me?  I  was  daily 
with  you  in  the  temple  teach¬ 
ing,  and  ye  took  me  not :  but 
the  Scriptures  mull  be  fulfilled. 
And  they  all  forlbok  him,  and 
fled.  And  there  followed  him 
a  certain  young  man,  having  a 
linen  cloth  call  about  his  naked 
body;  and  the  young  men 
laid  hold  on  him:  and  he  left 
the  linen  cloth,  and  fled  from 
them  naked.  And  they  led 
Jefus  away  to  the  high  prieft : 
and  with  him  were  aflembled 
all  the  chief  priefts  and  the  eld¬ 
ers,  and  the  fcribes.  And  Peter 
followed  him  a  far  off,  even  in¬ 
to  the  palace  of  the  high  prieft: ; 
and  he  fat  with  the  fervants, 
and  warmed  himlelf  at  the  fire. 
And  the  chief  priefts,  and  all 
the  counfel  fought  for  witnefs 
againll  Jefus  to  put  him  to 
death,  and  found  none.  For 
many  bare  falle  witnels  againll 
him,  but  their  witnefs  agreed 
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I  not  together.  And  there  arole 
certain,  and  bare  falle  witnels 
againll  him,  laying,  We  heard 
him  lay,  I  will  deftroy  this  tem¬ 
ple  that  is  made  with  hands, 
and  within  three  days  I  will 
build  another  made  without 
hands.  But  neither  lo  did  their 
witnels  agree  together.  And 
the  high  Prieft  Hood  up  in  the 
midft,  and  afked  Jelus,  laying, 
Anfwereft  thou  nothing?  what 
is  it  which  thefe  witnels  againll 
thee?  But  he  held  his  peace, 
and  anfwered  nothing.  Again 
the  high  prieft  alked  him,  and 
faid  unto  him,  Art  thou  the 
Chrift,  the  Son  of  the  Blefled? 
And  Jefus  faid,  I  am;  and  ye 
lhall  lee  the  Son  of  man  fitting 
on  the  right  hand  of  power,  and 
coming  in  the  clouds  of  heaven. 
Then  the  high  prieft  rent  his 
clothes,  and  faith,  What  need 
we  any  further  witnefles?  ye 
have  heard  the  blalphemy  : 
what  think  ye  ?  And  they  all 
condemned  him  to  be  guilty  of 
death.  And  fome  began  to  lpit 
on  him,  and  to  cover  his  face, 
and  to  buffet  him,  and  to  lay 
unto  him,  Prophefy :  and  the 
lervants  did  ftrike  him  with  the 
palms  of  their  hands.  And  as 
Peter  was  beneath  in  the  palace, 
there  cometh  one  of  the  maids 
of  the  high  prieft;  and  when 
fhe  law  Peter  warming  himfelf, 
fhe  looked  upon  him,  and  laid, 
And  thou  alio  waft  with  Jelus 
of  Nazareth.  But  he  denied, 
faying,  I  know  not,  neither 
underftand  I  what  thou  layeft. 
And  he  went  out  into  the  porch; 
and  the  cock  crew.  And  a  maid 
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faw  him  again,  and  began  to  lay 
to  them  that  flood  by.  This  is 
one  of  them.  And  he  denied  it 
again.  And  a  little  after,  they 
that  flood  by  faid  again  to  Pe¬ 
ter,  Surely  thou  art  one  of  them ; 
for  thou  art  a  Galilean,  and  thy 
fpeech  agreeth  thereto.  But  he 
began  to  curfe  and  to  fwear, 
laying,  I  know  not  this  man  of 
whom  ye  fpeak.  And  the  le- 
cond  time  the  cock  crew.  And 
Peter  called  to  mind  the  word 
that  jefus  faid  unto  him,  Before 
the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  fhalt 
deny  me  thrice.  And  when  he 
thought  thereon  he  wept. 


Tuefday  before  Eafler. 

For  the  Epiftle.  Ifai.  5°-  5- 
riAHE  Lord  God  hath  open¬ 
ly  ed  mine  ear,  and  I  was  not 
rebellious,  neither  turned  away 
back.  I  gave  my  back  to  the 
fmiters,  and  my  cheeks  to  them 
that  plucked  off  the  hair :  I  hid 
not  my  face  from  fhame  and 
fpitting.  For  the  Lord  God  will 
help  me,  therefore  fhall  I  not 
be  confounded :  therefore  have 
I  let  my  face  like  a  flint,  and  I 
know  that  I  lhall  not  be  afham- 
ed.  He  is  near  that  juftifieth  me; 
who  will  contend  with  me?  let 
us  Hand  together :  who  is  mine 
adverfary  ?  let  him  come  near 
to  me  :  behold,  the  Lord  God 
will  help  me;  who  is  he  that 
fhall  condemn  me?  Lo,  they 
all  fhall  wax  old  as  a  garment  : 
the  moth  lhall  eat  them  up. 
Who  is  among  you  that  feareth 
the  Lord,  that  cbeyeth  the  voice 
of  his  lervant,  that  walketh  in 


darknels,  and  hath  no  light? 
let  him  trull  in  the  Name  of 
the  Lord,  and  Hay  upon  his 
God.  Behold,  all  ye  that  kin¬ 
dle  a  fire,  that  compafs  your 
lelves  about  with  Iparks ;  walk 
in  the  light  of  your  fire,  and  in 
the  Iparks  that  ye  have  kindled. 
This  lhall  ye  have  of  mine  hand, 
ye  lhall  lie  down  in  forrow. 

The  Gofpel.  S.  Mark  15.  1. 

N  D  llraightway  in  the 
morning,  the  chiefpriells 
held  a  confultation  with  the  eld¬ 
ers  and  fcribes,  and  the  whole 
council,  and  bound  Jefus,  and 
carried  him  away,  and  deliver¬ 
ed  him  to  Pilate.  And  Pilate 
afked  him,  Art  thou  the  King 
of  the  Jews?  And  he  anfwer- 
ing,  faid  unto  him.  Thou  fayeft 
it.  And  the  chief  priells  ac- 
culed  him  of  many  things :  but 
he  anfwered  nothing.  And  Pi¬ 
late  afked  him  again,  faying, 
Anfwerelt  thou  nothing?  Be¬ 
hold,  how  many  things  they 
witnefs  againlt  thee.  But  Jefus 
yet  anfwered  nothing :  fo  that 
Pilate  marvelled.  Now  at  that 
fealt  he  relealed  unto  them  one 
priloner,  whomloever  they  de- 
lired.  And  there  was  one  nam¬ 
ed  Barabbas,  which  lay  bound 
with  them  that  had  made  in- 
furrefilion  with  him,  who  had 
committed  murder  in  the  in- 
furredlion.  And  the  multitude 
crying  aloud,  began  to  defire 
him  to  do  as  he  had  ever  done 
unto  them.  But  Pilate  anfwer¬ 
ed  them,  faying,  Will  ye  that  I 
releale  unto  you  the  King  of  the 
Jews?  (for  he  knew  that  the 
M  chief 
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chief  priefts  had  delivered  him 
for  envy.)  But  the  chief  priefts 
moved  the  people,  that  he 
fhould  rather  releale  Barabbas 
unto  them.  And  Pilate  anfwer- 
ed,  and  faid  again  unto  them, 
What  will  ye  then  that  I  lhall 
do  unto  him  whom  ye  call  the 
King  of  the  Jews?  And  they 
cried  out  again.  Crucify  him. 
Then  Pilate  faid  unto  them, 
Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done? 
And  they  cried  out  the  more 
exceedingly.  Crucify  him.  And 
lb  Pilate,  willing  to  content  the 
people,  releafed  Barabbas  unto 
them,  and  delivered Jefus,  when 
he  had  fcourged  him,  to  be  cru¬ 
cified.  And  the  foldiers  led  him 
away  into  the  hall,  called  Pre- 
torium ;  and  they  call  together 
the  whole  band.  And  they 
clothed  him  with  purple,  and 
platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and 
put  it  about  his  head ;  and  be¬ 
gan  to  falute  him.  Hail,  King  of 
the  Jews!  And  they  fmote  him 
on  the  head  with  a  reed,  and 
did  fpit  upon  him,  and  bowing 
their  knees,  worfhipped  him. 
And  when  they  had  mocked 
him,  they  took  off  the  purple 
from  him,  and  put  his  own 
clothes  on  him,  and  led  him 
out  to  crucify  him.  And  they 
compel  one  Simon  a  Cyrenian, 
who  palled  by,  coming  out  of 
the  country,  the  father  of  Alex¬ 
ander  and  Rufus,  to  bear  his 
crofs.  And  they  bring  him  un¬ 
to  the  place  Golgotha,  which 
is,  being  interpreted.  The  place 
of  a  fcull.  And  they  gave  him 
to  drink  wine  mingled  with 
myrrh;  but  he  received  it  not. 


And  when  they  had  crucified 
him,  they  parted  his  garments, 
calling  lots  upon  them,  what 
every  man  fhould  take.  And 
it  was  the  third  hour,  and  they 
crucified  him.  And  the  fuper- 
Icription  of  his  acculation  was 
written  over,  THE  KING 
OF  THE  JEWS.  And  with 
him  they  crucify  two  thieves, 
the  one  on  his  right  hand,  and 
the  other  on  his  left.  And  the 
Scripture  was  fulfilled,  which 
faith.  And  he  was  numbered 
with  the  tranfgreffors.  And 
they  that  palled  by  railed  on 
him,  wagging  their  heads,  and 
laying.  Ah,  thou  that  deftroy- 
elt  the  temple,  and  buildeft  it 
in  three  days,  lave  thylelf,  and 
come  down  from  the  crofs. 
Likewile  allb  the  chief  priefts 
mocking,  faid  among  them- 
lelves,  with  the  leribes,  He 
laved  others;  himfelf  he  cannot 
lave.  Let  Chrift  the  King  of 
Ilrael  delcend  now  from  the 
crols,  that  we  may  lee  and  be¬ 
lieve.  And  they  that  were  cru¬ 
cified  with  him,  reviled  him. 
And  when  the  fixth  hour  was 
come,  there  was  darknels  over 
the  whole  land  until  the  ninth 
hour.  And  at  the  ninth  hour 
Jefus  Gried  with  a  loud  voice, 
faying,  Eloi ,  Eloi,  lama  fabach- 
thani ?  which  is,  being  inter¬ 
preted,  My  God,  my  God, 
why  haft  thou  forlaken  me? 
And  lbme  of  them  that  flood 
by,  when  they  heard  it,  faid. 
Behold,  he  calleth  Elias.  And 
one  ran  and  filled  a  lpunge  full 
of  vinegar,  and  put  it  on  a  reed, 
and  gave  him  to  drink,  faying. 

Let 


Let  alone ;  let  us  fee  whether 
Elias  will  come  to  take  him 
down.  And  Jefus  cried  with  a 
loud  voice,  and  gave  up  the 
gholt.  And  the  vail  of  the  tem¬ 
ple  was  rent  in  twain  from  the 
top  to  the  bottom.  And  when 
the  centurion,  which  flood  over 
againft  him,  faw  that  he  fo  cri¬ 
ed  out,  and  gave  up  the  ghoft, 
he  faid,  Truly  this  man  was 
the  Son  of  God. 


Wednefday  before  Eafier. 

The  Epijile.  Hebr.9. 16. 

WHERE  a  teftament  is, 
there  muft  alfo  of  ne- 
ceffity  be  the  death  of  the  tefta- 
tor :  for  a  teftament  is  of  force 
after  men  are  dead  ;  otherwifo 
it  is  of  no  ftrength  at  all  whilft 
the  teftator  liveth.  Whereup¬ 
on,  neither  the  firft  teftament 
was  dedicated  without  blood  : 
for  when  Moles  had  fpoken 
every  precept  to  all  the  people, 
according  to  the  law,  he  took 
the  blood  of  calves  and  of  goats, 
with  water  and  fcarlet  wool 


and  hyflop,  and  fprinkled  both 
the  book  and  all  the  people, 
faying,  This  is  the  blood  of  the 
teftament,  which  God  hath  en¬ 
joined  unto  you.  Moreover,  he 
fprinkled  likewife  with  blood 
both  the  tabernacle,  and  all  the 
veflels  of  the  miniftry.  And  al- 
moft  all  things  are  by  the  law 
purged  with  blood;  and  with¬ 
out  thedding  of  blood  is  no  re- 
miflion.  It  was  therefore  ne- 
celfary  that  the  patterns  ot 
things  in  the  heavens  Ihould  be 
purified  with  thefe;  but  the  hea¬ 
venly  things  themlelves  with 


better  facrifices  than  thele.  For 
Chrift  is  not  entered  into  the 
holy  places  made  with  hands, 
which  are  the  figures  of  the 
true,  but  into  heaven  itlelf,  now 
to  appear  in  the  prefence  of 
God  for  us;  nor  yet  that  he 
fhould  offer  himfelf  often,  as 
the  high  Prieft  entereth  into 
the  holy  place  every  year  with 
blood  of  others :  for  then  muft 
he  often  have  differed  fince  the 
foundation  of  the  world;  but 
now  once  in  the  end  of  the 
world,  hath  he  appeared  to 
put  away  fin  by  the  facrifice  of 
himfelf.  And  as  it  is  appoint¬ 
ed  unto  men  once  to  die,  but 
after  this  the  judgement :  fo 
Chrift  was  once  offered  to  bear 
the  fins  of  many;  and  unto 
them  that  look  for  him,  fhall 
he  appear  the  fecond  time  with¬ 
out  fin  unto  falvation. 


The  Gofpel.  S.  Luke  22. 1. 
OW  the  feaft  of  unlea- 
^  ,  vened  bread  drew  nigh, 
which  is  called  the  Pafs-over. 
And  the  chief  priefts  and  foribes 
fought  how  they  might  kill 
him;  for  they  feared  the  peo¬ 
ple.  Then  entered  Satan  into 
Judas  furnamed  Ifoariot,  being 
of  the  number  of  the  twelve. 
And  he  went  his  way  and  com¬ 
muned  with  the  chief  priefts 
and  captains  how  he  might  be¬ 
tray  him  unto  them.  And  they 
were  glad,  and  covenanted  to 
give  him  money.  And  he  pro- 
mifed,  and  fought  opportunity 
to  betray  him  unto  them  in  the 
abfence  of  the  multitude.  Then 
came  the  day  of  unleavened 
bread,  when  the  pafs-over  muft 
M  2  be 
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be  killed.  And  he  lent  Peter 
and  John,  faying.  Go,  and  pre¬ 
pare  us  the  pafs-over,  that  we 
may  eat.  And  they  laid  unto 
him,  Where  wilt  thou  that  we 
prepare?  And  he  faid  unto 
them,  Behold,  when  ye  are  en¬ 
tered  into  the  city,  there  lhall 
a  man  meet  you,  bearing  a 
pitcher  of  water;  follow  him 
into  the  houle  where  he  enter- 
eth  in  :  And  ye  lhall  lay  unto 
the  good  man  of  the  houfe, 
The  Mailer  faith  unto  thee, 
Where  is  the  gueft-chamber, 
where  I  lhall  eat  the  pafs-over 
with  my  dilciples?  And  he  lhall 
Ihew  you  a  large  upper  room 
furnifhed;  there  make  ready. 
And  they  went,  and  found  as 
he  had  faid  unto  them :  and 
they  made  ready  the  pals-over. 
And  when  the  hour  was  come, 
he  fat  down,  and  the  twelve 
Apoftles  with  him.  And  he  laid 
unto  them,  With  delire  I  have 
delired  to  eat  this  pals-over 
with  you  before  I  fuller.  For  I 
fay  unto  you,  I  will  not  any 
more  eat  thereof  until  it  be 
fulfilled  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 
And  he  took  the  cup,  and  gave 
thanks,  and  laid,  Take  this,  and 
divide  it  among  yourfelves.  For 
I  lay  unto  you,  1  will  not  drink 
of  the  fruit  of  the  vine,  until 
the  kingdomof  God  lhall  come. 
And  he  took  bread,  and  gave 
thanks,  and  brake  it,  and  gave 
unto  them,  laying,  This  is  my 
body,  which  is  given  for  you  : 
this  do  in  remembrance  of  me. 
Likewife  alfo  the  cup  after  fup- 
per,  faying,  This  cup  is  the  new 
teftament  in  my  blood,  which 


is  filed  for  you.  But  beholds 
the  hand  of  him  that  betrayeth 
me,  is  with  me  on  the  table. 
And  truly  the  Son  of  man  go- 
eth,  as  it  was  determined ;  but 
wo  unto  that  man  by  whom  he 
is  betrayed!  And  they  began 
to  enquire  among  themfelves, 
which  of  them  it  was  that 
fhould  do  this  thing.  And  there 
was  alfo  a  llrife  among  them, 
which  of  them  fhould  be  ac¬ 
counted  the  greateft.  And  he 
faid  unto  them.  The  kings  of 
the  Gentiles  exercife  lordfhip 
over  them,  and  they  that  exer- 
cile  authority  upon  them,  are 
called  benefactors.  But  ye  fhall 
not  be  lo :  but  he  that  is  great- 
ell  among  you,  let  him  be  as 
the  younger;  and  he  that  is 
chief,  as  he  that  doth  lerve. 
For  whether  is  greater,  he  that 
litteth  at  meat,  or  he  that  ferv- 
eth?  is  not  he  that  litteth  at 
meat?  but  I  am  among  you  as 
he  that  lerveth.  Ye  are  they 
which  have  continued  with  me 
in  my  temptations.  And  I  ap¬ 
point  unto  you  a  kingdom,  as 
my  Father  hath  appointed  un¬ 
to  me;  that  ye  may  eat  and 
drink  at  my  table  in  my  king¬ 
dom,  and  lit  on  thrones,  judg¬ 
ing  the  twelve  tribes  of  ifrael. 
And  the  Lord  faid,  Simon,  Si¬ 
mon,  behold,  Satan  hath  de¬ 
lired  to  have  you,  that  he  may 
lift  you  as  wheat :  but  I  have 
prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith 
fail  not;  and  when  thou  art 
converted,  llrengthen  thy  bre¬ 
thren.  And  he  faid  unto  him. 
Lord,  I  am  ready  to  go  with 
thee,  both  into  prifon  and  to 

death. 
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death.  And  he  faid,  I  tell  thee,  i 
Peter,  the  cock  lhall  not  crow 
this  day,  before  that  thou  fhalt 
thrice  deny  that  thou  knoweft 
me.  And  he  faid  unto  them, 
When  I  fent  you  without 
purfe,  and  fcrip,  and  fhoes, 
lacked  ye  any  thing  ?  And  they 
faid,  Nothing.  Then  laid  he 
unto  them,  But  now,  he  that 
hath  a  purfe,  let  him  take  it, 
and  likewife  his  lerip :  and  he 
that  hath  no  fword,  let  him 
fell  his  garment,  and  buy  one. 
For  I  lay  unto  you.  That  this 
that  is  written,  mull  yet  be  ac- 
complilhed  in  me,  And  he  was 
reckoned  among  the  tranlgref- 
fors :  for  the  things  concerning 
me  have  an  end.  And  they  faid, 
Lord,  behold,  here  are  two 
fwords.  And  he  faid  unto  them, 
It  is  enough.  And  he  came  out, 
and  went,  as  he  was  wont,  to 
to  the  mount  of  Olives,  and  his 
difciples  alfo  followed  him.  And 
when  he  was  at  the  place,  he 
faid  unto  them,  Pray  that  ye 
enter  not  into  temptation.  And 
he  was  withdrawn  from  them 
about  a  Hone’s  call,  and  kneel¬ 
ed  down  and  prayed,  faying, 
Father,  if  thou  be  willing,  re¬ 
move' this  cup  from  me:  ne- 
verthelels,  not  my  will,  but 
thine  be  done.  And  there  ap¬ 
peared  an  angel  unto  him  from 
heaven, ftrengthening him .  And 
being  in  an  agony,  he  prayed 
more  earneftly;  and  his  fweat 
Was  as  it  were  great  drops  or 
blood  falling  down  to  the 
ground.  And  when  he  rofe  up 
from  prayer,  and  was  come  to 
his  difciples,  he  found  them 


lleeping  for  forrow,  and  faid, 
unto  them,  Why  deep  ye?  rife 
and  pray,  left  ye  enter  into 
temptation.  And  while  he  yet 
fpake,  behold,  a  multitude,  and 
he  that  was  called  Judas,  one 
of the  twelve, wentbefore them, 
and  drew  near  unto  Jefus  to 
kifs  him.  But  Jelus  faid  unto 
him,  Judas,  betrayeft  thou  the 
Son  of  man  with  a  kifs?  When 
they  who  were  about  him  faw 
what  would  follow,  they  faid 
unto  him,  Lord,  lhall  we  lmite 
with  the  fword?  And  one  of 
them  fmote  a  lervant  of  the 
high  prieft’s,  and  cut  off  his 
right  ear.  And  Jefus  anfwered 
and  faid,  Suffer  ye  thus  far. 
And  he  touched  his  ear,  and 
healed  him.  Then  Jefus  faid 
unto  the  chief  priefts,  and  cap¬ 
tains  of  the  temple,  and  the 
elders  who  were  come  to  him, 
Be  ye  come  out  as  againft  a 
thief,  with  fwords  and  Haves  ? 
When  I  was  daily  with  you  in 
the  temple,  ye  ftretched  forth 
no  hands  againft  me :  but  this 
is  your  hour,  and  the  power  of 
darknefs.  Then  took  they  him, 
and  led  him,  and  brought  him 
into  the  high  prieft’s  houfe:  and 
Peter  followed  afar  off  And 
when  they  had  kindled  a  fire 
in  the  midft  of  the  hall,  and 
were  fat  down  together,  Peter 
fat  down  among  them.  But  a 
certain  maid  beheld  him,  as  he 
fat  by  the  fire,  and  earneftly 
looked  upon  him,  and  faid,  This 
man  was  alfo  with  him.  And 
he  denied  him,  laying.  Woman, 

I  know  him  not.  And  after  a 
little  while  another  law  him, 
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and  faid,  Thou  art  alfo  of  them. 
And  Peter  faid,  Man,  I  am  not. 
And  about  the  fpace  of  one 
hour  after,  another  confidently 
affirmed,  faying,  Of  a  truth  this 
fellow  alfo  was  with  him  ;  for 
he  is  a  Galilean.  And  Peter 
faid,  Man,  I  know  not  what 
thou  fayeft.  And  immediately, 
while  he  yet  fpake,  the  cock 
crew.  And  the  Lord  turned,  and 
looked  upon  Peter;  and  Peter 
remembered  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  how  he  had  laid  unto  him, 
Before  the  cock  crow,  thou 
fhalt  deny  me  thrice.  And  Peter 
went  out,  and  wept  bitterly. 
And  the  men  that  heldjefus 
mocked  him,  and  fmote  him. 
And  when  they  had  blindfold¬ 
ed  him,  they  ftruck  him  on  the 
face,  and  afked  him,  faying, 
Prophefy,  who  is  it  that  fmote 
thee?  And  many  other  things 
blafphemoufly  fpake  they  a- 
gainft  him.  And  as  foon  as  it 
was  day,  the  elders  of  the  peo¬ 
ple,  and  the  chief  priefts,  and 
the  fcribes  came  together,  and 
led  him  into  their  council,  fay¬ 
ing,  Art  thou  the  Chrift  ?  tell 
us.  And  he  faid  unto  them,  If 
I  tell  you,  ye  will  not  believe : 
and  if  I  alio  afk  you,  ye  will 
not  anfwer  me,  nor  let  me  go. 
Hereafter  fhall  the  Son  of  man 
fit  on  the  right  hand  of  the 
power  of  God.  Then  faid  they 
all,  Art  thou  then  the  Son  of 
God?  And  he  faid  unto  them, 
Ye  fay  that  I  am.  And  they 
faid,  What  need  we  any  fur¬ 
ther  witnefs?  for  we  ourfelves 
have  heard  of  his  own  mouth. 
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The  Epiftle.  1C0r.11.17. 

N  this  that  I  declare  unto 
you,  I  praife  you  not;  that 
ye  come  together,  not  for  the 
better,  but  for  the  worfe.  For 
firft  of  all,  when  ye  come  to¬ 
gether  in  the  church,  I  hear 
that  there  be  divifions  among 
you,  and  I  partly  believe  it. 
For  there  mult  be  alfo  herefies 
among  you,  that  they  who  are 
approved,  may  be  made  mani- 
felt  among  you.  When  ye  come 
together  therefore  into  one 
place,  this  is  not  to  eat  the 
Lord’s  fupper:  For  in  eating, 
every  one  taketh  before  other 
his  own  fupper;  and  one  is 
hungry,  and  another  is  drunk¬ 
en.  What,  have  ye  nothoufes  to 
eat  and  to  drink  in  ?  or  defpifo 
ye  the  church  of  God,  and 
ifiame  them  that  have  not? 
What  fhall  I  fay  to  you  ?  fhall 
I  praife  you  in  this?  I  praife 
you  not.  For  I  have  received 
of  the  Lord  that  which  alfo  I 
delivered  unto  you,  That  the 
Lord  Jefus,  the  fame  night  in 
which  he  was  betrayed,  took 
bread ;  and  when  he  had  given 
thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  faid, 
Take,  eat;  this  is  my  body 
which  is  broken  for  you:  this 
do  in  remembrance  of  me.  Af¬ 
ter  the  fame  manner  alfohe  took 
the  cup,  when  he  had  fupped, 
faying,  This  cup  is  the  new 
teftament  in  my  blood :  this  do 
ye  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  re¬ 
membrance  of  me.  For  as  often 
as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink 
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this  cup,  ye  do  fhew  the  Lord’s 
death  till  he  come.  Wherefore, 
whofoever  fhall  eat  this  bread, 
and  drink  this  cup  of  the  Lord 
unworthily,  fhall  be  guilty  of 
the  body  and  blood  of  the  Lord. 
But  let  a  man  examine  himlelf, 
and  lo  let  him  eat  of  that  bread, 
and  drink  of  that  cup.  For  he 
that  eateth  and  drinketh  un¬ 
worthily,  eateth  and  drinketh 
damnation  to  himlelf,  not  dif- 
cerning  the  Lord’s  body.  For 
this  caufe  many  are  weak  and 
fickly  among  you,  and  many 
fleep.  For  if  we  would  judge 
ourielves,  we  fhould  not  be 
judged.  But  when  we  are  judg¬ 
ed,  we  are  chaftened  of  the  Lord, 
that  we  fhould  not  be  condemn¬ 
ed  with  the  world.  Wherefore, 
my  brethren,  when  ye  come 
together  to  eat,  tarry  one  for 
another.  And  if  any  man  hun¬ 
ger,  let  him  eat  at  home;  that 
ye  come  not  together  unto  con¬ 
demnation.  And  the  reft  will  I 
fet  in  order  when  I  come. 

The  Gofpel.  S.  Luke  23.  i. 

THE  whole  multitude  of 
them  arole,  and  led  him 
unto  Pilate.  And  they  began  to 
accufe  him,  laying,  We  found 
this  fellow  perverting  the  na¬ 
tion,  and  forbidding  to  give 
tribute  to  Celar,  laying.  That 
he  himfelf  is  Chrilt  a  King. 
And  Pilate  afked  him,  faying, 
Art  thou  the  King  of  the  jews? 
And  he  anfwered  him,  and  faid, 
Thou  fayeft  it.  Then  faid  Pi¬ 
late  to  the  chief  priefts,  and  to 
the  people,  I  find  no  fault  in 
this  man.  And  they  were  the 


more  fierce,  laying,  he  ftirreth 
upthepeople,teachingthrough- 
out  all  Jewry,  beginning  from 
Galilee  to  this  place.  When  Pi¬ 
late  heard  of  Galilee,  he  alked 
whether  the  man  were  a  Gali¬ 
lean.  And  as  loon  as  he  knew 
that  he  belonged  unto  Herod’s 
jurildibfion,  he  fent  him  to  He¬ 
rod,  who  himlelf  was  alfo  at 
Jerufalem  at  that  time.  And 
when  Herod  law  Jefus,  he  was 
exceeding  glad ;  for  he  was  de- 
lirous  to  lee  him  of  a  long  lea- 
fon,  becaufe  he  had  heard  ma¬ 
ny  things  of  him;  and  he  hoped 
to  have  leen  lome  miracle  done 
by  him.  Then  he  queftioned 
with  him  in  many  words;  but 
he  anfwered  him  nothing.  And 
the  chief  priefts  and  lcribes 
flood  and  vehemently  acculed 
him.  And  Herod  with  his  men 
of  war  let  him  at  nought,  and 
mocked  him,  and  arrayed  him 
in  a  gorgeous  robe,  and  lent 
him  again  to  Pilate.  And  the 
fame  day  Pilate  and  Herod 
were  made  friends  together; 
for  before  they  were  at  enmi¬ 
ty  between  themfelves.  And 
Pilate  when  he  had  called  toge¬ 
ther  the  chief  priefts,  and  the 
rulers,  and  the  people,  laid  un¬ 
to  them,  Ye  have  brought  this 
man  unto  me,  as  one  that  per- 
verteth  the  people :  and  behold, 
I  having  examined  him  before 
you,  have  found  no  fault  in 
this  man  touching  thole  things 
whereof  ye  accule  him  :  No, 
nor  yet  Herod  :  for  I  lent  you 
to  him;  and  lo,  nothing  worthy 
of  death  is  done  unto  him.  1 
will  therefore  chaftife  him,  and 

releafe 
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releafe  him.  For  of  necelfity 
he  mult  releale  one  unto  them 
at  the  fealh  And  they  cried  out 
all  at  once,  faying,  Away  with 
this  man,  and  releale  unto  us 
Barabbas :  (who  for  a  certain  fe- 
dition  made  in  the  city,  and  for 
murder,  was  call:  into  prifon.) 
Pilate  therefore  willing  to  re¬ 
leale  Jefus,  fpake  again  to  them. 
But  they  cried,  faying,  Crucify 
him,  crucify  him.  And  he  faid 
unto  them  the  third  time,  Why, 
what  evil  hath  he  done  ?  I  have 
found  no  caufe  of  death  in  him : 
I  will  therefore  chaftife  him, 
and  let  him  go.  And  they  were 
inftant  with  loud  voices,  requir¬ 
ing  that  he  might  be  crucified: 
and  the  voices  of  them,  and  of 
the  chief priefts  prevailed.  And 
Pilate  gave  lentence,  that  it 
Ihould  be  as  they  required. 
A.nd  he  releafed  unto  them  him 
that  for  fedition  and  murder 
was  call  into  prifon,  whom  they 
had  defired;  but  he  delivered 
Jelus  to  their  will.  And  as  they 
led  him  away,  they  laid  hold 
upon  one  Simon  a  Cyrenian, 
coming  out  of  the  country,  and 
on  him  they  laid  the  crofs,  that 
he  might  bear  it  after  Jefus. 
And  there  followed  him  a  great 
company  of  people,  and  of  wo¬ 
men,  which  alfo  bewailed  and 
lamented  him.  But  Jefus  turn¬ 
ing  unto  them,  faid,  Daughters 
of  Jerulalem,  weep  not  for  me, 
but  weep  for  yourfelves,  and 
for  your  children.  For  behold, 
the  days  are  coming,  in  the 
which  they  fhall  lay,  Bleffed  are 
the  barren,  and  the  wombs  that 
never  bare,  and  the  paps  which 


never  gave  fuck.  Then  lhall 
they  begin  to  lay  to  the  moun¬ 
tains,  Fall  on  us;  and  to  the 
hills,  Cover  us.  For  if  they  do 
thefe  things  in  a  green  tree, 
what  lhall  be  done  in  the  dry? 
And  there  were  alio  two  other 
malefactors  led  with  him  to  be 
put  to  death.  And  when  they 
were  come  to  the  place  which 
is  called  Calvary,  there  they 
crucified  him,  and  the  male¬ 
factors;  one  on  the  right  hand, 
and  the  other  on  the  left.  Then 
faid  Jefus,  Father,  forgive  them, 
for  they  know  now  what  they 
do.  And  they  parted  his  rai¬ 
ment,  and  call  lots.  And  the 
people  flood  beholding;  and 
the  rulers  allb  with  them  derid¬ 
ed  him,  faying.  He  laved  others; 
let  him  lave  himlelf,  if  he  be 
Chrilt  the  cholen  of  God.  And 
the  foldiers  allb  mocked  him, 
coming  to  him,  and  offering 
him  vinegar,  and  laying,  If  thou 
be  the  king  of  the  Jews,  lave 
thyfelf.  And  a  fuperlciption 
allb  was  written  over  him  in 
letters  of  Greek,  and  Latin,  and 
Hebrew,  THIS  IS  THE  KING 
OF  THE  JEWS.  And  one  of 
the  malefaClors,  which  were 
hanged,  railed  on  him,  faying. 
If  thou  be  Chrift,  lave  thyfelf 
and  us.  But  the  other  anfwer- 
ing,  rebuked  him,  faying,  Doll 
not  thou  fear  God,  feeing  thou 
art  in  the  fame  condemnation? 
And  we  indeed  juftly;  for  we 
receive  the  due  reward  of  our 
deeds ;  but  this  man  hath  done 
nothing  amifs.  And  he  faid  un¬ 
to  Jefus,  Lord,  remember  me 
when  thou  Cornell  into  thy 

kingdom. 
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kingdom.  And  Jefus  faid  unto 
him,  Verily  I  fay  unto  thee,  To 
day  fhalt  thou  be  with  me  in 
paradife.  And  it  was  about  the 
iixth  hour  :  and  there  was 
darknefs  over  all  the  earth  un¬ 
til  the  ninth  hour.  And  the  fun 
was  darkened,  and  the  vail  ot 
the  temple  was  rent  in  the  midft. 
And  when  Jefus  had  cried  with 
a  loud  voice,  he  faid,  Father, 
into  thy  hands  I  commend  my 
fpirit :  and  having  faid  thus,  he 
gave  up  the  gholt.  Now  when 
the  centurion  law  what  was 
done,  he  glorified  God,  laying, 
Certainly  this  was  a  righteous 
man.  And  all  the  people  that 
came  together  to  that  fight,  be¬ 
holding  the  things  that  were 
done,  linote  their  breafts,  and 
returned.  And  all  his  acquaint¬ 
ance,  and  the  women  that  fol¬ 
lowed  him  from  Galilee,  Hood 
afar  offbeholding  thefe  things.

reigneth  with  thee  and  the  Holy 
Ghoft,  ever  One  God,  world 
without  end.  Amen. 

ALmighty  and  everlafting 
God,  by  whofe  Spirit  the 
whole  body  of  the  Church  is  go¬ 
verned  and  fandtified ;  Receive 
our  fupplications  and  prayers, 


which  we  offer  before  thee  for 
all  eftates  of  men  in  thy  holy 
Church,  that  every  member  of 
the  fame,  in  his  vocation  and 
miniftry,  may  truly  and  godly 
ferve  thee,  through  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jefus  Chrift.  Amen. 

Merciful  God,  who  haft 
made  all  men,  and  hateft 
nothing  that  thou  haft  made, 
nor  wouldeft  the  death  of  a  fin- 
ner,  but  rather  that  he  lliould 
be  converted,  and  live;  Have 
mercy  upon  all  Jews,  Turks, 
Infidels,  and  Hereticks,  and 
take  from  them  all  ignorance, 
hardnefs  of  heart,  and  contempt 
of  thy  word ;  and  fb  fetch  them 
home,  blefled  Lord,  to  thy 
flock,  that  they  may  be  laved 
among  the  remnant  of  the  true 
Ifraelites,  and  be  made  one  fold 
under  one  fhepherd,  Jefus  Chrift 
our  Lord,  who  liveth  and  reign¬ 
eth  with  thee  and  the  Holy 
Spirit,  One  God,  world  without 
end.  Amen. 

The  Epiftle.  Hebr.  io.  i. 

H  E  -law  having  a  lhadow 
of  good  things  to  come, 
and  not  the  very  image  of  the 
things,  can  never  with  thofe  la- 
crifices,  which  they  offered  year 
by  year  continually,  make  the 
comers  thereunto  perfect :  for 
then  would  they  not  have  ceafi 
ed  to  be  offered  ?  becaufe  that 
the  worfhippers  once  purged, 
fhould  have  had  no  more  con¬ 
fidence  of  fins.  But  in  thofe  fa- 
crifices  there  is  a  remembrance 
again  made  of  fins  every  year. 
For  it  is  not  poffible  that  the 
blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats 
N  fhould 
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fhould  take  away  fins.  Where¬ 
fore  when  he  cometh  into  the 
world,  he  faith.  Sacrifice  and 
offering  thou  wouldeft  not,  but 
a  body  haft  thou  prepared  me : 
In  burnt-offerings  and  facrifi- 
ces  for  fin  thou  haft  had  no 
pleafure  :  Then  laid  I,  Lo,  I 
come  (in  the  volume  of  the 
book  it  is  written  of  me)  to 
do  thy  will,  O  God.  Above, 
when  he  faid,  Sacrifice  and  of¬ 
fering,  and  burnt-offerings,  and 
offering  for  fin  thou  wouldeft 
not,  neither  hadft  pleafure  there¬ 
in,  which  are  offered  by  the  law; 
then  laid  he,  Lo,  I  come  to  do 
thy  will,  O  God.  He  taketh  a- 
way  the  firft,  that  he  may  efta- 
bliln  the  fecond.  By  the  which 
will  we  are  fanbtified,  through 
the  offering  of  the  body  of  Je- 
fus  Chrift  once  for  all.  And 
every  prieft  ftandeth  daily  mi- 
niftering  and  offering  oftentimes 
the  fame  facrifices,  which  can 
never  take  away  fins.  But  this 
man,  after  he  had  offered  one 
facrifice  for  fins,  for  ever  fat 
down  on  the  right  hand  of  God ; 
from  henceforth  expedting  till 
his  enemies  be  made  his  foot- 
ftool.  For  by  one  offering  he 
hath  perfedted  for  ever  them 
that  are  fandtified  ;  whereof 
the  Holy  Ghoft  alio  is  a  witnefs 
to  us  :  For  after  that  he  had 
laid  before,  This  is  the  cove¬ 
nant  that  I  will  make  with  them 
after  thole  days,  faith  the  Lord, 

I  will  put  my  laws  into  their 
hearts,  and  in  their  minds  will  I 
write  them  ;  and  their  fins  and 
iniquities  will  I  remember  no 
more.  Now  where  remiffion 


of  thefe  is,  there  is  no  more  of¬ 
fering  for  fin.  Having  therefore, 
brethren,  boldnefs  to  enter  into 
the  holieft  by  the  blood  of  Je- 
fus,  by  a  new  and  living  way, 
which  he  hath  confecrated  for 
us,  through  the  vail,  that  is  to 
fay,  his  fiefh;  and  having  an 
high  Prieft  over  the  houfe  of 
God  ;  let  us  draw  near  with  a 
true  heart,  in  full  aflurance  of 
faith,  having  our  hearts  fprink- 
led  from  an  evil  confcience,  and 
our  bodies  wafhed  with  pure 
water.  Let  us  hold  fall  the 
profeffion  of  our  faith  without 
wavering  ;  (for  he  is  faithful 
that  promifed ;)  and  let  us  con- 
fider  one  another  to  provoke 
unto  love,  and  to  good  works ; 
not  forfaking  the  afiembling  of 
ourfelves  together,  as  the  man¬ 
ner  of  fome  is  ;  but  exhorting 
one  another  :  and  lo  much  the 
more,  as  ye  fee  the  day  ap¬ 
proaching. 


The  Gofpel.  S.  John  19.  i. 

I  LATE  therefore  took  Je- 
fu  s,  and  fcourgedhim.  And 
the  foldiers  platted  a  crown  of 
thorns,  and  put  it  on  his  head, 
and  they  put  on  him  a  purple 
robe,  and  laid,  Hail,  King  of  the 
Jews  !  And  they  fmote  him 
with  their  hands.  Pilate  there¬ 
fore  went  forth  again,  and  faith 
unto  them,  Behold,  I  bring  him 
forth  to  you,  that  ye  may  know 
that  I  find  no  fault  in  him. 
Then  came  Jefus  forth,  wear¬ 
ing  the  crown  of  thorns,  and 
the  purple  robe.  And  Pilate 
faith  unto  them,  Behold  the 
man  !  When  the  chief  priefts  J 
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therefore  and  officers  faw  him, 
they  cried  out,  faying.  Crucify 
him,  crucify  him.  Pilate  faith 
unto  them,  Take  ye  him,  and 
crucify  him :  for  I  find  no  fault 
in  him.  The  Jews  anfwered 
him,  We  have  a  law,  and  by 
our  law  he  ought  to  die,  becaufe 
he  made  himfelf  the  Son  of  God. 
When  Pilate  therefore  heard 
that  faying,  he  was  the  more 
afraid ;  and  went  again  into  the 
judgement-hall,  and  faith  unto 
Jefus,  Whence  art  thou?  But 
Jefus  gave  him  no  anfwer.  Then 
faith  Pilate  unto  him,  Speakefl 
thou  not  unto  me?  Knoweft 
thou  not  that  I  have  power  to 
crucify  thee,  and  have  power 
to  releafe  thee  ?  Jefus  anfwered, 
Thou  couldefl  have  no  power 
at  all  againfl  me,  except  it  were 
given  thee  from  above :  there¬ 
fore  he  that  delivered  me  unto 
thee  hath  the  greater  fin.  And 
from  thenceforth  Pilate  fought 
to  releafe  him :  but  the  Jews 
cried  out,  faying,  If  thou  let 
this  man  go,  thou  art  not  Ce- 
far’s  friend:  Whofbever  mak- 
eth  himfelf  a  king,  fpeaketh 
againfl  Cefar.  When  Pilate 
therefore  heard  that  faying,  he 
brought  Jefus  forth,  and  fat 
down  in  the  judgement-feat,  in 
a  place  that  is  called  the  Pave¬ 
ment,  but  in  the  Hebrew,  Gab- 
batha.  And  it  was  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  the  pafs-over,  and  about 
the  fixth  hour :  and  he  faith  un  - 
to  the  Jews,  Behold  your  king ! 
But  they  cried  out,  Away  with 
him,  away  with  him,  crucify 
him.  Pilate  faith  unto  them, 
'Shall  I  crucify  your  king?  The 


chief  priefls  anfwered,  We  have 
no  king  but  Cefar.  Then  deli¬ 
vered  he  him  therefore  unto 
them  to  be  crucified :  and  they 
took  Jefus,  and  led  him  away. 
And  he  bearing  his  crofs,  went 
forth  into  a  place  called  The 
place  of  a  fcull,  which  is  call¬ 
ed  in  the  Hebrew,  Golgotha : 
Where  they  crucified  him,  and 
two  other  with  him,  on  either 
fide  one,  and  Jefus  in  the 
midfl.  And  Pilate  wrote  a  title, 
and  put  it  on  the  crofs;  and 
the  writing  was,  JESUS  OF 
NAZARETH  THE  KING 
OF  THE  JEWS.  This  title 
then  read  many  of  the  Jews :  for 
the  place  where  Jefus  was  cru¬ 
cified  was  nigh  to  the  city :  and 
it  was  written  in  Hebrew,  and 
Greek,  and  Latin.  Then  faid 
the  chief  priefls  of  the  Jews  to 
Pilate,  Write  not,  The  King  of 
the  Jews;  but  that  he  laid, 
I  am  King  of  the  Jews.  Pi¬ 
late  anfwered.  What  I  have 
written,  I  have  written.  Then 
the  fbldiers,  when  they  had  cru¬ 
cified  Jefus,  took  his  garments, 
and  made  four  parts;  to  every 
foldier  a  part ;  and  alfo  his  coat : 
now  the  coat  was  without  feam, 
woven  from  the  top  through¬ 
out.  They  faid  therefore  a- 
mong  themfelves,  Let  us  not 
rend  it,  but  cafl  lots  for  it 
whofe  it  fhall  be  .-  that  the 
Scripture  might  be  fulfilled, 
which  faith.  They  parted  my 
raiment  among  them,  and  for 
my  vefture  they  did  cafl  lots. 
Thefe  things  therefore  the  fol- 
diers  did.  Now  there  flood  by 
the  crofs  of  Jefus,  his  mother, 
N  2  and 
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and  his  mother’s  After,  Mary 
the  wife  of  Cleophas,  and  Mary 
Magdalene.  When  Jefus  there¬ 
fore  faw  his  mother,  and  the 
dilciple  ftanding  by  whom  he 
loved,  he  faith  unto  his  mother, 
Woman,  behold  thy  fon.  Then 
faith  he  to  the  dilciple,  Behold 
thy  mother.  And  from  that 
hour  that  difciple  took  her  un¬ 
to  his  own  home.  After  this 
Jefus  knowing  that  all  things 
were  now  accomplifhed,  that 
the  Scripture  might  be  fulfilled, 
faith,  I  thirft.  Now  there  was 
fet  a  veflel  full  of  vinegar :  and 
they  filled  a  Ipunge  with  vi¬ 
negar,  and  put  it  upon  hyflbp, 
and  put  it  to  his  mouth.  When 
Jefus  therefore  had  received 
the  vinegar,  he  laid,  It  is  finifh- 
ed.  And  he  bowed  his  head, 
and  gave  up  the  ghoft.  The  Jews 
therefore,  becaule  it  was  the  pre¬ 
paration,  that  the  bodies  fhould 
not  remain  upon  the  crols  on 
the  labbath-day,  (for  that  lab- 
bath-day  was  an  high  day;)  be- 
fought  Pilate  that  their  legs 
might  be  broken,  and  that  they 
might  be  taken  away.  Then 
came  the  foldiers,  and  brake  the 
legs  of  the  firft,  and  of  the  other 
which  was  crucified  with  him. 
But  when  they  came  to  Jelus, 
and  faw  that  he  was  dead  alrea¬ 
dy,  they  brake  not  his  legs.  But 
one  of  the  foldiers  with  a  Ipear 
pierced  his  fide,  and  forthwith 
came  there  out  blood  and  water. 
And  he  that  faw  it  bare  record, 
and  his  record  is  true  :  and  he 
knoweth  that  he  faith  true,  that 
ye  might  believe.  For  thele 
things  were  done,  that  the

Scripture  fhould  be  fulfilled,  A 
bone  of  him  fhall  not  be  broken. 
And  again  another  Scripture 
faith,  They  fhall  look  on  him 
whom  they  pierced.

IT  is  better  if  the  will  of  God 
be  fo,  that  ye  fuffer  for  well¬ 
doing,  than  for  evil-doing.  For 
Chrift  alio  hath  once  fuffered 
for  fins,  the  juft  for  the  unjuft; 
(that  he  might  bring  us  to  God,) 
being  put  to  death  in  the  flelh, 
but  quickened  by  the  Spirit:  by 
which  alio  he  went  and  preach¬ 
ed  unto  the  Ipirits  in  prilbn; 
which  lometime  were  dilbbe- 
dient,  when  once  the  long-fuf- 
fering  of  God  waited  in  the 
days  of  Noah,  while  the  ark 
was  a  preparing;  wherein  few 
that  is,  eight  fouls,  were  laved 
by  water.  The  like  figure  where- 
unto,  even  baptilm,  doth  alio 
now  lave  us,  (not  the  putting 
away  the  filth  of  the  flefh,  but 
the  anfwer  of  a  good  confidence 
towards  God,)  by  the  refurrec- 
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tion  of  Jefus  Chrift :  who  is 
gone  into  heaven,  and  is  on  the 
right  hand  of  God,  angels  and 
authorities  and  powers  being 
made  fubjecl  unto  him. 

The  Gofpel.  S.Matth.27.57. 

Hen  the  even  was  come, 
there  came  a  rich  man 
of  Arimathea,  named  Jofeph, 
who  alio  himfelf  was  Jefus’  dif- 
ciple.  He  went  to  Pilate,  and 
begged  the  body  of  Jelus.  T hen 
Pilate  commanded  the  body  to 
be  delivered.  And  when  Jo¬ 
feph  had  taken  the  body,  he 
wrapped  it  in  a  clean  linen  cloth, 
and  laid  it  in  his  own  new  tomb, 
which  he  had  hewn  out  in  the 
rock;  and  he  rolled  a  great 
ftone  to  the  door  of  the  fepul- 
chre,  and  departed.  And  tnere 
was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  the 
other  Mary,  fitting  over-againft 
the  fepulchre.  Now  the  next 
day  that  followed  the  day  of 
the  preparation,  the  chief  priefts 
and  Pharilees  came  together  un¬ 
to  Pilate,  laying,  Sir,  we  re¬ 
member  that  that  deceiver  laid, 
while  he  was  yet  alive,  After 
three  days  I  will  rile  again. 
Command  therefore  that  the 
lepulchre  be  made  lure  until  the 
third  day,  left  his  dilciples  come 
by  night  and  fteal  him  away, 
and  fay  unto  the  people,  He  is 
rilen  from  the  dead :  lo  the  laft 
error  lhall  be  worle  than  the 
firft.  Pilate  laid  unto  them,  Ye 
have  a  watch;  go  your  way, 
make  it  as  fure  as  ye  can.  So 
they  went  and  made  the  lepul¬ 
chre  fure,  fealing  the  ftone,  and 
letting  a  watch.

his  head,  not  lying  with  the  lin¬ 
en  clothes,  but  wrapped  toge¬ 
ther  in  a  place  by  itfelf.

For  the  Epiftle.  A6ts  io.  34. 

PETER  opened  his  mouth, 
and  faid,  Of  a  truth  I  per¬ 
ceive  that  God  is  no  refpecter 
of  perfons ;  but  in  every  na¬ 
tion,  he  that  feareth  him,  and 
worketh  righteoufnefs,  is  ac¬ 
cepted  with  him.  The  word 
which  God  fent  unto  the  child¬ 
ren  of  Ifrael,  preaching  peace 
by  Jefus  Chrift;  (he  is  Lord  of 
all ; )  That  word,  I  lay,  ye 
know,  which  was  publifhed 
throughout  all  Judea,  and  be¬ 
gan  from  Galilee,  after  the 
baptifm  which  John  preach¬ 
ed  :  how  God  anointed  Jefus 
of  Nazareth  with  the  Holy 
Ghoft,  and  with  power,  who 
went  about  doing  good,  and 
healing  ail  that  were  opprdTed 
of  the  devil :  for  God  was  with 
him.  And  we  are  witneffes  of 
all  things  which  he  did,  both 
in  the  land  of  the  Jews,  and 
in  jerufalem;  whom  they  flew, 
and  hanged  on  a  tree :  Him 
God  railed  up  the  third  day, 
and  fhewed  him  openly  ;  not 
to  all  the  people,  but  unto 
witnefles  chofen  before  of  God, 
even  to  us,  who  did  eat  and 
drink  with  him  after  he  rofe 
from  the  dead.  And  he  com¬ 
manded  us  to  preach  unto  the 
people,  and  to  teftify  that  it 
is  he  which  was  ordained  of 
God  to  be  the  Judge  of  quick 
and  dead.  To  him  give  all  the 
prophets  witnels,  that  through 
his  Name,  wholoever  belie v- 
eth  in  him  (hall  receive  remil¬ 
lion  of  fins. 


The  Gofpel.  S.  Luke  24. 1 3. 

BEhold,  two  of  his  difciples 
went  that  lame  day  to  a 
village  called  Emmaus,  which 
was  from  Jerulalem  about 
threefcore  furlongs.  And  they 
talked  together  of  all  thele 
things  which  had  happened. 
And  it  came  to  pals,  that  while 
they  communed  together  and 
realoned,  Jefus  himfelf  drew 
near,  and  went  with  them.  But 
their  eyes  were  holden,  that 
they  Ihould  not  know  him. 
And  he  faid  unto  them,  What 
manner  of  communications  are 
thele,  that  ye  have  one  to  ano¬ 
ther,  as  ye  walk,  and  are  lad  ? 
And  one  of  them,  whole 
name  was  Cleopas,  anfwering, 
laid  unto  him;  Art  thou  only  a 
ftranger  in  Jerulalem,  and  haft 
not  known"  the  things  which 
are  come  to  pafs  there  in  thele 
days  ?  And  he  faid  unto  them, 
What  things?  And  they  laid 
unto  him,  Concerning  Jefus  ol 
Nazareth,  which  was  a  prophet 
mighty  in  deed  and  word,  be¬ 
fore  God  and  all  the  people  : 
And  how  the  chief  priefts  and 
our  rulers  delivered  him  to  be 
condemned  to  death,  and  have 
crucified  him.  But  we  trufted 
that  it  had  been  he  who  Ihould 
have  redeemed  Ilfael :  and  be- 
fide  all  this,  to  day  is  the  third 
day  fince  thefe  things  were 
done.  Yea,  and  certain  women 
alfo  of  our  company  made  us 
aftonifhed,  which  were  early  at 
the  lepulchre  ;  and  when  they 
found  not  his  body,  they  came,

faying,  that  they  had  alfo  feen 
a  vilion  of'  angels,  which  laid, 
that  he  was  alive.  And  certain 
of  them  which  were  with  us 
went  to  .  the  fepulchre,  and 
found  it  even  fo  as  the  women 
had  {aid;  but  him  they  law  not. 
Then  he  faid  unto  them,  O 
fools,  and  flow  of  heart  to  be¬ 
lieve  all  that  the  prophets  have 
fpoken!  ought  not  Chrift  to 
have  differed  thefe  things,  and 
to  enter  into  his  glory?  And 
beginning  at  Mofes,  and  all  the 
prophets,  he  expounded  unto 
them  in  all  the  Scriptures  the 
things  concerning  himfelf.  And 
they  drew  nigh  unto  the  vil¬ 
lage  w7hither  they  went;  and 
he  made  as  though  he  would 
have  gone  further:  but  they 
con  ft  rained  him,  faying,  Abide 
with  us;  for  it  is  towards  even¬ 
ing,  and  the  day  is  far  fpent. 
And  he  went  in  to  tarry  with 
them.  And  it  came  to  pafs,  as 
he  fat  at  meat  with  them,  he 
took  bread,  and  blefled  it,  and 
brake,  and  gave  to  them.  And 
their  eyes  were  opened,  and 
they  knew  him,  and  he  vanilh- 
ed  out  of  their  fight.  And 
they  faid  one  to  another,  Did 
not  our  heart  burn  within  us, 
while  he  talked  with  us  by  the 
way,  and  while  he  opened  to 
us  the  Scriptures  ?  And  they 
rofe  up  the  fame  hour,  and  re¬ 
turned  to  Jerufalem,  and  found 
the  eleven  gathered  together, 
and  them  that  were  with  them, 
faying,  the  Lord  is  rifen  in 
deed,  and  hath  appeared  to  Si¬ 
mon.  And  they  told  what 
things  were  done  in  the  way, 


and  how  he  was  known  of  them 
in  breaking  of  bread.

For  they  that  dwell  at 
Jerufalem,  and  their  rulers,  be- 
caufe  they  knew  him  not,  nor 
yet  the  voices  of  the  prophets 
which  are  read  every  fabbath- 
day,  they  have  fulfilled  them  in 
condemning  him.

falem,  whoare  his  witneflesunto 
the  people.  And  we  declare  un¬ 
to  you  glad-tidings,  how  that 
the  promile  which  was  made 
unto  the  fathers,  God  hath  ful¬ 
filled  the  fame  unto  us  their 
children,  in  that  he  hath  railed 
up  Jelus  again ;  as  it  is  alfo  writ¬ 
ten  in  the  fecond  Pfalm,  Thou 
art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I  be¬ 
gotten  thee.  And  as  concerning 
that  he  raifed  him  up  from  the 
dead,  now  no  more  to  return  to 
corruption,  he  laid  on  this  wile, 

I  will  give  you  the  fure  mercies 
of  David.  Wherefore  he  faith  al¬ 
io  in  another  Plalm,  Thou  lhalt 
not  fuffer  thine  Holy  One  to  fee 
corruption.  For  David,  after  he 
had  lerved  his  own  generation 
by  the  will  of  God,  fell  on 
lleep,  and  was  laid  unto  his  fa¬ 
thers,  and  law  corruption :  But 
he  whom  God  railed  again,  law 
no  corruption.  Be  it  known  un¬ 
to  you  therefore,  men  and  bre¬ 
thren,  that  through  this  Man 
is  preached  unto  you  the  for- 
givenefs  of  fins  :  And  by  him 
all  that  believe  are  juftified  from 
all  things,  from  which  ye  could 
not  be  juftified  by  the  law  of 
Mofes.  Beware  therefore  left 
that  come  upon  you,  which  is 
fpoken  of  in  the  prophets ;  Be¬ 
hold,  ye  defpifers,  and  wonder, 
and  perilh;  for  I  work  a  work 
in  your  days,  a  work  which  ye 
fhall  in  no  wife  believe,  though 
a  man  declare  it  unto  you. 

The  Gofpel.  S. Luke  24.  36. 
ESUS  himfelf  flood  in  the 
_  midft  of  them,  and  faith 
unto  them,  Peace  be  unto  you. 


But  they  were  terrified  and  af¬ 
frighted,  andfuppofed  that  they 
had  feen  a  fpirit.  And  he  laid 
unto  them,  Why  are  ye  trou¬ 
bled,  and  why  do  thoughts  a- 
rife  in  your  hearts  ?  Behold  my 
hands  and  my  feet,  that  it  is  I 
myfelf :  handle  me,  and  fee; 
for  a  lpirit  hath  not  fiefh  and 
bones,  as  ye  fee  me  have.  And 
when  he  had  thus  lpoken,  he 
Ihewed  them  his  hands  and  his 
feet.  And  while  they  yet  be¬ 
lieved  not  for  joy,  and  won¬ 
dered,  he  laid  unto  them,  Have 
ye  here  any  meat?  And  they 
gave  him  a  piece  of  a  broiled 
filh,  and  of  an  honey-comb. 
And  he  took  it,  and  did  eat 
before  them.  And  he  laid  unto 
them,  Thefe  are  the  words 
which  I  Ipake  unto  you,  while 
I  was  yet  with  you,  that  all 
things  mull  be  fulfilled  which 
were  written  in  the  law  of 
Mofes,  and  in  the  Prophets, 
and  in  the  Plalms  concerning 
me.  Then  opened  he  their  un- 
derftanding,  that  they  might 
underftand  the  Scriptures ;  and 
laid  unto  them,  Thus  it  is 
written,  and  thus  it  behoved 
Chrift  to  luffer,  and  to  rife 
from  the  dead  the  third  day; 
and  that  repentance  and  remil- 
fion  of  fins  Ihould  be  preached 
in  his  Name  among  all  nations, 
beginning  at  Jerufalem.  And  ye 
are  witnelfes  of  thefe  things.

Hatfoever  is  born  of 
God  overcometh  the 
world;  and  this  is  the  victory 
that  overcometh  the  world,  e- 
ven  our  faith.  Who  is  he  that 
overcometh  the  world,  but  he 
that  believeth  that  Jefus  is  the 
Son  of  God?  This  is  he  that 
came  by  water  and  blood,  even 
jefus  Chrift;  not  by  water 
only,  but  by  water  and  blood  : 
and  it  is  the  Spirit  that  bear- 
eth  witnefs,  becaule  the  Spirit 
is  truth.  For  there  are  three 
that  bear  record  in  heaven, 
the  Father,  the  Word,  and  the 
Holy  Ghoft  :  and  thele  three 
are  one.  And  there  are  three 
that  bear  witnels  in  earth,  the 
fpirit  and  the  water,  and  the 
blood  :  and  thele  three  agree 
in  one.  If  we  receive  the  wit¬ 
nefs  of  men,  the  witnels  of 
God  is  greater  :  for  this  is  the 
witnels  of  God,  which  he  hath 
teftified  of  his  Son.  He  that 
believeth  on  the  Son  of  God, 
hath  the  witnels  in  himlelf : 
he  that  believeth  not  God, 
hath  made  him  a  liar,  becaule 
he  believeth  not  the  record  that 
God  gave  of  his  Son.  And 
this  is  the  record,  that  God 
hath  given  to  us  eternal  life; 
and  this  life  is  in  his  Son.  He 


that  hath  the  Son,"  hath  life; 
and  he  that  hath  not  the  Son, 
hath  not  life.

THIS  is  thank-worthy,  if  a 
man  for  confidence  to¬ 
ward  God  endure  grief,  fuf- 
fering  wrongfully.  For  what 
glory  is  it,  if  when  ye  be  buf- 
fetted  for  your  faults,  ye  fhall 
take  it  patiently?  But  if  when  ye 
do  well,  and  buffer  for  it,  ye  take 
it  patiently ;  this  is  acceptable 
with  God.  For  even  hereunto 
were  ye  called  :  becaufo  Chrift

ointed  Jefus  of  Nazareth  with 
the  Holy  G  hoft,  and  with  power; 
who  went  about  doing  good, 
and  healing  all  that  were  op- 
prefled  of  the  devil:  lor  God 
was  with  him.  And  we  are  wit- 
nehes  of  ail  things  which  he 
did,  both  in  the  land  of  the 
Jews,  and  in  Jerufalem;  whom 
they  Hew,  and  hanged  on  a  tree : 
Him  God  railed  up  the  third 
day,  and  fhewed  him  openly ; 
not  to  all  the  people,  but  unto 
witneftes  chofen  before  of  God; 
even  to  us  who  did  eat  and 
drink  with  him  after  he  role 
from  the  dead.  And  he  com¬ 
manded  us  to  preach  unto  the 
people,  and  to  teftify  that  it  is 
he  which  was  ordained  of  God 
to  be  the  Judge  of  quick  and 
dead.  To  him  give  all  the  pro¬ 
phets  witnels,  that  through  his 
Name,  wholbever  believeth  in 
him,  lhall  receive  remiffion  of 
fins.  While  Peter  yet  Ipake 
thefe  words,  the  Holy  Ghoft 
fell  on  all  them  which  heard  the 
word.  And  they  of  the  cir-

HERE  was  a  man  of  the 
Pharifoes,  named  Nicode- 
mus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews :  the 
lame  canye^  to  Jefus  by  night, 
and  faid  unto  him.  Rabbi,  we 
know  that  thou  art  a  teacher 
come  from  God:  for  no  man 
can  do  thefe  miracles,  that  thou 
doeft,  except  God  be  with  him. 
Jefus  anfwered  and  {aid  unto 
him,  Verily  verily  I  lay  unto 
thee,  Except  a  man  be  born  a- 
gain,  hecannot  fee  thekingdom 
of  God.  Nicodemus  faith  unto 
him,  How  can  a  man  be  born 
when  he  is  old?  can  he  enter 
the  focond  time  into  his  mo¬ 
ther’s  womb,  and  be  born  ? 
Jefos  anfwered,  Verily  verily 
I  lay  unto  thee,  Except  a  man 
be  born  of  water  and  of  the 
Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God.  That  which 
is  born  of  the  flefh,  is  flefh ; 
and  that  which  is  born  of  the 
Spirit  is  fpirit.  Marvel  not  that 
I  faid  unto  thee.  Ye  muft  be 
born  again :  the  wind  bloweth 
where  it  lifteth,and  thou  heareft 
the  found  thereof,  but  canft 
not  tell  whence  it  cometh,  and 
whither  it  goeth;  fo  is  every 
one  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit. 
Nicodemus  anfwered  and  faid 
unto  him,  How  can  thefe  things 
be?  Jefus  anfwered  and  faid 

unto

unto  him,  Art  thou  a  mafter  of 
Ifrael,  and  knoweft  not  thefe 
things?  Verily  verily  I  fay  unto 
thee,  We  fpeak  that  we  do 
know,  and  teftify  that  we  have 
feen;  and  ye  receive  not  our 
witnefs.  If  I  have  told  you 
earthly  things,  and  ye  believe 
not ;  how  (hall  ye  believe,  if  I  tell 
you  of  heavenly  things?  And 
no  man  hath  alcendea  up  to 
heaven,  but  he  that  came  down 
from  heaven,  even  the  Son  of 
man  which  is  in  heaven.  And  as 
Moles  lifted  up  the  ferpent  in 
the  wildernefs,  even  fo  muft 
the  Son  of  man  be  lifted  up  :

He  that  loveth  not,  knoweth 
not  God:  for  God  is  love.  In 
this  was  manifefted  the  love  of

Herein  is 
love,  not  that  we  loved  God, 
but  that  he  loved  us,  and  lent 
his  Son  to  be  the  propitiation 
for  our  fins.

No  man  hath 
foenGodat  any  time.  If  we  love 
one  another,  God  dwelleth  in 
us,  and  his  love  is  perfected  in 
us.  Hereby  know  we  that  we 
dwell  in  him,  and  he  in  us ;  be¬ 
caufe  he  hath  given  us  of  his 
Spirit.  And  we  have  feen  and 
do  teftify  that  the  Father  font 
the  Son  to  be  the  Saviour  of 
the  world.  Whofoever  fhall 
confels  that  Jefus  is  the  Son  of 
God,  God  dwelleth  in  him, 
and  he  in  God,  and  we  have 
known  and  believed  the  love 
that  God  hath  to  us.  God  is 
love;  and  he  that  dwelleth  in 
love  dwelleth  in  God,  and  God 
in  him.  Herein  is  our  love  made 
perfeft,  that  we  may  have  bold- 
nels  in  the  day  of  judgement; 
becaufe  as  he  is,  fo  are  we  in 
this  world.  There  is  no  fear  in 
love :  but  perfedl  love  cafteth 
out  fear;  becaufe  fear  hath  tor¬ 
ment:  he  that  feareth,  is  not 
made  perfeft  in  love.

The  Gofpel  S.Luke  1 6.  19. 

THERE  was  a  certain  rich 
man,  who  was  clothed  in 
purple  and  fine  linen,  and  fared 
fumptuoully  every  day.  And 
there  was  a  certain  beggar, 
named  Lazarus,  who  was  laid 
at  his  gate  full  of  fores,  and  de¬ 
firing  to  be  fed  with  the  crumbs 
which  fell  from  the  rich  man’s 
table :  moreover,  the  dogs  came 
and  licked  his  fores.  And  it 
came  to  pals,  that  the  beggar 
died,  and  was  carried  by  the 
angels  into  Abraham’s  bofom  : 
the  rich  man  alfo  died,  and  was 
buried :  and  in  hell  he  lift  up 
his  eyes,  being  in  torments, 
and  leeth  Abraham  afar  off, 
and  Lazarus  in  his  bofom :  and 
he  cried,  and  laid,  Father  Abra¬ 
ham,  have  mercy  on  me,  and 
fend  Lazarus,  that  he  may  dip 
the  tip  of  his  finger  in  water 
and  cool  my  tongue ;  for  I  am 
tormented  in  this  flame.  But 
Abraham  faid,  Son,  remember 
that  thou  in  thy  life-time  re- 
ceivedft  thy  good  things,  and 
likewifo  Lazarus  evil  things,  but 
now  he  is  comforted,  and  thou 
art  tormented.  And  befides  all 
this,  between  us  and  you  there 
is  a  great  gulf  fixed  :  lb  that 
they  who  would  pals  from 
hence  to  you  cannot;  neither 
can  they  pafs  to  us,  that  would 
come  from  thence.  Then  he  laid, 
I  pray  thee  therefore,  Father, 
that  thou  wouldell  fond  him  to 
my  father’s  houfo :  for  I  have 
five  brethren ;  that  he  may 
teftify  unto  them,  lelt  they  alfo 
come  into  this  place  of  torment. 
Abraham  faith  unto  him,  They 


have  Moles  and  the  prophets  ; 
let  them  hear  them.  And  he 
faid,  Nay,  father  Abraham ;  but 
if  one  went  unto  them  from 
the  dead,  they  will  repent.  And 
he  laid  unto  them,  If  they  hear 
not  Moles  and  the  prophets, 
neither  will  they  be  perfuaded, 
though  one  rofe  from  the  dead.

let  us  not  love  in  word,  neither 
in  tongue;  but  in  deed,  and  in 
truth.  And  hereby  we  know 
that  we  are  of  the  truth,  and 
fhall  allure  our  hearts  before 
him.  For  if  our  heart  condemn 
us,  God  is  greater  than  our 
heart,  and  knoweth  all  things. 
Beloved,  if  our  heart  condemn 
us  not,  then  have  we  confidence 
towards  God.  And  whatfoever 
we  afk,  we  receive  of  him,  be- 
caufe  we  keep  his  command¬ 
ments,  and  do  thofe  things  that 
are  pleafing  in  his  light.

For  the  earneft  ex¬ 
pectation  of  the  creature  wait- 
eth  for  the  manifeftation  of  the 
fons  of  God.  For  the  creature 
was  made  fubjeCt  to  vanity, 
not  willingly,  but  by  reafbn  of 
him  who  hath  fubjeCted  the 
fame  in  hope :  becaule  the  crea¬ 
ture  itfelf  alio  fhall  be  delivered 
from  the  bondage  of  corrup¬ 
tion,  into  the  glorious  liberty  of 
the  children  of  God.

Brother,  let 
me  pull  out  the  mote  that  is 
in  thine  eye,  when  thou  thy- 
felf  beholdeft  not  the  beam  that 
is  in  thine  own  eye?  Thou  hy¬ 
pocrite,  caft  out  ttrft  the  beam 
out  of  thine  own  eye,  and 
then  fhalt  thou  fee  clearly  to 
pull  out  the  mote  that  is  in  thy 
brother’s  eye.

And  they  beckoned  unto  their 
partners  which  were  in  the  o- 
ther  (hip,  that  they  (hould  come 
and  help  them.  And  they  came, 
and  filled  both  the  (hips,  (b 
that  they  began  to  link.  When 
Simon  Peter  (aw  it,  he  fell  down 
at  Jefus’  knees,  faying.  Depart 
from  me,  for  I  am  a  linful  man, 
O  Lord.  For  he  was  aftonifh- 
ed,  and  all  that  were  with  him 
at  the  draught  of  the  fifhes 
which  they  had  taken;  and  (b 
was  alfo  James  and  John  the 
fons  of  Zebedee,  which  were 
partners  with  Simon.  And  Je- 
fus  faid  unto  Simon,  Fear  not, 
from  henceforth  thou  (halt 
catch  men.  And  when  they 
had  brought  their  (hips  to  land, 
they  forfook  all,  and  followed 
him.  1

God,  who  haft  prepared 
for  them  that  love  thee, 
fuch  good  things  as  pals  man’s 
underflanding;  pour  into  our 
hearts  fuch  love  toward  thee, 
that  we  loving  thee  above  all 
things,  may  obtain  thy  pro- 
mifes,  which  exceed  all  that 
we  can  defire,  through  Jefus 
Chrift  our  Lord.

Now  ye  not,  that  fo  many 
of  us  as  were  baptized  in¬ 
to  Jefus  Chrift,  were  baptized 
into  his  death?  Therefore  we 
are  buried  with  him  by  baptifm 
into  death  ;  that  like  as  Chrift 
was  railed  up  from  the  dead  by 
the  glory  of  the  Father,  even 
(b  we  alfo  (hould  walk  in  new- 
nels  of  life.

and  go  thy  way,  firft  be  recon¬ 
ciled  to  thy  brother,  and  then 
come  and  offer  thy  gift.  Agree 
with  thine  adverlary  quickly, 
whiles  thou  art  in  the  way  with 
him ;  left  at  any  time  the  adver¬ 
lary  deliver  thee  to  the  judge, 
and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to 
the  officer,  and  thou  be  call  in¬ 
to  prifon.  Verily  I  fay  unto  thee. 
Thou  lhalt  by  no  means  come 
out  thence,  till  thou  haft  paid 
the  uttermoft  farthing.

And 
he  commanded  the  people  to 
fit  down  on  the  ground :  and 
he  took  the  feven  loaves,  and 
gave  thanks,  and  brake,  and 
gave  to  his  difciples  to  let  be¬ 
fore  them;  and  they  did  fet 
them  before  the  people.  And 
they  had  a  few  fmall  fifties ;

ed  to  fet  them  alfo  before  them. 
So  they  did  eat,  and  were  fill¬ 
ed  :  and  they  took  up  of  the 
broken  meat  that  was  left,  fe¬ 
ven  bafkets.

Rethren,  I  would  not  that 
ye  fhould  be  ignorant, 
how  that  all  our  fathers  were 
under  the  cloud,  and  all  palled 
through  the  lea;  and  were  all 
baptized  unto  Moles  in  the 
cloud,  and  in  the  lea;  and  did 
all  eat  the  fame  fpiritual  meat, 
and  did  all  drink  the  fame  fpi¬ 
ritual  drink :  for  they  drank 
of  that  fpiritual  Rock  that  fol¬ 
lowed  them;  and  that  Rock 
was  Chrift.  But  with  many  of 
them  God  was  not  well  pleaf- 
ed ;  for  they  were  overthrown 
in  the  wildernefs.  Now  thele 
things  were  our  examples,  to 
the  intent  we  fhould  not  lull 
after  evil  things,  as  they  alio 
lulled.  Neither  be  ye  idolaters, 
as  were  lome  of  them :  as  it  is 
written,  The  people  fat  down 
to  eat  and  to  drink,  and  rofe  up 
to  play.  Neither  let  us  commit 
fornication,  as  lome  of  them 
committed,  and  fell  in  one  day 
three  and  twenty  thoufand. 
Neither  let  us  tempt  Chrift,  as 
fome  of  them  alfo  tempted, 
and  were  deftroyed  of  ferpents. 
Neither  murmur  ye,  as  fome 
of  them  alio  murmured,  and 
were  deftroyed  of  the  deftroyer. 
Now  all  thele  things  happened 
unto  them  for  enlamples  :  and 
they  are  written  for  our  admo¬ 
nition,  upon  whom  the  ends  of 
the  world  are  come  Where¬ 
fore  let  him  that  thinketh  he 
ftandeth,  take  heed  left  he  fall. 
There  hath  no  temptation  taken 


you,  but  fuch  as  is  common 
to  man :  but  God  is  faithful, 
who  will  not  fuffer  you  to  be 
tempted  above  that  ye  are  able ; 
but  will  with  the  temptation 
allb  make  a  way  to  efcape,  that 
ye  may  be  able  to  bear  it. 

The  Gofpel.  S.Luke  16.  i. 

ESUS  laid  unto  his  difciples, 
There  was  a  certain  rich 
man  which  had  a  fteward;  and 
the  lame  was  accufed  unto  him, 
that  he  had  wafted  his  goods. 
And  he  called  him,  and  laid 
unto  him,  How  is  it  that  I  hear 
this  of  thee?  Give  an  account  of 
thy  ftewardfhip;  for  thou  may- 
eft  be  no  longer  fteward.  Then 
the  fteward  faid  within  himlelf. 
What  lhall  I  do  ?  for  my  lord 
taketh  away  from  me  the  ftew¬ 
ardfhip  :  I  cannot  dig,  to  beg 
I  am  afhamed.  I  am  refolved 
what  to  do,  that  when  I  am 
put  out  of  the  ftewardfhip, 
they  may  receive  me  into  their 
houfes.  So  he  called  every  one 
of  his  lord’s  debtors  unto  him, 
and  laid  unto  the  firft.  How 
much  owed  thou  unto  my 
lord  ?  And  he  laid,  An  hundred 
meafures  of  oil.  And  he  laid 
unto  him,  Take  thy  bill,  and 
lit  down  quickly,  and  write 
fifty.  Then  laid  he  to  another. 
And  how  much  oweft  thou  ? 
And  he  faid,  An  hundred  mea¬ 
fures  of  wheat.  And  he  laid 
unto  him,  Take  thy  bill,  and 
write  fourfcore.  And  the  lord 
commended  the  unjuft  fteward, 
becaule  he  had  done  wifely : 
for  the  children  of  this  world 
are  in  their  generation  wifer 

than

than  the  children  of  light.  And 
I  fay  unto  you,  Make  to  your- 
felves  friends  of  the  mammon 
of  unrighteoufnefs;  that  when 
ye  fail,  they  may  receive  you 
into  everlafting  habitations.

The  Epiftle.  i  Cor.  12.  i. 

Concerning  fpiritual  gifts, 
brethren,  I  would  not  have 
you  ignorant.  Ye  know  that  ye 
were  Gentiles,  carried  away 
unto  thefe  dumb  idols,  even  as 
ye  were  led.  Wherefore  I  give 
you  to  underftand,  that  no  man 
(peaking  by  the  Spirit  of  God, 
calleth  Jefus  accurled;  and  that 
no  man  can  fay  that  Jefus  is  the 
Lord,  but  by  the  Holy  Gholt. 
Now  there  are  diverfities  of 
gifts,  but  the  fame  Spirit.  And 
there  are  differences  of  admi- 
niftrations,  but  the  fame  Lord. 
And  there  are  diverfities  of 
operations,  but  it  is  the  fame 
God,  which  worketh  all  in  all. 
But  the  manifeftation  of  the 
Spirit  is  given  to  every  man  to 
profit  withal.  For  to  one  is  given 
by  the  Spirit  the  word  of  wifi 
dom;  to  another,  the  word  of 
knowledge  by  the  lame  Spirit; 
to  another,  faith  by  the  fame 
Spirit ;  to  another,  the  gifts  of 


|  healing  by  the  lame  Ipirit;  to 
another,  the  working  of  mi¬ 
racles  ;  to  another,  prophecy  ; 
to  another,  difeerning  of  Ipirits ; 
to  another,  divers  kinds  of 
tongues ;  to  another,  the  inter¬ 
pretation  of  tongues.  But  all 
thefe  worketh  that  one  and  the 
felf-lame  Spirit,  dividing  to  e- 
very  man  feverally  as  he  will. 

The  Gofpel.  S.  Luke  19.41. 
ND  when  he  was  come 
near,  he  beheld  the  city, 
and  wept  over  it,  faying.  If  thou 
hadft  known,  even  thou  at  leaft 
in  this  thy  day,  the  things 
which  belong  unto  thy  peace ! 
but  now  they  are  hid  from 
thine  eyes.  For  the  days  fhall 
come  upon  thee,  that  thine  ene¬ 
mies  fhall  call  a  trench  about 
thee,  and  compafs  thee  round, 
and  keep  thee  in  on  every  fide, 
and  fhall  lay  thee  even  with  the 
ground,  and  thy  children  with¬ 
in  thee;  and  they  fhall  not  leave 
in  thee  one  ftone  upon  another: 
becaufe  thou  knewefl  not  the 
time  of  thy  vifitation.  And  he 
went  into  the  temple,  and  be¬ 
gan  to  call  out  them  that  fold 
therein,  and  them  that  bought, 
faying  unto  them,  It  is  writ¬ 
ten,  My  houfe  is  the  houfo  of 
prayer  :  but  ye  have  made  it  a 
den  of  thieves.  And  he  taught 
daily  in  the  temple.

BRethren,  I  declare  unto 
you  the  Gofpel  which  I 
preached  unto  you,  which  alio 
ye  have  received,  and  where¬ 
in  ye  Hand ;  by  which  alfo  ye 
are  faved,  if  ye  keep  in  memo¬ 
ry  what  I  preached  unto  you, 
unlefs  ye  have  believed  in  vain. 
For  I  delivered  unto  you  hr  ft 
of  all,  that  which  I  alfo  receiv¬ 
ed,  how  that  Chrift  died  for 
our  hns  according  to  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  :  and  that  he  was  buried, 
and  that  he  rofe  again  the  third 
day  according  to  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  ;  and  that  he  was  feen  of 
Cephas,  then  of  the  twelve: 
after  that  he  was  feen  of  above 
five  hundred  brethren  at  once; 
of  whom  the  greater  part  re¬ 
main  unto  this  prefent;  but 
fome  are  fallen  afleep :  after 
that  he  was  leen  of  James ;  then 
of  all  the  Apoftles :  and  laft  of 
all  he  was  feen  of  me  alfo,  as 
of  one  born  out  of  due  time  : 
for  I  am  the  leaft  of  the  A- 
poftles,  that  am  not  meet  to  be 
called  an  Apoftle,  becaufo  I 
perfecuted  the  Church  of  God. 
But  by  the  grace  of  God  I  am 
what  I  am :  and  his  grace, 
which  was  bellowed  upon  me, 
was  not  in  vain ;  but  1  labour¬ 
ed  more  abundantly  than  they 


all;  yet  not  1,  but  the  grace 
of  God  which  was  with  me. 
Therefore  whether  it  were  I, 
or  they,  fo  we  preach,  and  fo 
ye  believed. 

The  Gofpel.  S.  Luke  18.  9. 
'ESUS  fpake  this  parable 
_  unto  certain  which  trailed 
m  themfelves,  that  they  were 
righteous,  and  delpifod  others: 
Two  men  went  up  into  the 
temple  to  pray :  the  one  a 
Pharifee,  and  the  other  a  Pub¬ 
lican.  The  Pharifee  Hood  and 
prayed  thus  with  himfelf;  God, 
I  thank  thee,  that  I  am  not  as 
other  men  are,  extortioners, 
unjuft,  adulterers,  or  even  as 
this  Publican:  I  fall  twice  in 
the  week,  I  give  tithes  of  all 
that  I  poffefs.  And  the  Publi¬ 
can  Handing  afar  off,  would 
not  lift  up  16  much  as  his  eyes 
unto  heaven,  but  fmote  upon 
his  breaft,  faying,  God  be  mer¬ 
ciful  to  me  a  finner.  I  tell  you, 
this  man  went  down  to  his 
houfe  juftified  rather  than  the 
other  :  for  every  one  that  ex- 
alteth  himfelf,  fhall  be  abafed  ; 
and  he  that  humbleth  himfelf, 
lhall  be  exalted.

UCH  truft  have  we  through 
Chrift  to  God-ward  :  not 
that  we  are  fufticient  of  our- 
lelves,  to  think  any  thing  as  of 
ourlelves ;  but  our  Efficiency 
is  of  God  :  who  alfo  hath  made 
us  able  minifters  of  the  New 
Teftament ;  not  of  the  letter, 
but  of  the  Spirit :  for  the  let¬ 
ter  killeth,  but  the  Spirit  giveth 
life.  But  if  the  miniftration  of 
death,  written  and  engraven  in 
ftones,  was  glorious ;  lo  that 
the  children  of  Ili  ad  could  not 
ltedfaftly  behold  the  face  of 
Moles,  for  the  glory  of  his  coun¬ 
tenance,  which  glory  was  to  be 
done  away;  how  fhall  not  the 
miniftration  of  the  Spirit  be 
rather  glorious?  For  if  the  mi¬ 
niftration  of  condemnation  be 
glory,  much  more  doth  the 
miniftration  of  righteoulhels 
exceed  in  glory. 

The  Gofpel.  S.  Mark  7.31. 
ESUS  departing  from  the 
coafts  of  Tyre  and  Sidon, 
came  unto  the  fea  of  Galilee, 
through  the  midft  of  the  coafts 
of  Decapolis.  And  they  bring 
unto  him  one  that  was  deal, 
and  had  an  impediment  in  his 
lpeech;  and  they  befeech  him 
to  put  his  hand  upon  him.  And 
he  took  him  alide  from  the 
multitude,  and  put  his  fingers 
into  his  ears,  and  he  Ipit,  and 
touched  his  tongue;  and  look¬ 


ing  up  to  heaven,  he  fighed, 
and  faith  unto  him,  Ephphatba , 
that  is,  Be  opened.  Andltraight- 
way  his  ears  were  opened,  and 
the  firing  of  his  tongue  was 
loofed,  and  he  fpake  plain.  And 
he  charged  them  that  they 
Ihould  tell  no  man:  but  the 
more  he  charged  them,  fomuch 
the  more  a  great  deal  they  pub- 
lifhed  it;  and  were  beyond  mea- 
fure  aftoniihed,  laying,  He  hath 
done  all  things  well;  he  mak- 
eth  both  the  deaf  to  hear,  and 
the  dumb  to  Ipeak.

rT"AQ  Abraham  and  his  leed 
JL  were  the  promiles  made. 
He  faith  not.  And  to  feeds,  as 
of  many;  but  as  of  one,  And 
to  thy  feed,  which  is  Chrift. 
And  this  I  fay,  That  the  cove¬ 
nant  that  was  confirmed  be¬ 
fore  of  God  in  Chrift,  the  law, 
which  was  four  hundred  and 
thirty  years  after,  cannot  difan- 
nul,  that  it  Ihould  make  the 
promife  of  none  effect.  For  if 
the  inheritance  be  of  the  law,

it  is  no  more  of  promife;  but 
God  gave  it  to  Abraham  by 
promile.  Wherefore  then  ferv- 
eth  the  law?  It  was  added  be- 
caufe  of  tranfgreflions,  till  the 
feed  fhould  come,  to  whom  the 
promife  was  made;  and  it  was 
ordained  by  angels  in  the  hand 
of  a  mediator.  Now  a  mediator 
is  not  a  mediator  of  one,  but 
God  is  one.  Is  the  law  then 
againft  the  promifes  of  God? 
God  forbid  :  for  if  there  had 
been  a  law  given,  which  could 
have  given  life,  verily  righte- 
oulnefs  ihould  have  been  by 
the  law.  But  the  feripture  hath 
concluded  all  under  fin,  that 
the  promife  by  faith  of  Jefus 
Chritt  might  be  given  to  them 
that  believe. 

phe  Gofpel.  S.Luke  10.23. 

BLeffed  are  the  eyes  which 
fee  the  things  that  ye  fee: 
For  I  tell  you,  That  many  pro¬ 
phets  and  kings  have  defired  to 
fee  thofe  things  which  ye  fee, 
and  have  not  feen  them  ;  and 
to  hear  thofe  things  which  ye 
hear,  and  have  not  heard  them. 
And  behold,  a  certain  lawyer 
flood  up,  and  tempted  him, 
faying,  Matter,  what  fhall  I  do 
to  inherit  eternal  life  ?  He  laid 
unto  him,  What  is  written  in 
the  law?  How  readeft  thou  ? 
And  he  anfwering,  faid,  Thou 
fhalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God 
with  all  thy  heart,  and  with 
all  thy  foul,  and  with  all  thy 
ftrength,  and  with  all  thy  mind ; 
and  thy  Neighbour  as  thyfelf. 
And  he  faid  unto  him.  Thou 
haft  anfwered  right;  this  do, 
and  thou  fhalt  live.  But  he  will¬ 


ing  to  juftify  himfelf,  laid  unto 
Jefus,  And  who  is  my  Neigh¬ 
bour  ?  And  Jefus  anfwering, 
faid,  A  certain  man  went  down 
from  Jerufalem  to  Jericho,  and 
fell  among  thieves,  which  drip¬ 
ped  him  of  his  raiment,  and 
wounded  him,  and  departed, 
leaving  him  half-dead.  And 
by  chance  there  came  down 
a  certain  pried:  that  way,  and 
when  he  faw  him,  he  palled  by 
on  the  other  fide.  And  like- 
wife  a  Levite,  when  he  was 
at  the  place,  came  and  looked 
on  him,  and  palled  by  on  the 
other  fide.  But  a  certain  Sama¬ 
ritan,  as  he  journeyed,  came 
where  he  was;  and  when  he  faw 
him,  he  had  compaffion  on  him, 
and  went  to  him,  and  bound  up 
his  wounds,  pouring  in  oil  and 
wine,  and  fet  him  on  his  own 
bead:,  and  brought  him  to  an 
inn*  and  took  care  of  him.  And 
on  the  morrow  when  he  de¬ 
parted,  he  took  out  two  pence, 
and  gave  them  to  the  hort,  and 
faid  unto  him,  Take  care  ofhim, 
and  whatfoever  thou  fpended: 
more,  when  I  come  again,  I  will 
repay  thee.

Now 
the  works  of  the  flefh  are  ma¬ 
il  ifc  ft,  which  are  thefe,  Adul¬ 
tery,  fornication,  uncleannels, 
lafcivioufnefs,  idolatry,  witch¬ 
craft,  hatred,  variance,  emu¬ 
lations,  wrath,  ftrife,  feditions, 
herefies,  envyings,  murders, 
drunkennefs,  revellings,  and 
fuch  like:  of  the  which  I  tell 
you  before,  as  I  have  alfb  told 
you  in  time  paft,  that  they 
who  do  fuch  things  fhall  not  in¬ 
herit  the  kingdom  of  God.  But 
the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love, 
joy,  peace,  long-futfering,  gen- 
tlenefs,  goodnefs,  faith,  meek- 
nefs,  temperance :  againft  fuch 
there  is  no  law.  And  they  that 
are  Chrift’s  have  crucified  the 
flefh,  with  the  affections  and 
luffs.

ND  it  came  to  pafi,  as 
Jefus  went  to  Jerufalem, 
that  he  palled  through  the 
midft  of  Samaria,  and  Galilee. 
And  as  he  entered  into  a  certain 
village,  there  met  him  ten  men 


that  were  lepers,  which  flood 
afar  off  And  they  lifted  up 
their  voices,  and  laid,  Jefus 
Mailer,  have  mercy  on  us.  And 
when  he  faw  them,  he  faid  un¬ 
to  them,  Go,  fhew  yourfelves 
unto  the  priefts.  And  it  came 
to  pals,  that  as  they  went,  they 
were  cleanfed.  And  one  of 
them,  when  he  faw  that  he  was 
healed,  turned  back,  and  with 
a  loud  voice  glorified  God,  and 
fell  down  on  his  face  at  his 
feet,  giving  him  thanks;  and 
he  was  a  Samaritan.  And  Jefus 
anfwering,  faid,  W ere  there  not 
ten  cleanfed  ?  but  where  are 
the  nine  ?

And  he 
laid  unto  him,  A  rife,  go  thy 
way,  thy  faith  hath  made  thee 
whole.

As  many 
as  defire  to  make  a  fair  fhew  in 
the  flefh,  they  conftrain  you  to 
be  circumcifed ;  only  left  they 
fhould  luffer  perlecution  for

the  crofs  of  Chrift.  For  neither 
they  themfelves  who  are  cir- 
cumcifed  keep  the  law;  but 
defire  to  have  you  circumcifed, 
that  they  may  glory  in  your 
flelh.  But  God  forbid  that  I 
lbould  glory,  fave  in  the  crofs  of 
our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift,  by  whom 
the  world  is  crucified  unto  me, 
and  I  unto  the  world.  For  in 
Chrift  Jefus  neither  circumci- 
fion  availeth  any  thing,  nor  un- 
circumcifion,  but  a  new  crea¬ 
ture.  And  as  many  as  walk  ac¬ 
cording  to  this  rule,  peace  be 
on  them  and  mercy,  and  upon 
the  Ifrael  of  God.  From  hence¬ 
forth  let  no  man  trouble  me;  for 
I  bear  in  my  body  the  marks  of 
the  Lord  Jefus.  Brethren,  the 
grace  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift 
be  with  your  fpirit.  Amen. 

rhe  Gofpel.  S.  Matth.  6. 24. 

O  man  can  ferve  two 
mailers :  for  either  he 
will  hate  the  one,  and  love  the 
other;  or  elfe  he  will  hold  to 
the  one,  and  defpife  the  other. 
Ye  cannot  ferve  God  and 
Mammon.  Therefore  I  lay  un¬ 
to  you.  Take  no  thought  for 
your  life,  what  ye  fhall  eat,  or 
what  ye  fhall  drink;  nor  yet 
for  your  body,  what  ye  fhall 
put  on :  Is  not  the  life  more 
than  meat,  and  the  body  than 
raiment?  Behold  the  fowls  of 
the  air;  for  they  fow  not,  nei¬ 
ther  do  they  reap,  nor  gather 
into  barns;  yet  your  heavenly 
Father feedeth  them.  Areyenot 
much  better  than  they  ?  Which 
of  you  by  taking  thought  can 
add  one  cubit  unto  his  flature  ? 


And  why  take  ye  thought  for 
raiment?  Confider  the  lilies  of 
the  field  how  they  grow  :  they 
toil  not,  neither  do  they  fpin  ; 
and  yet  I  fay  unto  you,  That 
even  Solomon  in  all  his  glory 
was  not  arrayed  like  one  of 
thefe.  Wherefore,  if  God  lo 
clothe  the  grafs  of  the  field, 
which  to-day  is,  and  to-morrow 
is  call  into  the  oven ;  fhall  he 
not  much  more  clothe  you, 
O  ye  of  little  faith  ?  Therefore 
take  no  thought,  faying,  What 
fhall  we  eat  ?  or  what  lhall  we 
drink  ?  or  wherewithal  fhall  we 
be  clothed  ?  (for  after  all  thefe 
things  do  the  Gentiles  feek  :)for 
your  heavenly  Father  know- 
eth  that  ye  have  need  of  all 
thefe  things.  But  feek  ye  firft 
the  kingdom  of  God,  and 
his  righteoulnefs,  and  all  thefe 
things  fhall  be  added  unto  you.

And  he  took  him  and  healed 
him,  and  let  him  go;  and  an- 
fwered  them,  laying,  Which  of 
you  fhall  have  an  als,  or  an  ox 
fallen  into  a  pit,  and  will  not 
ftraightway  pull  him  out  on  the 
fabbath-day?  And  they  could 
not  anfwer  him  again  to  thefe 
things,  and  he  put  forth  a  pa¬ 
rable  to  thofe  who  were  bid¬ 
den,  when  he  marked  how  they 
chofe  out  the  chief  rooms;  fay¬ 
ing  unto  them,  When  thou  art 
bidden  of  any  man  to  a  wed¬ 
ding,  fit  not  down  in  the  highelt 
room;  left  a  more  honourable 
man  than  thou  be  bidden  of 
him ;  and  he  that  bade  thee  and 
him,  come  and  lay  to  thee,  Give 
this  man  place;  and  thou  begin 
with  fhame  to  take  the  loweft 
room.

that  ye  put  on  the  new  man, 
which  after  God  is  created  in 
righteoufnefs  and  true  holinefs. 
Wherefore  putting  away  lying, 
fpeak  every  man  truth  with 
his  neighbour :  for  we  are 
members  one  of  another.  Be  ye 
angry  and  fin  not:  let  not  the 
fun  go  down  upon  your  wrath : 
neither  give  place  to  the  devil. 
Let  him  that  ftole,  fteal  no 
more;  but  rather  let  him  la¬ 
bour,  working  with  his  hands 
the  thing  which  is  good,  that 
he  may  have  to  give  to  him  that 
needeth.  Let  no  corrupt  com¬ 
munication  proceed  out  of  your 
mouth,  but  that  which  is  good, 
to  the  ufe  of  edifying,  that  it 
may  minifter  grace  unto  the 
hearers.  And  grieve  not  the 
holy  Spirit  of  God,  whereby 
ye  are  fealed  unto  the  day  of 
redemption.  Let  all  bitternefs, 
and  wrath,  and  anger,  and  cla¬ 
mour,  and  evil-fpeaking  be  put 
away  from  you,  with  all  malice.

But  that  ye 
may  know  that  the  Son  of  man 
hath  power  on  earth  to  forgive 
fins,  (then  faith  he  to  the  lick 
of  the  palfy,)  Arife,  take  up  thy 
bed,  and  go  unto  thine  houfe. 
And  he  arofe,  and  departed  to 
his  houfe.  But  when  the  mul¬ 
titude  law  it,  they  marvelled, 
and  glorified  God,  which  had 
given  fuch  power  unto  men.

JESUS  faid,  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  is  like  unto  a  certain 
king  which  made  a  marriage  for 
his  Ion,  and  lent  forth  his  lerv- 
ants  to  call  them  that  were 
bidden  to  the  wedding:  and 
they  would  not  come.  Again 
he  lent  forth  other  fervants, 
laying,  Tell  them  which  are 
bidden,  Behold,  I  have  pre¬ 
pared  my  dinner ;  my  oxen 
and  my  ladings  are  killed,  and 
all  things  are  ready;  come  unto 
the  marriage.  But  they  made 
light  of  it,  and  went  their  ways, 
one  to  his  farm,  another  to  his 
merchandife  :  and  the  remnant 
took  his  fervants,  and  entreat¬ 
ed  them  Ipitefully,  and  flew 
them,  but  when  the  king  heard 
thereof,  he  was  wroth ;  and  he 
fent  forth  his  armies,  and  de- 
ftroyed  thole  murderers,  and 
burnt  up  their  city.  Then  laith 
he  to  his  fervants,  The  wed¬ 
ding  is  ready,  but  they  which 
were  bidden  were  not  worthy. 
Go  ye  therefore  into  the  high¬ 
ways,  and  as  many  as  ye  lhall 
find,  bid  to  the  marriage.  So 
thole  fervants  went  out  into 
the  high-ways,  and  gathered 
together  all,  as  many  as  they 
found,  both  bad  and  good;  and 

the 


the  wedding  was  furnifhed 
with  guefts.  And  when  the 
king  came  in  to  fee  the  guefts, 
he  law  there  a  man  who  had 
not  on  a  wedding-garment. 
And  he  faith  unto  him,  Friend, 
how  cameft  thou  in  hither,  not 
having  .a  wedding-garment? 
And  he  was  fpeechlefs.  Then 
laid  the  king  to  the  fervants, 
Bind  him  hand  and  foot,  and 
take  him  away,  and  caft  him 
into  outer  darknefs:  there  fhall 
be  weeping  and  gnafhing  of 
teeth.  For  many  are  called,  but 
few  are  chofen.

THere  was  a  certain  noble¬ 
man,  whole  fon  was  lick 
at  Capernaum :  when  he  heard 
that  Jefus  was  come  out  of  Ju¬ 
dea  into  Galilee,  he  went  unto 
him,  and  befought  him,  that 
he  would  come  down,  and  heal 
his  fon;  for  he  was  at  the  point 
of  death.  Then  faid  Jefus  un¬ 
to  him,  Except  ye  fee  figns 
and  wonders,  ye  will  not  be¬ 
lieve.  The  nobleman  faith  unto 
him,  Sir,  come  down  ere  my 
child  die.  Jefus  faith  unto  him. 
Go  thy  way,  thy  fon  liveth. 
And  the  man  believed  the  word 
that  Jefus  had  fpoken  unto  him, 

and 
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and  he  went  his  way.  And  as 
he  was  now  going  down,  his 
forvants  met  him,  and  told  him, 
faying,  Thy  fon  liveth.  Then 
enquired  he  of  them  the  hour 
when  he  began  to  amend  :  and 
they  faidunto  him,  Yefterdayat 
the  foventh  hour  the  fever  left 
him.  So  the  father  knew  that  it 
was  at  the  fame  hour,  in  the 
which  Jefus  faid  unto  him,  Thy 
fon  liveth;  and  himfelf  believ¬ 
ed,  and  his  whole  houfo.  This 
is  again  the  focond  miracle  that 
Jefus  did,  when  he  was  come 
out  of  Judea  into  Galilee.

ETER.  laid  unto  Jefus,  Lord, 
how  eft  fhall  my  brother 
fin  againft  me,  and  I  forgive 
him?  till  foven  times ?  jefus 
faith  unto  him,  I  fay  not  unto 
thee,  Until  foven  times;  but  Un¬ 
til  foventy  times  foven.  There¬ 
fore  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven 
likened  unto  a  certain  king, 
who  would  take  account  ofhis 
forvants.  And  when  he  had  be¬ 
gun  to  reckon,  one  was  brought 
unto  him  who  owed  him  ten 
thoufand  talents.  But  forafmuch 
as  he  had  not  to  pay,  his  lord 
commanded  him  to  be  fold,  and 
his  wife  and  children,  and  all 
that  he  had,  and  payment  to  be 
made.  The  forvant  therefore 
fell  down  and  worlhipped  him, 
faying,  Lord,  have  patience 
with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all. 
Then  the  lord  of  that  forvant  ' 
was  moved  with  compaffion, 
and  loofed  him,  and  forgave 
S  him 


him  the  debt.  But  the  fame 
fervant  went  out,  and  found 
one  of  his  fellow-fervants,  who 
owed  him  an  hundred  pence; 
and  he  laid  hands  on  him,  and 
took  him  by  the  throat,  faying, 
Pay  me  that  thou  oweft.  And 
his  fellow-fervant  fell  down  at 
his  feet,  and  befbught  him,  fay¬ 
ing,  Have  patience  with  me, 
and  I  will  pay  thee  all.  And  he 
would  not ;  but  went  and  call 
him  into  prifon,  till  he  fhould 
pay  the  debt.  So  when  his 
fellow-fervants  faw  what  was 
done,  they  were  very  forry,  and 
came  and  told  unto  their  lord, 
all  that  was  done.  Then  his  lord, 
after  that  he  had  called  him, 
laid  unto  him,  O  thou  wicked 
fervant,  I  forgave  thee  all  that 
debt,becaufethoudefiredfl  me: 
fhouldeft  not  thou  alfb  have 
had  companion  on  thy  fellow- 
fervant,  even  as  I  had  pity  on 
thee  ?  And  his  lord  was  wroth, 
and  delivered  him  to  the  tor¬ 
mentors,  till  he  fhould  pay  all 
that  was  due  unto  him.  So  like- 
wife  fhall  my  heavenly  Father 
do  alfo  unto  you,  if  ye  from 
your  hearts  forgive  not  every 
one  his  brother  their  trelpafles.

Then  faith 
he  unto  them,  Render  there¬ 
fore  unto  Cefar,  the  things 
which  are  Cefar’s;  and  unto 
God,  the  things  that  are  God’s.

Now  there  was  much  grals  in 
the  place.  So  the  men  fat  down, 
in  number  about  five  thouland. 
And  Jefus  took  the  loaves,  and 
when  he  had  given  thanks,  he 
diftributed  to  the  dilciples,  and 
the  dilciples  to  them  that  were 
let  down,  and  likewile  of  the 
fillies,  as  much  as  they  would. 
When  they  were  filled,  he  laid 
unto  his  dilciples,  Gather  up 
the  fragments  that  remain,  that 
nothing  be  loft.  Therefore  they 
gathered  them  together,  and 
filled  twelve  bafkets  with  the 
fragments  of  the  five  barley- 
loaves,  which  remained  over 
and  above  unto  them  that  had 
eaten.  Then  thole  men,  when 
they  had  feen  the  miracle  that 
Jefus  did,  Taid,  This  is  of  a

Have  they  not  heard?  Yes  ve¬ 
rily,  their  found  went  into  all 
the  earth,  and  their  words  unto 
the  ends  of  the  world.  But  I 
lay,  Did  not  Ifrael  know  ?  Firft 
Mofes  faith,  I  will  provoke  you 
to  jealoufy  by  them  that  are 
no  people,  and  by  a  foolifh 
nation  I  will  anger  you.  But 
Eiaias  is  very  bold,  and  faith,  I 
was  found  of  them  that  fought 
me  not;  I  was  made  manifeft 
unto  them  that  afked  not  after 
me.  But  to  Ifrael  he  faith.  All 
day  long  I  have  ilretched  forth 
my  hands  unto  a  difobedient 
and  gainiaying  people.

AND  Saul,yet  breathing  out 
threatnings  and  {laugh¬ 
ter  againft  the  difciples  of  the 
Lord,  went  unto  the  high  prieft, 
and  defired  of  him  letters  to 
Damafcus  to  the  fynagogues, 
that  if  he  found  any  of  this 
way,  whether  they  were  men 
orwomen,  he  might  bring  them 
bound  unto  Jerufalem.  And  as 
he  journeyed,  he  came  near 
Damafcus,  and  fuddenly  there 
fhined  round  about  him  a  light 
from  heaven.  And  he  fell  to 
the  earth,  and  heard  a  voice 
faying  unto  him,  Saul,  Saul, 
why  perfecuteft  thou  me?  And 
he  faid,  Who  art  thou.  Lord  ? 
And  the  Lord  faid,  I  am  Jefus 
whom  thou  perfecuteft :  It  is 
hard  for  thee  to  kick  againft  the 
pricks.  And  he  trembling  and 
aftonifhed,  faid,  Lord,  whatwilt 
thou  have  me  to  do?  And  the 
Lord  faid  unto  him,  Arife,  and 
go  into  the  city,  and  it  fhall  be 
told  thee  what  thou  muft  do. 
And  the  men  which  journeyed 
with  him  flood  fpeechlefs,  hear¬ 
ing  a  voice,  but  feeing  no  man. 
And  Saul  arofe  from  the  earth, 
and  when  his  eyes  were  opened,

he  faw  no  man  but  they  led 
him  by  the  hand,  and  brought 
him  into  Damafcus.  And  he 
was  three  days  without  fight, 
and  neither  did  eat  nor  drink. 
And  there  was  a  certain  difciple 
at  Damafcus,  named  Ananias, 
and  to  him  faid  the  Lord  in  a 
vifion,  Ananias.  And  he  faid. 
Behold,  I  am  here,  Lord.  And 
the  Lord  faid  unto  him,  Arife, 
and  go  into  the  ftreet,  which 
is  called  Straight,  and  enquire 
in  the  houfe  of  Judas  for  one 
called  Saul,  of  Tarfus:  for  be¬ 
hold,  heprayeth,  and  hath  feen 
in  a  vifion  a  man  named  Ana¬ 
nias,  coming  in,  and  putting 
his  hand  on  him,  that  he  might 
receive  his  fight.  Then  Ana¬ 
nias  anfwered.  Lord,  I  have 
heard  by  many  of  this  man, 
how  much  evil  he  hath  done  to 
thy  faints  at  Jerufalem ;  and 
here  he  hath  authority  from  the 
chief  priefts  to  bind  ail  that  call 
on  thy  Name.  But  the  Lord 
faid  unto  him,  Go  thy  way ; 
for  he  is  a  chofen  veffel  unto 
me,  to  bear  my  Name  before 
the  Gentiles,  and  kings,  and  the 
children  of  Ifrael :  For  I  will 
fhew  him  how  great  things  he 
muft  fuffer  for  my  Name’s  fake. 
And  Ananias  went  his  way,  and 
entered  into  the  houfe  j  and  put¬ 
ting  his  hands  on  him,  laid, 
Brother  Saul,  the  Lord,  (even 
Jefus  that  appeared  unto  thee 
in  the  way  as  thoucameft)  hath 
fent  me,  that  thou  mighteft 
receive  thy  fight,  and  be  filled 
with  the  Holy  Ghoft.  And  im¬ 
mediately  there  fell  from  his 
eves  as  it  had  been  feales;  and

he  received  fight  forthwith,  and 

arofe,  and  was  baptized.  And 
when  he  had  received  meat, 
he  was  ftrengthened.  Then 
was  Saul  certain  days  with  the 
dilciples  which  were  at  Da- 
mafcus.  And  ftraightway  he 
preached  Thrift  in  the  lyna- 
gogues,  that  he  is  the  Son  of 
God.  But  all  that  heard  him 
were  amazed,  and  laid,  Is  not 
this  he  that  deftroyed  them 
which  called  on  this  Name  in 
Jerulalem,  and  came  hither  for 
that  intent,  that  he  might  bring 
them  bound  unto  the  chief 
priefts  ?  But  Saul  increaled  the 
more  in  ftrength,  and  con¬ 
founded  the  Jews  which  dwelt 
at  Damalcus,  proving  that  this 
is  very  Chrift.

PETER  anfwered  and  laid 
unto  Jefus,  Behold,  we  have 
forfaken  all,  and  followed  thee, 
what  fhall  we  have  therefore  ?

Every  male 
that  openeth  the  womb,  ihall 
be  called  holy  to  the  Lord)  and 
to  offer  a  facrifice,  according  to 
that  which  is  faid  in  the  law  of 
the  Lord,  A  pair  of  turtle¬ 
doves,  or  two  young  pigeons. 
And  behold,  there  was  a  man 
in  Jerufalem,  whofe  name  was 
Simeon ;  and  the  fame  man  was 
juft  and  devout  waiting  for  the 
confolation  of  Ilfael :  and  the 
Holy  Ghoft  was  upon  him. 
And  it  was  revealed  unto  him 
by  the  Holy  Ghoft,  that  he 
fhould  not  fee  death  before  he 
had  feen  the  Lord’s  Chrift.  And 
he  came  by  the  Spirit  into  the 
temple;  and  when  the  parents 
brought  in  the  child  Jefus,  to^ 
do  for  him  after  the  cuftom  of 
the  law,  then  took  he  him  up 
in  his  arms,  and  blefled'  God, 
and  faid,  Lord,  now  letteft  thou 
thy  fervant  depart  in  peace,  ac¬ 
cording  to  thy  word :  for  mine 
eyes  have  feen  thy  falvation, 
which  thou  haft  prepared  be¬ 
fore  the  face  of  all  people;  a 
light  to  lighten  the  Gentiles, 
and  the  glory  of  thy  people 
liiael.  And  Jofephand  his  mo¬ 


ther  marvelled  at  thole  things 
which  were  fpoken  of  him. 
And  Simeon  bleiled  them,  and 
faid  unto  Mary  his  mother, 
Behold,  this  child  is  fet  for  the 
fall  and  rifing  again  of  many 
in  Ifrael;  and  for  a  fign  which 
(hall  be  fpoken  againft,  (yea, 
a  fword  Ihall  pierce  through 
thy  own  loul  alio)  that  the 
thoughts  of  many  hearts  may 
be  revealed.  And  there  was  one 
Anna  a  prophetefs,  the  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Phanuel  of  the  tribe  of 
Afer;  Ihe  was  of  a  great  age, 
and  had  lived  with  an  hufiband 
feven  years  from  her  virginity  : 
and  fhe  was  a  widow  ot  about 
fourfcore  and  four  years;  which 
departed  not  from  the  temple, 
but  ferved  God  with  fallings 
and  prayers,  night  and  day. 
And  fine  coming  in  that  inftant 
gave  thanks  likewife  unto  the 
Lord,  and  fpake  of  him  to 
all  them  that  looked  for  re¬ 
demption  in  Jerufalem.  And 
when  they  had  performed  aft 
things  according  to  the  law  or 
the  Lord,  they  returned  into 
Galilee  to  their  own  city  Naza¬ 
reth.  And  the  child  grew,  and 
waxed  ftrong  in  fpirit,  filled 
with  wifdom ;  and  the  grace 
of  God  was  upon  him.

TN  thofe  days  Peter  flood  up 
.[  in  the  midfl  of  the  difoiples, 
and  faid,  (the  number  of  the 
names  together  were  about  an 
hundred  and  twenty;)  Men  and 
brethren,  this  Scripture  muft 
needs  have  been  fulfilled,  which 
the  Holy  Ghoft  by  the  mouth 
of  David  fpake  before  concern¬ 
ing  Judas  who  was  guide  to 
them  that  took  Jefus:  for  he 
was  numbered  with  us,  and  had 
obtained  part  of  this  miniftry. 
Now  this  man  purchafod  a  field 
with  the  reward  of  iniquity; 
and  falling  headlong,  he  burft 
afunder  in  the  midfl,  and  all  his 
bowels  gufhed  out.  And  it  was 
known  unto  all  the  dwellers  at 
Jerufalem,  infomuch  as  that 
field  is  called  in  their  proper 
tongue,  Aceldama,  that  is  to 
fay,  The  field  of  blood.  For  it 
is  written  in  the  book  of  Pfalms, 
Let  his  habitation  be  defolate, 
and  let  no  man  dwell  therein; 
and,  His  Biflioprick  let  another 
take.  Wherefore  of  thefo  men 
which  have  companied  with  us 
all  the  time  that  the  Lord  Jefus 
went  in  and  out  among  us,  be¬ 
ginning  from  the  baptifm  of 
John  unto  that  lame  day  that 
he  was  taken  up  from  us,  muft 
one  be  ordained  to  be  a  witnefs 
with  us  of  his  refurredtion.  And 
they  appointed  two,  Jofoph 
called  Barlabas,  who  was  fur- 
named  Juftus,  and  Matthias. 


And  they  prayed,  and  laid, 
Thou,  Lord,  which  knoweft 
the  hearts  of  all  men,  fhew 
whether  of  thefo  two  thou  haft 
chofon ;  that  he  may  take  part 
of  this  miniftry  and  apoftlelhip, 
from  which  Judas  by  tranfgref- 
fion  fell,  that  he  might  go  to  his 
own  place.  And  they  gave  forth 
their  lots ;  and  the  lot  fell  upon 
Matthias,  and  he  was  numbered 
with  the  eleven  Apoftles.

And  he  gave  lbme 
apoftles,  and  lbme  prophets, 
and  fome  evangelilts,  and  fome 
pallors  and  teachers;  for  the 
perfecting  of  the  faints,  for  the 
work  of  the  miniltry,  for  the 
edifying  of  the  body  of  Chrift; 
till  we  all  come  in  the  unity  of 
the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge 
of  the  Son  of  God  unto  a  per¬ 
fect  man,  unto  the  meafure  of 
the  ftature  of  the  fulnefs  of 
Chrift:  that  we  henceforth  be 
no  more  children,  tolled  to  and 
fro,  and  carried  about  with 
every  wind  of  doCtrine,  by  the 
Height  of  men,  and  cunning 
craftinels,  whereby  they  lie  in 
wait  to  deceive;  but  fpeaking 
the  truth  in  love,  may  grow 
up  into  him  in  all  things,  which 
is  the  head,  even  Chrift:  from 
whom  the  whole  body  fitly 
joined  together,  and  compact¬ 
ed  by  that  which  every  joint 


fupplieth,  according  to  the  ef¬ 
fectual  working  in  the  meafure 
of  every  part,  maketh  increale 
of  the  body,  unto  the  edifying 
of  itlelf  in  love.

Every  branch  in  me  that  bear- 
eth  not  fruit,  he  taketh  away;

If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my 
words  abide  in  you,  ye  fhall 
afk  what  ye  will,  and  it  fhall 
be  done  unto  you.  Herein  is 
my  Father  glorified,  that  ye 
bear  much  fruit ;  fo  fhall  ye  be 
mydifciples.  As  the  Father  hath 
loved  me,  lb  have  I  loved  you:

A  double-minded  man  is  un- 


ftable  in  all  his  ways.  Let  the 
brother  of  low  degree  rejoice 
in  that  he  is  exalted :  but  the 
rich  in  that  he  is  made  low ; 
becaufe  as  the  flower  of  the 
grafs  he  (hall  pafs  away.  For 
the  fun  is  no  fboner  rifen  with 
a  burning  heat,  but  it  wither- 
eth  the  grafs,  and  the  flower 
thereof  falleth,  and  the  grace 
of  the  fafhion  of  it  perifheth :

Idings  of  thefe  things 
came  unto  the  ears  of  the 
Church  which  was  in  Jerufa- 
lem ;  and  they  fent  forth  Bar¬ 
nabas,  that  he  fhould  go  as  far 
as  Antioch :  who  when  he  came, 
and  had  feen  the  grace  of  God, 
was  glad;  and  exhorted  them 
all,  that  with  purpofe  of  heart 
they  would  cleave  unto  the 
Lord.  For  he  was  a  good  man, 
and  full  of  the  Holy  Ghoft, 
and  of  faith :  and  much  people 
was  added  unto  the  Lord.  Then 
departed  Barnabas  to  Tarfus, 
for  to  feek  Saul :  And  when  he 
had  found  him,  he  brought 
him  unto  Antioch.  And  it  came 
to  pafs,  that  a  whole  year  they 
aftembled  themfelves  with  the 
Church,  and  taught  much 
people :  and  the  difciples  were 
called  Chriftians  firft  in  An¬ 
tioch.  And  in  thefe  days  came 
prophets  from  Jerufalem  unto 
Antioch :  And  there  flood  up 
one  of  them  named  Agabus, 
and  fignified  by  the  Spirit,  that 
there  fhould  be  great  dearth 
throughout  all  the  world  : 
which  came  to  pafs  in  the  days 
of  Claudius  Cefar.  Then  the 
difciples,  every  man  according 
to  his  ability,  determined  to 
fend  relief  unto  the  brethren 
which  dwelt  in  Judea.  Which 
alfo  they  did,  and  fent  it  to  the 
elders  by  the  hands  of  Barnabas 
and  Saul.

O  Zion,  that  bringeft  good 
tidings,  get  thee  up  into  the 
high  mountain:  O  Jerufalem, 
that  bringeft  good  tidings,  lift 
up  thy  voice  with  ftrength ; 
lift  it  up,  be  not  afraid :  fay  unto 
the  cities  of  Judah,  Behold 
your  God!  Behold,  the  Lord 
God  will  come  with  ftrong 
hand,  and  his  arm  fhall  rule 
for  him :  behold,  his  reward  is 
with  him,  and  his  work  before 
him.  He  fhall  feed  his  flock  like 
a  fhepherd ;  he  fhall  gather  the 
lambs  with  his  arm,  and  carry 
them  in  his  bofom,  and  fhall 
gently  lead  thofe  that  are  with 
young.

abroad  throughout  all  the  hill- 
country  of  Judea.  And  all  they 
that  had  heard  them,  laid  them 
up  in  their  hearts,  faying,  What 
manner  of  child  fhall  this  be  ? 
And  the  hand  of  the  Lord  was 
with  him.  And  his  father  Za¬ 
charias  was  filled  with  the  Holy 
Ghoft,  and  prophelied,  faying, 
Blefled  be  the  Lord  God  of 
Ifrael :  for  he  hath  vifited  and 
redeemed  his  people,  and  hath 
railed  up  an  horn  of  falvation 
for  us  in  the  houfe  of  his  ferv- 
ant  David ;  as  he  fpake  by  the 
mouth  of  his  holy  prophets, 


which  have  been  fince  the  world 
began,  that  we  fhould  be  lav¬ 
ed  from  our  enemies,  and  from 
the  hand  of  all  that  hate  us :  to 
perform  the  mercy  promifed 
to  our  fathers,  and  to  remem¬ 
ber  his  holy  covenant ;  the 
oath  which  he  fware  to  our 
father  Araham,  That  he  would 
grant  unto  us,  that  we,  being 
delivered  out  of  the  hands  of 
our  enemies,  might  ferve  him 
without  fear,  in  holinefs  and 
righteoufnefs  before  him  all  the 
days  of  our  life.  And  thou. 
Child,  fhalt  be  called  the  Pro¬ 
phet  of  the  Higheft:  for  thou 
malt  go  before  the  face  of  the 
Lord  to  prepare  his  ways ;  to 
give  knowledge  of  falvation 
unto  his  people  by  the  remif- 
fion  of  their  fins,  through  the 
tender  mercy  of  our  God; 
whereby  the  day-fpring  from 
on  high  hath  vifited  us,  to 
give  light  to  them  that  fit  in 
darknefs,  and  in  the  fiiadow  of 
death,  to  guide  our  feet  into 
the  way  of  peace.

A  Bout  that  time  Herod  the 
king  ftretched  forth  his 
hands  to  vex  certain  of  the 
Church.  And  he  killed  James 
the  brother  of  John  with  the 
fword.  And  becaufe  he  faw  it 
pleafed  the  Jews,  he  proceed¬ 
ed  further  to  take  Peter  alfo. 
(Then  were  the  days  of  un¬ 
leavened  bread.)  And  when  he 
had  apprehended  him,  he  put 
him  in  prifon,  and  delivered 
him  to  four  quaternions  of  fol- 
diers  to  keep  him,  intending 
after  Eafter  to  bring  him  forth 
to  the  people.  Peter  therefore 
was  kept  in  prifon  ;  but  prayer 
was  made  without  ceafing  of 
the  Church  unto  God  for  him. 
And  when  Herod  would  have 
brought  him  forth,  the  fame 
night  Peter  was  fleeping  be¬ 
tween  two  foldiers,  bound  with 
two  chains ;  and  the  keepers 
before  the  door  kept  the  prifon. 
And  behold,  the  angel  of  the 
Lord  came  upon  him,  and  a 
light  fhined  in  the  prifon ;  and 
he  fmote  Peter  on  the  fide,  and 
raifed  him  up,  faying,  Arife  up 
quickly.  And  his  chains  fell 
off  from  his  hands.  And  the 
angel  faid  unto  him,  Gird  thy- 
felf,  and  bind  on  thy  fandals  : 
and  fb  he  did.  And  he  faith 
unto  him,  Caft  thy  garment 
about  thee,  and  follow  me. 
And  he  went  out  and  followed 
him ;  and  wilt  not  that  it  was 


true  which  was  done  by  the 
angel ;  but  thought  he  law  a 
vifion.  When  they  were  pail 
the  firft  and  the  fecond  ward, 
they  came  unto  the  iron  gate 
that  leadeth  unto  the  city, 
which  opened  to  them  of  his 
own  accord ;  and  they  went 
out,  and  pafied  on  through  one 
ftreet,  and  forthwith  the  angel 
departed  from  him.  And  when 
Peter  was  come  to  himfelf,  he 
faid.  Now  I  know  of  a  furety, 
that  the  Lord  hath  fent  his  an¬ 
gel,  and  hath  delivered  me  out 
ofthe  hand  of  Herod,  and  from 
all  the  expebfation  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  the  Jews.

and  on  my  left,  is  not  mine  to 
give  ;  but  it  fhall  be  given  to 
them  for  whom  it  is  prepared 
of  my  Father.  And  when  the 
ten  heard  it,  they  were  moved 
with  indignation  againft  the 
two  brethren.  But  Jefus  called 
them  unto  him,  and  laid,  Ye 
know  that  the  princes  of  the 
Gentiles  exercife  dominion  o- 
ver  them,  and  they  that  are 
great,  exercifo  authority  upon 
them.  But  it  fhall  not  be  fo 
among  you :  but  whofoever 
will  be  great  among  you,  let 
him  be  your  minilter;  and 
whofoever  will  be  chief  among 
you,  let  him  be  your  forvant  .- 
even  as  the  Son  of  man  came 
not  to  be  miniftered  unto,  but 
to  minifter,  and  to  give  his  life 
a  ranfom  for  many.

but  wo  to  that  man  by  whom 
the  offence  cometh !  Where¬ 
fore  if  thy  hand  or  thy  foot 
offend  thee,  cut  them  off,  and 
caff  them  from  thee:  it  is  bet¬ 
ter  for  thee  to  enter  into  life 
halt  or  maimed,  rather  than 
having  two  hands  or  two  feet, 
to  be  caft  into  everlafting  fire. 
And  if  thine  eye  offend  thee, 
pluck  it  out,  and  caft  it  from 
thee :  it  is  better  for  thee  to 
enter  into  life  with  one  eye, 
rather  than  having  two  eyes, 
to  be  caft  into  hell-fire.  Take 


heed  that  ye  delpife  not  one  of 
thefe  little  ones ;  for  I  fey  un¬ 
to  you,  Thatin  heaven  their  an¬ 
gels  do  always  behold  the  face  of 
my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.

For  I  am  now  ready  to  be 
offered,  and  the  time  of  my 
departure  is  at  hand.  I  have 
fought  a  good  fight,  I  have 
finilhed  my  courfe,  I  have  kept 
the  faith.  Henceforth  there  is 
laid  up  for  me  a  crown  of  righ- 
teoufnefs,  which  the  Lord  the 
righteous  Judge  fhall  give  me 
at  that  day :  and  not  to  me 
only,  but  unto  all  them  alio 
that  love  his  appearing.  Do  thy 
diligence  to  come  fhortly  unto 
me  :  for  Demas  hath  forfeken 
me,  having  loved  this  prefent 
world,  and  is  departed  unto 
Theffalonica  ;  Crefcens  to  Ga¬ 
latia,  Titus  unto  Dalmatia.  Only 
Luke  is  with  me.  Take  Mark,

The  cloke 
that  I  left  at  Troas  with  Carpus, 
when  thou  comeft,  bring  with 
thee ;  and  the  books,  but  elpeci- 
ally  the  parchments.  Alexander 
the  copperfmith  did  me  much 
evil :  the  Lord  reward  him  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  works.  Of  whom 
be  thou  ware  alio,  for  he  hath 
greatly  withftood  our  words.

HE  Lord  appointed  other 
feventy  alio,  and  fent 
them  two  and  two  before  his 
face  into  every  city  and  place 
whither  he  himlelf  would  come. 
Therefore  laid  he  unto  them. 
The  harveft  truly  is  great,  but 
the  labourers  are  few  ;  pray  ye 
therefore  the  Lord  of  the  har¬ 
veft,  that  he  would  fend  forth 
labourers  into  his  harveft.  Go 
your  ways  ;  behold,  I  lend  you 
forth  as  lambs  among  wolves. 
Carry  neither  purfe,  nor  fcrip, 
nor  lhoes;  and  lalute  no  man 
by  the  way.  And  into  whatlb- 
ever  houfe  ye  enter,  firft  fay, 
Peace  be  to  this  houfe.  And  if 
the  Son  of  peace  be  there,  your 
peace  lhall  reft  upon  it:  if  not, 
it  lhall  turn  to  you  again.  And 
in  the  lame  houfe  remain,  eat¬ 
ing  and  drinking  fuch  things  as 
they  give :  for  the  labourer  is 
worthy  of  his  hire.

OO  many  as  intend  to  be  partakers  of  the  Holy  Communion ,  jhall  ffgnify  their  Names 
D  to  the  Curate ,  at  leaftfome  time  the  day  before. 


Cj  And  if  any  of  thofe  be  an  open  And  notorious  evil  liver ,  or  have  done  any  wrong  to  his 
neighbours  by  word  or  deed ,  fo  that  the  Congregation  be  thereby  offended ;  the  Curate 
having  knowledge  thereof  jhall  call  him  and  advertife  him ,  that  in  any  wife  he  pre¬ 
fume  not  to  come  to  the  Lord's  Table ,  until  he  hath  openly  declared  himfelf  to  have  tru¬ 
ly  repented  and  amended  his  former  naughty  life ,  that  the  Congregation  may  thereby  be 
fat  is  fed,  which  before  were  offended ;  and  that  he  hath  recompenfed  the  Parties  to  whom 
he  hath  done  wrong ;  or  at  leaf  declare  himfelf  to  be  in  full  purpofe  fo  to  do,  as  foon 
as  he  conveniently  may. 

Gj  The  fame  order  Jhall  the  Curate  ufe  with  thofe  between  whom  he  perceiveth  malice  and 
hatred  to  reign’,  not  fuffering  them  to  be  partakers  of  the  Lord's  Table,  until  he  know 
them  to  be  reconciled.  And  if  one  of  the  Parties  fo  at  variance,  be  content  to  forgive 
from  the  botto?n  of  his  heart  all  that  the  other  hath  trefpaffed  again jl  him,  and  to  tnake 
amends  for  that  he  himfelf  hath  offejided’,  and  the  other  party  will  not  be  perfwaded 
to  a  godly  unity,  but  remain  fill  in  his  frowardnefs  and  malice  :  The  minifler  in  that 
cafe  ouo-ht  to  admit  the  penitent  perfon  to  the  Holy  Communion,  and  not  him  that  is 
obftinate.  Provided  that  every  Minifler  fo  repelling  any,  as  is  fpecified  in  this  or  the 
n  ext  precedetit  Paragraph  of  this  Rub  rick,  Jhall  be  obliged  to  give  an  account  of  the  fame 
to  the  Ordinary  within  fourteen  days  after  at  the  farthefl.  And  the  Ordinary  Jhall  pro- 
teed  againft  the  offending  perfon  according  to  the  Canon. 

The  Table  at  the  Co?nmunion-time  having  a  fair  white  linen  Cloth  upon  it,  fljall fland 
in  the  Body  of  the  Church ,  or  in  the  Chancel,  where  Morning  and  Even  mg  Prayer  are 
appointed  to  be  faid :  And  the  Prieft  ftanding  at  the  North-fede  of  the  Table,  Jhall  fay  the 
Lord's  Prayer  with  the  Collett  following’,  the  People  kneeling.

jEarly  beloved,  on - day 

next,  I  purpole,  through 
God’s  afiiftance,  to  adminifter 
to  all  fuch  as  lhall  be  religioufty 
and  devoutly  difpofed,  the  molt 
comfortable  Sacrament  of  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  Chrift;  to 
be  by  them  received,  in  remem¬ 
brance  of  his  meritorious  Crols 
and  Paflion ;  whereby  alone  we 

obtain 


obtain  remiffion  of  our  fins,  and 
are  made  partakers  of  the  king¬ 
dom  of  heaven.  Wherefore  it 
is  our  duty  to  render  molt 
humble  and  hearty  thanks  to 
Almighty  God  our  heavenly 
Father,  for  that  he  hath  given 
his  Son  our  Saviour  jefus  Chrift, 
not  only  to  die  for  us,  but  alfo 
to  be  our  Ipiritual  food  and 
fuftenance  in  that  holy  Sacra¬ 
ment.  Which  being  fo  divine 
and  comfortable  a  thing  to  them 
who  receive  it  worthily,  and 
fo  dangerous  to  them  that  will 
prefume  to  receive  it  unworthi¬ 
ly;  my  duty  is  to  exhort  you, 
in  the  mean  feafon,  to  confi- 
der  the  dignity  of  that  holy 
myftery,  and  the  great  peril  of 
the  unworthy  receiving  there¬ 
of;  and  fo  to  foarch  and  exa¬ 
mine  your  own  confidences  (and 
that  not  lightly,  and  after  the 
manner  of  diftemblers  with 
God;)  but  fo  that  ye  may  come 
holy  and  clean  to  fuch  a  hea¬ 
venly  Feaft,  in  the  marriage- 
garment  required  by  God  in 
holy  Scripture,  and  be  received 
as  worthy  partakers  of  that 
holy  Table. 

The  way  and  means  there¬ 
to  is;  Firlt  to  examine  your 
Lives  and  Conversions  by  the 
rule  of  God’s  commandments : 
and  whereinfoever  ye  fhall  per¬ 
ceive  yourlelves  to  have  of¬ 
fended,  either  by  will,  word, 
or  deed ;  there  to  bewail  your 
own  finfulnels,  and  to  confeis 
yourlelves  to  Almighty  God, 
with  full  purpofe  of  amend¬ 
ment  of  life.  And  if  ye  fhall 
perceive  your  offences  to  be 


fuch,  as  are  not  only  againft 
God,  but  alfo  againft  your 
neighbours:  then  ye  fhall  re¬ 
concile  yourfelves  unto  them; 
being  ready  to  make  reftitu- 
tion  and  latisfaftion,  according 
to  the  uttermoft  of  your  pow¬ 
ers,  for  all  injuries  and  wrongs 
done  by  you  to  any  other;  and 
being  likewife  ready  to  for¬ 
give  others  that  have  offended 
you,  as  ye  would  have  forgive- 
nels  of  your  offences  at  God’s 
hand :  For  otherwife  the  receiv¬ 
ing  of  the  holy  Communion 
doth  nothing  elfe  but  increafo 
your  damnation.  Therefore  if 
any  of  you  be  a  blalphemer  of 
God,  an  hinderer  or  fianderer 
of  his  Word,  an  adulterer,  or 
be  in  malice  or  envy,  or  in  any 
other  grievous  crime;  repent 
you  of  your  fins,  or  elfe  come 
not  to  that  holy  Table;  left 
after  the  taking  of  that  holy 
Sacrament,  the  devil  enter  in¬ 
to  you,  as  he  entered  into  Ju¬ 
das,  and  fill  you  full  of  all  ini- 
quities,  and  bring  you  to  de- 
ftruifion  both  of  body  and 
foul. 

And  becaufe  it  is  requifite, 
that  no  man  fhould  come  to 
the  holy  Communion,  but 
with  a  full  trull  in  God’s  mer¬ 
cy,  and  with  a  quiet  confid¬ 
ence;  therefore  if  there  be  a- 
ny  of  you,  who  by  this  means 
cannot  quiet  his  own  confid¬ 
ence  herein,  but  requireth  fur¬ 
ther  comfort  or  counfel ;  let 
him  come  to  me,  or  to  fome 
other  difereet  and  learned  Mi- 
nifter  of  God’s  Word,  and 
open  his  grief;  that  by  the  mi- 


niftry  of  God’s  holy  Word  he 
may  receive  the  benefit  of  ab- 
lolution,  together  with  ghoft- 
ly  counlel  and  advice,  to  the 
quieting  of  his  confidence,  and 
avoiding  of  all  Icruple  and 
doubtfulnefs. 

*j  Or,  in  cafe  he  Jhall  fee  the  People 
negligent  to  come  to  the  holy  Com¬ 
munion,  injlead  of  the  former ,  he 
Jhall  ufe  this  Exhortation. 

DEARLY  beloved  brethren, 
on——,  I  intend  by  God’s 
grace  to  celebrate  the  Lord’s 
Supper  :  unto  which,  in  God’s 
behalf,  I  bid  you  all  that  are 
here  prefent;  and  befeech  you 
for  the  Lord  Jefus  Chrift’s  lake, 
that  ye  will  not  refufe  to  come 
thereto,  being  lo  lovingly  call¬ 
ed  and  bidden  by  God  him- 
felf.  Ye  know  how  grievous 
and  unkind  a  thing  it  is,  when 
a  man  hath  prepared  a  rich  feaft, 
decked  his  table  with  all  kind 
of  provifion,  fo  that  there  lack- 
eth  nothing  but  the  guefts  to 
fit  down;  and  yet  they  who 
are  called  (without  any  caule) 
moft  unthankfully  refufe  to 
come.  Which  of  you  in  fuch 
a  cafe,  would  not  be  moved  ? 
Who  would  not  think  a  great 
injury  and  wrong  done  unto 
him?  Wherefore,  moft  dear¬ 
ly  beloved  in  Chrift,  take  ye 
good  heed,  left  ye  withdraw¬ 
ing  yourfelves  from  this  ho¬ 
ly  Supper,  provoke  God’s  in¬ 
dignation  againft  you.  It  is 
an  ealy  matter  for  a  man  to 
fay,  I  will  not  communicate, 
becaufe  I  am .  otherwife  hin¬ 
dered  with  worldly  bulinels. 
But  fuch  excufes  are  not  fo 


eafily  accepted  and  allowed 
before  God.  If  any  man  lay, 
I  am  a  grievous  (inner,  and 
therefore  am  afraid  to  come  : 
wherefore  then  do  ye  not  re¬ 
pent  and  amend?  When  God 
calleth  you,  are  ye  not  afham- 
ed  to  lay,  ye  will  not  come? 
When  ye  lhould  return  to 
God,  will  ye  excufe  youfelves, 
and  lay,  ye  are  not  ready  ? 
Confider  earneftly  with  your¬ 
felves,  how  little  fuch  feign¬ 
ed  excufes  will  awail  before 
God.  They  that  refufed  the 
feaft  in  the  Golpel,  becaule 
they  had  bought  a  farm,  or 
would  try  their  yokes  of  oxen, 
or  becaule  they  were  married, 
were  not  fo  excufed,  but  count¬ 
ed  unworthy  of  the  heavenly 
feaft.  I  for  my  part,  fhall  be 
ready;  and  according  to  mine 
Office,  I  bid  you  in  the  Name 
of  God,  I  call  you  in  Chrift’s 
behalf,  I  exhort  you,  as  ye 
love  your  own  lalvation,  that 
ye  will  be  partakers  of  this 
holy  Communion.  And  as  the 
Son  of  God  did  vouchlafe  to 
yield  up  his  foul  by  death  upon 
the  crols  for  your  lalvation ; 
lo  it  is  your  duty  to  receive 
the  Communion  in  remem¬ 
brance  of  the  lacrifice  of  his 
death,  as  he  himfelf  hath  com¬ 
manded:  Which  if  ye  fhall 
negledft  to  do,  confider  with 
yourfelves  how  great  injury 
ye  do  unto  God,  and  how  fore 
punilhment  hangeth  over  your 
heads  for  the  lame;  when  ye 
wilfully  abftain  from  the  Lord’s 
Table,  and  feparate  from  your 
brethren,  who  come  to  feed 

on 


on  the  banquet  of  that  moft 
heavenly  food.  Thefe  things 
if  ye  earneftly  confider,  ye  will 
by  God’s  grace,  return  to  a 
better  mind:  For  the  obtaining 
whereof  we  fhall  not  ceafe  to 
make  our  humble  petitions  unto 
Almighty  God  our  heavenly 
Father. 

At  the  tune  of  the  Celebration  of  the 
Communion ,  the  Communicants  being 
conveniently  placed  for  the  receiving  oj 
the  holy  Sacrament ,  the  Prieft  fhall  fay 
this  Exhortation. 

D Early  beloved  in  the  Lord, 
ye  that  mind  to  come  to 
the  holy  Communion  of  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  our  Savi¬ 
our  Chrift,  muft  confider  how 
Saint  Paul  exhorteth  all  per- 
fons  diligently  to  try  and  exa¬ 
mine  themfelves,  before  they 
prefume  to  eat  of  that  Bread, 
and  drink  of  that  Cup.  For 
as  the  benefit  is  great,  if  with 
a  true  penitent  heart  and  live¬ 
ly  faith  we  receive  that  holy 
Sacrament;  (for  then  we  lpiri- 
tually  eat  the  flelh  of  Chrift, 
and  drink  his  blood ;  then  we 
dwell  in  Chrift,  and  Chrift  in 
us;  we  are  one  with  Chrift, 
and  Chrift  with  us :)  fo  is  the 
danger  great,  if  we  receive 
the  lame  unworthily.  For  then 
we  are  guilty  of  the  Body  and 
Blood  of  Chrift  our  Saviour; 
we  eat  and  drink  our  own 
damnation,  not  confidering  the 
Lord’s  Body ;  we  kindle  God’s 
wrath  againft  us ;  we  provoke 
him  to  plague  us  with  divers 
dileales,  and  fundry  kinds  of 
death.  Judge  therefore  your 


felves,  brethren,  that  ye  be  not 
judged  of  the  Lord ;  repent  you 
truly  for  your  fins  pall ;  have 
a  lively  and  ftedfalt  faith  in 
Chrift  our  Saviour;  amend  your 
lives,  and  be  in  perfedt  charity 
with  all  men;  lb  fhall  ye  be 
meet  partakers  of  thole  holy 
myfteries.  And  above  all  things 
ye  muft  give  moft  humble 
and  hearty  thanks  to  Gbd  the 
Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy 
Ghoft,  for  the  redemption  of 
the  world  by  the  death  and 
oaffion  of  our  Saviour  Chrift, 
aoth  God  and  man ;  who  did 
humble  himlelf,  even  to  the 
death  upon  the  crols,  for  us, 
milerable  finners,  who  lay  in 
darknels  and  the  lhadow  of 
death ;  that  he  might  make 
us  the  children  of  God,  and 
exalt  us  to  everlafting  life.  And

and  endlels  comfort.  To  him 
therefore,  with  the  Father,  and 
the  Holy  Ghoft,  let  us  give  (as 
we  are  moft  bounden)  continual 
thanks ;  fubmitting  ourfelves 
wholly  to  his  holy  will  and 
pleafure,  and  ftudying  to  ferve 
him  in  true  holinefs  and  right- 
eoufnefs  all  the  days  of  our  life.

ylnd  to  take  away  all  occafion  of  diflention,  and  fuperfition ,  which  any  Perfon  hath 
or  niight  have  concerning  the  Bread  and  Wine ,  it  flail  fuffice  that  the  Bread  be  fuch 
as  is  ufual  to  be  eaten',  but  the  bef  and puref  Wheat  Bread  that  conveniently  may  be 
gotten .

For  the  Sacramental 
Bread  and  Wine  remain  f  ill  in  their  very  natural  fubfances\  and  therefore  tnay  not 
be  adored ;  (for  that  were  Idolatry,  to  be  abhorred  of  all  faithful  Chriftians  :)  And  the 
natural  Body  and  Blood  of  our  Saviour  Chrifi  are  in  Heaven ,  and  not  here  ;  it  being

PUBLICK  BAPTISM  of  INFANTS, 

To  be  uled  in  the  Church. 

CI^HE  People  are  to  be  admonijhed ,  that  it  is  mojl  convenient  that  Baptifm  Jhould 
J-  not  be  adtniniftered  but  upon  Sundays,  a?id  other  Holy-days ,  when  the  mojl  num¬ 
ber  of  People  come  together  ;  as  well  for  that  the  Congregation  there  prefent  may  teftify 
the  receiving  of  them  that  be  newly  baptized  into  the  number  of  Chrift' s  Churchy  as  alfo 
becaufe  in  the  Baptifm  of  Infants  every  Ma?t  prefent  ?nay  be  put  in  re?nembrance  of 
his  own  profejfion  made  to  God  in  his  Baptifm.  For  which  caufe  alfo  it  is  expedient, 
that  Baptifm  be  miniflered  in  the  Vulgar  Tongue .  Never thelefs,  ( if  neceffity  fo  require ) 
Children  may  be  baptized  upon  a?iy  other  day . 

And  notey  That  there  fall  be  for  every  Male-Child  to  be  baptized,  two  Godfathers  and 
one  Godmother  ;  a?td  for  every  Female ,  one  Godfather  a?id  two  Godmothers . 

€|  When  there  are  Children  to  be  baptized >  the  Pare?its  fall  give  knowledge  thereof  over 
night,  or  in  the  morning  before  the  beginning  of  Mornrng^  Prayer,  to  the  Curate.  And 
then  the  Godfathers  and  Godmothers ,  and  the  People,  with  the  Children ,  mu  ft  be  rea¬ 
dy  at  the  Font ,  either  iimnediately  after  the  laft  Lejfon  at  Morning  Prayer ,  or  elfe 
immediately  after  the  laft  Lejfon  at  Evening  Prayer,  as  the  Curate  by  his  difcretion 
fall  appoint.  And  the  Prieft  coming  to  the  Font ,  ( which  is  then  to  be  filed  with  pure 
Water,)  and  ftanding  there,  fall  fay. 


ATH  this  child  been  al- 
ready  baptized,  or  no  ? 

If  they  anfwer.  No :  Theii  fall  the 
Prieft  proceed  as  follow eth.

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PRIVATE  BAPTISM  of  Children  in  Houfes. 


HE  Curates  of  every  parifh  Jhall  often  admonifio  the  people,  that  they  defer  not 
■*-  the  Baptfm  of  their  Children  longer  than  the  firfi  or  fecond  Sunday  next  after 
their  Births  or  other  Holy-day  falling  between ,  unlefs  upon  a  great  and  reafonable 
caufe ,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  Curate. 

And  alfo  they  Jhall  war?i  them ,  that  without  like  great  caufe  and  neceffty  they  procure 
not  their  children  to  be  baptized  at  ho?ne  in  their  loGufis.  But  when  need  fall  compel 
them  fo  to  do ,  then  Baptifm  fall  be  admmiflered  on  this  fafion. 

*jj  Firfi ,  let  the  Minifier  of  the  Parijh,  (or  in  his  abfence ,  any  other  lawful  Minifier  that 
can  be  procured ,)  with  them  that  are  prefent ,  call  upon  God ,  and  fay  the  Lord's  Pray¬ 
er,  and  Jo  many  of  the  Colletts  appointed  to  be  fiaid  before  in  the  Form  of  Publick  Bap¬ 
tifm,  as  the  time  ami  prefent  exigence  will  fujfer  :  And  then  the  Child  being  named, 
by  fome  one  that  is  prefent,  the  Minifier  fioall  pour  W ater  upo?i  it,  faying  thefe  words  ;

Anfwer.  A  death  unto  fin,  and 
a  new  birth  unto  righteoulhels :

What  is  required  of 
perlons  to  be  baptized  ?

i|  The  Curate  of  every  Par  if  fhall  diligently  upon  Sundays  and  Holy-  day s,  after  the 
J'econd  Lejfon  at  Evening  Prayer ,  openly  in  the  Church  inftruSl  and  examine  fo  many 
Children  of  his  Par  if  fent  unto  him ,  as  he  fall  think  convenient ,  in  fame  part  of  this 
Catechifm . 

And  all  Fathers ,  Mothers ,  Majlers ,  and  Dames ,  fall  caufe  their  Children ,  Servants , 
cut d  Apprentices ,  ( which  have  not  learned  their  Catechifm)  to  come  to  the  Church  at 
the  time  appointed \  a?td  obediently  to  hear ,  and  be  ordered  by  the  Curate ,  until  fuch 
time  as  they  have  learned  all  that  is  here  appointed  for  them  to  learn . 

So  foon  as  Childreti  are  come  to  a  cojnpetent  Age ,  and  can  fay  in  their  Mother  Tongue 
the  Creed ,  the  Cord's  Prayer ,  and  the  Ten  Commandments  \  and  alfo  can  anfwer  to 
the  other  Ufa  eft  ions  of  this  fort  Catechifm ;  they  fall  be  brought  to  the  Bifop .  And 
every  072e  ftjall  have  a  Godfather ,  or  a  Godmother ,  as  a  witnefs  of  their  Confirmation. 

And  when  fo  ever  the  Bifop  fhall  give  knowledge  for  Children  to  be  brought  unto  him 
for  their  Confirmation,  the  Curate  of  every  Parif  fall  either  bring,  or  fend  in  writ¬ 
ing,  with  his  hand fubferibed  thereunto,  the  Names  of  all  fuch  Perfons  within  his  Pa¬ 
rif,  as  he  fall  think  fit  to  be  prefented  to  the  Bifop  to  be  Confirmed .  And  if  the 
Bifop  approve  of  them,  he  fall  Confirm  them  in  manner  following : 


The  Order  of  CONFIRMATION,  or  Laying  on 
of  Hands  upon  thofe  that  are  baptized,  and  come 
to  Y ears  of  diferetion. 


Upon  the  day  appointed,  all  that  are  to  be  then  Confirmed,  being  placed, ,  and  flanding 
in  Order  before  the  Bifop\  he  (or  fome  other  Minifter  appointed  by  him )  fall  read 
this  Preface  following  : 


TO  the  end  that  Confirma¬ 
tion  may  be  miniftered 
to  the  more  edifying  of  fuch 
as  fhall  receive  it,  the  Church 
hath  thought  good  to  order, 
That  none  hereafter  fhall  be 
Confirmed,  but  fuch  as  can  fay 
the  Creed,  the  Lord’s  Prayer, 
and  the  Ten  Commandments; 
and  can  alfo  anfwer  to  fuch  o- 
ther  Queftions,  as  in  the  fhort 
Catechifm  are  contained :  which 
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order  is  very  convenient  to  be 
obferved ;  to  the  end  that  child¬ 
ren,  being  now  come  to  the 
years  of  diferetion,  and  having 
learned  what  their  Godfathers 
and  Godmothers  promifed  for 
them  in  Baptifm,  they  may 
themfelves,  with  their  own 
mouth  and  confent,  openly  be¬ 
fore  the  Church,  ratify  and  con¬ 
firm  the  fame;  and  alfo  pro- 
mife,  that  by  the  grace  of  God

themfelves,  faithfully  to  obferve 
fuch  things  as  they,  by  their 
own  confeftion,  have  allented 
unto.

*[  Firfi  the  Banns  of  all  that  are  to  be  married  together ,  mufi  be  publifihed  in  the  Church 
three  fever al  Sundays  or  Holy -days,  in  the  time  of  divine  Service ,  umnediately  before 
the  fenteitces  for  the  Offertory  \  the  Curate  faying  after  the  accuftomed  ma?mer  : 


Publifh  the  Banns  of  Mar¬ 
riage  between  M.  of — and 
N.  of  — .  If  any  of  you  know 
caufo,  or  juft  impediment,  why 
thefo  two  perfons  fhould  not 
be  joined  together  in  holy  Ma¬ 
trimony,  ye  are  to  declare  it : 
This  is  the  firft  [fecond,  or  third ] 
time  of  alking. 

®  And  if  the  Perfo?is  that  are  to  be  mar¬ 
ried,  dwell  in  divers  Parifhes,  the  Banns 
muff  be  asked  i?i  both  Parijhes ;  and  the 
Curate  oj  the  o?te  Parifh  Jhall  not  fo - 
lemnize  Matrimony  betwixt  them ,  with¬ 
out  a  Certificate  of  the  Banns  being 
thrice  asked  fro?n  the  Curate  of  the  other 
Par  if. 


At  the  day  and  tune  appointed  for 
Solejnnization  of  Matrimony,  the  Per¬ 
fons  to  be  married  fijall  cojne  into  the 
body  of  the  Church  with  their  Friends 
and  Neighbours  :  And  there  Jlanding 
together,  the  Man  on  the  right  hand, 
and  the  JVo?nan  on  the  left,  the  Priejl 
Jhall fay, 

D Early  beloved,  we  are  ga¬ 
thered  together  here  in 
the  fight  of  God,  and  in  the  face 
of  this  congregation,  to  join 
together  this  man  and  this  wo¬ 
man  in  holy  Matrimony;  which 
is  an  honourable  eftate,  inftitu- 
ted  of  God  in  the  time  of  man’s 
innocency,  fignifying  unto  us 
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the  myftical  union  that  is  be¬ 
twixt  Chrift  and  his  Church : 
which  holy  eftate  Chrift  adorn¬ 
ed  and  beautified  with  his  pre- 
lence,  and  firft  miracle  that  he 
wrought  in  Cana  of  Galilee ; 
and  is  commended  of  Saint 
Paul  to  be  honourable  among 
all  men :  and  therefore  is  not  by 
any  to  be  enterprifed,  nor  taken 
in  hand  unadvifedly,  lightly, 
or  wantonly,  to  fatisfy  men’s 
carnal  lufts  and  appetites,  like 
brute  beafts  that  have  no  un- 
derftanding ;  but  reverently, 
difereetly,  advifedly,  foberly, 
and  in  the  fear  of  God;  duly 
confidering  the  caufes  for  which 
Matrimony  was  ordained. 

Firft,  it  was  ordained  for  the 
procreation  of  Children,  to  be 
brought  up  in  the  fear  and  nur¬ 
ture  of  the  Lord,  and  to  the 
praife  of  his  holy  Name. 

Secondly,  It  was  ordained 
for  a  remedy  againft  fin,  and 
to  avoid  fornication;  that  ftich 
perfons  as  have  not  the  gift 
of  continency,  might  marry, 
and  keep  themfelves  undefiled 
members  of  Chrift’s  body. 

Thirdly,  It  was  ordained  for 
the  mutual  fociety,  help,  and 
comfort,  that  the  one  ought  to 
have  of  the  other,  both  in  prof- 
peri  ty  and  ad  verfity:  Into  which 
holy  eftate  thefe  two  perfons 
prelent  come  now  to  be  joined. 
Therefore  if  any  man  can  fhew 
any  juft  caufe,  why  they  may 
not  lawfully  be  joined  together, 
let  him  now  fpeak,  or  elfe  here¬ 
after  for  ever  hold  his  peace.

wafhing  of  water,  by  the  Word; 
that  he  might  prelent  it  to  hjm- 
felfa  glorious  Church,  not  hav¬ 
ing  lpot,  or  wrinkle,  or  anyfuch 
thing;  but  that  it  fhoufd  be 
holy,  and  without  biemifh.  So 
ought  men  to  love  their  wives 
as  their  own  bodies.  Pie  that 
loveth  his  wife,  loveth  himfolf: 
For  no  man  ever  yet  hated  his 
own  flelh,  but  nOurifheth  and 
j  cherifheth  it,  even  as  the  Lord 
the  Church  :  for  we  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  his  body,  of  his  fiefh, 
and  of  his  bones.  For  this  caufe 
lhall  a  man  leave  his  father  and 
I  his  mother,  and  fhail  be  joined 
unto  his  wife;  and  they  two 
1  fhail  be  one  fiefh.  This  is  a 
|  great  myftery;  but  I  fpeak  con¬ 
cerning  Chrilt  and  the  Church. 
Never thelefs,  let  every  one  of 
you  in  particular  fo  love  his 
wife,  even  as  himfolf,  Eph.§.  25. 

Likewifo  the  fame  Saint  Paul, 
writing  to  the  Coioliians,  Ipeak- 
eth  thus  to  all  men  that  are 
married ;  Hufbands,  love  your 
wives,  and  be  not  bitter  againft 
them.  Colojf.  3.  19. 

Hear  alfo  what  Saint  Peter 
the  Apoltle  of  Chrift,  who  was 
himfolf  a  married  man,  faith  un¬ 
to  them  that  are  married  ;  Ye 
hufbands,  dwell  with  your  wives 
according  to  knowledge;  giv¬ 
ing  honour  unto  the  wife,  as

Now  likewile,  ye  wives, 
hear  and  learn  your  duties  to¬ 
wards  your  hulbands,  even  as 
it  is  plainly  let  forth  in  holy 
Scripture. 

Saint  Paul,  in  the  aforenam¬ 
ed  Epiftle  to  the  Ephefians, 
teacheth  you  thus ;  Wives,  fub- 
mit  your  felves  unto  your  own 
hufbands,  as  unto  the  Lord. 
For  the  husband  is  the  head  of 
the  wife,  even  as  Chrift,  is  the 
head  of  the  Church  :  and  he  is 
the  Saviour  of  the  body.  There¬ 
fore  as  the  Church  is  fubjedl 
unto  Chrift,  lb  let  the  wives  be 
to  their  own  husbands  in  every 
thing.  And  again  he  faith,  Let 
the  wife  fee  that  fhe  reverence 
her  husband.  Ephef.^.it. 

And  in  his  Epiftle  to  the  Cq- 
loffians.  Saint  Paul  giveth  you 
this  Ihort  lefton ;  Wives,  lub- 
mit  yourlelves  unto  your  own 


husbands,  as  it  is  fit  in  the 
Lord.  Coloff. 3.18. 

Saint  Peter  doth  allb  inftrudt 
you  very  well,  thus  faying;  Ye 
wives,  be  in  fubjedtion  to  your 
own  husbands;  that  if  any  o- 
bey  not  the  word,  they  allb  may 
without  the  word  be  won  by 
the  converlation  of  the  wives; 
while  they  behold  your  chafte 
converlation  coupled  with  fear. 
Whole  adorning,  let  it  not  be 
that  outward  adorning  of  plait¬ 
ing  the  hair,  and  of  wearing  of 
gold,  or  of  putting  on  of  appa¬ 
rel;  but  let  it  be  the  hidden 
man  of  the  heart,  in  that  which 
is  not  corruptible;  even  the  or¬ 
nament  of  a  meek  and  quiet  fpi- 
rit,  which  is  in  the  fight  of  God 
of  great  price.  For  after  this 
manner  in  the  old  time  the  ho¬ 
ly  women  alfo,  who  trailed  in 
God,  adorned  themlelves,  be¬ 
ing  in  lubjedlion  unto  their 
own  husbands;  even  as  Sarah 
obeyed  Abraham,  calling  him 
Lord;  whole  daughters  ye  are 
as  long  as  ye  do  well,  and  are 
not  afraid  with  any  amaze¬ 
ment.  iPet.^.i.

For 
they  verily  for  a  few  days  cha- 
ftened  us  after  their  own  plea- 
fure :  but  he  for  our  profit,  that 
we  might  be  partakers  of  his 
holinels.  Thele  words,  good 
brother ,  are  written  in  holy 
Scripture  for  our  comfort  and 
inftrudion ;  that  we  fhould  pa¬ 
tiently,  and  with  thankfgiving 
bear  our  heavenly  Father’s  cor- 
redion,  whenloever  by  any 
manner  of  adverfity  it  fhall 
pleale  his  gracious  goodnefs  to 
vifit  us.  And  there  fhould  be 
no  greater  comfort  to  Chriftian 
perlbns,  than  to  be  made  like 
unto  Chrift,  by  buffering  pati¬ 
ently  adverfities,  troubles,  and 
ficknefles  :  For  he  himfelf  went 
not  up  to  joy,  but  firft  he  buf¬ 
fered  pain;  he  entered  not  into 
his  glory  before  he  was  cruci¬ 
fied.  So  truly  our  way  to  eter¬ 
nal  joy,  is  to  buffer  here  with 
Chrift;  and  our  door  to  enter 
into  eternal  life,  is  gladly  to  die 
with  Chrift ;  that  we  may  rile 
again  from  death,  and  dwell 
with  him  in  everlafting  life.

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Now  therefore,  taking  your 
ficknefs,  which  is  thus  profit¬ 
able  for  you,  patiently;  I  ex¬ 
hort  you  in  the  Name  of  God, 
to  remember  the  profeflion 
which  you  made  unto  God  in 
your  Baptifm.

And 
that  he  was  conceived  by  the 
HolyGhoft;  born  of  the  Vir¬ 
gin  Mary;  that  he  fuffered  un¬ 
der  Pontius  Pilate,  was  crucifi¬ 
ed,  dead,  and  buried;  that  he 
went  down  into  hell,  and  alfo 
did  rife  again  the  third  day;  that 
he  afcended  into  heaven,  and 
fitteth  on  the  right  hand  of  God 
the  Father  Almighty;  and  from 
thence  fhall  come  again  at  the 
end  of  the  world,  to  judge  the 
quick  and  the  dead? 


And  doft  thou  believe  in  the 
Holy  Ghoft;  the  Holy  Catho- 
lick  Church;  the  Communion 
of  Saints ;  the  Remiflion  of  fins ; 
the  Refurre£tion  of  the  fiefh ; 
and  everlafting  Life  after  death  ? 

The  fick  Perfon  fall  anfwer , 

All  this  I  ftedfaftly  believe. 

Then  fall  the  Minifier  examine  whe¬ 
ther  he  repetit  him  truly  of  his  fins , 
and  he  in  charity  with  all  the  world ; 
exhorting  him  to  forgive ,  from  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  his  heart ,  all  perfons  that  have 
offended  him ;  and  if  he  hath  offended 
any  other  to  ask  them  forgiveiiejs ;  and 
where  he  hath  done  mjury  or  wrong  to 
any  mam  that  he  make  amends  to  the 
utter  tnofl  of  his  power.

If  rhefe  words  before  rehearfed ,  may  be 
faid before  the  Minifier  begin  his  Prayer, 
as  he  fall  fee  caufe. 

The  Minifier  fould  ?iot  omit  earneflly 
to  move  fuch  fick  perfons  as  are  of  abi¬ 
lity,  to  be  liberal  to  the  poor.

away,  it  may  be  prefented  pure 
and  without  Ipot  before  thee. 
And  teach  us,  who  furvive,  in 
this  and  other  like  daily  Ipedla- 
cles  of  mortality,  to  fee  how 
•  frail  and  uncertain  our  own 
condition  is ;  and  fo  to  number 
our  days,  that  we  may  feri- 
oully  apply  our  hearts  to  that 
holy  and  heavenly  wildom, 
whilft  we  live  here,  which  may 
in  the  end  bring  us  to  life  ever¬ 
lafting,  through  the  merits  of 
Jefus  Chrift,  thine  only  Son 
our  Lord.  Amen.

^1  Forafmuch  as  all  mortal  men  he  fubjeSl  to  many  fudden  perils ,  difeafes  and  ficknejfesy 
and  ever  uncertain  what  time  they  Jhall  depart  out  of  this  life,  therefore  to  the  intent 
they  ?nay  be  always  in  a  readinefs  to  die ,  whenfoever  it  Jhall  pleafe  Almighty  God  to 
call  them  \  the  Curates  Jhall  diligently  Jrom  time  to  time  (but  ejpecially  in  the  time  of 
Peftilence,  or  other  infeSlious  Jtcknefs)  exhort  their  P ar if  hi oners  to  the  often  receiving 
of  the  holy  Communion  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  our  Saviour  Chrift ,  when  it  Jhall  be 
publickly  ad7ninijtered  in  the  Church ;  that  Jo  doing ,  they  may ,  in  cafe  of  fudden  vft- 
tation  have  the  lefs  caufe  to  be  difquieted  for  lack  of  the  fame.  But  if  the  fick  Perfo?i 
be  not  able  to  come  to  the  Churchy  and  yet  is  defirous  to  receive  the  Communion  in  his 
houfe\  then  he  niuft  give  timely  notice  to  the  Curate ,  fgnifying  alfo  how  ?nany  there 
are  to  communicate  with  him ,  (which  Jhall  be  three ,  or  two  at  the  leajty )  and  having 
a  convenietit  place  in  the  Jick  mans  houje,  with  all  things  necejfary Jo  prepared \  that 
the  Curate  may  reverently  minfter  ;  he  fall  there  celebrate  the  holy  Communion ,  be- 
ginnmg  with  the  ColleSl ,  Fpftle ,  and  GoJpel \  here  following  :

Lmighty,  everliving  God, 
Maker  of  mankind,  who 
doft  correct  thole  whom  thou 
doft  love,  and  chaftile  every 
one  whom  thou  doft  receive;

If  But  if  a  Many  either  by  reafion  of  extremity  of  ficknefis,  or  for  want  of  warning  in  due 
tune  to  the  Curate ,  or  for  lack  of  cojnpany  to  receive  with  him,  or  by  any  other  juft 
impediment,  do  not  receive  the  Sacrajnent  of  Chrift's  Body  and  Blood,  the  Curate  fhall 
inftruSl  him,  that  if  he  do  truly  repent  him  of  his  fins,  a?id  ftedfaftly  believe  that  Jefus 
Chrift  hath  fuffered  death  upon  the  Crofts  for  him,  and  Jhed  his  Blood  for  his  redemption ; 
earn  eft ly  re?ne??tbering  the  benefits  he  hath  thereby,  and  giving  him  hearty  thanks 
therefore ;  he  doth  eat  and  drink  the  Body  and  Blood  of  our  Saviour  Chrift  profitably 
to  his  Soul's  health ,  although  he  do  not  receive  the  Sacrament  with  his  mouth . 

f  When  the  fick  Perfon  is  vifited,  and  receiveth  the  holy  Communion  all  at  one  time, 
then  the  Priefl ,  for  more  expedition,  fhall  cut  off  the  For?n  of  the  Vifitation  at  the 
Pfialm  [In  thee,  O  Lord,  have  I  put  my  truft,®:.]  and  go  ftraight  to  the  Cojmnunion . 

If  In  the  time  of  the  Plague ,  Sweat,  or  fiuch  other  like  contagious  times  of  ficknefs  or  dift 
eafes,  when  none  of  the  Pariftj  or  Neighbours  can  be  gotten  to  cojnmunicate  with  the 
fick  in  their  houfes,  for  fear  of  the  infection  upon  j pedal  requeft  of  the  difeafed,  the 

Minifter  ?nay  only  cojnmunicate  with  him .

BURIAL  of  the  DEAD. 


Here  is  to  be  noted ,  'That  the  Office  enfuing  is  not  to  be  ufecl  for  any  that  die  unb app¬ 
rized,  or  excommunicate ,  or  have  laid  violent  hands  upon  themfelves . 

The  Priejl  and  Clerks  meeting  the  Corps  at  the  Entrance  of  the  Church-yard ,  and 
going  before  it,  either  into  the  Church,  or  towards  the  Grave,  foall  fay  or  fmg , 


I  Am  the  refurredtion  and  the 
life,  faith  the  Lord :  He  that 
believeth  in  me,  though  he 
were  dead,  yet  fhall  he  live  : 
And  wholoever  liveth  and  be¬ 
lieveth  in  me,  fhall  never  die. 
S .John  ix.  25, 26. 

I  know  that  my  Redeemer 
liveth,  and  that  he  fhall  ftand 
at  the  latter  day  upon  the 
earth.  And  though  after  my 
fkin,  worms  deftroy  this  body ; 
yet  in  my  flefh  fhall  I  fee  God  : 
whom  I  lhall  fee  for  myfelf,  and 
mine  eyes  fhall  behold,  and  not 
another.  Job  19. 25, 26, 27. 

We  brought  nothing  into  this 
world,  and  it  is  certain  we  can 
carry  nothing  out.  The  Lord 
gave,  and  the  Lord  hath  taken 
away;  blefled  be  the  Name  of 
the  Lord.  1  Jim.  6. 7.  Job  1. 21. 

Hfter  they  are  come  into  the  Church,  pall 
be  read  one  or  both  of  thefe  Pfahns  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

Pfal.  39.  Dixi,  cuftodiam. 

I  Said,  1  will  take  heed  to  my 
ways  :  that  I  offend  not  in 
my  tongue. 

I  will  keep  my  mouth  as  it 
were  with  a  bridle  :  while  the 
ungodly  is  in  my  fight. 

I  held  my  tongue,  and  fpake 
nothing  :  1  kept  ^filence,  yea, 
even  from  good  words;  but  it 
was  pain  and  grief  to  me. 


My  heart  was  hot  within  me; 
and  while  I  was  thus  muling, 
the  fire  kindled  :  and  at  the  lart 
I  fpake  with  my  tongue; 

Lord,  let  me  know  my  end, 
and  the  number  of  my  days  :

For  man  walketh  in  a  Vain 
fhadow,  and  difquieteth  him- 
felf  in  vain  :  he  heapeth  up 
riches,  and  cannot  tell  who  fhall 
gather  them. 

And  now,  Lord,  what  is  my 
hope  :  truly  my  hope  is  even 
in  thee. 

Deliver  me  from  all  mine 
offences  :  and  make  me  not  a 
rebuke  unto  the  foolifh. 

I  became  dumb,  and  opened 
not  my  mouth  :  for  it  was  thy 
doing. 

Take  thy  plague  away  from 
me  :  I  am  even  confumed  by 
means  of  thy  heavy  hand. 

When  thou  with  rebukes 
doft  chaften  man  for  fin,  thou 
makeft  his  beauty  to  confume 
away,  like  as  it  w7ere  a  moth 
fretting  a  garment :  Every  man 
therefore  is  but  vanity.

The  days  of  our  age  are 
threefeore  years  and  ten ;  and 
though  men  be  fo  ftrong  that 
they  come  to  fourfeore  years : 
yet  is  their  ftrength  then  but 
labour  and  forrow ;  fo  foon  paft 
feth  it  away,  and  we  are  gone. 

But  who  regardeth  the  pow¬ 
er  of  thy  wrath  :  for  even 
thereafter  as  a  man  feareth,  fo 
is  thy  dilpleafure. 

So  teach  us  to  number  our 
days  :  that  we  may  apply  our 
hearts  unto  wifdom. 

Turn  thee  again,  O  Lord,  at 
the  laft  :  and  be  gracious  unto 
thy  fervants. 

O  latisfy  us  with  thy  mercy, 
and  that  foon  :  fo  fhall  we  re¬ 
joice  and  be  glad  all  the  days  of 
our  life.

NOW  is  Chrift  rifen  from 
the  dead,  and  become  the 
firft-fruits  of  them  that  -flept. 
For  fince  by  man  came  death, 
by  man  came  alfo  the  refurrec- 
tion  of  the  dead.  For  as  in  Adam 
all  die,  even  fo  in  Chrift  fhall  all 
be  made  alive.  But  every  man 
in  his  own  order :  Chrift  the 
firft-fruits ;  afterward  they  that 
are  Chrift’s,  at  his  coming.  Then 
cometh  the  end  when  he  fhall 
have  delivered  up  the  kingdom 
to  God,  even  the  Father;  when 
he  fhall  have  put  down  all  rule, 
and  all  authority,  and  power. 
For  he  muft  reign  till  he  hath 
put  all  enemies  under  his  feet. 
The  laft  enemy  that  fhall  be 
deftroyed  is  death :  for  he  hath 
put  all  things  under  his  feet. 
But  when  he  faith  all  things  are 
put  under  him,  it  is  manifeft 
that  he  is  excepted  which  did 
put  all  things  under  him.  And 
when  all  things  fhall  be  fubdued 
unto  him,  then  fhall  the  Son 
alfo  himfelf  be  fubjedl  unto  him 
that  put  all  things  under  him, 
that  God  may  be  all  in  all.  Elfo 
what  fhall  they  do  which  are 
baptized  for  the  dead,  if  the 
dead  rife  not  at  all  ?  Why  are 
they  then  baptized  for  the  dead  ? 
And  why  Hand  we  in  jeopardy 
every  hour  ?  I  proteft  by  your 
rejoicing,  which  I  have  in  Chrift 
Jefus  our  Lord,  I  die  daily.  If 
after  the  manner  of  men  I  have 
fought  with  beafts  at  Ephefus, 
what  advantageth  it  me  if  the 


dead  rife  not  ?  Let  us  eat  and 
drink  for  to-morrow  we  die. 
Be  not  deceived ;  evil  commu¬ 
nications  corrupt  good  man¬ 
ners.  Awake  to  righteoufnefs, 
and  fin  not ;  for  feme  have  not 
the  knowledge  of  God.  I  fpeak 
this  to  your  lhame.  But  fome 
man  will  fay,  how  are  the  dead 
raifod  up  ?  and  with  what  body 
do  they  come  ?  Thou  fool,  that 
which  thou  foweft  is  not  quick¬ 
ened  except  it  die;  and  that 
which  thou  foweft,  thou  fow¬ 
eft  not  that  body  that  fhall  be, 
but  bare  grain,  it  may  chance 
of  wheat,  or  of  fome  other 
grain.  But  God  giveth  it  a  body, 
as  it  hath  pleated  him,  and  to 
every  feed  his  own  body.  All 
flefh  is  not  the  fame  flefh,  but 
there  is  one  kind  of  flelli  of 
men,  another  flefh  of  beafts, 
another  of  fifhes,  and  another 
of  birds.  There  are  alfo  celeftial 
bodies,  and  bodies  terreftrial; 
but  the  glory  of  the  celeftial  is 
one,  and  the  glory  of  the  ter¬ 
reftrial  is  another.  There  is  one 
glory  of  the  fun,  and  another 
glory  of  the  moon,  and  another 
glory  of  the  ftars  ;  for  one  ftar 
differeth  from  another  ftar  in 
glory.  So  alfo  is  the  refurrec- 
tion  of  the  dead :  It  is  fown  in 
corruption ;  it  is  railed  in  incor¬ 
ruption:  It  is  fownindifhonour; 
it  is  raifed  in  glory :  It  is  fown 
in  weaknefs ;  it  is  raifed  in  pow¬ 
er  :  It  is  fown  a  natural  body; 
it  is  raifed  a  fpiritual  body. 
There  is  a  natural  body,  and 
there  is  a  fpiritual  body.  And 
fo  it  is  written.  The  nrft  man 
Adam  was  made  a  living  foul, 
the  laft  Adam  was  made  a 

quick- 
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quickening  Spirit.  Howbeit, 
that  was  not  firft  which  is  fpi- 
ritual,  but  that  which  is  natu¬ 
ral  ;  and  afterward  that  which  is 
/piritual.  The  firft  man  is  of  the 
earth,  earthy ;  the  lecond  man 
is  the  Lord  from  heaven.  As  is 
the  earthy,  fuch  are  they  that 
are  earthy  :  And  as  is  the  hea¬ 
venly,  fuch  are  they  alfo  that  are 
heavenly.  And  as  we  have  borne 
the  image  of  the  earthy,  we 
lhall  alfo  bear  the  image  of  the 
heavenly.  Now  this  I  lay,  bre¬ 
thren,  that  flelh  and  blood  can¬ 
not  inherit  the  kingdom  of 
God;  neither  doth  corruption 
inherit  incorruption.  Behold,  I 
fhew  you  a  myftery :  We  lhall 
not  all  lleep ;  but  we  fhall  all 
be  changed,  in  a  moment,  in 
the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the 
laft  trump;  (for  the  trumpet 
lhall  found,  and  the  dead  fhall 
be  railed  incorruptible,  and  we 
lhall  be  changed.)  For  this  cor¬ 
ruptible  mult  put  on  incorrup¬ 
tion,  and  this  mortal  muft  put 
on  immortality.  So  when  this 
corruptible  lhall  have  put  on 
incorruption,  and  this  mortal 
lhall  have  put  on  immortality; 
then  fhall  be  brought-  to  pals 
the  laying  that  is  written,  Death 
is  fwallowed  up  'in  victory. 

O  death,  where  is  thy  fting  ? 

O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory  ? 
The  fting  of  death  is  fin,  and 
the  ftrength  of  fin  is  the  law. 
But  thanks  be  to  God  which 
giveth  us  the  victory,  through 
our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift.  There¬ 
fore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be 
ye  ftedfaft,  unmoveable,  always 
abounding  in  the  work  of  the 
Lord,  forafmuch  as  ye  know 
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that  your  labour  is  not  in  vain 
in  the  Lord. 

When  they  come  to  the  Grave,  while  the 
Corps  is  made  ready  to  be  laid  into  the 
earth ,  the  Brief  Jhall  fay ,  or  the  Prief 
and  Clerks  fhall  fing  : 

AN  that  is  born  of  a  wo¬ 
man,  hath  but  a  fhort 
time  to  live,  and  is  full  of  mi- 
fory.  He  cometh  up,  and  is  cut 
down  like  a  flower ;  he  fleeth 
as  it  were  a  fhadow,  and  never 
continued!  in  one  ftay. 

In  the  midft  of  life  we  are  in 
death :  Of  whom  may  we  leek 
for  luccour,  but  of  thee,  O 
Lord,  who  for  our  fins  art  juft- 
ly  difpleafed  ? 

Yet,  O  Lord  God  mod  holy, 
O  Lord  moll  mighty,  O  holy, 
and  molt  merciful  Saviour,  de¬ 
liver  us  not  into  the  bitter  pains 
of  eternal  death. 

Thou  knoweft.  Lord,  the  fo- 
crets  of  our  hearts ;  fhut  not 
thy  merciful  ears  to  our  prayers ; 
but  fpare  us,  Lord  molt  holy, 
O  God  molt  mighty,  O  holy, 
and  merciful  Saviour,  thou  molt 
worthy  Judge  eternal,  fuller  us 
not  at  our  laft  hour  for  any 
pains  of  death  to  fall  from  thee. 

Then  while  the  earth  fall  be  cafl  upon 
the  Body  by  fotne  funding  by ,  the  Prief 
fall  fay , 

FOralmuch  as  it  hath  pleaf- 
ed  Almighty  God  of  his 
great  mercy  to  take  unto  him- 
lelf  the  foul  of  our  dear  brother 
here  departed,  we  therefore 
commit  his  body  to  the  ground;

WHY  ftandeft  thou  fo  far 
off,  O  Lord  :  and  hideft 
thy  face  in  the  needful  time  of 
trouble  ? 

2  The  ungodly  for  his  own  lull 
doth  perlecute  the  poor  :  let 
them  be  taken  in  the  crafty  wili- 
nefs  that  they  have  imagined  ; 

3  For  the  ungodly  hath  made 
boaft  of  his  own  heart’s  defire  : 
and  fpeaketh  good  of  the  covet¬ 
ous,  whom  God  abhorreth. 

4  The  ungodly  is  fo  proud, 
that  he  careth  not  for  God :  nei¬ 
ther  is  God  in  all  his  thoughts. 

5  His  ways  are  alway  grie¬ 
vous  :  thy  judgements  are  far 
above  out  of  his  fight,  and  there¬ 
fore  defieth  he  all  his  enemies  ; 

6  For  he  hath  laid  in  his 
heart,  Tulh,  I  fhall  never  be 
call  down  :  there  fhall  no  harm 
happen  unto  me. 

7  His  mouth  is  full  of  cur¬ 
ling,  deceit,  and  fraud  :  under 
his  tongue  is  ungodlinels  and 
vanity. 

8  He  fitteth  lurking  in  the 
thievifh  corners  of  the  ftreets : 
and  privily  in  his  lurking  dens 
doth  he  murder  the  innocent ; 
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his  eyes  are  fet  again!!  the  poor. 

9  For  he  lieth  waiting  fe- 
cretly,  even  as  a  lion  lurketh  he 
in  his  den  :  that  he  may  ravifh 
the  poor. 

10  He  doth  ravifh  the  poor  : 
when  he  getteth  him  into  his 
net. 

11  He  falleth  down,  and 
humbleth  himlelf  :  that  the 
congregation  of  the  poor  may 
fall  into  the  hands  or  his  cap¬ 


tains. 

12  He  hath  laid  in  his  heart, 
Tufh,  God  hath  forgotten  :  he 
hideth  away  his  face,  and  he 
will  never  lee  it. 

13  Arile,  O  Lord  God,  and 
lift  up  thine  hand  :  forget  not 
the  poor. 

14  Wherefore  fhould  the 
wicked  blafpheme  God  :  while 
he  doth  fay  in  his  heart,  Tufh, 
thou,  God,  carelt  not  for  it. 

15  Surely,  thou  haft  leen  it : 
for  thou  beholdeft  ungodlinels 
and  wrong. 

16  That  thou  mayeft  take 
the  matter  into  thy  hand  :  the 
poor  committeth  himlelf  unto 
thee ;  for  thou  art  the  helper  of 
the  friendlels. 

17  Break  thou  the  power  of 
the  ungodly  and  malicious  : 
take  away  his  ungodlinefs,  and 
thou  fhalt  find  none. 

18  The  Lord  is  King  for 
ever  and  ever :  and  the  heathen 
are  perifhed  out  of  the  land. 

19  Lord,  thou  haft  heard  the 
defire  of  the  poor  :  thou  pre- 
pareft  their  heart,  and  thine  ear 
hearkeneth  thereto ; 

20  To  help  the  fatherlels 
and  poor  unto  their  right :  that 

the 
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the  man  of  the  earth  be  no 
more  exalted  againft  them. 
PSAL.  11.  In  Domino  confido. 

IN  the  Lord  put  I  my  truft  : 

how  fay  ye  then  to  my  foul. 
That  fhe  fhould  flee  as  a  bird 
unto  the  hill  ? 

2  For  lo,  the  ungodly  bend 
their  bow,  and  make  ready 
their  arrows  within  the  quiver  : 
that  they  may  privily  fhoot  at 
them  which  are  true  of  heart. 

3  For  the  foundations  will 
be  call  down  :  and  what  hath 
the  righteous  done? 

4  The  Lord  is  in  his  holy 
temple  :  the  Lord’s  feat  is  in 
heaven. 

5  His  eyes  confider  the  poor : 
and  his  eye-lids  try  the  children 
of  men. 

6  The  Lord  alloweth  the 
righteous  :  but  the  ungodly 
and  him  that  delighteth  in  wick- 
ednels,  doth  his  foul  abhor. 

7  Upon  the  ungodly,  he  fhall 
rain  fnares,  fire  and  brimftone, 
ftorm  and  tempeft  :  this  fhall 
be  their  portion  to  drink. 

8  For  the  righteous  Lord  lov- 
eth  righteoulnels  :  his  counte¬ 
nance  will  behold  the  thing  that 
is  juft.

HOW  long  wilt  thou  for¬ 
get  me,  O  Lord,  for  ever  :

4  Left  mine  enemy  lay,  I 
have  prevailed  againft  him  :  for 
if  1  be  call  down,  they  that 
trouble  me  will  rejoice  at  it. 

5  But  my  truft  is  in  thy  mercy : 

and 


The  2.  day, 

and  my  heart  is  joyful  in  thy 
falvation. 

6  1  will  fing  of  the  Lord, 
becaufe  he  hath  dealt  fb  loving¬ 
ly  with  me  :  yea,  I  will  praiie 
the  Name  of  the  Lord  moft 
Higheft. 

PSAL.  14.  Dixit  infipiens . 

HE  fool  hath  laid  in  his 
heart :  There  is  no  God. 

2  They  are  corrupt  and  be¬ 
come  abominable  in  their  do¬ 
ings  :  there  is  none  that  doeth 
good,  no  not  one. 

3  The  Lord  looked  down 
from  heaven  upon  the  children 
of  men  :  to  fee  if  there  were 
any  that  would  underftand,  and 
leek  after  God. 

4  But  they  are  all  gone  out  of 
the  way;  they  are  altogether  be¬ 
come  abominable :  there  is  none 
that  doeth  good,  no  not  one. 

5  Their  throat  is  an  open 
fepulchre ;  with  their  tongues 
have  they  deceived  :  the  poifon 
of  afps  is  under  their  lips. 

6  Their  mouth  is  full  of  cur¬ 
ling  and  bitternefs  :  their  feet 
are  fwift  to  Ihed  blood. 

7  Deftrublion  and  unhappi- 
nels  is  in  their  ways  ;  and  the 
way  of  peace  have  they  not 
known  :  there  is  no  fear  of  God 
before  their  eyes. 

8  Have  they  no  knowledge, 
that  they  are  all  fuch  workers 
of  milchief :  eating  up  my  peo¬ 
ple  as  it  were  bread,  and  call 
not  upon  the  Lord  ? 

9  There  were  they  brought 
in  great  fear,  even  where  no 
fear  was  :  for  God  is  in  the  ge¬ 
neration  of  the  righteous. 
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10  As  for  you,  ye  have  made 
a  mock  at  the  counlel  of  the 
poor  :  becauie  he  putteth  his 
truft  in  the  Lord. 

1 1  Who  fhall  give  falvation 
unto  Ifrael  out  of  Sion  ?  When 
the  Lord  turneth  the  captivity 
of  his  people  :  then  fhall  Jacob 
rejoice,  and  Ifrael  fhall  be  glad.

2  Even  he,  that  leadeth  an 
uncorrupt  life  :  and  doeth  the 
thing  which  is  right,  and  fpeak- 
eth  the  truth  from  his  heart. 

3  He  that  hath  ufed  no  de¬ 
ceit  in  his  tongue,  nor  done 
evil  to  his  neighbour  :  and  hath 
not  llandered  his  neighbour. 

4  He  that  fetteth  not  by  him- 
felf,  but  is  lowly  in  his  own 
eyes  :  and  rnaketh  much  of 
them  that  fear  the  Lord. 

5  He  that  fweareth  unto  his 
neighbour,  and  dilappointeth 
him  not :  though  it  were  to  his 
own  hindrance.

fhall  never  fall. 

PSAL.  16.  Conferva  me ,  Domine. 

R.eferve  me,  O  God  :  for  in 
thee  have  I  put  my  truft. 

2  O  my  foul,  thou  haft  laid 
unto  the  Lord  :  Thou  art  my 
God ;  my  goods  are  nothing 
unto  thee. 

3  All 
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3  All  my  delight  is  upon  the 
faints  that  are  in  the  earth  :  and 
upon  fuch  as  excel  in  virtue. 

1 4  But  they  that  run  after 
another  god  :  lhall  have  great 
trouble. 

5  Their  drink-offerings  of 
blood  will  I  not  offer  :  neither 
make  mention  of  their  names 
within  my  lips. 

6  The  Lord  himfelf  is  the 
portion  of  mine  inheritance, 
and  of  my  cup  :  thou  fhalt 
maintain  my  lot. 

7  The  lot  is  fallen  unto  me 
in  a  fair  ground  :  yea,  I  have  a 
goodly  heritage.

10  Wherefore  my  heart  was 
glad,  and  my  glory  rejoiced  :

1 1  For  why  ?  thou  fhalt  not 
leave  my  foul  in  hell  :  neither 
(halt  thou  fuffer  thy  holy  One 
to  fee  corruption. 

12  Thou  fhalt  fhew  me  the 
path  of  life ;  in  thy  prefence  is 
the  fulnefs  of  joy  :  and  at  thy 
right  hand  there  is  pleafure  for 
evermore. 

PSAL.  17.  Exaudi ,  Donune. 

JEAR  the  right,  O  Lord, 

_ conlider  my  complaint  : 

and  hearken  unto  my  prayer, 
that  goeth  not  out  of  feigned 
lips. 

2  Let  my  fentence  come  forth 
from  thy  prefence :  and  let  thine 
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eyes  look  upon  the  thing  that 
is  equal. 

3  Thou  haft  proved  and  vifit- 
ed  mine  heart  in  the  night-fea- 
fbnj  thou  haft  tried  me,  and 
fhalt  find  no  wickednefs  in  me  : 
for  I  am  utterly  purpofed  that 
my  mouth  fhall  not  offend. 

4  Becaufe  of  men’s  works 
that  are  done  againft  the  words 
of  thy  lips  :  I  have  kept  me 
from  the  ways  of  the  deftroyer.

13  Up,  Lord,  difappoint  him, 
and  caft  him  down  :  deliver  my 
foul  from  the  ungodly,  which 
is  a  fword  of  thine ;

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i4From  the  men  of  thyhand, 
O  Lord,  from  the  men,  I  fay, 
and  from  the  evil  world  :  which 
have  their  portion  in  this  life, 
whole  bellies  thou  filled  with 
thy  hid  treafure. 

15  They  have  children  at 
their  defire :  and  leave  the  reft  of 
their  lubftance  for  their  babes. 

16  But  as  for  me,  I  will  be¬ 
hold  thy  prefence  in  righteoufi 
nefs  :  and  when  I  awake  up  af¬ 
ter  thy  likenefs,  I  fhall  be  latifi 
fied  with  it.

7  The  earth  trembled  and 
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quaked  :  the  very  foundations 
alfo  of  the  hills  fhook,  and  were 
removed  becaufe  he  was  wroth. 

8  There  went  a  fmoke  out  in 
his  prelence  :  and  a  confuming 
fire  out  of  his  mouth,  fo  that 
coals  were  kindled  at  it. 

9  He  bowed  the  heavens  al¬ 
io,  and  came  down  :  and  it  was 
dark  under  his  feet.

14  He  fent  out  his  arrows, 
and  lcattered  them  :  he  call 
forth  lightnings,  and  deftroyed 
them. 

15  The  fprings  of  waters  were 
feen,  and  the  foundations  of 
the  round  world  were  dilco- 
vered  at  thy  chiding,  O  Lord  : 
at  the  blafting  of  the  breath  of 
thy  dilpleafure. 

16  He  fhall  fend  down  from 
on  high  to  fetch  me  :  and  fhall 
take  me  out  of  many  waters. 

17  He  fhall  deliver  me  from 
my  ftrongeft  enemy,  and  from 
them  which  hate  me  :  for  they 
are  too  mighty  for  me. 

1 8  They  prevented  me  in  the 
day  of  my  trouble  :  but  the 
Lord  was  my  upholder. 

19  He 
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19  He  brought  me  forth  al¬ 
io  into  a  place  of  liberty  :  he 
brought  me  forth,  even  be- 
caule  he  had  a  favour  unto  me. 

20 The  Lord  lfiall  reward  me 
after  my  righteous  dealing  :  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  cleannefs  of  my 
hands  lhall  he  recompenfe  me ; 

21  Recaufo  I  have  kept  the 
ways  of  the  Lord  :  and  have 
not  forlaken  my  God,  as  the 
wicked  doeth. 

22  For  I  have  an  eye  unto  all 
his  laws  :  and  will  not  call:  out 
his  commandments  from  me. 

23  I  was  alfo  uncorrupt  be¬ 
fore  him  :  and  elchewed  mine 
own  wickednefs. 

24  Therefore  lhall  the  Lord 
reward  me  after  my  righteous 
dealing:  and  according  unto  the 
cleannels  of  my  hands  in  his 
eye-light. 

25  With  the  holy  thou  fhalt 
be  holy  :  and  with  a  perfeft 
man  thou  fhalt  be  perfedl . 

26  With  the  clean  thou  fhalt 
be  clean  :  and  with  the  froward 
thou  fhalt  learn  frowardnels. 

27  For  thou  fhalt  fave  the 
people  that  are  in  adverlity  : 
and  fhalt  bring  down  the  high 
looks  of  the  proud. 

28  Thou  alio  fhalt  light  my 
candle  :  the  Lord  my  God  lhall 
make  my  darknefs  to  be  light. 

29  For  in  thee  I  fhall  difcom- 
fit  an  holl  of  men  :  and  with 
the  help  of  my  God  I  fhall  leap 
over  the  wall. 

30  The  way  of  God  is  an 
undefiled  way  :  the  word  of  the 
Lord  alfo  is  tried  in  the  fire  ; 
he  is  the  defender  of  all  them 
that  put  their  trull:  in  him. 
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31  For  who  is  God,  but  the 
Lord  :  or  who  hath  any  ftrength 
except  our  God? 

32  It  is  God  that  girdeth  me 
with  ftrength  of  war :  and  mak- 
eth  my  way  perfeft. 

33  He  maketh  my  feet  like 
harts  feet  :  and  fetteth  me  up 
on  high. 

34  He  teacheth  mine  hands 
to  .fight  :  and  mine  arms  lhall 
break  even  a  bow  of  fteel. 

35  Thou  haft  given  me  the 
defence  of  thy  lalvation  :  thy 
right  hand  alfo  lhall  hold  me 
up,  and  thy  loving  correction 
lhall  make  me  great. 

36  Thou  fhalt  make  room 
enough  under  me  for  to  go :  that 
my  foot-fteps  fhall  not  Hide. 

37  I  will  follow  upon  mine 
enemies,  and  overtake  them  : 
neither  will  I  turn  again  till  I 
have  deftroyed  them. 

38  I  will  finite  them,  that 
they  fhall  not  be  able  to  ftand : 
but  fall  under  my  feet. 

39  Thou  haft  girded  me  with 
ftrength  unto  the  battle  .-  thou 
fhalt  throw  down  mine  ene¬ 
mies  under  me. 

40  Thou  haft  made  mine 
enemies  alfo  to  turn  their  backs 
upon  me  :  and  I  fhall  deftroy 
them  that  hate  me. 

41  They  lhall  cry,  but  there 
fhall  be  none  to  help  them  : 
yea,  even  unto  the  Lord  lhall 
they  cry,  but  he  lhall  not  hear 
them.

44  A  people  whom  I  have 
not  known  :  lhall  ferve  me. 

45  As  foon  as  they  hear  of 
me,  they  fhall  obey  me  :  but 
the  ftrange  children  lhall  difi 
lemble  with  me. 

46  The  ftrange  children  fhall 
fail  :  and  be  afraid  out  of  their 
prifons. 

47  The  Lord  liveth,  and 
blelied  be  my  ftrong  helper  : 
and  prailed  be  the  God  of  my 
lalvation ; 

48  Even  the  God  that  leeth 
that  I  be  avenged  :  and  fubdu- 
eth  the  people  unto  me. 

49  It  is  he  that  delivereth  me 
from  my  cruel  enemies,  and 
fetteth  me  up  above  mine  ad- 
verfaries  :  thou  fhalt  rid  me 
from  the  wicked  man. 

50  For  this  caule  will  I  give 
thanks  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  a- 
mong  the  Gentiles  :  and  fing 
praifes  unto  thy  Name. 

51  Great  prclperity  giveth 
he  unto  his  King  :  and  Iheweth 
loving-kindnefs  unto  David  his 
Anointed,  and  unto  his  feed 
for  evermore.

1 1  Moreover,  by  them  is  thy 
fervant  taught :  and  in  keeping 
of  them  there  is  great  reward. 

12  Who  can  tell  how  oft  he 
offendeth  :  O  cleanle  thou  me 
from  my  fecret  faults. 

1 3  Keep  thy  fervant  alio  from 
prefumptuous  fins,  left  they  get 
the  dominion  over  me  :  fo  fhall 
I  be  undefiled,  and  innocent 
from  the  great  offence. 

14  Let  the  words  of  my 
mouth,  and  the  meditation  of 

my 
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my  heart  :  be  alway  acceptable 
in  thy  fight, 

15  O  Lord  :  my  ftrength,  and 
my  redeemer. 

PS  AL.  20.  Exaudiatte  Dominus. 

P  |  AHE  Lord  hear  thee  in  the 
Jt.  day  of  trouble  :  the  Name 
of  the  God  of  Jacob  defend 
thee. 

2  Send  thee  help  from  the 
fanbtuary  :  and  ftrengthen  thee 
out  of  Sion. 

3  Remember  all  thy  offer¬ 
ings  :  and  accept  thy  burnt- 
facrifice. 

4  Grant  thee  thy  heart’s  de¬ 
fire  :  and  fulfil  all  thy  mind. 

5  We  will  rejoice  in  thy  fal- 
vation,  and  triumph  in  the 
Name  of  the  Lord  our  God :  the 
Lord  perform  all  thy  petitions.

M'Y  God,  my  God,  look 
upon  me ;  why  haft  thou 
forlaken  me :  and  art  fo  far  from 
my  health,  and  from  the  words 
of  my  complaint? 

2  O  my  God,  I  cry  in  the  day¬ 
time,  but  thou  heareft  not  : 
and  in  the  night-feafon  alio  I 
take  no  reft. 

3  And  thou  continueft  holy  :

4  Our  fathers  hoped  in  thee  :

5  He  loveth  righteoulhefs  and 
judgement :  the  earth  is  full  of 
the  goodnels  of  the  Lord. 

6  By  the  word  of  the  Lord 
were  the  heavens  made  :  and 
all  the  hoft  of  them  by  the 
breath  of  his  mouth. 

7  He  gathereth  the  waters  of 
the  lea  together,  as  it  were  up¬ 
on  an  heap  :  and  layeth  up  the 
deep  as  in  a  trealure-houle. 

8  Let  all  the  earth  fear  the 
Lord  :  Hand  in  awe  of  him  all 
ye  that  dwell  in  the  world ; 

9  For  he  Ipake,  and  it  was 
done  :  he  commanded,  and  it 
Hood  fall. 

10  The  Lord  bringeth  the 
counfel  of  the  heathen  to 
nought  :  and  maketh  the  de- 
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vices  of  the  people  to  be  of 
none  effe£t,  and  cafteth  out  the 
counfels  of  princes. 

n  The  counfel  of  the  Lord 
fhall  endure  for  ever  :  and  the 
thoughts  of  his  heart  from  ge¬ 
neration  to  generation. 

12  Blefled  are  the  people, 
whole  God  is  the  Lord  Jeho¬ 
vah  :  and  blefled  are  the  folk, 
that  he  hath  chofen  to  him  to 
be  his  inheritance. 

13  The  Lord  looked  down 
from  heaven,  and  beheld  all 
the  children  of  men  :  from  the 
habitation  of  his  dwelling  he 
confidereth  all  them  that  dwell 
on  the  earth. 

14  He  fafhioneth  all  the  hearts 
of  them  :  and  underftandeth  all 
their  works. 

15  There  is  no  king  that  can 
be  faved  by  the  multitude  of  an 
hoft :  neither  is  any  mighty  man 
delivered  by  much  ftrength. 

16  A  horfe  is  counted  but  a 
vain  thing  to  fave  a  man  :  nei¬ 
ther  lhall  he  deliver  any  man  by 
his  great  ftrength. 

17  Behold  the  eye  of  the 
Lord  is  upon  them  that  fear 
him  :  and  upon  them  that  put 
their  truft  in  his  mercy ; 

1 8  To  deliver  their  foul  from 
death  :  and  to  feed  them  in  the 
time  of  dearth. 

19  Our  foul  hath  patiently 
tarried  for  the  Lord  :  for  he  is 
our  help  and  our  fhield. 

20  For  our  heart  lhall  rejoice 
in  him  :  becaule  we  have  hoped 
in  his  holy  Name. 

2 1  Let  thy  merciful  kindnefs, 
O  Lord,  be  upon  us  :  like  as  we 
do  put  our  truft  in  thee.

foek  peace,  and  enfue  it. 

15  The 
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15  The  eyes  of  the  Lord  are 
over  the  righteous :  and  his  ears 
are  open  unto  their  prayers. 

16  The  countenance  of  the 
Lord  is  againft  them  that  do 
evil  :  to  root  out  the  remem¬ 
brance  of  them  from  the  earth. 

17  The  righteous  cry,  and 
the  Lord  heareth  them  :  and 
delivereth  them  out  of  all  their 
troubles. 

18  The  Lord  is  nigh  unto 
them  that  are  of  a  contrite  heart  :

8  They  fhall  be  fatisfied  with 
the  plenteoufnefs  of  thy  houfe  :

36 1  mylelf  have  leen  the  un- 
,  godly  in  great  power :  and  flou- 
rifhing  like  a  green  bay-tree. 

37 1  went  by,  and  lo,  he  was 
gone  :  I  fought  him,  but  his 
place  could  no  where  be  found. 

38  Keep  innocency,  and  take 
heed  unto  the  thing  that  is 
right :  for  that  fhall  bring  a  man 
peace  at  the  laft. 

39  As  for  the  tranlgreflors, 
they  fhall  perifh  together :  and 
the  end  of  the  ungodly  is,  they 
fhall  be  rooted  out  at  the  laft. 

40  But  the  lalvation  of  the 
righteous  cometh  of  the  Lord  : 
who  is  alio  their  ftrength  in  the 
time  of  trouble. 

41  And  the  Lord  fhall  Hand 

by  them,  and  fave  them  :  he 
fhall  deliver  them  from  the 
ungodly,  and  fhall  lave  them, 
becaufe  they  put  their  truft  in

2,  For  thine  arrows  flick  faft 
in  me  :  and  thy  hand  prefleth 
me  fore. 

3  There  is  no  health  in  my 
flelh,  becaufe  of  thy  difpleafure : 
neither  is  there  any  reft  in  my 
bones,  by  reafon  of  my  fin ; 

4  For  my  wickednefles  are 
gone  over  my  head  :  and  are 
like  a  fore  burden,  too  heavy 
for  me  to  bear.

2 1  Forlake  me  not,  O  Lord 
my  God  :  be  not  thou  far  from 
me. 

22  Hafte  thee  to  help  me  : 
O  Lord  Gcd  of  my  lalvation. 

PSAL.  39.  Dixi,  cujiodiam. 
Said,  I  will  take  heed  to  my 
ways  :  that  I  offend  not  in 
my  tongue ; 

2  1  will  keep  my  mouth  as  it 
were  with  a  bridle  :  while  the 
ungodly  is  in  my  fight. 

3 1  held  my  tongue  and  foake 
I  i  2.  nothing: 
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nothing  :  I  kept  filence,  yea, 
even  from  good  words  ;  but  it 
was  pain  and  grief  to  me. 

4  My  heart  was  hot  within 
me,  and  while  I  was  thus  muf- 
ing,  the  fire  kindled  :  and  at 
the  laft  I  fpake  with  my  tongue; 

5  Lord,  let  me  know  my  end, 
and  the  number  of  my  days  :

10  For  all  the  beafts  of  the 
foreft  are  mine  ;  and  fo  are  the 
cattle  upon  a  thoufand  hills. 

11I  know  all  the  fowls  up¬ 
on  the  mountains  :  and  the  wild 
beafts  of  the  field  are  in  my 
fight. 

12  If  I  be  hungry,  I  will  not 
tell  thee  :  for  the  whole  world 
is  mine,  and  all  that  is  therein. 

13  Thinkeft  thou  that  I  will 
eat  bulls  fiefh  :  and  drink  the 

.  blood  of  goats  ? 

14  Offer  unto  God  thankf- 
giving  :  and  pay  thy  vows  un¬ 
to  the  moft  Higheft ; 

K  k  2  15  And 
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15  And  call  upon  me  in 
the  time  of  trouble  :  fo  will  I 
hear  thee,  and  thou  (halt  praife 
me. 

16  But  unto  the  ungodly  faid 
God  :  Why  doft  thou  preach 
my  laws,  and  takeft  my  cove¬ 
nant  in  thy  mouth ;

2  He  verily  is  my  ftrength 
and  my  lalvation :  he  is  my  de¬ 
fence,  lb  that  I  fhall  not  great¬ 
ly  fall. 

3  How  long  will  ye  imagine 
milchief  againft  every  man  :  ye 
fhall  be  flain  all  the  fort  of  you  ; 
yea,  as  a  tottering  wall  fhall  ye 
be,  and  like  a  broken  hedge. 

4  Their  device  is  only  how 
to  put  him  out  whom  God  will 
exalt  :  their  delight  is  in  lyes; 
they  give  good  words  with 
their  mouth,  but  curie  with 
their  heart. 

5  Nevertheless,  myfoul,  wait 
thou  ftill  upon  God  :  for  my 
hope  is  in  him. 

o  He  truly  is  my  ftrength 

:  and 
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and  my  falvation  :  he  is  my  de¬ 
fence,  lo  that  I  ihall  not  fall. 

7  In  God  is  my  health  and  my 
glory  :  the  rock  of  my  might, 
and  in  God  is  my  truft. 

8  O  put  your  truft  in  him  al- 
way,  ye  people  :  pour  out  your 
hearts  before  him,  for  God  is 
our  hope. 

9  As  for  the  children  of  men 
they  are  but  vanity  :  the  child¬ 
ren  of  men  are  deceitful  upon 
the  weights,  they  are  altogether 
lighter  than  vanity  itfolf. 

10  O  truft  not  in  wrong  and 
robbery,  give  not  your  lelves 
unto  vanity  :  if  riches  increafo, 
let  not  your  heart  upon  them. 

1 1  God  fpakeonce,  and  twice 
I  have  alfo  heard  the  lame :  that 
power  belongeth  unto  God  ; 

12  And  that  thou,  Lord,  art 
merciful  :  for  thou  rewarded; 
every  man  according  to  his 
work. 

PSAL.  63.  Deus ,  Deus  nteus. 

God,  thou  art  my  God  : 
early  will  I  leek  thee. 

2  My  foul  thirfteth  for  thee, 
my  lielh  alfo  longeth  after  thee : 
in  a  barren  and  dry  land  where 
no  water  is. 

3  Thus  have  I  looked  for 
thee  in  holinels  :  that  I  might 
behold  thy  power  and  glory. 

4  For  thy  loving-kindnels  is 
better  than  the  life  itfelf  :  my 
lips  Ihall  praifo  thee. 

5  As  long  as  I  live  will  I 
magnily  thee  on  this  manner  :

3  But  let  the  righteous  be 
glad  and  rejoice  before  God  : 
let  them  alfo  be  merry  and 
joyful. 

4  O  fing  unto  God,  and  fing 
praifes  unto  his  Name  :  mag¬ 
nify  him  that  rideth  upon  the 
heavens,  as  it  were  upon  an 
horle ;  praife  him  in  his  Name 
JAH,  and  rejoice  before  him.

16  Why  hop  ye  fi>,  ye  high 
hills  ?  this  is  God’s  hill,  in  the 
which  it  pleafeth  him  to  dwell : 
yea,  the  Lord  will  abide  in  it 
for  ever. 

17  The  chariots  of  God  are 
twenty  thouland,  even  thou- 
fands  of  angels  :  and  the  Lord 
is  among  them,  as  in  the  holy 
place  of  Sinai.

3  Deliver  me,  O  my  God, 
out  of  the  hand  of  the  ungod¬ 
ly  :  out  of  the  hand  of  the  un¬ 
righteous,  and  cruel  man. 

4  For  thou,  O  Lord  God,  art 
the  thing  that  I  long  for  :  thou 
art  my  hope,  even  from  my 
youth. 

5  Through  thee  have  I  been 
holden  up  ever  lince  I  was  born : 
thou  art  he  that  took  me  out 
of  my  mother’s  womb ;  my 
praile  fhall  be  always  of  thee. 

6  I  am  become  as  it  were  a 
monfter  unto  many  :  but  my 
fore  truft  is  in  thee. 

7  O  let  my  mouth  be  filled 
with  thy  praile  :  that  I  may  ling 
of  thy  glory  and  honour  all  the 
day  long. 

8  Call:  me  not  away  in  the 
time  of  age  :  forfake  me  not 

M  m  when 
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when  my  ftrength  faileth  me. 

9  For  mine  enemies  (peak 
againft  me,  and  they  that  lay 
wait  for  my  foul,  take  their 
counfel  together,  faying  :  God 
hath  forfaken  him,  perfccute 
him,  and  take  him ;  for  there 
is  none  to  deliver  him. 

10  Go  not  far  from  me,  O 
God  :  my  God,  hafte  thee  to 
help  me. 

1 1  Let  them  be  confounded 
and  perifli  that  are  againft  my 
foul :  let  them  be  covered  with 
lhame  and  difhonour  that  feek 
to  do  me  evil. 

12  As  for  me,  I  will  patiently 
abide  alway  :  and  will  praile 
thee  more  and  more. 

1 3  My  mouth  lhall  daily 
fpeak  of  thy  righteoufnefs  and 
falvation  :  for  I  know  no  end 
thereof. 

14  I  will  go  forth  in  the 
ftrength  of  the  Lord  God  : 
and  will  make  mention  of  thy 
righteoufnefs  only. 

15  Thou,0  God,  haft  taught 
me  from  my  youth  up  until 
now  :  therefore  will  I  tell  of  thy 
wrondrous  works. 

16  Forfake  me  not,  O  God, 
in  mine  old  age,  when  I  am 
gray-headed  :  until  I  have  fhew- 
ed  thy  ftrength  unto  this  ge¬ 
neration,  and  thy  power  to 
all  them  that  are  yet  for  to 
come. 

1 7  Thy  righteoufnefs,  O  God, 
is  very  high  :  and  great  things 
are  they  that  thou  haft  done  ; 
O  God,  who  is  like  unto  thee  ! 

x  8  O  what  great  troubles  and 
adverfities  haft  thou  lhewed 
me !  and  yet  didft  thou  turn  and 


refrefh  me  :  yea,  and  brought- 
eft  me  from  the  deep  of  the 
earth  again. 

19  Thou  haft  brought  me  to 
great  honour  :  and  comforted 
me  on  every  fide. 

20  Therefore  will  I  praife  thee 
and  thy  faithfulnels,  O  God, 
playing  upon  an  inftrument  of 
mufick  :  unto  thee  will  I  fing 
upon  the  harp,  O  thou  Holy 
One  of  Ilrael. 

21  My  lips  will  be  fain  when 
I  fing  unto  thee  :  and  lb  will  my 
foul  whom  thou  haft  delivered. 

22  My  tongue  alfo  Lhall  talk 
of  thy  righteoufnefs  all  the  day 
long  :  for  they  are  confounded 
and  brought  unto  lhame,  that 
feek  to  do  me  evil. 

PSAL.  72.  Deus,  judicium. 

I V  E  the  King  thy  judge¬ 
ments,  O  God  :  and  thy 
righteoulhels  unto  the  King’s 
fon. 

2  Then  lhall  he  judge  thy 
people  according  unto  right  .- 
and  defend  the  poor. 

3  The  mountains  alio  lhall 
bring  peace  :  and  the  little  hills 
righteoulhefs  unto  the  people. 

4  He  lhall  keep  the  fimple 
folk  by  their  right  :  defend  the 
children  of  the  poor,  and  pu- 
nilh  the  wrong-doer. 

5  They  fhall  fear  thee  as  long 
as  the  fun  and  moon  endureth 
from  one  generation  to  another. 

6  He  lhall  come  down  like 
the  rain  into  a  fleece  of  wool  .- 
even  as  the  drops  that  water 
the  earth. 

7  In  his  time  lhall  the  right¬ 
eous  flourilh  :  yea,  and  abun¬ 
dance 
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dance  of  peace,  fo  long  as  the 
moon  endureth. 

8  His  dominion  fhall  be  alfo 
from  the  one  fea  to  the  other  : 
and  from  the  flood  unto  the 
world’s  end. 

9  They  that  dwell  in  the 
wildernefs  fhall  kneel  before 
him  :  his  enemies  fhall  lick  the 
dull. 

10  The  kings  of  Tharfis  and 
of  the  illes  fhall  give  prefents  : 
the  kings  of  Arabia  and  Saba 
lhall  bring  gifts. 

11  All  kings  fhall  fall  down 
before  him  :  all  nations  fhall  do 
him  forvice ; 

12  For  he  lhall  deliver  the 
poor  when  he  crieth :  the  needy 
alfo,  and  him  that  hath  no 
helper. 

1 3  He  fhall  be  favourable  to 
the  Ample  and  needy :  and  fhall 
prelerve  the  fouls  of  the  poor. 

14  He  fhall  deliver  their  fouls 
from  fallhood  and  wrong  :  and 
dear  fhall  their  blood  be  in  his 
flght. 

15  He  fhall  live,  and  unto 
him  lhall  be  given  of  the  gold 
of  Arabia :  prayer  fhall  be  made 
ever  unto  him,  and  daily  lhall 
he  be  praifed. 

16  There  lhall  be  an  heap  of 
corn  in  the  earth,  high  upon 
the  hills  :  his  fruit  lhall  lhake 
like  Libanus,  and  fhall  be  green 
in  the  city  like  grals  upon  the 
earth. 

17  His  Name  fhall  endure 
forever;  his  Name  fhall  remain 
under  the  fun  among  the  pofte- 
rities  :  which  fhall  be  blefled 
through  him ;  and  all  the  hea¬ 
then  lhall  praife  him. 
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18  Blefled  be  the  Lord  God, 
even  the  God  oflfrael  :  which 
only  doeth  wondrous  things; 

19  And  blefled  be  the  Name 
of  his  Majefty  for  ever  :  and 
all  the  earth  fhall  be  filled  with 
his  Majefty.  Amen,  Amen.

TRuly  God  is  loving  unto 
Ifrael :  even  unto  fuch  as 
are  of  a  clean  heart. 

2  Nevertheleft,  my  feet  were 
almoft  gone  :  my  treadings  had 
well-nigh  flipped. 

3  And  why  ?  I  was  grieved 
at  the  wicked  :  I  do  alfo  foe  the 
ungodly  in  fuch  prolperity; 

4  For  they  are  in  no  peril  of 
death :  but  are  lufty  and  ftrong. 

5  They  come  in  no  misfor¬ 
tune  like  other  folk :  neither  are 
they  plagued  like  other  men. 

6  And  this  is  the  caufe  that 
they  are  fo  holden  with  pride : 
and  overwhelmed  with  cruelty. 

7  Their  eyes  fwell  with  fat- 
nefs  :  and  they  do  even  what 
they  luft. 

8  They  corrupt  other,  and 
ipeak  of  wicked  blalphemy  : 
their  talking  is  againft  the  molt 
High; 

9  For  they  ftretch  forth  their 
mouth  unto  the  heaven  :  and 
their  tongue  goeth  through  the 
world. 

1  o  Therefore  fall  the  people 
unto  them  :  and  thereout  fuck 
they  no  fmall  advantage. 

1 1  Tufh,  fay  they,  how  Ihould 
God  perceive  it :  is  there  know¬ 
ledge  in  the  moft  High? 

Mm2  12.  Lo, 
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1  2  Lo,  thefe  are  the  ungod¬ 
ly,  thefe  prolper  in  the  world, 
and  thefe  have  riches  in  pof- 
feiTion  :  and  I  laid,  Then  have 
I  cleanfed  my  heart  in  vain, 
and  wafhed  mine  hands  in 
innocency. 

1 3  All  the  day  long  have  I 
been  punifhed  :  and  chaftened 
every  morning. 

14  Yea,  and  I  had  almoft  faid 
even  as  they  :  but  lo,  then  I 
lhould  have  condemned  the 
generation  of  thy  children. 

15  Then  thought  I  to  under- 
ftand  this  :  but  it  was  too  hard 
for  me ; 

1 6  Until  I  went  into  the  lanc- 
tuary  of  God  :  then  under- 
ftood  I  the  end  of  thefe  men ; 

17  Namely,  how  thou  doll 
fet  them  in  flippery  places :  and 
cafteft  them  down,  and  de- 
ftroyeft  them. 

1 8  Oh,  how  fuddenly  do  they 
confume  :  perifh,  and  come  to 
a  fearful  end ! 

19  Yea,  even  like  as  a  dream 
when  one  awaketh  :  fo  fhalt 
thou  make  their  image  to  va- 
nifh  out  of  the  city. 

20  Thus  my  heart  was  griev¬ 
ed  :  and  it  went  even  through 
my  reins. 

2 1  So  foolifh  was  I,  and  ig¬ 
norant  :  even  as  it  were  a  beaft 
before  thee. 

22  Neverthelefs,  I  am  alway 
by  thee  :  for  thou  haft  holden 
me  by  my  right  hand. 

23  Thou  lhalt  guide  me  with 
thy  counfel  :  and  after  that  re¬ 
ceive  me  with  glory. 

24  Whom  have  I  in  heaven 
but  thee  :  and  there  is  none 
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upon  earth  that  I  defire  in  com- 
parifon  of  thee. 

25  My  flelh  and  my  heart  fail- 
eth  :  but  God  is  the  ftrength 
of  my  heart,  and  my  portion 
for  ever. 

26  For  lo,  they  that  forfake 
thee  fhall  perifh  :  thou  haft  de- 
ftroyed  all  them  that  commit 
fornication  againft  thee. 

27  But  it  is  good  for  me  to 
hold  me  fall  by  God,  to  put 
my  truft  in  the  Lord  God  : 
and  to  Ipeak  of  all  thy  works 
in  the  gates  of  the  daughter  of 
Sion. 

PSAL.  74.  Ut  quid i  Deus  ? 

God,  wherefore  art  thou 
abfent  from  us  fo  long : 
why  is  thy  wrath  lb  hot  againft 
the  fheep  of  thy  pafture  ? 

2  O  think  upon  thy  congre¬ 
gation  :  whom  thou  haft  pur- 
chafed,  and  redeemed  of  old. 

3  Think  upon  the  tribe  of 
thine  inheritance  :  and  mount 
Sion,  wherein  thou  haft  dwelt. 

4  Lift  up  thy  feet,  that  thou 
mayeft  utterly  deftroy  every 
enemy  :  which  hath  done  evil 
in  thy  fandfuary. 

5  Thine  adverlaries  roar  in 
the  midft  of  thy  congregations: 
and  fet  up  their  banners  for 
tokens. 

6  He  that  hewed  timber  a- 
fore  out  of  the  thick  trees  :  was 
known  to  bring  it  to  an  excel¬ 
lent  work. 

7  But  now  they  break  down 
all  the  carved  work  thereof : 
with  axes  and  hammers. 

8  They  have  fet  fire  upon  thy 
holy  places  :  and  have  defiled 

the 
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the  dwelling-place  of  thy  Name, 
even  unto  the  ground. 

9  Yea,  they  faid  in  their 
hearts,  Let  us  make  havock 
of  them  altogether  :  thus  have 
they  burnt  up  all  the  houfes  of 
God  in  the  land. 

10  We  fee  not  our  tokens, 
there  is  not  one  prophet  more  : 
no,  not  one  is  there  among  us, 
that  underftandeth  any  more. 

11  O  God,  how  long  fhall 
the  adverlary  do  this  difho- 
nour  :  how  long  fhall  the  ene¬ 
my  blafpheme  thy  Name,  for 
ever  ? 

12  Why  withdraweft  thou 
thy  hand  :  why  plucked:  thou 
not  thy  right  hand  out  of  thy 
bofom  to  confume  the  enemy  ? 

12  For  God  is  my  King  of 
old  :  the  help  that  is  done  upon 
earth  he  doeth  it  himfelf. 

14  Thou  didft  divide  the  fea 
through  thy  power :  thou  brak- 
eft  the  heads  of  the  dragons  in 
the  waters. 

15  Thou  fmoteft  the  heads 
of  Leviathan  in  pieces  :  and 
gaveft  him  to  be  meat  for  the 
people  in  the  wildernefs. 

16  Thoubroughteftoutfoun- 
tains  and  waters  out  of  the  hard 
rocks  :  thou  driedft  up  mighty 
waters. 

17  The  day  is  thine,  and  the 
night  is  thine  :  thou  haft  pre¬ 
pared  the  light  and  the  fun. 

18  Thou  hart  fet  all  the  bor¬ 
ders  of  the  earth  :  thou  haft 
made  fummer  and  winter. 

19  Remember  this,  O  Lord, 
how  the  enemy  hath  rebuked  : 
and  how  the  foolilh  people  hath 
blafphemed  thy  Name. 


20  O  deliver  not  the  foul  of 
thy  turtle-dove  unto  the  multi¬ 
tude  of  the  enemies  :  and  for¬ 
get  not  the  congregation  of  the 
poor  for  ever. 

2 1  Look  upon  the  covenant : 
for  all  the  earth  is  full  of  dark- 
nels  and  cruel  habitations. 

22  O  let  not  the  fimple  go  a- 
way  afhamed  :  but  let  the  poor 
and  needy  give  praife  unto  thy 
Name. 

25  Arife,  O  God,  maintain 
thine  own  caufe  :  remember 
how  the  foolifh  man  blafphem- 
eth  thee  daily.  \ 

*  24  Forget  not  the  voice  of 
thine  enemies  :  the  prefump- 
tion  of  them  that  hate  thee  in- 
creafeth  ever  more  and  more.

UNTO  thee,  O  God,  do  we 
give  thanks  :  yea,  unto 
thee  do  we  give  thanks. 

2  Thy  Name  alfo  is  fo  nigh  :

declare. 

3  When  I  receive  the  con¬ 
gregation  :  I  fhall  judge  accord¬ 
ing  unto  right. 

4  The  earth  is  weak,  and  all 
the  inhabiters  thereof  :  I  bear 
up  the  pillars  of  it. 

5  I  laid  unto  the  fools.  Deal 
not  fo  madly  :  and  to  the  un¬ 
godly,  Set  not  up  your  horn ; 

6  Set  not  up  your  horn  on 
high  :  and  fpeak  not  with  a  ftifif 
neck ; 

7  For  promotion  cometh  nei¬ 
ther  from  the  eaft,  nor  from  the 
weft  :  nor  yet  from  the  fouth.

PSAL.  76.  Notus  in  Judaea. 

IN  Jewry  is  God  known  :  his 
Name  is  great  in  Ilrael. 

2  At  Salem  is  his  tabernacle : 
and  his  dwelling  in  Sion. 

3  There  brake  he  the  arrows 
of  the  bow  :  the  Ihield,  the 
fword,  and  the  battle. 

4  Thou  art  of  more  honour 
and  might  :  than  the  hills  of 
the  robbers. 

5  The  proud  are  robbed,  they 
have  llept  their  fleep  :  and  all 
the  men  whole  hands  were 
mighty,  have  found  nothing. 

6  At  thy  rebuke,  O  God  of 
jacob  :  both  the  chariot  and 
horfe  are  fallen. 

7  Thou,  even  thou  art  to  be 
feared  :  and  who  may  Hand  in 
thy  fight  when  thou  art  angry  ? 

8  Thoudidftcaufe  thy  judge¬ 
ment  to  be  heard  from  heaven : 
the  earth  trembled,  and  was 

Hill, 

9  When  God  arofe  to  judge¬ 
ment  :  and  to  help  all  the  meek 
upon  earth. 


10  The  fiercenels  of  man 
fhall  turn  to  thy  praile  :  and 
the  fiercenels  of  them  fhalt 
thou  refrain. 

11  Promile  unto  the  Lord 
your  God,  and  keep  it,  all  ye 
that  are  round  about  him  : 
bring  prefents  unto  him  that 
ought  to  be  feared. 

12  He  fhall  refrain  the  Ipirit 
of  princes  :  and  is  wonderful 
among  the  kings  of  the  earth. 

PSAL.  77.  Voce  mea. 

Will  cry  unto  God  with  my 
voice :  even  unto  God  will  I 
cry  with  my  voice,  and  he  fhall 
hearken  unto  me. 

2  In  the  time  of  my  trouble 
I  fought  the  Lord  :  my  fore 
ran,  and  ceafed  not  in  the  night- 
feafon ;  my  foul  refilled  com¬ 
fort. 

3  When  I  am  in  heavinefs, 
I  will  think  upon  God  :  when 
my  heart  is  vexed,  I  will  com¬ 
plain. 

4  Thou  holdelt  mine  eyes 
waking  :  I  am  fo  feeble,  that  I 
cannot  Ipeak. 

5  I  have  confidered  the  days 
of  old  :  and  the  years  that  are 
pall. 

6  I  call  to  remembrance  my 
fong  :  and  in  the  night  I  com¬ 
mune  with  mine  own  heart, 
and  fearch  out  my  Ipirits. 

7  Will  the  Lord  abfent  him- 
felf  for  ever  :  and  will  he  be  no 
more  intreated  ? 

8  Is  his  mercy  clean  gone  for 
ever  :  and  is  his  promile  come 
utterly  to  an  end  for  evermore  ? 

9  Hath  God  forgotten  to  be 
gracious  :  and  will  he  fhut  up 
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his  loving-kindnefs  in  difplea- 
fure  ? 

1  o  And  I  faid,  It  is  mine  own 
infirmity  :  but  I  will  remem¬ 
ber  the  years  of  the  right  hand 
of  the  molt  Higheft. 

ill  willremember  the  works 
of  the  Lord  :  and  call  to  mind 
thy  wonders  of  old  time. 

1 2  I  will  think  allb  of  all  thy 
works  :  and  my  talking  fhall  be 
of  thy  doings. 

1 3  Thy  way,  O  God,  is  holy : 
who  is  fb  great  a  God  as  our 
God  ? 

14  Thou  art  the  God  that  do- 
eft  wonders  :  and  haft  declared 
thy  power  among  the  people. 

15  Thou  haft  mightily  de¬ 
livered  thy  people  :  even  the 
fons  of  Jacob  and  Jofeph. 

16  The  waters  law  thee,  O 
God,  the  waters  faw  thee,  and 
were  afraid  :  the  depths  alfo 
were  troubled. 

17  The  clouds  poured  out 
water,  the  air  thundered  :  and 
thine  arrows  went  abroad. 

1 8  The  voice  of  thy  thun¬ 
der  was  heard  round  about  : 
the  lightnings  fhone  upon  the 
ground the  earth  was  moved, 
and  fhook  withal. 

19  Thy  way  is  in  the  fea,  and 
thy  paths  in  the  great  waters  : 
andthyfootfteps  are  not  known. 

20  Thou  leddeft  thy  people 
like  (beep  :  by  the  hand  of  Mo¬ 
les  and  Aaron.

PSAL.  78.  Attendite, popule. 

HEAR  my  law,  O  my  peo¬ 
ple  :  incline  your  ears 
unto  the  words  of  my  mouth. 


2  I  will  open  my  mouth  in  a 
parable  .-  I  will  declare  hard  len- 
tences  of  old ; 

3  Which  we  have  heard  and 
known  :  and  fuch  as  our  fathers 
have  told  us  ; 

4  That  we  fhould  not  hide 
them  from  the  children  of  the 
generations  to  come  :  but  to 
lhew  the  honour  of  the  Lord, 
his  mighty  and  wonderful  works 
that  he  hath  done. 

5  He  made  a  covenant  with 
Jacob,  and  gave  Ilrael  a  law  : 
which  he  commanded  our  fore¬ 
fathers  to  teach  their  child¬ 
ren  ; 

6  That  their  pofterity  might 
know  it  :  and  the  children 
which  were  yet  unborn  ; 

•  7  To  the  intent  that  when 

they  came  up  :  they  might 
lhew  their  children  the  lame  ; 

8  That  they  might  put  their 
truft  in  God  :  and  not  to  forget 
the  works  of  God,  but  to  keep 
his  commandments ; 

9  And  not  to  be  as  their  fore¬ 
fathers,  a  faithlels  and  ftubborn 
generation  :  a  generation  that 
let  not  their  heart  aright,  and 
whofe  Ipirit  cleaveth  not  fted- 
faftly  unto  God ; 

10  Like  as  the  children  of 
Ephraim  :  who  being  harnefs- 
ed,  and  carrying  bows,  turned 
themlelves  back  in  the  day  of 
battle. 

1 1  They  kept  not  the  cove¬ 
nant  of  God  :  and  would  not 
walk  in  his  law ; 

1 2  But  forgat  what  he  had 
done :  and  the  wonderful  works 
that  he  had  fhewed  for  them. 

1 3  Marvellous  things  did  he 

in 
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in  the  fight  of  our  forefathers, 
in  the  land  of  Egypt  :  even  in 
the  field  of  Zoan. 

14  He  divided  the  lea,  and 
let  them  go  through  :  he  made 
the  waters  to  Hand  on  an 
heap. 

15  In  the  day-time  alfo  he 
led  them  with  a  cloud  :  and  all 
the  night  through  with  a  light 
of  fire. 

1 6  He  clave  the  hard  rocks 
in  the  wildernels  :  and  gave 
them  drink  thereof,  as  it  had 
been  out  of  the  great  depth. 

17  He  brought  waters  out  of 
the  ltony  rock  :  fo  that  it  gufh- 
ed  out  like  the  rivers. 

18  Yet  for  all  this  they  fin¬ 
ned  more  againft  him :  and  pro¬ 
voked  the  moll  Higheft  in  the 
wildernels. 

19  They  tempted  God  in  their 
hearts  :  and  required  meat  for 
their  lull. 

20  They  Ipake  againft  God 
allb,  faying  :  Shall  God  prepare 
a  table  in  the  wildernefs  ? 

21  He  Imote  the  ltony  rock 
indeed,  that  the  waters  gulhed 
out,  and  the  ftreams  flowed 
withal  :  but  can  he  give  bread 
alfo,  or  provide  flelh  for  his 
people  ? 

22  When  the  Lord  heard 
this,  he  was  wroth  :  So  the  fire 
was  kindled  in  Jacob,  and  there 
came  up  heavy  difpleafure  a- 
gainft  llrael  ; 

22  Becaufothey  believed  not 
in  God  :  and  put  not  their  trull 
in  his  help. 

24  So  he  commanded  the 
clouds  above  :  and  opened  the 
doors  of  heaven. 
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25  He  rained  down  manna 
alfo  upon  them  for  to  eat  :  and 
gave  them  food  from  heaven. 

26  So  man  did  eat  angels  food  : 
for  he  font  them  meat  enough. 

27  He  caufod  the  eall-wind 
to  blow  under  heaven  :  and 
through  his  power  he  brought 
in  the  fouth-weft-wind. 

28  He  rained  flelh  upon  them 
as  thick  as  dull  :  and  feather¬ 
ed  fowls  like  as  the  land  of  the 
foa. 

29  He  let  it  fall  among  their 
tents  :  even  round  about  their 
habitation. 

30  So  they  did  eat  and  were 
well  filled  ;  for  he  gave  them 
their  own  delire  :  they  were  not 
dilappointed  of  their  lull. 

3 1  But  while  the  meat  was 

yet  in  their  mouths,  the  hea¬ 
vy  wrath  of  God  came  upon 
them,  and  flew  the  wealthieft 
of  them  :  yea,  and  Imote  down 
the  chofon  men  that  were  in 
llrael.  , 

32  But  for  all  this  they  fin¬ 
ned  yet  more  :  and  believed 
not  his  wondrous  works. 

33  Therefore  their  days  did 
he  confume  in  vanity  ;  and  their 
years  in  trouble. 

34  When  he  flew  them,  they 
fought  him  :  and  turned  them 
early,  and  enquired  after  God. 

35  And  they  remembered 
that  God  was  their  ftrength  : 
and  that  the  high  God  was 
their  redeemer. 

36  Neverthelefs,  they  did  but 
flatter  him  with  their  mouth  : 
and  dilfombled  with  him  in 
their  tongue. 

37  For  their  heart  was  not 

whole 
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whole  with  him  :  neither  con¬ 
tinued  they  ftedfaft  in  his  cove¬ 
nant. 

38  But  he  was  fo  merciful, 
that  he  forgave  their  mifdeeds : 
and  deftroyed  them  not; 

39  Yea,  many  a  time  turned 
he  his  wrath  away  :  and  would 
not  fuffer  his  whole  difpleafure 
to  arile. 

40  For  he  confidered,  that 
they  were  but  fldh  :  and  that 
they  were  even  a  wind  that 
pafleth  away,  and  cometh  not 
again. 

41  Many  a  time  did  they  pro¬ 
voke  him  in  the  wildernefs  :  and 
grieved  him  in  the  delert. 

42  They  turned  back,  and 
tempted  God  :  and  moved  the 
Holy  One  in  Ifrael. 

43  They  thought  not  of  his 
hand  :  and  of  the  day  when  he 
delivered  them  from  the  hand 
of  the  enemy ; 

44  How  he  had  wrought  his 
miracles  in  Egypt :  and  his  won¬ 
ders  in  the  field  of  Zoan. 

45  He  turned  their  waters  in¬ 
to  blood  :  fo  that  they  might 
not  drink  of  the  rivers. 

46  He  fent  lice  among  them 
and  devoured  them  up  :  and 
frogs  to  deftroy  them. 

47  He  gave  their  fruit  unto 
the  caterpillar  :  and  their  labour 
unto  the  grafs-hopper. 

48  He  deftroyed  their  vines 
with  hail-ftones  :  and  their  mul¬ 
berry  trees  with  the  froft. 

49  He  fmote  their  cattle  alfo 
with  hail-ftones  :and  their  flocks 
with  hot  thunder-bolts. 

50  He  call  upon  them  the 
furioufnefs  of  his  wrath,  an¬ 


ger,  difpleafure,  and  trouble  : 
and  lent  evil  angels  among 
them. 

51  He  made  a  way  to  his 
indignation,  and  fpared  not 
their  foul  from  death  :  but 
gave  their  life  over  to  the  pefti- 
lence ; 

52  And  fmote  all  the  firft- 
born  in  Egypt  :  the  moft  prin¬ 
cipal  and  mightieft  in  the  dwell¬ 
ings  of  Ham. 

&  r  .  .  , 

53  But  as  for  his  own  peopie, 

he  led  them  forth  like  theep  : 
and  carried  them  in  the  wilder¬ 
nels  like  a  flock. 

54  He  brought  them  out  fafe- 
ly,  that  they  Ihould  not  fear  : 
and  overwhelmed  their  ene¬ 
mies  with  the  lea  ; 

55  And  brought  them  with¬ 
in  the  borders  of  his  fanbtuary : 
even  to  his  mountain,  which 
he  purchafed  with  his  right 
hand. 

56  He  call:  out  the  heathen 
alfo  before  them  :  caufed  their 
land  to  be  divided  among  them 
for  an  heritage,  and  made  the 
tribes  of  Ifrael  to  dwell  in  their 
tents. 

57  So  they  tempted,  anddifi 
pleafed  the  moft  high  God  :  and 
kept  not  his  teftimonies; 

58  But  turned  their  backs, 
and  fell  away  like  their  fore¬ 
fathers  :  ftarting  afide  like  a 
broken  bow. 

59  For  they  grieved  him 
with  their  hill-altars  :  and  pro¬ 
voked  him  to  difpleafure  with 
their  images. 

60  When  God  heard  this,  he 
was  wroth  :  and  took  fore  dii- 
pleafure  at  Ifrael;

61  So 
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6 1  So  that  he  forfook  the  ta¬ 
bernacle  in  Silo  :  even  the  tent 
that  he  had  pitched  among 
men. 

62  He  delivered  their  power 
into  captivity :  and  their  beauty 
into  the  enemies  hand. 

63  He  gave  his  people  over 
alfo  unto  the  (word  :  and  was 
wroth  with  his  inheritance. 

64  The  fire  confumed  their 
young  men  :  and  their  maidens 
were  not  given  to  marriage. 

65  Their  priefts  were  flain 
with  the  f'word  :  and  there 
were  no  widows  to  make  la¬ 
mentation. 

66  So  the  Lord  awaked  as 
one  out  of  lleep  :  and  like  a  gi¬ 
ant  refrefhed  with  wine. 

67  He  finote  his  enemies  in 
the  hinder  parts  :  and  put  them 
to  a  perpetual  fharae. 

68  He  refilled  the  tabernacle 
of  Jofeph  :  and  chofe  not  the 
tribe  of  Ephraim ; 

69  But  chofe  the  tribe  of 
Judah  :  even  the  hill  of  Sion 
which  he  loved. 

.  70  And  there  he  built  his 
temple  on  high  :  and  laid  the 
foundation  of  it  like  the  ground 
which  he  hath  made  continu¬ 
ally. 

71  He  chofe  David  alfo  his 
forvant  :  and  took  him  away 
from  the  fheepfolds. 

72  As  he  was  following  the 
ews  great  with  young  ones,  he 
took  him  :  that  he  might  feed 
Jacob  his  people,  and  Iirael  his 
inheritance. 

73  So  he  fed  them  with  a 
faithful  and  true  heart  :  and 
ruled  them  prudently  with  all 
his  power.

40  He  opened  the  rock  of 
Hone,  and  the  waters  flowed 
out  :  fo  that  rivers  ran  in  the 
dry  places. 

41  For  why  ?  he  remember¬ 
ed  his  holy  promife  :  and  Abra¬ 
ham  his  fervant. 

42  And  he  brought  forth  his 
people  with  joy :  and  his  chofen 
with  gladnels ; 

43  And  gave  them  the  lands 
of  the  heathen  :  and  they  took 
the  labours  of  the  people  in 
pofleffion ; 

44  That  they  might  keep  his 
ftatutes  :  and  obferve  his  laws. 

Cbentng  ^ra^er. 
PSAL.  106.  Confitemini  Domino. 
Give  thanks  unto  the  Lord, 
for  he  is  gracious  :  and 
his  mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

2  Who  can  exprels  the  noble 
afts  of  the  Lord :  or  fhew  forth 
all  his  praife  ? 

3  Bleffed  are  they  that  alway 
keep  judgement :  and  do  right- 
eoufnels. 

4  Remember  me,  O  Lord, 
according  to  the  favour  that 
thou  beared:  unto  thy  people  : 
O  vifit  me  with  thy  lalvation  ; 

5  That  I  may  lee  the  felicity 
of  thy  chofen  :  and  rejoice  in 
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the  gladnels  of  thy  people,  and 
give  thanks  with  thine  inherit¬ 
ance. 

6  We  have  finned  with  our 
fathers  :  we  have  done  amifs, 
and  dealt  wickedly. 

7  Our  fathers  regarded  not 
thy  wonders  in  Egypt,  neither 
kept  they  thy  great  goodnels 
in  remembrance  :  but  were  dis¬ 
obedient  at  the  lea,  even  at  the 
Red  fea. 

8  Never theiels,  he  helped 
them  for  his  Name’s  fake  :  that 
he  might  make  his  power  to  be 
known. 

9  He  rebuked  the  Red  lea 
alio,  and  it  was  dried  up  :  lo  he 
led  them  through  the  deep, 
as  through  a  wildernels. 

10  And  he  laved  them  from 
the  adverlaries  hand  :  and  de¬ 
livered  them  from  the  hand  of 
the  enemy. 

1 1  As  for  thole  that  troubled 
them,  the  waters  overwhelm¬ 
ed  them  :  there  was  not  one  of 

them  left. 

12  Then  believed  they  his 
words  :  and  lang  praile  unto 

him. 

13  But  within  a  while  they 
forgat  his  works  :  and  would 
not  abide  his  counlel ; 

14  But  lull  came  upon  them 
in  the  wildernels  :  and  they 
tempted  God  in  the  delert. 

15  And  he  gyve  them  their 
defire  :  and  lent  Itrnnels  withal 
into  their  loul. 

16  They  angered  Moles  alio 
in  the  tents  .-and  Aaron  the  laint 
of  the  Lord. 

17  So  the  earth  opened,  and 
fwallowed  up  Dathan  :(  and 

co- 
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covered  the  congregation  of 
Abiram. 

1 8  And  the  fire  was  kindled 
in  their  company  :  the  flame 
burnt  up  the  ungodly. 

10  They  made  a  calf  in  Ho- 
reb  :  and  worfhipped  the  molt¬ 
en  image. 

20  Thus  they  turned  their 
glory  1  into  the  limilitude  ot  a 
calf  that  eateth  hay. 

a  1  And  they  forgat  God  their 
Saviour :  who  had  done  fo  great 
things  in  Egypt ; 

22  Wondrous  works  in  the 
land  of  Ham  :  and  fearful  things 

by  the  Red  fea. 

23  So  he  faid,  he  would  have 
deftroyed  them,  had  not  Mofes 
his  chofen  flood  before  him  in 
the  gap  :  to  turn  away  his 
wrathful  indignation,  left  he 
fhould  deftroy  them. 

24  Yea,  they  thought  fcorn 
of  that  pleafant  land  :  and  gave 
no  credence  unto  his  word  ; 

25  But  murmured  in  their 
tents  :  and  hearkened  not  unto 
the  voice  of  the  Lord. 

2 6  Then  lift  he  up  his  hand 
againft  them  :  to  overthrow 
them  in  the  wildernefs  ; 

27  To  call  out  their  feed 
among  the  nations  :  and  to 
featter  them  in  the  lands. 

28  They  joined  themfelves 
unto  Baal-peor  :  and  ate  the 
offerings  of  the  dead. 

29  Thus  they  provoked  him 
to  anger  with  their  own  inven¬ 
tions  :  and  the  plague  was  great 
among  them. 

30  Then  flood  up  Phinees 
and  prayed  :  and  fo  the  plague 
ceafed. 


31  And  that  was  counted  unto 
him  for  righteoufhefs  :  among 
all  pofterities  for  evermore. 

32  They  angered  him  alfo 
at  the  waters  or  ftrife  :  fo  that 
he  punifhed  Mofes  for  their 
fakes ; 

33  Becaufe  they  provoked 
his  lpirit  :  fo  that  he  Ipake  un- 
adviledly  with  his  lips. 

34  Neither  deftroyed  they 
the  heathen  :  as  the  Lord  com¬ 
manded  them ; 

35  But  were  mingled  among 
the  heathen  :  and  learned  their 
works. 

36  Infomuch  that  they  wor¬ 
fhipped  their  idols,  which  turn¬ 
ed  to  their  own  decay  :  yea, 
they  offered  their  fons  and  their 
daughters  unto  devils ; 

37  And  fhed  innocent  blood, 
even  the  blood  of  their  fons 
and  of  their  daughters  :  whom 
they  offered  unto  the  idols  of 
Canaan  ;  and  the  land  was  de¬ 
filed  with  blood. 

38  Thus  were  they  ftained 
with  their  own  works  :  and 
went  a  whoring  with  their  own 
inventions. 

39  Therefore  was  the  wrath 
of  the  Lord  kindled  againft  his 
people  :  infomuch  that  he  ab¬ 
horred  his  own  inheritance. 

40  And  he  gave  them  over 
into  the  hand  of  the  heathen  : 
and  they  that  hated  them  were 
lords  over  them. 

41  Their  enemies  opprelfed 
them  :  and  had  them  in  fub- 
jedlion. 

42  Many  a  time  did  he  de¬ 
liver  them  ;  but  they  rebelled 
againft  him  with  their  own 

2  in- 
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inventions,  and  were  brought 
down  in  their  wickednefs. 

43  Neverthelefs,  when  he 
faw  their  adverfity  :  he  heard 
their  complaint. 

44  He  thought  upon  his  co¬ 
venant,  and  pitied  them,  ac¬ 
cording  unto  the  multitude  of 
his  mercies  :  yea,  he  made  all 
thofe  that  led  them  away  cap¬ 
tive  to  pity  them. 

43  Deliver  us,  O  Lord  our 
God,  and  gather  us  from  a- 
mong  the  heathen  :  that  we 
may  give  thanks  unto  thy  holy 
Name,  and  make  our  boaft  of 
thy  praife. 

46  Blefled  be  the  Lord  God 
of  Ifrael  from  everlafting,  and 
world  without  end  :  and  let  all 
the  people  fay,  Amen. 


jBormng  draper, 
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OGive  thanks  unto  the 
Lord,  for  he  is  gracious  : 
and  his  mercy  endureth  for 
ever. 

2  Letthem  give  thanks,  whom 
the  Lord  hath  redeemed  :  and 
delivered  from  the  hand  of  the 
enemy 

3  And  gathered  them  out  of 
the  lands  from  the  eaft,  and 
from  the  weft  :  from  the  north, 
and  from  the  fouth. 

4  They  went  a  ft  ray  in  the 
wildernels  out  of  the  way  :  and 
found  no  city  to  dwell  in ; 

5  Hungry  and  thirfty  :  their 
foul  fainted  in  them. 

6  So  they  cried  unto  the 
Lord  in  their  trouble  :  and  he 
delivered  them  from  their  di- 
ftrefs.  6 
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7  He  led  them  forth  by  the 
right  way  :  that  they  might  go 
to  the  city  where  they  dwelt. 

8  O  that  men  would  there¬ 
fore  praife  the  Lord  for  his 
goodnefs  :  and  declare  the  won¬ 
ders  that  he  doeth  for  the  child¬ 
ren  of  men ! 

9  For  he  fatisfieth  the  empty 
foul :  and  filleth  the  hungry  foul 
with  goodnefs  ; 

I  o  Such  as  fit  in  darknefs,  and 
in  the  fhadow  of  death  :  being 
fail  bound  in  mifory  and  iron. 

I I  Becaufe  they  rebelled  a- 
gainft  the  words  of  the  Lord  : 
and  lightly  regarded  the  coun- 
fel  of  the  moil  Higheft ; 

12  He  alfo  brought  down 
their  heart  through  heavinefs  : 
they  fell  down,  and  there  was 
none  to  help  them. 

13  So  when  they  cried  un¬ 
to  the  Lord  in  their  trouble : 
he  delivered  them  out  of  their 
diftrefs; 

14  For  he  brought  them  out 
of  darknefs,  and  out  of  the  fha¬ 
dow  of  death  :  and  brake  their 
bonds  in  funder. 

15  O  that  men  would  there¬ 
fore  praifo  the  Lord  for  his 
goodnefs :  and  declare  the  won¬ 
ders  that  he  doeth  for  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  men ! 

16  For  he  hath  broken  the 
gates  of  brafs  :  and  fmitten  the 
bars  of  iron  in  funder. 

17  Foolifh  men  are  plagued 
for  their  offence  :  and  becaufe 
of  their  wickednefs. 

18  Their  foul  abhorred  all 
manner  of  meat :  and  they  were 
even  hard  at  death’s  door. 

19  So  when  they  cried  unto 

the 
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the  Lord  in  their  trouble  :  he 
delivered  them  out  ol  their 
diftreSs. 

20  He  fent  his  word,  and 
healed  them  :  and  they  were 
faved  from  their  destruction. 

ai  O  that  men  would  there¬ 
fore  praiSe  the  Lord  for  his 
goodnefs  :  and  declare  the  won¬ 
ders  that  he  doeth  for  the 
children  of  men ! 

22  That  they  would  offer  un¬ 
to  him  the  facrifice  of  thanks¬ 
giving  ;  and  tell  out  his  works 
with  gladnefs ! 

23 ‘ They  that  go  down  to 
the  fea  in  Ships  :  and  occupy 
their  bufinefs  in  great  waters ; 

24  Thefe  men  fee  the  works 
of  the  Lord  :  and  his  wonders 
in  the  deep. 

25  For  at  his  word  the  ftormy 
wind  arifeth  :  which  lifteth  up 
the  waves  thereof. 

26  They  are  carried  up  to 
the  heaven,  and  down  again  to 
the  deep  :  their  foul  melteth 
away  becaufe  of  the  trouble. 

27  They  reel  to  and  fro,  and 
flagger  like  a  drunken  man  : 
and  are  at  their  wits  end. 

28  So  when  they  cry  unto 
the  Lord  in  their  trouble  :  he 
delivereth  them  out  of  their 
difirefs. 

29  For  he  maketh  the  florm 
to  ceafe  :  io  that  the  waves 

thereof  are  ftill. 

30  Then  are  they  glad,  be¬ 
caufe  they  are  at  reft :  and  fb  he 
bringeth  them  unto  the  haven 
where  they  would  be. 

3 1  O  that  men  would  there¬ 
fore  praile  the  Lord  for  his 
soodnefs  :  and  declare  the 


wonders  that  he  doeth  for  the 
children  of  men ! 

32  That  they  would  exalt 
him  alfo  in  the  congregation  of 
the  people :  and  praife  him  in 
the  feat  of  the  elders ! 

33  Who  turneth  the  floods 
into  a  wildernefs  :  and  drieth 
up  the  water-fprings. 

34  A  fruitful  land  maketh  he 
barren  :  for  the  wickednefs  of 
them  that  dwell  therein. 

35  Again,  he  maketh  the 
wildernefs  a  Standing  water  : 
and  water-fprings  of  a  dry 
ground. 

36  And  there  he  fetteth  the 
hungry  :  that  they  may  build 
them  a  city  to  dwell  in  ; 

37  That  they  may  fow  their 
land,  and  plant  vineyards  :  to 
yield  them  fruits  of  increafe. 

38  He  blefleth  them,  fo  that 
they  multiply  exceedingly  :  and 
fuffereth  not  their  cattle  to 
decreafe. 

39  And  again,  when  they 
are  minifhed,  and  brought  low : 
through  oppreffion,  through 
any  plague,  or  trouble  ; 

40  Though  he  fuffer  them 
to  be  evil  intreated  through  ty¬ 
rants  :  and  let  them  wander  out 
of  the  way  in  the  wildernefs ; 

41  Yet  helpeth  he  the  poor 
out  of  mifery  :  and  maketh  him 
houfholds  like  a  flock  of  Sheep. 

42  The  righteous  will  con¬ 
sider  this,  and  rejoice  :  and  the 
mouth  of  all  wickednefs  Shall 
be  Stopped. 

43  Whofo  is  wife,  will  pon¬ 
der  thefe  things  :  and  they  Shall 
understand  the  loving-kindneSs 
of  the  Lord.

8  Let  his  children  be  father- 
lefs  :  and  his  wife  a  widow. 

9  Let  his  children  be  vaga¬ 
bonds,  and  beg  their  bread  :  let 
them  feek  it  all'o  out  of  delolate 
places. 

10  Let  the  extortioner  con- 
fume  all  that  he  hath  :  and  let 
the  ftranger  fpoil  his  labour. 

1 1  Let  there  be  no  man  to 
pity  him  :  nor  to  have  com¬ 
panion  upon  his  fatherlels 
children. 

ia  Let  his  pofterity  be  de¬ 
ft  royed  :  and  in  the  next  ge¬ 
neration  let  his  name  be  clean 
put  out. 

13  Let 
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1 3  Let  the  wickednefs  of  his 
fathers  be  had  in  remembrance 
in  the  fight  of  the  Lord  :  and 
let  not  the  fin  of  his  mother  be 
done  away. 

14  Let  them  alway  be  before 
the  Lord  :  that  he  may  root 
out  the  memorial  of  them  from 
off  the  earth;

and  reverend  is  his  Name. 

10  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is 
the  beginning  of  wifdom  :  A 
good  underftanding  have  all 
they  that  do  thereafter ;  the 
praife  of  it  endureth  for  ever. 

PSAL.  1 1 2.  Beatus  vir. 

Lefled  is  the  man  that  fear- 
eth  the  Lord  :  he  hath 
great  delight  in  his  command¬ 
ments. 

2  His  feed  fhall  be  mighty 
upon  earth  :  the  generation  of 
the  faithful  fhall  be  blefled. 

3  Riches  and  plenteoufhefs 
fhall  be  in  his  houfe  :  and 
his  righteoufnefs  endureth  for 
ever. 

4  Unto  the  godly  there  arifc 
eth  up  light  in  the  darknefs : 
he  is  merciful,  loving,  and 
righteous. 

5  A  good  man  is  merciful, 
and  lendeth  :  and  will  guide  his 
words  with  difcretion.

8  Who  turned  the  hard  rock 
into  a  Handing  water  :  and  the 
flint-ftone  into  a  fpringing-well.

OT  unto  us,  O  Lord,  not 
unto  us,  but  unto  thy 
Name  give  the  praife  :  for  thy 
loving  mercy,  and  for  thy 
truth’s  lake.

THE  PREFACE. 


IT  is  evident  unto  all  Men ,  diligently  reading  holy  Scripture,  and  ancient  Au~ 
thors ,  that  from  the  Apojlles  time  there  have  been  thefe  Orders  of  Minijlers 
in  Chrijl  s  Churchy  Bijhop  s ,  Priejls ,  and  Deacons .  Which  Offices  were  ever¬ 
more  had  in  fuch  reverend  Fjlimation ,  that  no  Man  might  prefume  to  execute 
any  of  them ,  except  he  were  firjl  called ,  tried ,  examined ,  and  known  to  have 
fuch  Qualities,  as  are  requifite  for  the  fame ;  and  alfo  by  publick  Prayer ,  with 
Impofition  of  Hands ,  were  approved  and  admitted  thereunto  by  law)ul  Autho¬ 
rity.  And  therefore ,  to  the  intent  that  thefe  Orders  may  be  continued ,  and  reve¬ 
rently  ufed  and  ejleemed  in  the  Church  of  England ;  no  man  Jhall  be  accounted 
or  taken  to  be  a  lawful  Bijhop ,  Priejl ,  or  Deacon ,  in  the  Church  of  England,  or 
fuffered  to  execute  any  of  the  faid  Fundi  ions,  except  he  be  called,  tried,  examined, 
and  admitted  thereunto,  according  to  the  Form  hereafter  following,  or  hath  had 
formerly  Fpf copal  Confecration  or  Ordination. 

And  none  Jhall  be  admitted  a  Deacon,  except  he  be  Twenty-three  Tears  of  age, 
unlefs  he  have  a  Faculty.  And  every  Man  which  is  to  be  admitted  a  Priefl , 
Jhall  be  full  Four- and- twenty  Tears  old.  And  every  Man  which  is  to  be  ordain¬ 
ed  or  confe crated  Bijhop,  Jhall  be  full  Thirty  Tears  of  age. 

And  the  Bijhop,  knowing  either  by  himfelf  or  by  fuffcient  Teftimony,  any  Per - 
fon  to  be  a  Man  of  virtuous  Converfation,  and  without  Crime ;  and  after  Exami¬ 
nation  and  Trial,  finding  him  learned  in  the  Latin  Tongue,  and  fufficiently  in- 
JlruSled  in  holy  Scripture,  may  at  the  Times  appointed  in  the  Canon,  or  elfe,  on 
urgent  Occafion,  upon  fome  other  Sunday  or  Holy- day ,  in  the  face  of  the  Church, 
admit  him  a  Deacon,  in  fuch  Manner  and  Form  as  hereafter  followeth. 


The  Form  and  Manner  of  Making  of  DEACONS. 

When  the  day  appointed  by  the  Bijhop  is  come,  after  Morning  Prayer  is  ended, 
there  Jhall  be  a  Sermon,  or  Exhortation,  declaring  the  Duty  and  Office  of  fuch 
as  come  to  be  admitted  Deacons',  how  neceffary  that  Order  is  in  the  Church 
of  Chrift ,  and  alfo  how  the  People  ought  to  ejleem  them  in  their  Office.

IT  appertaineth  to  the  Office  of  a  Dea¬ 
con,  in  the  Church  where  he  lhall  be 
appointed  to  ferve,  to  affift  the  Prieft  in 
Divine  Service,  and  fpecially  when  he 
miniftereth  the  holy  Communion,  and 
to  help  him  in  the  Diftribution  thereof, 
and  to  read  holy  Scriptures,  and  Homi¬ 
lies  in  the  Church  ;  and  to  inftruft  the 
Youth  in  the  Catechifm  ;  in  the  abfence 
of  the  Prieft  to  baptize  Infants,  and  to 
preach  if  he  be  admitted  thereto  by  the 
Bifhop.

Nto  every  one  of  us  is  given  grace 
according  to  the  meafiire  of  the 
gift  of  Chrift.

He  that  de¬ 
fended,  is  the  fame  alfo  that  afcended 
up  far  above  all  heavens,  that  he  might 
fill  all  things.)  And  he  gave  fome  Apo- 
ftles,  and  fomeProphets,  and  fomeEvan- 
gelifts,  and  fome  Paftors  and  Teachers,

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for  the  perfecting  of  the  Saints,  for  the 
work  of  the  Miniftry,  for  the  edifying 
of  the  Body  of  Chrift ;  till  we  all  come 
in  the  unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the 
knowledge  of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a 
perfect  man,  unto  the  meafure  of  the 
ftature  of  the  fulnefs  of  Chrift.

S.Matth.  9.  36. 

WHEN  Jefus  faw  the  multitudes 
he  was  moved  with  compaftion 
on  them,  becaufe  they  fainted,  and  were 
lcattered  abroad  as  fheep  having  no 
fhepherd.  Then  faith  he  unto  his  difci- 
ples,  The  harveft  truly  is  plenteous,  but 
the  labourers  are  few:  Pray  ye  there¬ 
fore  the  Lord  of  the  harveft,  that  he  will 
fend  forth  labourers  into  his  harveft. 

Or  elfe  this  that  followeth  out  of  the 
Tenth  Chapter  of  Saint  John. 
S.John  10.  1. 

VERILY  verily  I  fay  unto  you,  He 
that  entereth  not  by  the  door  in¬ 
to  the  fheep-fold,  butclimbeth  up  fome 
other  way,  the  fame  is  a  thief  and  a 
robber.  But  he  that  entereth  in  by  the 
door,  is  the  fhepherd  of  the  fheep.  To 
him  the  porter  openeth,  and  the  fheep 
hear  his  voice ;  and  he  calleth  his  own 
fheep  by  Name,  and  leadeth  them  out. 
And  when  he  putteth  forth  his  own 
fheep,  he  goeth  before  them,  and  the 
fheep  follow  him;  for  they  know  his 
voice.  And  a  ftranger  will  they  not 
follow,  but  will  flee  from  him;  for  they 
know  not  the  voice  of  ftrangers.  This 
parable  fpake  Jefus  unto  them,  but  they 
underftood  not  what  things  they  were 
which  he  fpake  unto  them.  Then  faid 
Jefus  unto  them  again,  Verily  verily  I 
lay  unto  you,  I  am  the  door  of  the 
fheep.  All  that  ever  came  before  me 
are  thieves  and  robbers;  but  the  fheep 
did  not  hear  them.  I  am  the  door;  by 
me  if  any  man  enter  in,  he  fhall  be 
faved,  and  fhall  go  in  and  out,  and  find 
pafture.  The  thief  cometh  not  but  for 
to  fteal,  and  to  kill,  and  to  deftroy  :  I 
am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and 
that  they  might  have  it  more  abundant¬ 
ly.  I  am  the  good  Shepherd :  the  good 
Shepherd  giveth  his  life  for  the  fheep. 
But  he  that  is  an  hireling,  and  not  the 


Shepherd,  whofe  own  the  fheep  are  not, 
feeth  the  wolf  coming,  and  leaveth  the 
fheep,  and  fleeth ;  and  the  wTolf catcheth 
them,  and  fcattereth  the  fheep.  The 
hireling  fleeth  becaufe  he  is  an  hireling, 
and  careth  not  for  the  fheep.  I  am  the 
good  Shepherd,  and  know  my  fheep, 
and  am  known  of  mine.  As  the  Father 
knowethme,  even  fo  know  I  the  Father: 
and  I  lay  down  my  life  for  the  fheep. 
And  other  fheep  I  have,  which  are  not 
of  this  fold :  them  alfo  I  muft  bring, 
and  they  fhall  hear  my  voice;  and  there 
fhall  be  one  fold,  and  one  Shepherd. 

Then  the  Bifhop  fitting  in  his  Chair , 
Jhall  minifier  unto  every  one  of  them 
the  Oath  concerning  the  King's  Supre¬ 
macy  ^  as  it  is  before  fet  forth  in  the 
Form  for  the  Ordering  of  Deaco72s.

YOU  have  heard,  brethren,  as  well 
in  your  private  examination,  as  ia 
the  exhortation  which  was  now  made  to 
you,  and  in  the  holy  leffons  taken  out 
of  the  Gofpel,  and  the  writings  of  the 
Apoftles,  of  what  Dignity,  and  of  how 
great  Importance  this  Office  is,  where- 
unto  ye  are  called.  And  now  again  we 
exhort  you  in  the  Name  of  our  Lord 
Jefus  Chrift,  that  you  have  in  remem¬ 
brance,  into  how  high  a  Dignity,  and  to 
how  weighty  an  Office  and  Charge  ye 
are  called :  That  is  to  fay,  to  be  Meflen- 
gers,  Watchmen,  and  Stewards  of  the 
Lord;  to  teach,  and  to  premonifh,  to 
feed  and  provide  for  the  Lord’s  Family ; 
to  feek  for  Chrift’s  fheep  that  are  dif- 
perfed  abroad,  and  for  his  children  who 
are  in  the  midft  of  this  naughty  world, 
that  they  may  be  faved  through  Chrift 
for  ever. 

Have  always  therefore  printed  in  your 
remembrance,  how  great  a  treafure  is 
committed  to  your  Charge.  For  they  are 
the  fheep  of  Chrift,  which  he  bought 
with  his  death,  and  for  whom  he  fhed 
his  blood.  The  Church  and  Congrega¬ 
tion  whom  you  muft  ferve,  is  hisSpoufe, 
and  his  Body.  And  if  it  fhall  happen, 
the  fame  Church,  or  any  member  there¬ 
of  do  take  any  hurt  or  hindrance  by 
reafon  of  your  negligence,  ye  know  the 
greatnefs  of  the  fault,  and  alfo  the  hor¬ 
rible  punifhment  that  will  enfue.  Where- 
6  fore 
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fore  confider  with  yourfelves  the  end 
of  the  Miniftry  towards  the  children  of 
God,  towards  the  Spoufe  and  Body  of 
Chrift;  and  fee  that  you  never  ceafe 
your  labour,  your  care  and  diligence, 
until  you  have  done  all  that  lieth  in 
you,  according  to  your  bounden  duty, 
to  bring  all  fuch  as  are  or  fhall  be  com¬ 
mitted  to  your  charge,  unto  that  agree¬ 
ment  in  the  faith  and  knowledge  of 
God,  and  to  that  ripenefs  and  perfe£l- 
nefs  of  age  in  Chrift,  that  there  be  no 
place  left  among  you,  either  for  error 
in  religion,  or  for  vicioufnefs  in  life. 

Forafmuch  then  as  your  Office  is  both 
of  fo  great  excellency,  and  of  fo  great 
difficulty,  ye  fee  with  how  great  care 
and  ftudy  ye  ought  to  apply  yourfelves, 
as  well  that  ye  may  fhew  yourfelves  du¬ 
tiful  and  thankful  unto  that  Lord,  who 
hath  placed  you  in  fo  high  a  Dignity; 
as  alfo  to  beware  that  neither  you  your¬ 
felves  offend,  nor  be  occafion  that  others 
offend.  Howbeit  ye  cannot  have  a 
mind  and  will  thereto  of  yourfelves; 
for  that  will  and  ability  is  given  of  God 
alone:  therefore  ye  ought,  and  have 
need  to  pray  earneftly  for  his  holy  Spi¬ 
rit.  And  feeing  that  you  cannot  by  any 
other  means  compafs  the  doing  of  fo 
weighty  a  work,  pertaining  to  the  fal- 
vation  of  man,  but  with  do£frine  and 
exhortation  taken  out  of  the  Holy  Scrip¬ 
tures,  and  with  a  life  agreeable  to  the 
fame :  confider  how  ftudious  ye  ought 
to  be  in  reading  and  learning  the  Scrip¬ 
tures,  and  in  framing  the  manners  both 
of  yourfelves,  and  of  them  that  fpecially 
pertain  unto  you,  according  to  the  rule 
of  the  fame  Scriptures:  and  for  this  felf- 
fame  caufe,  how  ye  ought  to  forfake 
and  fet  afide  (as  much  as  you  may)  all 
worldly  cares  and  ftudies. 

We  have  good  hope  that  you  have 
well  weighed  and  pondered  thefe  things 
with  yourfelves  long  before  this  time; 
and  that  you  have  clearly  determined, 
by  God’s  grace,  to  give  yourfelves 
wholly  to  this  Office,  whereunto  it  hath 
pleafed  God  to  call  you:  fo  that,  as  much 
as  lieth  in  you,  you  will  apply  yourfelves 
wholly  to  this  one  thing,  and  draw  all 
your  cares  and  ftudies  this  way;  and 
that  you  will  continually  pray  to  God 
the  Father,  by  the  mediation  of  our  on¬ 
ly  Saviour  Jelus  Chrift,  for  the  heaven¬ 


ly  affiftance  of  the  Holy  Ghoft;  that 
by  daily  reading  and  weighing  of  the 
Scriptures,  ye  may  wax  riper  and 
ftronger  in  your  Miniftry;  and  that  ye 
may  lb  endeavour  yourfelves  from  time 
to  time  to  fanftify  the  lives  of  you  and 
your’s,  and  to  falhion  them  after  the 
Rule  and  Do&rine  of  Chrift,  that  ye 
may  be  wholefome  and  godly  examples 
and  patterns  for  the  people  to  follow. 

And  now  that  this  prefent  Congrega¬ 
tion  of  Chrift,  here  affembled,  may  alfo 
underftand  your  minds  and  wills  in 
thefe  things,  and  that  this  your  promife 
may  the  more  move  you  to  do  your 
duties;  ye  fhall  anfwer  plainly  to  thefe 
things,  which  wre,  in  the  Name  of  God, 
and  of  his  Church,  fhall  demand  of  you 
touching  the  fame. 

O  you  think  in  your  heart,  that 
you  be  truly  called,  according  to 
the  will  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift,  and 
the  Order  of  this  Church  o {England,  to 
the  Order  and  Miniftry  of  Priefthood? 
Anfwer.  I  think  it. 

The  Bi/hop. 

RE  you  perfuaded  that  the  Holy 
Scriptures  contain  fufffciently  all 
Dobfrine  required  of  necefiity  for  eter¬ 
nal  falvation  through  faith  in  Jefus 
Chrift?  and  are  you  determined,  out 
of  the  faid  Scriptures  to  inftrufl  the 
people  committed  to  your  charge,  and 
to  teach  nothing,  as  required  of  necef- 
fity  to  eternal  falvation,  but  that  which 
you  fhall  be  perfuaded,  may  be  conclud¬ 
ed  and  proved  by  the  Scripture  ? 

Anfwer.  I  am  fo  perfuaded,  and  have 
fo  determined,  by  God’s  grace. 

The  BifJjop. 

ILL  you  then  give  your  faith¬ 
ful  diligence,  always  fo  to  mi- 
nifter  the  Dobfrine  and  Sacraments,  and 
the  difeipline  of  Chrift,  as  the  Lord 
hath  commanded,  and  as  this  Church 
and  Realm  hath  received  the  fame,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Commandments  of  God; 
fo  that  you  may  teach  the  people  com¬ 
mitted  to  your  Cure  and  Charge,  with  all 
diligence  to  keep  andobferve  the  fame? 

Anfwer .  I  will  fo  do,  by  the  help  of 
the  Lord. 

The  Bi/hop. 

WILL  you  be  ready  wTith  all  faith¬ 
ful  diligence  to  banifh  and  drive 
away  all  erroneous  and  ftrange  do&rines 
X  x  2  contrary 
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contrary  to  God’s  word;  and  to  life  both 
publick  and  private  monitions  and  ex¬ 
hortations,  as  well  to  the  Tick  as  to  the 
whole  within  your  Cures,  as  need  fhall 
require,  and  occafion  fhall  be  given  ? 

Anfwer ,  I  will,  the  Lord  being  my 
helper. 

The  Bi/hop . 

ILL  you  be  diligent  in  Prayers, 
and  in  reading  of  the  holy 
Scriptures,  and  in  fuch  ftudies  as  help 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  fame,  laying 
afide  the  ftudy  of  the  world  and  the 
flefh  ? 

Anfwer.  I  will  endeavour  myfelf  lb 
to  do,  the  Lord  being  my  helper. 

The  Bifhop. 

'ILL  you  be  diligent  to  frame  and 
falhion  your  own  felves,  and 
your  families,  according  to  the  Doc¬ 
trine  of  Chrift;  and  to  make  both  your- 
felves  and  them,  as  much  as  in  you 
lieth,  wholefome  examples  and  patterns 
to  the  flock  of  Chrift? 

Anfwer.  I  will  apply  myfelf  thereto, 
the  Lord  being  my  helper. 

The  Bifhop. 

ILL  you  maintain  and  fet  for¬ 
wards,  as  much  as  lieth  in  you, 
quietnefs,  peace  and  love  among  all 
Chriftian  people,  and  efpecially  among 
them  that  are  or  fhall  be  committed  to 
your  charge  ? 

Anfwer .  I  will  fo  do,  the  Lord  being 
my  helper. 

The  Bifhop. 

ILL  you  reverently  obey  your 
Ordinary,  and  other  chiefMini- 
fters,  unto  whom  is  committed  the 
charge  and  government  over  you ;  fol¬ 
lowing  with  a  glad  mind  and  will  their 
godly  admonitions,  and  fubmittingyour- 
ielves  to  their  godly  judgements? 

Anfwer.  I  will  lo  do,  the  Lord  be¬ 
ing  my  helper. 

Then  fhall  the  Bifop  fanding  up ,

Then  one  of  them  having 
read  the  Gofpel  (which  Jhall  be  ei¬ 
ther  out  of  Saint  Matth.  ix.  36,  as  be¬ 
fore  in  this  Office  ;  or  elfe  Saint  Luke 
xii.  35,  to  38,  as  before  in  the  Form 
for  the  ordering  of  Deacons  J  they 
that  are  to  be  made  PrieJls,Jhall  like- 
wife  take  the  Oath  of  Supremacy ,  be 
examined,  and  ordained,  as  is  in  this 
Office  before  appointed.

Lmighty  God,  who  by  thy  Son 
Jefus  Chrift  didft  give  to  thy  holy

HIS  is  a  true  faying,  If  a  man 
defire  the  Office  of  a  Bifhop,  he 
defireth  a  good  work.  A  Bifhop  then 
muft  be  blamelefs,  the  hufband  of  one 
Wife,  vigilant,  fober,  of  good  behaviour, 
given  to  hofpitality,  apt  to  teach ;  not 
given  to  wine,  no  ftriker,  not  greedy  of 
filthy  lucre,  but  patient,  not  a  brawler, 
not  covetous ;  one  that  ruleth  well  his 
own  houfe,.  having  his  children  in  fub- 
je£tion  with  all  gravity;  (For  if  a  man 
know  not  how  to  rule  his  own  houfe, 
how  fhall  he  take  care  of  the  Church  of 
God?)  Not  a  novice,  left  being  lifted 
up  with  pride,  he  fall  into  the  condemn¬ 
ation  of  the  devil.  Moreover  he  muft 
have  a  good  report  of  them  which  are 
without;  left  he  fall  into  reproach,  and 
the  fnare  of  the  devil. 

1[  Or  this :  For  the  Epiftle.  A<fts  20.  17. 

FROM  Miletus  Paul  fent  to  Ephefus, 
and  called  the  elders  of  the  Church. 
And  when  they  were  come  to  him,  he 
laid  unto  them,  Ye  know  from  the  firft 
day  that  I  came  into  Afia,  after  what 
manner  I  have  been  with  you  at  all 
feafons,  ferving  the  Lord  with  all  humi¬ 
lity  of  mind,  and  with  many  tears  and 
temptations,  which  befel  me  by  the 


lying  in  wait  of  the  Jews :  And  how  I 
kept  back  nothing  that  was  profitable 
unto  you,  but  have  fhewed  you,  and 
have  taught  you  publickly,  and  from 
houfe  to  houfe,  teftifying  both  to  the 
Jews,  andalfo  to  the  Greeks,  repentance 
toward  God,  and  faith  toward  our  Lord 
Jefus  Chrift.  And  now  behold,  I  go 
bound  in  the  Spirit  unto  Jerufalem,  not 
knowing  the  things  that  fhall  befal  me 
there ;  fave  that  the  Holy  Ghoft  wit- 
nefleth  in  every  city,  faying,  That  bonds 
and  affli£fions  abide  me.  But  none  of 
thefe  things  move  me,  neither  count  T 
my  life  dear  unto  myfelf,  fo  that  I  might 
finilli  my  courfe  with  joy,  and  the 
miniftry  which  I  have  received  of  the 
Lord  Jefus;  to  teftify  the  Gofpel  of  the 
grace  of  God.  And  now,  behold,  I  know 
that  ye  all,  among  whom  I  have  gone 
preaching  the  Kingdom  of  God,  lhall 
fee  my  face  no  more.  Wherefore  I  take 
you  to  record  this  day,  that  I  am  pure 
from  the  blood  of  all  men.  For  I  have 
not  fhunned  to  declare  unto  you  all  the 
counfel  of  God.  Take  heed  therefore 
unto  yourfelves,  and  to  all  the  flock, 
over  the  which  the  Holy  Ghoft  hath 
made  you  Overfeers,  to  feed  the  Church 
of  God,  which  he  hath  purchafed  with 
his  own  blood.  For  I  know  this,  that 
after  my  departing  fhall  grievous  wolves 
enter  in  among  you,  not  /paring  the 
flock.  Alfo  of  your  own  felves  fhall  men 
arife  fpeaking  perverfe  things,  to  draw 
away  difciples  after  them.  Therefore 
watch,  and  remember,  that  by  the  fpace 
of  three  years,  I  ceafed  not  to  warn 
every  one  night  and  day  with  tears. 
And  now,  brethren,  I  commend  you 
to  God,  and  to  the  word  of  his  grace, 
which  is  able  to  build  you  up,  and  to 
give  you  an  inheritance  among  all  them 
which  are  fanftified.  I  have  coveted  no 
man’s  filver,  or  gold,  or  apparel  .*  yea, 
ye  yourfelves  know,  that  thefe  hands 

have 
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have  miniftered  unto  my  neceffities,  and 
to  them  that  were  with  me.  I  have 
ihewed  you  all  things,  how  that  fo  la¬ 
bouring  ye  ought  to  fupport  the  weak; 
and  to  remember  the  words  of  the  Lord 
Jefus,  how  he  faid,  It  is  more  bleffed 
to  give  than  to  receive.

The  Service  fall  be  the  fame  with  the  ufual  Ofce  for  Holy-days  5  except  where  it  is  in  this  Of  ice  other- 
wife  appointed. 

If  this  day  f hall  happen  to  be  Afcenfion-day,  or  Whit-funday,  the  Colletts  of  this  Ofce  are  to  be  added 
to  the  Offices  of  thofe  Fefivals  in  their  proper  places :  If  it  be  Monday  or  Tuelday  in  Whitfun-week, 
or  Trimty-Sunday,  the  proper  Pjalms  appointed  for  this  Day,  infead  of  thofe  oj  ordinary  courfe,  fall 
be  alfo  iifcd,  and  the  Colletts  added  as  before  and  in  all  thefe  cafes  the  refi  oj  this  Office  fall  be  omitted : 
But  if  it  fall  happen  to  be  any  other  Sunday ,  this  whole  Ofce  fall  be  ufed ,  as  it  followed},  entirely.

Agreed  upon  by  the  Archbifhops  and  Bifhops  of  both  Provinces,  and  the  whole  Clergy, 
in  the  Convocation  holden  at  Londo n>  in  the  Year  1562,  for  avoiding  of  Diverfities 
of  Opinions,  and  for  the  ftablifhing  of  Confent  touching  true  Religion  :  Reprinted  by 
Hi$  Majefty’s  Commandment,  with  his  Royal  Declaration  prefixed  thereunto. 


His  Majefty’s  DECLARATION. 


TJE  IN  G  by  God’s  Ordinance ,  according  to  our  juft  Title , 
XJ  Defender  of  the  Faith,  and  Supreme  Governor  of  the 
Church,  within  thefe  our  Dominions//^  hold  it  moft  agree¬ 
able  to  this  our  Kingly  Offxe,andourown  Religious  Zeal ,  tocon- 
ferve  and  maintain  theChurch  committedto  our  charge,  in  unity 
of  true  Religion,  and  in  the  bond  of  Peace-,  and  not  to  fuffer  un- 
tiecejfary  Deputations ,  Altercations ,  or  Queftions  to  be  raifed, 
which  may  nourijh  Faction  both  in  the  Church  and  Common¬ 
wealth.  We  have  there/ ore,  upon  mature  deliberation ,  and  with 
the  advice  of  fo  many  of  our  Bifhops  as  might  conveniently  be 
called  together ,  thought  fit  to  make  this  Declaration  following: 

That  the  ArticlesoftheChurchofEnghnd( whichhavebeen 
allowed  and  authorized  heretofore ,  and  which  our  Clergy  ge¬ 
nerally  have  fubfcribed  unto )  do  contain  the  true  Do  Urine  of  the 
Church  of  England,  agreeable  to  God’s  Word :  which  We  do 
therefore  ratify  and  confirm ,  requiring  all  our  loving  Subjedls 
to  continue  in  the  uniform  profeffton  thereof ,  and  prohibiting 
the  leaft  difference  from  the  faid  Articles  ■,  which  to  that  end 
We  command  to  be  new  printed ,  and  this  our  Declaration  to 
be  publifhed  therewith. 

That  We  are  Supreme  Governor  of  the  Church  0/England : 
And  that  if  any  difference  ar  if e  about  the  external  policy,  con¬ 
cerning  the  Injunctions,  Canons,  and  other  Conftitutions 
whatfoever  thereto  belonging,  the  Clergy  in  their  Convocation 
is  to  order  and  fettle  them ,  having  firft  obtained  leave  under 
cur  Broad  Seal  fo  to  do  :  and  We  approving  their  faid  Ordi¬ 
nances  and  Conftitutions ;  providing  that  none  be  made  con¬ 
trary  to  the  Laws  and  Cuftoms  of  the  Land. 

That  out  of  our  Princely  Care,  that  the  Churchmen  may  do 
the  work  which  is  proper  unto  them,  the  Bifhops  and  Clergy, 
from  time  to  time  in  Convocation ,  upon  their  humble  defir e,fhall 
have  Licenfe  under  our  Broad  Seal  to  deliberate  of,  and  to  do 
all  fuch  things ,  as  being  made  plain  by  them,  and  affented  unto 
by  Us,  fhall  concern  the  fettled  continuance  of  the  Dodlrine  and 
Difcipline  of  the  Church  of  England  now  eftablifhed  -,  from 


which  We  will  not  endure  any  varying  or  departing  in  the  leaft 
Degree. 

That  for  theprefent ,  though  fame  Differences  have  been  ill 
raifed ,  yet  We  take  comfort  in  this,  that  all  Clergymen  within 
our  Realm  have  always  moft  willingly  fubfcribed  to  the  Articles 
eftablifhed-,  which  is  an  Argument  to  Us,  that  they  all  agree  in 
the  true,  ufual ,  literal  meaning  of  the  faid  Articles-,  and  that 
even  in  thofe  curious  Points,  in  which  the  prefent  Differences 
lie.  Men  of  all forts  take  the  Articles  of  the  Church  of  England, 
to  be  for  them-,  which  is  an  Argument  again,  that  none  of 
them  intend  any  Defertion  of  the  Articles  eftablifhed. 

That  there/ .rein  thefe  both  curious  and  unhappy  Differences, 
which  have  for  fo  many  hundred  years,  in  different,  times  and 
places,  exercifed  the  Church  of  Chrift,  We  will  that  all  further 
curious  Search  be  laid  afide,  and  thefe  Difputes  /hut  up  in 
God's  Promifes ,  as  they  be  generally  fet  forth  to  us  in  the  holy 
Scriptures ,  and  the  general  meaning  of  the  Articles  of  the 
Church  of  England,  according  to  them.  And  that  no  man 
hereafter  Jh  all  either  print  or  preach  to  draw  the  Articles  afide 
any  way,  but  fall  fubmit  to  it  in  the  plain  and  full  meaning 
thereof :  and  fhall  not  put  his  own  Senfe  or  Comment  to  be  the 
meaning  of  the  Article ,  but  fhall  take  it  in  the  literal  and  gram¬ 
matical  Senfe. 

That  if  any  publick  Reader  in  either  of  our  Univerfties ,  or 
any  Head  or  Mafter  of  a  College,  or  any  other  perfon  refpec- 
tively  in  either  of  them,  fhall  affix  any  new  Senfe  to  any  Arti¬ 
cle,  or  fhall  publickly  read ,  determine  or  hold  any  publick  Depu¬ 
tation,  or  fuffer  any  fuch  to  be  held  either  way,  in  either  the 
Univerfties  or  Colleges  refpedlively  -,  or  if  any  Divine  in  the 
Univerfties  ftoall  preach  or  print  any  thing  either  way,  other 
than  is  already  eftablifhed  in  Convocation  with  our  Royal  Af- 
fent-,  he,  or  they  the  Offenders ,  ftoall  be  liable  to  our  Difplea- 
fure,  and  the  Church's  Cenfure  in  our  Commiffon  Ecclefiaftical, 
as  well  as  any  other :  And  we  will  fee  there  fhall  be  due  Ex¬ 
ecution  upon  them. 


ATICLES  of  RELIGION. 


I.  Of  Faith  in  the  Holy  Trinity. 

THERE  is  but  one  living  and  true  God,  everlafting, 
without  body,  parts,  or  paftions  •,  of  infinite  power, 
wifdom,  and  goodnefs;  the  Maker,  and  Preferver  of  all 
things  both  vifible  and  invifible.  And  in  unity  of  this 
Godhead  there  be  three  Perfons,  of  one  fubftance,  power, 
and  eternity  ;  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghoft. 

II.  Of  the  Word  or  Son  of  God,  which  was  made  very  Man. 

TFIE  Son,  which  is  the  Word  of  the  Father,  begotten 
from  everlafting  of  the  Father,  the  very  and  eternal 
God, and  of  one  Subftance  with  the  Father,  took  Man’s  na¬ 
ture  in  the  Womb  of  the  blefled  Virgin,  of  her  Subftance  : 
fo  that  two  whole  and  perfect  natures,  that  is  to  fay,  the 
Godhead  and  Manhood, werejoinedtogetherinonePerfon, 
never  to  be  divided,  whereof  is  one  Chrift,  very  God,  and 
veryMan,  whotrulyfuffered,was  crucified,  dead  and  buried, 
to  reconcile  his  Father  to  us,  and  to  be  a  Sacrifice,  not  only 
for  original  guilt,  but  alfo  for  aCtual  fins  of  men. 

III.  Of  the  going  down  of  Chrift  into  Hell. 

AS  Chrift  died  for  us,  and  was  buried :  fo  alfo  is  it  to 
be  believed,  that  he  went  down  into  Hell. 

IV.  Of  the  Refur  re  A  ion  of  Chrift. 

CHRIST  did  truly  rife  again  from  death,  and  took  again 
his  body, with  flefh,  bones,  and  all  things  appertaining 
to  the  Perfection  of  Man’s  Nature,  wherewith  he  afeended 
into  Heaven,  and  there  fitteth  until  he  return  to  judge  all 
men  at  the  laft  day. 


V.  Of  the  Holy  Ghoft. 

r  |  'HE  Holy  Ghoft,  proceeding  from  the  Father  and  the 
Son,  is  of  one  Subftance,  Majefty,  and  Glory,  with 
the  Father  and  the  Son,  very  and  eternal  God. 

VI.  Of  the  Sufficiency  of  the  holy  Scriptures  for  Salvation. 

HOLY  Scripture  containeth  all  things  neceflary  to  Sal¬ 
vation  ;  lo  that  whatfoever  is  not  read  therein,  nor 
may  be  proved  thereby,  is  not  to  be  required  of  any  man, 
that  it  Ihould  be  believed  as  an  Article  of  the  Faith,  or  be 
thought  requifite  or  neceflary  to  Salvation.  In  the  name  of 
the  holy  Scripture  we  do  underftand  thofe  Canonical  Books 
of  the  Old  and  New  Teftament,  of  whofe  Authority  was 
never  any  doubt  in  the  Church.

VII.  Of  the  Old  T eftament. 

THE  Old  Teftament  is  not  contrary  to  the  New:  for 
both  in  the  Old  and  New  Teftament  everlafting  life 
is  offered  to  Mankind  by  Chrift,  who  is  the  only  Mediator 
between  GodandMan,beingbothGodand  Man.  Where¬ 
fore  they  are  not  to  be  heard,  which  feign  that  the  Old  Fa^ 
thers  did  look  only  for  tranfitory  promifes.  Although  the 
law  given  from  God  by  Mofes,  as  touching  Ceremonies  anc 
Rites,  do  not  bind  Chriftian  Men,  nor  the  Civil  Precepts 
thereof  ought  of  Neceffity  to  be  received  in  any  Common¬ 
wealth;  yet  notwithftanding,  no  Chriftian  Man  whatfoever 
is  free  from  the  Obedience  of  the  Commandments  which 
are  called  Moral. 

VIII.  Of  the  three  Creeds 

THE  three  Creed,  Nicene  Creeds,  Athanafms *  Creed, 
and  that  which  is  commonly  called  the  ApoftlesCrezd, 
ought  thoroughly  to  be  received  and  believed:  for  they  may 
be  proved  by  moft  certain  warrants  of  holy  Scripture. 

IX.  Of  Original  or  Birth-Sin. 

ORiginalSin  ftandeth  notin  the  following  of  Adam( asthe 
Pelagians  do  vainly  talk; )  but  it  is  the  fault  and  corrup¬ 
tion  of  the  nature  of  every  man,  that  naturally  is  ingendered 
of  the  offspring  of  Adam,  whereby  man  is  very  far  gone  from 
original  righteoufnefs,  and  is  of  his  own  nature  inclined  to 
pvil,  fo  that  the  flefh  lufteth  always  contrary  to  the  Spirit; 
and  thereforeineveryperfon  born  into  thisworld,itdeferveth 
God’s  wrath  and  damnation.  And  this  infection  of  nature 
doth  remain;  yea, in  them  thatare  regenerated:  wherebythe 
luft  of  the  flefh,  called  in  Greek,  fyovripa,  tfagxos,  which  fome 
do  expound  the  Wifdom,fome  Senfuality,fome  the  Affec¬ 
tion,  fome  the  Defire  of  the  flefh,  is  not  fubjed:  to  the  Law 
of  God.  And  although  there  is  no  condemnation  for  them 
that  believe  and  are  baptized,  yet  the  A  poftledoth  confefs, 
that  concupifcence  and  luft  hath  of  itfelf  the  nature  of  fin. 

X.  Of  Free  will. 

THE  condition  of  man  after  the  fall  of  Adam ,  is  fuch, 
that  he  cannot  turn  and  prepare  himfelf  by  his  own 
natural  ftrength  and  good  works  to  faith,  and  calling  upon 
God :  Wherefore  we  have  no  power  to  do  good  works  plea- 
lant  and  acceptable  to  God  without  the  Grace  of  God  by 
Chrift  preventing  us,  that  we  may  have  a  good  will,  and 
working  with  us  when  we  have  that  good  will. 

XI.  Of  the  Juftification  of  Man. 

WE  are  accounted  righteous  before  God,  only  for  the 
Merit  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jefus  Chrift  by 
Faith,  and  not  for  our  own  works  or  defervings.  Where¬ 
fore,  that  we  are  juftifled  by  Faith  only,  is  a  moft  whole- 
fome  Doftrine,  and  very  full  of  comfort,  as  more  largely  is 
expreffed  in  the  Homily  of  Juftification. 

XII.  Of  good  Works. 

ALbeit  that  good  Works,  which  are  the  fruits  of  Faith, 
and  follow  after  Juftification,  cannot  put  away  our 
fins,  and  endure  the  feverity  of  God’s  Judgement,  yet  are 
they  pleafing  and  acceptable  to  God  in  Chrift,  and  do 
fpringout  neceffarilyof  a  true  and  lively  Faith,  infomuch 
that  by  them  a  lively  Faith  may  be  as  evidently  known,  as 
a  tree  difcerned  by  the  fruit. 

XIII.  Of  Works  before  Juftification. 

WORKS  done  before  the  grace  of  Chrift,  and  the  in- 
fpiration  of  his  Spirit, are  not  pleafant  to  God,foraf- 
nuich  as  they  fpring  not  of  Faith  in  Jefus  Chrift,  neither  do 
they  make  men  meet  to  receive  grace,  (or  as  the  School- 
Authors  fay)  deferve  grace  of  congruity:yea, rather  for  that 
they  are  not  done  as  God  hath  willed  and  commanded  them 
to  be  done,  we  doubt  not  but  they  have  the  nature  of  fin. 
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XIV.  Of  Works  of  Supererogation. 

'XT  Oluntary  Works  befides,  over  and  above  God’s  com* 

*  mandments,  which  they  call  Works  of  Supereroga¬ 
tion,  cannot  be  taught  without  arrogancy  and  impiety.  For 
by  them  men  do  declare.  That  they  do  not  only  render  un¬ 
to  God  as  much  as  they  are  bound  to  do,  but  that  they  do 
more  for  his  fake,  than  of  bounden  duty  is  required: 
Whereas  Chrift  faith  plainly,  when  ye  have  done  all  that 
are  commanded  to  you,  fay,  We  are  unprofitable  fervants. 

XV.  Of  Chrift  alone  without  Sin. 

CHRIST  in  the  truth  of  our  nature,  was  made  like  un¬ 
to  us  in  all  things  (fin  only  except)  from  which  he  was 
clearly  void  both  in  his  flefh,  and  in  his  fpirit.  Pie  came 
to  be  the  Lamb  without  fpot,  who  by  facrifice  of  him¬ 
felf  once  made,  fhould  take  away  the  fins  of  the  world : 
and  fin  (as  Saint  John  faith)  was  not  in  him.  But  all  we 
the  reft  (although  baptized  and  born  again  in  Chrift) 
yet  offend  in  many  things,  and  if  we  fay,  we  have  no  fin 
we  deceive  ourfelves  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us. 

XVI.  Of  Sin  after  Baptifm. 

"P^OT  every  deadly  Sin,  willingly  committed  after 
^  ^  Baptifm,  is  fin  againft  the  Holy  Ghoft,  and  un¬ 
pardonable.  Wherefore  the  grant  of  repentance  is  not 
to  be  denied  to  fuch  as  fall  into  fin  after  Baptifm.  After 
we  have  received  the  Holy  Ghoft,  we  may  depart  from 
grace  given,  and  fall  into  fin,  and  by  the  grace  of  God 
we  may  arife  again,  and  amend  our  lives.  And  therefore 
they  are  to  be  condemned,  which  fay,  they  can  no  more 
fin  as  long  as  they  live  here,  or  deny  the  place  of  forgive- 
nefs  to  fuch  as  truly  repent. 

XVII.  Of  Predeftination  and  EleLlion. 

PRedeftination  to  life  is  the  everlafting  purpofe  of  God, 
whereby  (before  the  foundations  of  the  world  were 
laid)  he  hath  conftantly  decreed  by  his  Counfel,  fecret  to 
us,  to  deliver  from  curfe  and  damnation  thofe  whom  he 
hath  chofen  in  Chrift  out  of  mankind,  and  to  brino-  them 
by  Chrift  to  everlafting  falvation,  as  veffels  made°to  ho¬ 
nour.  Wherefore  they  which  be  endued  with  fo  excellent 
a  benefit  of  God,  be  called  according  to  God’s  purpofe  by 
his  Spirit  working  in  due  feafon :  they  through  grace 
obey  the  calling :  they  be  juftified  freely  :  they  be  made 
fons  of  God  by  adoption  :  they  be  made  like  the 
image  of  his  only-begotten  Son  Jefus  Chrift ;  they  walk, 
religioufly  in  good  works,  and  at  length,  by  God’s 
mercy,  they  attain  to  everlafting  felicity. 

^  As  the  godly  confideration  of  Predeftination,  and  our 
Eledion  in  Chrift  is  full  of  fweet,  pleafant  and  unfpeakable 
comfort  to  godly  perfons,  and  fuch  as  feel  in  themfelves 
the  working  of  the  Spirit  in  Chrift,  mortifying  the  works 
of  the  flefh,  and  their  earthly  members,  and  drawing  up 
their  mind  to  high  and  heavenly  things,  as  well  becaufe  it 
doth  greatly  eftablifh  and  confirm  their  faith  of  eternal  fal¬ 
vation,  to  be  enjoyed  through  Chrift,  as  becaufe  it  doth  fer¬ 
vently  kindle  their  love  towards  God :  fo,  for  curious  and 
carnal  perfons,  lacking  the  Spirit  of  Chrift,  to  have  conti¬ 
nually  before  their  eyes  the  Sentence  of  God’s  Predeftina¬ 
tion,  is  a  moft  dangerous  downfal,  wherebythe  Devil  doth 
thruft  them  either  into  defperation,  or  into  wretchleffnefs 
of  moft  unclean  living,  no  lefs  perilous  than  defperation. 

Furthermore,  we  muft  receive  God’s  promifes  in  fuch 
wife,  as  they  be  generally  fet  forth  to  us  in  holy  Scripture. 
And  in  our  doings,  that  will  of  God  is  to  be  followed,  which 
we  have  exprefly  declared  unto  us  in  the  Word  of  God. 
XV  III.O/ obtaining  eternalSalvation  only  by  the  Name  of  Chrift. 
'T^HEY  alfo  are  to  be  had  accurfed,  that  prefume  to 
J-  fay,  that  every  man  fhall  be  faved  by  the  Law  or 
Se<5t  which  he  profeffeth,  fo  that  he  be  diligent  to  frame 
his  life  according  to  that  Law,  and  the  light  of  Nature. 
For  holy  Scripture  doth  fet  out  unto  us  only  the  Name 
of  Jefus  Chrift,  whereby  men  muft  be  faved. 

XIX.  Of  the  Church. 

THE  vifible  Church  of  Chrift  is  a  congregation  of 
faithful  men,  in  the  which  the  pure  Word  of  God  is 
^reached,  and  the  Sacraments  be  duly  miniftered  according 
to  Chrift  s  Ordinance,  in  all  thofe  things  that  of  neceffity 
are  requifite  to  the  fame. 

As  the  Church  of  Jerufialem ,  Alexandria  and  Antioch , 
have  erred;  lo  alfo  the  Church  of  Rome  hath  erred,  not 
only  in  their  living  and  manner  of  Ceremonies,  but  alfo 
in  matters  of  Faith. 


XX. 
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XX.  Of  the  Authority  of  the  Church. 

THE  Church  hath  power  to  decree  Rites  or  Ceremonies, 
and  Authority  in  controverfies  of  Faith  :  And  yet  it  is 
not  lawful  for  the  Church  to  ordain  any  thing  that  is  con¬ 
trary  to  God’s  Word  written,  neither  may  it  lo  expound  one 
place  of  Scripture,  that  it  be  repugnant  to  another.  Where¬ 
fore  although  the  Church  be  a  witnefs  and  a  keeper  of  holy 
Writ,  yet  as  it  ought  not  to  decree  any  thing  againft  the 
fame,  l'o  befides  the  fame  ought  it  not  to  enforce  any  thing 
to  be  believed  for  neceffity  of  falvation. 

XXI.  Of  the  Authority  of  General  Councils. 

GEneral  Councils  may  not  be  gathered  together  without 
the  Commandment  and  Will  of  Princes.  And  when 
they  be  gathered  together  (forafmuch  as  they  be  an  alTem 
bly  of  Men,  whereof  all  be  not  governed  with  the  Spirit 
and  Word  of  God)  they  may  err,  and  fometimes  have  err¬ 
ed,  even  in  things  pertaining  unto  God.  Wherefore  things 
ordained  by  them  as  neceflary  to  Salvation,  have  neither 
ftrength  nor  authority,  unlefs  it  may  be  declared  that 
they  be  taken  out  of  holy  Scripture. 

XXII.  Of  Purgatory. 

THE  Romilh  Do£trine  concerning  Purgatory,  Par 
dons,  worlhipping  and  adoration,  as  well  of  Images, 
as  of  Reliques,  and  alio  invocation  of  Saints,  is  a  fond 
thing  vainly  invented,  and  grounded  upon  no  warranty  of 
Scripture,  but  rather  repugnant  to  the  Word  of  God. 

XXIII.  Of  mini jlering  in  the  Congregation. 

IT  is  not  lawful  for  any  man  to  take  upon  him  the  office 
of  publick  preaching,  or  miniftering  the  Sacraments  in 
the  Congregation,  before  he  be  lawfully  called  and  fent  to 
execute  the  fame.  And  thole  we  ought  to  judge  lawfully 
called  and  fent,  which  be  chofen  and  called  to  this  work  by 
men  who  have  publick  authority  given  unto  them  in  the 
congregation  to  call  and  fend  Minifters  into  the  Lord’s 
vineyard. 

XXIV.  Of  f peaking  in  the  Congregation  in  fuch  a  T ongue  as 
the  People  underjlandeth. 

IT  is  a  thing  plainly  repugnant  to  the  Word  of  God,  and 
the  cuftom  of  the  primitive  Church,  to  have  publick 
Prayer  in  the  Church,  or  to  minifter  the  Sacraments  in  a 
Tongue  not  underftanded  of  the  People. 

XXV.  Of  the  Sacraments. 

SAcraments  ordained  of  Chrifb  be  not  only  badges  or 
tokens  of  Chriftian  men’s  Profeffion  :  but  rather  they  be 
certain  fure  witneffes,  and  effedtual  figns  of  grace,  and 
God’s  good-will  towards  us,  by  the  which  he  doth  work 
invifibly  in  us,  and  doth  not  only  quicken,  but  alfo 
(Lengthen  and  confirm  our  faith  in  him. 

There  are  two  Sacraments  ordained  of  Chrift  our  Lord 
in  the  Gofpel,  that  is  to  fay,  Baptifm  and  the  Supper  of 
the  Lord. 

Thofe  five  commonly  called  Sacraments,  that  is  to  fay. 
Confirmation,  Penance,  Orders,  Matrimony,  and  Extreme 
Undtion,  are  not  to  be  counted  for  Sacraments  of  the  Gof¬ 
pel,  being  fuch  as  have  grown,  partly  of  the  corrupt  follow¬ 
ing  of  the  Apoftles,  partly  are  Hates  of  life  allowed  in 
the  Scriptures;  but  yet  have  not  like  nature  of  Sacraments 
with  Baptifm,  and  the  Lord’s  Supper,  for  that  they  have 
not  any  vifible  fign  or  ceremony  ordained  of  God. 

The  Sacraments  were  not  ordained  of  Chrift  to  be  gazed 
upon,  or  to  be  carried  about,  but  that  we  ffiould  duly  ufe 
them.  And  in  fuch  only,  as  worthily  receive  the  fame, 
they  have  a  wholefome  effed  or  operation :  but  they  that 
receive  them  unworthily,  purchafe  to  themfelves  damna 
tion,  as  Saint  Paul  faith. 

XXVI.  Of  the  Unworthinefs  of  the  Minifters ,  which  hinders 
not  the  effedi  of  the  Sacraments. 

ALthough  in  the  vifible  church  the  evil  be  ever  mingled 
with  the  good,  and  fometimes  the  evil  have  chief  au¬ 
thority  in  the  miniftrationofthe  Word  and  Sacraments :  yet 
forafmuch  as  they  do  not  the  fame  in  their  own  name,  but 
in  Chrift’s,  and  do  minifter  by  his  commiffion  and  authority, 
we  may  ufe  their  Miniftry,  both  in  hearing  the  Word  ofGod, 
and  in  the  receiving  of  the  Sacraments.  Neither  is  the  effed 
of  Chrift’s  ordinance  taken  away  by  their  wickednefs,  nor 
the  grace  of  God’s  gifts  diminilhed  from  fuch,  as  by  faith, 
and  rightly  do  receive  the  Sacraments  miniftered  unto  them; 


which  be  effedual,  becaufe  of  Chrift’s  inftitution  and  pro- 
mife,  although  they  be  miniftered  by  evil  men. 

N  everthelefs,  it  appertaineth  to  the  diicipline  of  the  Church, 
that  enquiry  be  made  of  evil  Minifters,  and  that  they  be  ac_ 
cufed  by  thofe  that  have  knowledge  of  their  Offences :  an  j 
finally  being  found  guilty,  by  juft  judgement  be  depofed. 

XXVII.  Of  Baptifm. 

BAptifm  is  not  only  a  fign  of  profeffion,  and  mark  of 
difference,  whereby  Chriftian  men  aredifcerned  from 
others  that  be  not  chriftened :  but  it  is  alfo  a  fign  of  Re¬ 
generation  or  new  Birth,  whereby,  as  by  an  instrument, 
they  that  receive  Baptifm  rightly  are  grafted  into  the 
Church :  the  promifes  of  forgivenefs  of  Sin,  and  of  our 
adoption  to  be  the  fons  of  God  by  the  Holy  Ghoft,  are 
vifibly  figned  and  fealed  :  faith  is  confirmed,  and  grace  in- 
creafed  by  virtue  of  prayer  unto  God.  The  Baptifm  of 
young  children  is  in  any  wife  to  be  retained  in  the  Church, 
as  molt  agreeable  with  the  inftitution  of  Chrift. 

XXVIII.  Of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

/TvHE  Supper  of  the  Lord  is  not  only  a  fign  of  the  love 
that  Chriftians  ought  to  have  among  themfelves  one 
to  another;  but  rather  is  a  Sacrament  of  our  redemption  by 
Chrift’s  death:  Infomuch  that  to  fuch  as  rightly,  worthily, 
and  with  faith  receive  the  fame,  the  bread  which  we  break, 
is  a  partaking  of  the  body  of  Chrift;  and  likewife  the  cup 
of  bleffing  is  a  partaking  of  the  blood  of  Chrift. 

T ranfu  bftantiation  (or  the  change  of  the  fubftance  of 
bread  and  wine)  in  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  cannot  be  prov¬ 
ed  by  holy  Writ;  but  is  repugnant  to  the  plain  words  of 
Scripture,  overthroweth  the  nature  of  a  Sacrament,  and 
hath  given  occafion  to  many  fuperftitions. 

The  Body  of  Chrift  is  given,  taken,  and  eaten  in  the 
Supper,  only  after  an  heavenly  and  fpiritual  manner.  And 
the  mean  whereby  the  body  of  Chrift  is  received  and  eaten 
in  the  Supper,  is  Faith. 

The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper  was  not  by  Chrift’s 
ordinance  referved,  carried  about,  lifted  up,  or  worfhipped. 

XXIX.  Of  the  Wicked ,  which  do  not  eat  the  Body  of  Chrift , 
in  the  ufe  of  the  Lord's  Supper. 

THE  wicked,  and  fuch  as  be  void  of  a  lively  faith,  al¬ 
though  they  do  carnally  and  vifibly  prefs  with  their 
teeth  (as  Saint  Auguftine  faith)  the  Sacrament  of  the  body 
and  blood  of  Chrift:  yet  in  no  wife  are  they  partakers  of 
Chrift :  but  rather,  to  their  condemnation,  do  eat  and  drink 
the  Sign  or  Sacrament  of  fo  great  a  thing. 

XXX.  Of  both  Kinds. 

THE  Cup  of  the  Lord  is  not  to  be  denied  to  the  Lay 
people  :  for  both  the  parts  of  the  Lord’s  Sacrament 
by  Chrift’s  ordinance  and  commandment,  ought  to  be  mi¬ 
niftered  to  all  Chriftian  men  alike. 

XXXI.  Of  the  one  Oblation  of  Chrift  finifhed  upon  the  Crofs. 

THE  Offering  of  Chrift  once  made,  is  that  perfed 
Redemption,  Propitiation,  and- Satisfaction  for  all 
the  Sins  of  the  whole  world,  both  original  and  adual ;  and 
there  is  none  other  fatisfadion  for  fin,  but  that  alone. 
Wherefore  the  facrifice  of  Malles,  in  the  which  it  was  com¬ 
monly  faid,  that  the  Prieft  did  offer  Chrift  for  the  quick 
and  the  dead  to  have  remiffion  of  pain  or  guilt,  were  blal- 
phemous  fables,  and  dangerous  deceits. 

XXXII.  Of  the  Marriage  of  Priefts. 

'Dlfhops,  Priefts,  and  Deacons,  are  not  commanded  by 
God’s  Law,  either  to  vow  the  eftate  of  fingle  life,  or  to 
abftain  from  Marriage :  Therefore  it  is  lawful  for  them  as 
for  all  other  Chriftian  men,  to  marry  at  their  own  difcretion 
as  they  fhall  judge  the  fame  to  ferve  better  to  godlinefs. 

XXXIII.  Of  excommunicate  Per  fons,  how  they  are  to  be  avoided. 
[""'Hat  Perfon  which  by  open  denunciation  of  the  church, 

A  is  rightly  cut  off  from  the  unity  of  the  Church,  and 
excommunicated,  ought  to  be  taken  of  the  whole  multitude 
ol  the  faithful,  as  an  Heathen  and  Publican,  until  he  be 
openly  reconciled  by  penance,  and  received  into  the  Church 
by  a  judge  that  hath  authority  thereunto. 

XXXIV.  Of  the  Traditions  of  the  Church. 

T T  is  not  neceflary  that  T raditions  and  Ceremonies  be  in  all 
*■  places  one,  or  utterly  like  :  for  at  all  times  they  have  been 
divers,  and  may  be  changed  according  to  the  diverfities  of 
*  A  2  Coun- 
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Countries,  times,  and  men’s  manners,  fo  that  nothing  be  or¬ 
dained  again  ft  God’s  word.  Whofoever  through  his  private 
judgement  willingly  and  purpolely  doth  openly  bieak  the 
traditions  and  ceremonies  of  the  Churqh  which  be  not  re¬ 
pugnant  to  the  Word  of  God,  and  be  ordained  and  approved 
by 'common  authority,  ought  to  be  rebuked  openly  (that 
ocher  may  fear  to  do  the  like)  as  he  that  offendeth  againft 
the  common  order  of  the  Church,  and  hurteth  the  autho¬ 
rity  of  the  Magiftrate,  and  woundeth  the  coni’ciences  of  the 
weak  brethren. 

Every  particular  or  national  Church  hath  authority  to  or¬ 
dain,  change  and  abolith  ceremonies  or  rites  of  the  Church, 
ordained  only  by  man’s  authority,  fo  that  all  things  be  done 
to  edifying. 

XXXV.  Of  the  Homilies. 

THE  fecond  Book  of  Homilies,  the  feveral  titles  whereof 
we  have  joined  under  this  Article,  doth  contain  a 
godly  and  wholfome  dodtrine,  and  necefiary  for  tnefe  times, 
as  doth  the  former  book  of  Homilies,  which  were  let  forth 
in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Sixth-,  and  therefore  we  judge 
them  to  be  read  in  Churches  by  the  minifters,  diligently  and 
diftin&ly,  that  they  may  be  underftanded  of  the  people :

XXXVI.  Of  Confecration  of  Bifhops  and  Minifters. 

THE  Book  of  Confecration  of  Archbifhops  and  Bifhops, 
and  Ordering of-Priefts  and  Deacons,  lately  fet  forth  in 
the  time  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  and  confirmed  at  the  fame 
time  by  authority  of  Parliament,  doth  contain  all  things 
necefiary  to  fuch  Confecration  and  Ordering :  neither  hath 
it  any  thing,  that  of  itfelfis  fuperftitious  and  ungodly.  And 
therefore  whofoever  are  confecrated  or  ordered  according  to 
the  rites  of  that  Book,  fmce  the  fecond  year  of  the  fore- 
named  King  Edward,  unto  this  time,  or  hereafter  fhall  be 
confecrated  or  ordered  according  to  the  fame  rites-,  we  decree 
all  fuch  to  be  rightly,  orderly,  and  lawfully  confecrated  and 
ordered. 


XXXVII.  Of  the  Civil  Magi  ft  rates. 

TPIE  King’s  Majefty  hath  the  chief  Power  in  this  Realm 
of  England ,  and  other  his  dominions,  unto  whom  the 
chief  government  of  all  eftates  of  this  Realm,  whether  they 
be  Ecclefiaftical  or  Civil,  in  all  caufes  doth  appertain,  and  is 
not,  nor  ought  to  be  lubjeft  to  any  foreign  jurifdidt  ion. 

Where  we  attribute  to  the  King’s  Majefty  the  chief 
government,  by  which  titles  we  underftand  the  minds  of 
lome  flanderous  folks  to  be  offended ;  we  give  not  to  our 
Princesthe  miniftering  either  of  God’s  Word,  or  of  Sacra¬ 
ments,  the  which  thing  the  Injunctions  alfo  lately  fet  forth 
by  Elizabeth  our  Queen  do  moft  plainly  teftify  :  But  that 
only  prerogative  which  we  fee  to  have  been  given  always 
to  all  godly  Princes  in  holy  Scriptures  by  God  himfelf;  that 
is,  that  they  fiiould  rule  all  eftates  and  degrees  committed 
to  their  charge  by  God,  whether  they  be  Ecclefiaftical  or 
Temporal,  and  reftrain  with  the  civil  fword  the  flubbom 
and  evil-doers. 

The  Bifhop  of  Rome  hath  no  jurifdi&ion  in  this  Realm 

of  England. 

The  laws  of  the  Realm  may  punifh  Chriftian  men  with 
death,  for  heinous  and  grievous  offences. 

It  is  lawful  for  Chriftian  men  at  the  commandment  of  the 
Magiftrate,  to  wear  weapons,  and  ferve  in  the  wars. 

XXXVIII.  Of  Chriftian  men's  Goods  which  are  not  common . 
np'HE  riches  and  goods  of  Chriftians  are  not  common,  as 
touching  the  right,  title,  and  poffeffion  of  the  fame, 
as  certain  Anabaptifts  do  falfly  boaft.  Nowithftanding  every 
man  ought,  of  fuch  things  as  he  pofieffeth,  liberally  to  give 
alms  to  the  poor,  according  to  his  ability. 

XXXIX  Of  a  Chriftian  Man's  Oath. 

AS  we  confefs  that  vain  and  rafh  fwearing  is  forbidden 
Chriftian  men  by  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift,  and  fames 
his  apoftle-,  fo  we  judge  that  Chriftian  Religion  doth  not 
prohibit,  but  that  a  man  may  fwear  when  the  Magiftrate 
requireth,  in  a  caufe  of  faith  and  charity,  fo  it  be  done  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Prophet’s  teaching,  in  Juftice,  Judgement, 
and  Truth. 

THF  R  ATIFICATION. 

Z*  HIS  Book  of  Articles  before  rehear  fed,  is  again  approved, 
and  allowed  to  be  holden  and  executed  within  the  Realm , 
by  the  ajfent  and  confent  of  our  Sovereign  Lady  Elizabeth, 
by  ihe  grace  of  God,  of  England,  France,  and  Ireland,  Queen, 
Defender  of  the  Faith ,  &c.  Which  Articles  were  deliberately 
read,  and  confirmed  again  by  the  fubfeription  of  the  hands  of  the 
Archbijhop  and  Bifhops  of  the  upper  Houfe,  and  by  the  fubferip¬ 
tion  of  the  whole  Clergy  of  the  Nether  Houfe  in  their  Convoca¬ 
tion ,  in  the  Tear  of  our  Lord  1571.

Treated  upon  by  the  Bifhop  of  London ,  Prefident  of  the  Convocation  for  the  Province  of 
Canterbury ,  and  the  reft  of  the  Bifhops  and  Clergy  of  the  faid  Province ;  and  agreed 
upon  with  the  King’s  Majefty’s  Licence,  in  their  Synod  begun  at  London ,  Anno  Dom. 
1603,  and  in  the  Year  of  the  Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  ft  AMES ,  by  the  Grace  of 
God,  King  of  England ,  France ,  and  Ireland ,  the  Firft,  and  of  Scotland ,  the  Thirty- 
feventh  :  And  now  publifhed  for  the  due  Obfervation  of  them,  by  his  Majefty’s  Autho¬ 
rity  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England. 


C^gfAMES,  by  the  Grace  of  God  Kingof  England,  Scotland, 
f  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faith,6cc.  to  all  to 
t/  whom  thefe  Prefents  Jhall  come ,  greeting  :  Whereas  Our 
Bifhops ,  Deans  of  Our  Cathedral  Churches ,  Archdeacons ,  Chap - 
ters,  and  Colleges,  and  the  other  Clergy  of  every  Dioceje  within 
the  Province  of  Canterbury,  being  fummoned  and  called  by  vir¬ 
tue  of  Our  Writ  dire  bled  to  the  Mofi  Reverend  Father  in  God , 
John  late  Archbifhop  ^/Canterbury,  and  bearing  Date  the  One 
and  thirtieth  Day  of  January,  in  the  Firft  Tear  of  Our  Reign 
of  England,  France,  and  Ireland,  and  of  Scotland  the  Thirty  - 
feventh ,  to  have  appeared  before  him  in  our  Cathedral  Church 
of  St.  Paul  in  London,  the  T wentieth  Day  of  March  then  next 
enfuing ,  or  elfewhere,  as  he  fhould  have  thought  it  moft  conveni¬ 
ent,  to  treat ,  confent ,  and  conclude  upon  certain  difficult  and  urgent 
Affairs  mentioned  in  the  faid  Writ -,  did  thereupon ,  at  the  T ime 
appointed,  and  within  the  Cathedral  Church  of  St.  Paul  afore- 
Jaid,  affemble  themf elves,  and  appear  in  Convocation  for  that 
Purpofe ,  according  to  Our  faid  Writ-,  before  the  Right  Reverend 
Father  in  God  Richard  Bifhop  of  London,  duly  ( upon  a  fecond 
Writ  of  Our’s  dated  the  Ninth  day  of  March  aforefaid)  autho¬ 
rized,  appointed,  and  conjiituted,  by  reafon  of  the  faid  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Canterbury  his  death,  Prefident  of  the  faid  Convoca¬ 
tion,  to  execute  thofe  things,  which  by  virtue  of  Our  firft  Writ, 
did  appertain  to  him  the  faid  Archbifhop  to  have  executed,  if  he 
had  lived :  We,  for  divers  urgent  and  weighty  Caufes  and  Con- 
fiderations  Us  thereunto  fpecially  moving,  of  Our  efpecial  Grace, 
certain  Knowledge,  and  meer  Motion ,  did,  by  virtue  of  our  Pre¬ 
rogative  Royal,  and  fupreme  Authority  in  Caufes  Ecclefiaftical , 
give  and  grant  by  our  fever al  Letters  Patent  under  Our  great 
Seal  of  England,  the  one  dated  the  twelfth  day  of  April  lafl 
pafl,  and  the  other  the  Twenty-fifthDay  of  June  then  next  fol¬ 
lowing,  full,  free,  and  lawful  Liberty,  Licenfe,  Power ,  and 
Authority  unto  the  faid  Bifhop  of  London,  Prefident  of  the  faid 
Convocation,  and  to  the  other  Bifhops ,  Deans,  Archdeacons, 
Chapters,  and  Colleges,  and  the  reft  of  the  Clergy  before  menti¬ 
oned,  of  the  faid  Province ,  that  they,  from  time  to  time,  during 


Our  firft  Parliament  now  prorogued ,  might  confer,  treat,  debate , 
confider,  confult,  and  agree  of  and  upon  fuch  Canons,  Orders , 
Ordinances ,  and  Confutations,  as  they  fhould  think  neceffary,fit , 
and  convenient ,  for  the  Honour  and  Service  of  Almighty  God , 
the  good  and  quiet  of  the  Church,  and  the  better  Government 
thereof ,  to  be  from  time  to  time  obferved,  performed ,  fulfilled , 
and  kept,  as  well  by  the  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury ,  theB  'lfliops, 
and  their  Succeffors ,  and  the  reft  of  the  whole  Clergy  of  the  faid 
Province  of  Canterbury,  in  their  feveral  Callings,  Offices, 
Functions,  Miniftries,  Degrees,  and  Adminiftrations-,  as  alfo  by 
all  and  every  Dean  of  the  Arches,  and  other  Judge  of  the  faid 
Archbifhof  s  Courts,  Guardians  of  Spiritualities,  Chancellors, 
Deans  and  Chapters,  Archdeacons,  Commijjaries,  Officials,  Re- 
gifters,  and  all  and  every  other  Ecclefiaftical  Officers,  and  their  in¬ 
ferior  Minifters  whatfoever,  of  the  fame  Provinceof  Canterbury, 
in  their  and  every  of  their  diftinbt  Courts,  and  in  the  order  and 
manner  of  their  and  every  of  their  Proceedings  -,  and  by  all  other 
Perfons  within  this  Realm,  as  far  as  lawfully,  being  Members  of 
the  Church ,  it  may  concern  them,  as  in  our  faid  Letters  Patents, 
among  other  Claufes  more  at  large  doth  appear.  Forafmuch  as 
the  Bifhop  of  London,  Prefident  of  the  faid  Convocation ,  ando - 
thers,thefaid Bifhops,Deans,Archdeacons,Chapters and  Colleges , 
with  the  reft  of  the  Clergy,  having  met  together  at  the  Time  and 
Place  before  mentioned,  and  then  and  there,  by  virtue  of  our  faid 
Authority  granted  unto  them,  treated  of,  concluded ,  and  agreed 
upon  certain  Canons,  Orders,  Ordinances,  and  Conftitutions,  to 
the  End  and  purpofe  by  Us  limited  and  preferibed  unto  them 
and  have  thereupon  offered  and  prefented  the  fame  unto  Us,  moft 
humbly  defiring  Us,  to  give  our  Royal  Affent  unto  their faid  Ca¬ 
nons,  Orders,  Ordinances,  and  Conftitutions,  according  to  the 
Form  of  a  certain  ftatute  or  Abi  of  Parliament,  made  in  that  be¬ 
half  in  the  Twenty  fifth  Tear  of  the  Reign  of  King  Henry  the 
Eighth ,  and  by  Our  faid  PrerogativeRoyal  and fupreme  Autho¬ 
rity  in  Caufes  Ecclefiaftical ,  to  ratify ,  by  Our  Letters  Patents 
under  our  Great  Seal  of  England,  and  to  confirm  the  fame  j  the 
Title  and  Tenor  of  them  being  word  for  word  as  enfueth: 


Conftitutions  and  Canons  Ecclefiaftical  of  the  Church  of  England. 


1 .  The  King’s  Supremacy  over  the  Church  of  England,  in  Caufes 
Ecclefiaftical  to  be  maintained. 

S  our  Duty  to  the  King’s  moft  excellent  Majefty  re- 
quireth,  we  firft  decree  and  ordain, That  the  Archbifhop 
of  Canterbury  (from  time  to  time)  all  Bifhops  of  this  Pro¬ 
vince,  all  Deans,  Archdeacons,  Parfons,  Vicars,  and  all  other 
Ecclefiaftical  Perfons  fhall  faithfully  keep  and  obferve,  and 
(as  much  as  in  them  lieth)  fhall  caufe  to  be  obferved  and 
kept  of  others,  all  and  fingular  Laws  and  Statutes  made  for 
reftoring  to  the  Crown  of  this  Kingdom  the  ancient  Ju- 
rifdiftion  over  the  State  Ecclefiaftical,  and  abolifhing  of  all 
foreign  Power  repugnant  to  the  fame.  Furthermore,  all  Ec¬ 
clefiaftical  Perfons,  having  Cure  of  fouls,  and  all  other 
Preachers,  and  Readers  of  Divinity  Ledtures,  fhall,  to  the 
uttermoft  of  their  Wit,  Knowledge,  and  Learning,  purely 
and  fincerely,  without  any  Colour  or  Diffimulation,  teach, 
manifeft,  open,  and  declare  four  times  every  Year  at  the 
leaft  in  their  Sermons,  and  other  Collations  and  Ledtures, 
that  all  uiurped  and  foreign  Power  (forafmuch  as  the  fame 
hath  no  eftabliffiment  nor  ground  by  the  Law  of  God-,)  is 
for  moft  juft  Caufes  taken  away  and  aboliffied;  and  that 
therefore  no  manner  of  obedience,  or  fubjedtion,  within  His 
Majefty ’sRealmsandDominions,  is  due  untoany  fuch  foreign 
Power,  but  that  the  King’s  Power,  within  his  Realms  of 
England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  and  all  other  his  Dominions 
and  Countries,  is  the  higheft  Power  under  God ;  to  whom 
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all  Men,  as  well  inhabitants  as  born  within  the  fame,  do  by 
God’s  Laws  owe  moft  Loyalty  and  Obedience,  afore  and 
above  all  other  Powers  and  Potentates  in  the  Earth. 

2.  Impugners  of  the  King’s  Supremacy,  cenfured. 
Hofoever  fhall  hereafter  affirm.  That  the  King’s  Ma¬ 
jefty  hath  not  the  fame  Authority  in  Caufes  Eccle¬ 
fiaftical,  that  the  godly  Kings  had  amongft  the  Jews  and 
Chriftian  Emperors  of  the  primitive  Church-,  or  impeach  any 
Part  of  his  Regal  Supremacy  in  the  faid  Caufes  reftored  to 
the  Crown,  and  by  the  Laws  of  this  Realm  therein  eftabliffi¬ 
ed;  let  him  be  excommunicated  ipfo  fablo,  and  not  reftored, 
but  only  by  the  Archbifhop,  after  his  Repentance,  and  pub- 
lick  Revocation  of  thofe  his  wicked  Errors. 

3  The  Church  of  England,  a  true  and  Apoftolical  Church. 
Hofoever  fhall  hereafter  affirm,  That  the  Church  of 
England,  by  Law  eftabliffied  under  the  King’s  Ma¬ 
jefty,  is  not  a  true  and  Apoftolick  Church,  teaching  and 
maintaining  the  Doctrine  of  the  Apoftles;  let  him  be  ex¬ 
communicated,  ipfo  fablo,  and  not  reftored,  but  only  by  the 
Archbifhop,  after  his  Repentance,  and  publick  Revocation 
of  this  his  wicked  Error. 

4.  Impugners  of  the  publick  Worfhip  of  God  eftablijhed  in  the 
Church  of  England ,  cenjured. 

Hofoever  fhall  hereafter  affirm,  That  the  Form  of 
God’s  Worfhip  in  the  Church  of  England,  eftabliffied 
by  Law,  and  contained  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and

Adminiftration  of  Sacraments,  is  a  corrupt,  fuperftitious,  or 
unlawful  Worffiip  of  God,  or  containeth  any  thing  in  it  that 
is  repugnant  to  the  Scriptures  •,  let  him  be  excommunicated 
ipfo  fatlo,  and  not  reftored,  but  by  the  Bifhop  of  the  Place, 
or  Archbifhop,  after  his  Repentance,  and  publick  Revoca¬ 
tion  of  fuch  his  wicked  Errors. 

5.  Impugners  of  the  Articles  of  Religion  eftablifhed  in  the 
Church  of  England ,  cenfured. 

WHofoever  lhall  hereafter  affirm,  That  any  of  the  Nine 
and  thirty  Articles  agreed  upon  by  the  Archbifhops 
and  Biffiops  of  both  Provinces,  and  the  whole  Clergy,  in  the 
Convocation  holden  at  London ,  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord 
God  One  thoufand  five  hundred  fixty  two,  for  avoiding 
Diverfities  of  Opinions,  and  for  the  eftabliffiing  of  Content 
touching  true  Religion,  are  in  any  Part  fuperftitious  or  er 
roneous,  or  fuch  as  he  may  not  with  a  good  Confidence  fub 
fcribe  unto-,  let  him  be  excommunicated  ipfofafto ,  and  not 
reftored,  but  only  by  the  Archbifhop,  after  his  Repentance 
and  publick  Revocation  of  fuch  his  wicked  Errors. 

6.  Impugners  of  the  Rites  and  Ceremonies  eftablifhed  in  the 
Church  of  England ,  cenfured. 

WHofoever  ffiall  hereafter  affirm,  That  the  Rites  and 
Ceremonies  of  the  Church  of  England  by  Law  e- 
ftabliffied,  are  wicked,  antichriftian,  or  fuperftitious,  or  fuch 
as  being  commanded  by  lawful  Authority,  Men  who  are 
zealoufiy  and  godly  affefted,  may  not  with  any  good  Con¬ 
fcience  approve  them,  ufe  them,  or  as  occafion  requireth, 
fubfcribe  unto  them  -,  let  him  be  excommunicated  ipfo 
fc.Bo ,  and  not  reftored,  until  he  repent,  and  publickly  re 
voke  fuch  his  wicked  Errors. 

7.  Impugners  of  the  Government  of  the  Church  of  England 
by  Archbifhops ,  Bifhops ,  &c.  cenfured. 

WHofoever  ffiall  hereafter  affirm,  That  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  the  Church  of  England  under  His  Majefty 
by  Archbifhops,  Biffiops,  Deans,  Archdeacons,  and  the  reft 
that  bear  Office  in  the  fame,  is  antichriftian  and  repugnant 
to  the  Word  of  God  let  him  be  excommunicated  ipfo 
fafto ,  and  fo  continue,  until  he  repent,  and  publickly  re¬ 
voke  fuch  his  wicked  Errors. 

8.  Impugners  of  the  Form  of  confecrating  and  ordering  Arch¬ 
bifhops ,  Bifhops ,  &c.  in  the  Church  of  England ,  cenfured. 

WHofoever  ffiall  hereafter  affirm  or  teach,  That  the 
Form,  and  Manner  of  making  and  confecrating  Bi¬ 
ffiops,  Priefts,  and  Deacons,  containeth  any  thing  in  it  that 
is  repugnant  to  the  Word  of  God ;  or  that  they  who  are 
made  Biffiops,  Priefts,  or  Deacons,  in  that  Form,  are  not 
lawfully  made,  nor  ought  to  be  accounted,  either  by  them- 
felves  or  others,  to  be  truly  either  Biffiops,  Priefts,  or  Dea¬ 
cons,  until  they  have  fome  other  calling  to  thofe  Divine 
Offices ;  let  him  be  excommunicated  ipfo  fatlo,  not  to  be 
reftored,  until  he  repent,  and  publickly  revoke  fuch  his 
wicked  Errors. 

9.  Authors  of  Schifm  in  the  Church  of  England,  cenfured. 

WHofoever  ffiall  hereafter  feparate  themfelves  from  the 
Communion  of  Saints,  as  it  is  approved  by  the  A- 
poftles  Rules,  in  the  Church  of  England ,  and  combine  them¬ 
felves  together  in  a  new  Brotherhood,  accounting  the  Chrifti- 
ans,  who  are  conformable  to  the  Do&rine,  Government, 
Rites,  and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church  of  England,  to  be  pro¬ 
fane  and  unmeet  for  them  to  join  with  in  Chriftian  Profef- 
fion  -,  let  them  be  excommunicated  ipfo  fatlo,  and  not  re¬ 
ftored  but  by  the  Archbifhop,  after  their  Repentance,  and 
publick  Revocation  of  fuch  their  wicked  Errors. 

10 .  Maintainers  of  Schifnaticks  in  the  Church  of  England, 

cenfured. 

WFIofoever  ffiall  hereafter  affirm, That  fuch  Minifters, 
as  refufe  to  fubfcribe  to  the  Form  and  Manner  of 
God’s  Worfhip  in  the  Church  of  England,  prefcribed  in  the 
Communion-book,  and  their  Adherents,  may  truly  take  unto 
them  the  Name  of  another  Church,  not  eftablifhed  by  Law, 
and  dare  prefume  to  publiffi  it,  That  this  their  pretended 
Church  hath  of  long  time  groaned  under  the  Burden  of  cer¬ 
tain  Grievances  impofed  upon  it,  and  upon  the  Members 
thereof  before  mentioned,  by  the  Church  of  England,  and 
the  Orders  and  Conftitutions  therein  by  Law  eftablifhed  ; 
let  them  be  excommunicated,  and  not  reftored,  until  they 
repent,  and  publickly  revoke  fuch  their  wicked  Errors. 
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1 1 .  Maintainers  of  Conventicles ,  cenfured. 

WHofoever  ffiall  hereafter  affirm  or  maintain,  That  there 
are  within  this  Realm  other  Meetings,  AfTembhes, 
or  Congregations  of  the  King’s  born  fubjeds  than  fuch  as 
by  the  Laws  of  this  Land  are  held  and  allowed,  which  may 
rightly  challenge  to  themfelves  the  Name  of  true  and  law¬ 
ful  churches ;  let  him  be  excommunicated,  and  not  reftored, 
but  by  the  Archbifhop,  after  his  Repentance,  and  publick 
Revocation  of  fuch  his  wicked  Errors. 

1 2 .  Maintainers  of  Confutations  made  in  Conventicles,  cenfured. 

WHofoever  ffiall  hereafter  affirm,  That  it  is  lawful  for 
any  Sort  of  Minifters,  and  Lay  Perl'ons,  or  of  either 
of  them,  to  join  together,  and  make  Rules,  Orders,  or  Con¬ 
ftitutions  in  Caufes  Ecclefiaflical,  without  the  Kincr’s  Au¬ 
thority,  and  fliall  fubmit  themfelves  to  be  ruled  and  govern¬ 
ed  by  them ;  let  them  be  excommunicated  ipfo  fatlo,  and 
not  be  reftored,  until  they  repent,  and  publickly  revoke 
thofe  their  wicked  and  Anabaptillical  Errors. 

Of  Divine  Service,  and  Adminiftration  of 

the  Sacraments. 

13.  Due  Celebration  of  Sundays  and  Holy -days. 

ALL  manner  of  Perfons  within  the  Church  of  England 
ffiall  from  henceforth  celebrate  and  keep  the  Lord’s 
Day,  commonly  called  Sunday ,  and  other  Holy-days,  ac¬ 
cording  to  God’s  holy  will  and  pleafure,  and  the  Orders  of 
the  Church  of  England  prefcribed  in  that  behalf;  that  is  in 
hearing  the  Word  of  God  read  and  taught  *  in  private  and 
publick  Prayers;  in  acknowledging  their  Offences  to  God, 
and  amendment  of  the  fame;  in  reconciling  themfelves  cha¬ 
ritably  to  their  neighbours,  where  difpleafure  hath  been;  in 
oftentimes  receiving  the  Communion  of  the  Body  and  Blood 
of  Chrift  :  in  vifiting  of  the  Poor,  and  Sick,  ufing  all  godly 
and  fober  converfation. 

14.  The  prej crip t  Form  of  Divine  Service  to  be  ufed  on  Sun¬ 
days  and  Holy-days. 

THE  Common  Prayer  ffiall  be  faid  or  fung  diftindly  and 
reverently  upon  fuch  days  as  are  appointed  to  be  kept 
holy  by  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  their  Eves,  and 
at  convenient  and  ufual  Times  of  thofe  Days,  and  in  fuch 
Place  of  every  Church,  as  the  Biffiop  of  the  Diocefe  or  Ec- 
clefiaftical  Ordinary  of  the  Place  ffiall  think  meet,  for  the 
largenefs  or  ftraitnefs  of  the  fame,  fo  as  the  People  may  be 
moft  edified.  All  minifters  likewife  ffiall  obferve  the  Orders 
Rites,  and  Ceremonies  prefcribed  in  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  as  well  in  reading  the  holy  Scriptures,  and  faying  of 
Prayers,  as  in  Adminiftration  of  the  Sacraments, without  ei¬ 
ther  diminiffiing  in  regard  of  Preaching,  or  in  any  other  re- 
fpeft,  or  adding  any  thing  in  the  Matter  or  Form  thereof. 

15.  The  Litany  to  be  read  on  Wednefdays  and  Fridays. 

THE  Litany  ffiall  be  faid  or  fung  when,  and  as  it  is  fet 
down  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  by  the  Parfons 
Vicars,  Minifters,  or  Curates,  in  all  Cathedral,  Collegiate’ 
Pariffi  Churches,  and  Chapels,  in  fome  convenient  Place’ 
according  to  the  Difcretion  of  the  Biffiop  of  the  Diocefe  or 
Ecclefiaftical  Ordinary  of  the  Place.  And  that  we  may 
fpeak  more  particularly,  upon  Wednefdays  and  Fridays  week¬ 
ly,  though  they  be  not  Holy-days,  the  Minifter,  at  the  ac- 
cuftomed  Hour  of  Service  ffiall  refort  to  the  Church  or 
Chapel,  and  warning  being  given  to  the  People  by  tolling 
of  a  Bell,  ffiall  fay  the  Litany  prefcribed  in  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer :  whereunto  we  wifti  every  Houffiolder 
dwelling  within  half  a  Mile  of  the  Church,  to  come,  or 
fend  one  at  the  leaft  of  his  Houffiold,  fit  to  join  with  the 
Minifter  in  Prayers.

Provided,  That  every  Minifter  fo 
repellingany,  as  isfpecified  either  in  this  or  in  thenext  pre¬ 
cedent  Conftitution, (hall, upon  complaint,or  being  requir¬ 
ed  by  the  Ordinary,  fignify  the  Caufe  thereof  unto  him,  and 
therein  obey  his  Order  and  Direction.

HEChurch- wardensorQueftmen, and  their  Afliftants, 
(hall  mark,  as  well  as  the  Minifter,  whether  all  and 
every  of  the  Parilhioners  come  fo  often  every  Year  to  the 
holy  Communion,  as  the  Laws  andourConftitutionsdo  re¬ 
quire;  and  whether  any  Stranger  come  often  and  com  mon- 
ly  from  other  Parifties  to  their  Church;  and  fliall  fhew  their 
Minifter  of  them,  left  perhaps  they  be  admitted  to  the  Lord’s 
Table  amongft  others,  which  they  fliall  forbid;  and  remit 
fuch  home  to  their  own  Parifh  Churches  and  Minifters, 
there  to  receive  the  Communion  with  the  reft  of  their  own 
Neighbours. 

29.  Fathers  not  to  be  Godfathers  in  Baptifm ,  and  Children 
not  Communicants . 

O  Parent  fliall  be  urged  to  be  prefent,  nor  be  admit¬ 
ted  to  anfwer  as  Godfather  for  his  own  Child ;  nor  any 
Godfather  and  Godmother  fliall  be  fuffered  to  make  any 
other  anfwer  or  fpeech,  than  by  the  book  of  Common 
Prayer  is  prefcribed  in  that  behalf:  neither  fliall  any  perfon 
be  admitted  Godfather  or  Godmother  to  any  Child  at 
Chriftening  or  Confirmation,  before  the  faid  Perfon  fo 
undertaking  hath  received  the  holy  Communion. 

30.  The  lawful  ufe  of  the  Crofs  in  Baptifm ,  explained. 

E  are  forry  that  His  Majefty’s  moft  princely  Care 
and  Pains  takenintheConferenceat Hampt on- Court, 
amongft  many  other  Points,  touching  this  one  of  the  Crofs 
in  Baptifm,  hath  taken  no  better  effect  with  many,  but  that 
ftill  the  Ufe  of  it  in  Baptifm  is  fo  greatly  ftuck  at  and  im¬ 
pugned.  For  the  further  declaration  therefore  of  the  true 
Ufe  of  this  Ceremony,  and  for  the  removing  of  all  fuch 
Scruples,  as  might  any  ways  trouble  the  Confciencesofthem 
who  areindeed  rightly  religious, followingtheRoyalSteps  of 
our  moft  worthyKing,  becaufe  he  thereinfolloweththeR  ules 
of  the  Scriptures,  and  thePradlice  of  the  PrimitiveChurch; 
we  do  commend  to  all  the  true  Members  of  the  Church  of 
England  thefe  our  diredtions  and  obfervations  enfuing. 

Firft,  it  is  to  be  obferved,  that  although  the  Jews  and 
Ethnicks  derided  both  the  Apoftles  and  the  reft  of  the 
Chriftians,  for  preaching  and  believing  in  him  who  was 
crucified  upon  the  Crofs;  yet  all  both  Apoftles  and  Chrifti¬ 
ans,  were  fo  far  from  being  difcouraged  from  their  Profeffion 
by  the  Ignominy  of  the  Crofs,  as  they  rather,  rejoiced  and 
triumphed  in  it.  Yea,  the  Holy  Ghoft  by  the  mouths  of  the 
Apoftles  did  honour  the  Name  of  the  Crofs  (being  hateful 
among  the  Jews)  fo  far,  that  under  it  he  comprehended 
not  only  Chrift  crucified,  but  the  Force,  Effedts,  and  Merits 
of  his  Death  and  Paflion,  with  all  the  Comforts,  Fruits, 
and  Promifes  which  we  receive  or  expedt  thereby. 

Secondly,  the  Honour  and  Dignity  of  the  Name  of  the 
Crofs  begat  a  reverend  Eftimation  even  in  the  Apoftles 
times  (for  ought  that  is  known  to  the  contrary)  of  the  Sign 
of  the  Crofs,  which  the  Chriftians  fliortly  after  ufed  in  all 
their  adtions;  thereby  making  their  outward  Shew  and  Pro- 
feflion  even  to  the  Aftonifhmentofthey^wr,  that  they  were 
not  afhamed  to  acknowledge  him  for  their  Lord  and  Sa¬ 
viour, who  died  for  them  upon  the  C rofs.  And  this  Sign  they 
did  notonly  ufethemfelves,  with  akind  of  Glory,  when  they 
met  with  any  Jews,  but  figned  therewith  their  Children, 
when  they  were  chriftened,  to  dedicate  them  by  that  Badge 
to  his  Service,  whofe  benefits  bellowed  upon  them  in 
Baptifm  the  Name  of  the  Crofs  did  reprefent.  And  thisUle 
of  the  Sign  of  the  Crofs  in  Baptifm  was  held  in  the 
Primitive  Church,  as  well  by  the  Greeks  as  the  Latins , 
with  one  Confent  and  great  Applaufe.  At  what  time,  if 
any  had  oppofed  themfelves  againft  it,  they  would  certainly 
have  been  cenfured  as  Enemies  of  the  Name  of  the  Crofs, 
and  conlequently  of  Chrift’s  Merits,  the  Sign  whereof 
they  could  no  better  endure.  This  continual  and  general 
ufe  of  the  Sign  of  the  Crofs  is  evident  by  many  Teftimo- 
nies  of  the  ancient  Fathers.

Thirdly,  it  muft  be  confefled,  That  in  procefs  of  time 
the  Sign  of  the  Crofs  was  greatly  abided  in  the  Church  of 
Rome,  efpecially  after  the  Corruption  of  Popery  had  once 
pofleflfed  it.  But  the  Abufe  of  a  thing  doth  not  take  away 
the  lawful  Ufe  of  it.  Nay,  fo  far  was  it  from  the  purpofe  of 
the  Church  of  England ,  toforfake  and  rejeft  the  Churches 
of  Italy,  France,  Spain ,  Germany,  or  any  fuch  like  Churches, 
in  all  things  which  they  held  and  praftifed,  that,  as  the 
Apology  of  the  Church  of  England  confeffeth,  it  doth  with 
reverence  retain  thofe  Ceremonies,  which  do  neither  enda¬ 
mage  the  Church  of  God,  nor  offend  the  Minds  of  fober 
Men;  and  only  departed  from  them  in  thofe  particular 
Points,  wherein  they  were  fallen  both  from  themfelves  in 
their  ancient  Integrity,  and  from  the  Apoftolical  Churches 
w'hich  were  their  firft  Founders.  In  which  refpecl,  amongft 
fome  other  very  ancient  Ceremonies,  the  Sign  of  the  Crofsi.n 
Baptifm  hath  been  retained  in  this  Church,  both  by  the 
judgement  and  Practice  of  thofe  Reverend  Fathersandgreat 
Di  vines  in  thedaysof  King  A^jWnfthe  Sixth,  oft whom  fome 
conftantly  fuffered  for  the  Profeffion  of  the  Truth;  and 
others  beingexiledinthetime  of  Queen  M.^r^didaftertheir 
Return,  in  the  beginning  of  the  Reign  of  our  late  dread  So¬ 
vereign,  continually  defend  and  ufe  the  fame.  This  Refolu- 
tion  and  Practice  of  our  Church  hath  been  allowed  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  theCenfure  upon  the  Communion  book  in  King 
Edward  the  Sixth  his  days,  and  by  the  harmony  of  Con- 
feffions  of  later  Years:  becaufe  indeed  the  Ufe  of  this  Sign 
in  Baptifm  was  ever  accompanied  here  with  fuch  fufficient 
Cautions  and  Exceptions  againft  all  Popifh  Superftition  and 
Error,  as  in  the  like  Cafes  are  either  fit,  or  convenient. 

Firft,  the  Church  of  England,  fince  the  abolifhing  of 
Popery,  hath  ever  held  and  taught,  and  fo  doth  hold  and 
teach  ftill,  that  the  Sign  of  the  Crofs  ufed  in  Baptifm  is 
no  part  of  the  Subftance  of  that  Sacrament :  for  when  the 
Minifter  dipping  the  Infant  in  Water,  or  laying  Water  up¬ 
on  the  Face  of  it  (as  the  manner  alfo  is)  hath  pronounced 
thefe  words,  I  baptize  thee.  In  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son ,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghofi,  the  infant  is  fully  and 
perfectly  baptized.  So  as  the  Sign  of  the  Crofs  being 
afterwards  ufed,  doth  neither  add  any  thing  to  the  Virtue 
and  Perfection  of  Baptifm,  nor  being  omitted  doth  de¬ 
tract  any  thing  from  the  EffeCt  and  Subftance  of  it. 

Secondly,  it  is  apparent  in  the  Communion- book,  that 
the  Infant  baptized  is,  by  virtue  of  Baptifm,  before  it  be 
figned  with  the  Sign  of  the  Crofs,  received  into  the  Con¬ 
gregation  of  Chrift’s  Flock,  as  a  perfect  Member  thereof, 
and  not  by  any  Power  afcribed  unto  the  Sign  of  the  Crofs. 
So  that  for  the  very  Remembrance  of  the  Crofs,  which  is 
very  precious  to  all  them  that  rightly  believe  in  Jefus  Ch  rift, 
and  in  the  other  refpe&s  mentioned,  the  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land  hath  retained  ftill  the  Sign  of  it  in  Baptifm  :  follow¬ 
ing  therein  the  primitive  and  apoftolical  Churches,  and 
accounting  it  a  lawful  outward  Ceremony  and  honoura¬ 
ble  Badge,  whereby  the  Infant  is  dedicated  to  the  Ser¬ 
vice  of  him  that  died  upon  the  Crofs,  as  by  the  Words 
ufed  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  it  may  appear. 

Laftly,  the  Ufe  of  the  Sign  of  the  Crofs  in  Baptifm, 
being  thus,  purged  from  all  Popifh  Superftition  and  Er¬ 
ror,  and  reduced  in  the  Church  of  England  to  the  primary 
Inftitution  of  it,  upon  thofe  true  rules  of  DoCtrine  con¬ 
cerning  Things  indifferent,  which  are  confonant  to  the 
Word  of  God,  and  the  Judgement  of  all  the  ancient  Fa¬ 
thers,  we  hold  it  the  Part  of  every  private  man,  both 
Minifter  and  other,  reverently  to  retain  the  true  Ufe  of 
it  prefcribed  bypublick  Authority ;  confideringthat  things 
of  themfelves  indifferent  do  in  fome  fort  alter  their  Na¬ 
tures,  when  they  are  either  commanded  or  forbidden  by 
a  lawful  Magiftrate ;  and  may  not  be  omitted  at  every 
man’s  pleafure  contrary  to  the  Law  w'hen  they  be  com¬ 
manded,  nor  ufed  when  they  are  prohibited.

Minifters,  their  Ordination,  Fun&ion,  and

3 1 .  Four  folemn  Times  appointed  for  the  making  of  Minifters. 

FOrafmuch  as  the  antient  Fathers  of  the  Church,  led  by 
Examples  of  the  A  poftles,  appointed  Prayers  and  Faffs 
to  be  ufed  at  the  folemn  Ordering  of  Minifters;  and  to  that 
P urpofe  allotted  certain  Times,  in  which  only  Sacred  Orders 
might  be  given  or  conferred :  We  following  their  holy  and

feligious  Examples,  do  conditute  and  decree,  that  no  Dea- 
cons  or  Miniders  be  made  or  ordained,  but  only  upon  the 
Sundays  immediately  following  Jejunia  quatuor  temporum , 
commonly  called  Ember  Weeks ,  appointed  in  antient  time 
for  Prayer  and  Falling  (purpofely  for  this  Caule  at  their  firlt 
Inditution)  and  fo  continued  at  this  day  in  the  Church  of 
England ;  and  that  this  be  done  in  the  Cathedral  or  Parifh 
Church  where  the  Bifhop  refideth,  and  in  the  time  of  Divine 
Service,  in  the  prefence  not  only  of  the  Archdeacon,  but 
of  the  Dean  and  two  Prebendaries  at  the  lead,  or  (if  they 
fhall  happen  by  any  lawful  caule  to  be  let  or  hindered)  in 
the  prefence  of  four  other  grave  Perfons,  being  Mailers  of 
Arts  at  the  lead,  and  allowed  for  publick  Preachers. 

32.  None  to  be  made  Deacon  and  Minijler  both  in  one  Day. 

THE  Office  of  Deacon  being  a  Hep  or  degree  to  the 
Minidry,  according  to  the  judgement  of  the  ancient 
F  athers,  and  the  practice  of  the  primitive  Church  ;  we  do 
ordain  and  appoint,  that  hereafter  no  Bidiop  fhall  make  any 
Perlon,  of  what  qualities  or  gifts  loever,  a  Deacon  and  a 
Minitler  both  together  upon  one  day  •,  but  that  the  Order 
in  that  behalf  prefcribed  in  the  Book  of  making  and  confe- 
crating  Bilhops,  Priells  and  Deacons,  be  drittly  obferved. 
Not  that  always  every  Deacon  Ihould  be  kept  from  the  Mi¬ 
nidry  for  a  whole  Year,  when  the  Bifhop  fhall  find  good 
caule  to  the  contrary  •,  but  that  there  being  now  four  times 
appointed  in  every  year  for  the  Ordination  of  Deacons  and 
Miniders,  there  may  ever  be  fome  time  of  trial  of  their  be¬ 
haviour  in  the  Office  of  Deacon,  before  they  be  admitted 
to  the  Order  of  Priedhood. 

33.  The  Titles  offuch  as  are  to  be  made  Minijler s. 

IT  hath  been  long  fince  provided  by  many  Decrees  of  the 
antient  Fathers,  that  none  fhould  be  admitted  either  Dea¬ 
con  or  Pried,  who  had  not  fird  fome  certain  Place  where  he 
might  ufe  his  Function.  According  to  which  examples  we 
domrdain  that  henceforth  no  Perfon  lhall  be  admitted  into 
Sacred  Orders,  except  he  fhall  at  that  time  exhibit  to  the  Bi- 
ihop  of  whom  he  defireth  Impofition  of  Hands,  a  Prelent- 
ation  of  himlelf  to  fome  Ecclefiadical  Preferment  then  void 
m  that  Diocefe  ;  or  lhall  bring  to  the  laid  Biffiop  a  true  and 
undoubted  Certificate,  that  either  he  is  provided  of  fome 
Church  within  the  laid  Diocefe,  where  he  may  attend  the  Cure 
of  Souls,  or  of  fome  Minider’s  Place  vacant  either  in  the  Ca¬ 
thedral  Church  of  that  Diocefe,  or  in  fome  other  Collegiate 
Church  therein  alfo  fituate,  where  he  may  execute  his  Minif- 
try  •,  or  that  he  is  a  Fellow,  or  in  right  as  a  Fellow,  or  to  be 
a  Conduit  or  Chaplain  in  fome  College  in  Cambridge  or  Ox¬ 
ford,  or  except  he  be  a  Mader  of  Arts  of  five  Years  ftand- 
ing  that  liveth  of  his  own  Charge  in  either  of  the  Univerfi- 
ties  •,  or  except  by  the  Biffiop  himfelf,  that  doth  ordain  him 
Minilter,  he  be  fhortly  after  to  be  admitted  either  to  fome 
Benefice  or  Curateffiip  then  void.  And  if  any  Biffiop  ffiall 
admit  any  Perfon  into  the  Minidry,  that  hath  none  of  thele 
Titles,  as  is  aforefaid,  then  he  ffiall  keep  and  maintain  him 
with  all  things  neceffary,  till  he  do  prefer  him  to  fome  Eccle- 
iiadical  living.  And  if  the  faid  Biffiop  ffiall  refufe  fo  to  do, 
he  ffiall  be  fufpended  by  the  Archbiffiop,  being  affided  with 
another  Biffiop  from  giving  of  Orders  for  the  fpace  of  a  year. 

04.  The  Quality  of  fuch  as  are  to  be  made  Minijler s. 

TV  TOBiffiopffiall henceforth  admit  any  Perfon  into  Sacred 
Orders,  which  is  not  of  his  own  Diocefe,  except  he 
be  either  of  one  of  the  Univerfities  of  this  Realm,  or  except 
he  ffiall  bring  Letters  dimilfory  (fo  termed)  from  the  Biffiop 
of  whole  Diocefe  he  is;  and  defiring  to  be  a  Deacon,  is  Three 
and  twenty  years  old;  and  to  be  a  Pried,  Four  and  twenty 
years  complete;  and  hath  taken  fome  Degree  of  School,  in 
either  of  the  faid  Univerfities;  or  at  the  lead,  except  he  be 
able  to  yield  an  account  of  his  Faith  in  Latin,  according  to 
the  Articles  of  Religion  approved  in  the  Synod  of  the  Bilhops 
and  Clergy  of  this  Realm,  One  thoufand  five  hundred  fixty 
and  two,  and  to  confirm  the  fame  by  fufficient  1  edimonies 
out  of  the  holy  Scriptures;  and  except  moreover,  he  ffiall 
then  exhibit  Letters  tedimonial  of  his  good  life  and  conver- 
fation,  under  the  Seal  of  fome  College  of  Cambridge  or  Ox¬ 
ford,  where  before  he  remained,  or  of  three  or  four  grave 
Miniders,  together  with  the  Subfcription  and  Tedimony  of 
other  credible  Perfons,  who  have  known  his  life  and  beha¬ 
viour  by  the  fpace  of  three  years  next  before. 

2  r  The  examination  of  Juch  as  are  to  be  made  Minijler s. 
rpHE  Biffiop,  before  he  admit  any  perfon  to  holy  Orders, 
X  ffiall  diligently  examine  him  in  the  prefence  of  thofe 
Miniders  that  Thall  aflid  him  at  the  Impofition  of  Hands : 


and  if  the  faid  Biffiop  have  any  lawful  impediment,  he  ffiall 
caufe  the  laid  Miniders  carefully  to  examine  every  fuch  per¬ 
lon  fo  to  be  ordered,  Provided,  that  they  who  ffiall  adid  the 
Biffiop  in  examining  and  laying  on  of  Hands,  fhall  be  of  his 
Cathedral  Church  if  they  may  conveniently  be  had,  or  other 
fufficient  Preachers  of  the  fame  Diocefe,  to  the  Number  of 
three  at  the  lead :  and  if  any  Biffiop  or  Suffragan  ffiall  ad¬ 
mit  any  to  Sacred  Orders  who  is  not  fo  qualified,  and  ex¬ 
amined,  as  before  we  have  ordained,  the  Archbiffiop  of  his 
Province,  having  notice  thereof,  and  being  affided  therein 
by  one  Biffiop,  fhall  fufpend  the  faid  Biffiop  or  Suffragan  fo 
offending  from  making  either  Deacons  or  Prieds  for  the 
fpace  of  two  years. 

36.  Subfcription  required  of  fuch  as  are  to  be  made  Mlinijlers . 
j^O  Perfon  ffiall  hereafter  be  received  into  the  Minidry, 
nor  either  by  Inditution  or  Collation  admitted  to  any 
Ecclefiadical  Living,  nor  differed  to  preach,  tochatechife,  or 
to  be  a  Leitureror  Reader  of  Divinity  in  either  Univerfity, 
or  in  any  Cathedral  or  Collegiate  Church,  City,  or  Market- 
lown,  Pariffi-church,  Chapel,  or  in  any  other  Place  within 
this  Realm,  except  he  belicenfed  either  by  the  Archbiffiop, 
or  by  the  Biffiop  of  the  Diocefe,  where  he  is  to  be  placed, 
under  their  Hands  and  Seals,  or  by  one  of  the  two  Univer¬ 
fities  under  their  Seal  likewife;  and  except  he  ffiall  fird 
lubfcribe  to  thefe  three  Articles  following,  in  fuch  manner 
and  fort  as  we  have  here  appointed. 

I.  That  the  King’s  Majedy,  under  God,  is  the  only  fu- 
preme  Governor  of  this  Realm,  and  of  all  other  his  Highnefs’s 
Dominions  and  Countries,  as  well  in  all  Spiritual  or  Ecclefi¬ 
adical  Things  or  Caufes,  as  Temporal;  and  that  no  foreign 
Prince,  Perfon,  Prelate,  State  or  Potentate  hath,  or  ought 
to  have  any  Jurifdiclion,  Power,  Superiority,  Pre-eminence, 
or  Authority,  Ecclefiadical  or  Spiritual,  within  his  Majedy’s 
faid  Realms,  Dominion,  and  Countries. 

II.  That  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  of  Ordering 
of  Biffiops,  Prieds  and  Deacons,  containeth  in  it  nothing 
contrary  to  the  Word  of  God,  and  that  it  may  lawfully  fo  be 
ufed  ;  and  that  he  himfelf  will  ufe  the  form  in  the  faid 
Book  prefcribed,  and  publick  Prayer,  and  Adminidration 
of  the  Sacraments,  and  none  other. 

III.  ThathealloweththeBookof  Articles  of  Religion  agreed 
upon  by  the  Archbtffiops  and  Biffiops  of  both  Provinces, 
and  the  whole  Clergy  in  the  Convocation  holden  at  London  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  God  One  thoufand  five  hundred  fixty 
and  two,  and  that  he  acknowledgeth  all  and  every  the  Arti¬ 
cles  therein  contained,  being  in  Number  Nine  and  thirty,  be- 
fides  the  Ratification,  to  be  agreeable  to  the  Word  of  God. 

To  thefe  three  Articles  whofoever  will  fubferibe,  he  ffiall 
for  the  avoidin'g  of  all  Ambiguities,  fubferibe  in  this  Order 
and  Form  of  Words,  fetting  down  both  his  Chridianand  Sur¬ 
name,  viz.  I N.  N.  do  willingly  and  ex  animo  fubferibe  to  thefe 
three  Articles  abovementioned ,  and  to  all  Things  that  are  con¬ 
tained  in  them.  And  if  any  Biffiop  ffiall  ordain,  admit,  or  li- 
cenle  any  as  is  aforefaid,  except  he  fird  have  fubferibed  in 
Manner  and  Form  as  here  we  have  appointed,  he  fhall  be 
fufpended  from  giving  of  Orders  and  Licences  to  preach  for 
the  fpace  of  Twelve  Months.  But  if  either  of  the  Univerfi¬ 
ties  ffiall  offend  therein,  we  leave  them  to  the  Danger  of  the 
Law,  and  his  Majedy’s  Cenfure. 

37.  Subfcription  before  the  Diocefan. 

NONE  licenfed,  as  is  aforefaid,  to  preach,  read  Leflure, 
or  chatechife,  coming  torefidein  any  Diocefe,  ffiall  be 
permitted  there  to  preach,  read  Lefture,  chatechife,  or  mi- 
nider  the  Sacraments,  or  to  execute  any  other  Ecclefiadical 
Funilion,  by  what  Authority  foever  he  be  thereunto  admit- 
ed,  unlefs  he  fird  confent  and  fubferibe  to  the  three  Articles 
before  mentioned,  in  the  prefence  of  the  Biffiop  of  the  Dio¬ 
cefe,  wherein  he  is  to  preach,  read  Leffure,  chatechize,  or 
adminider  the  Sacraments,  as  aforefaid. 

38.  Revclters  after  Subfcription,  cenfured. 

F  any  Minider,  after  he  hath  once  fubferibed  to  the  faid 
three  Articles,  ffiall  omit  to  ufe  the  Form  of  Prayer,  or  any 
of  the  Orders  or  Ceremonies  prefcribed  in  the  communion- 
book,  let  him  be  fufpended  ;  and  if  after  a  Month  he  do  not 
reform  and  fubmit  himfelf,  let  him  be  excommunicated  ; 
and  then,  if  he  fhall  not  fubmit  himfelf  within  the  Ipace  ot 
another  Month,  let  him  be  depofed  from  the  Minidry. 

39.  Cautions  for  Infitution  of  Minifcrs  into  Benefices. 

NO  Biffiop  ffiall  inditute  any  to  a  Benefice,  who  hath 
been  ordained  by  any  other  Biffiop,  except  he  firdffiew 
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unto  him  his  letters  of  Orders,  and  bring  him  a  fufficient 
Teftimony  of  his  former  good  life  and  behaviour,  if  the 
Bifhop  fhall  require  it;  and  laftly,  fhall  appear  upon  due 
Examination,  to  be  worthy  of  his  Miniftry. 

40.  An  Oath  againft  Simony  at  Injlitution  into  Benefices. 

O  avoid  the  deteftable  fin  of  Simony,  becaufe  buying 
and  felling  of  Spiritual  and  Ecclefiaflical  Fun&ions, 
Offices,  Promotions,  Dignities,  and  Livings,  is  execrable  be¬ 
fore  God  -,  therefore  the  Archbifhop,  and  all  and  every  Bi¬ 
fhop  or  Bifhops,  or  any  other  Perfon  or  Perfons,  having  Au¬ 
thority  to  admit,  inftitute,  collate,  inftal,  or  to  confirm  the 
Eleftion  of  any  Archbifhop,  Bifhop,  or  other  Perfon  or  Per¬ 
fons,  toanySpiritual  or  EcclefiafticalFundion, Dignity,  Pro¬ 
motion,  Title,  Office,  Jurifdi&ion,  Place,  or  Benefice,  with 
Cure,  or  without  Cure,  or  to  any  Ecclefiaflical  Living  whatfo- 
ever,  fhall, before  every  fuch  Admifhon,  Inftitution,  Collation, 
Inflallation,  or  Confirmation  of  Eledion,  refpedively  mini¬ 
fter  to  every  Perfon  hereafter  to  be  admitted,  inftituted,  col¬ 
lated,  inftalled,  or  confirmed  in  or  to  any  Archbifhoprick, 
Bifhoprick,  or  other  Spiritual  or  Ecclefiaflical  Fundion,  Dig¬ 
nity,  Promotion,  Title,  Office,  Jurifdidion,  Place,  or  Bene¬ 
fice,  with  Cure,  or  without  Cure,  or  in  or  to  any  Ecclefiaflical 
Living  whatfoever,  this  Oath,  in  Manner  and  Form  follow¬ 
ing,  the  fame  to  be  taken  by  every  one  whom  it  concerneth 
in  his  own  Perfon,  and  not  by  a  Prodor :  1 N.  N.  do  f wear 
‘That  I  have  made  no  Simoniacal  Payment,  Contrast ,  or  Promife , 
dire  hi  ly  or  indireStly ,  by  myfelf ,  or  by  any  other ,  to  my  knowledge , 
or  with  my  confent ,  to  any  perfon  or  perfons  whatfoever ,  for 
or  concerning  the  procuring  and  obtaining  of  this  Eccleftajiical 
Dignity,  Place ,  Preferment,  Office,  or  Living  (refpedively  and 
particularly  naming  the  fame  whereuntohe  is  to  be  admitted, 
inftituted,  collated,  inftalled,  or  confirmed)  nor  will  at  any 
time  hereafter  perform  or  fatisfyany  fuch  kind  of  Payment,  Con¬ 
trast,  or  Promife  made  by  any  other  without  my  knowledge ,  or 
confent :  So  help  vie  God ,  through  Jefus  Chrift. 

41.  Licenfes  for  Plurality  of  Benefices  limited ,  and  Refidence 

enjoined. 

NO  Licenfe  or  Difpenfation  for  the  keeping  of  more 
Benefices  with  Cure  than  one,  fhall  be  granted  to  any 
but  fuch  only  as  fhall  be  thought  very  well  worthy  for  his 
Learning,  and  very  well  able  and  fufficient  to  dilcharge  his 
Duty ;  that  is,  who  fhall  have  taken  the  degree  of  a  Mafter 
of  Arts  at  the  leaft  in  one  of  the  Univerfities  of  this  Realm, 
and  be  a  publick  and  fufficient  Preacher  licenfed.  Provided 
always,  that  he  be  by  a  good  and  fufficient  caution  bound 
to  make  his  petfonal  refidence  in  each  his  faid  Benefices  for 
fome  reafonable  time  in  every  year  ;  and  that  the  faid  Bene¬ 
fices  be  not  more  than  thirty  Miles  diftant  afunder :  and  laft- 
lv,  that  he  have  under  him  in  the  Benefice,  where  he  doth 
not  refide,  a  Preacher  lawfully  allowed,  that  is  able  fuffici- 
ently  to  teach  and  inftrud  the  people. 

42.  Refidence  of  Deans  in  their  Churches. 

VERY  Dean,  Mafter,  or  Warden,  or  chief  Governor 
of  any  Cathedral  or  Collegiate  Church,  fhall  be  refi- 
dent  in  his  faid  Cathedral  or  Collegiate  Church  fourfeore  and 
ten  days  conjunStim  or  divifim  in  every  year  at  the  leaft,  and 
then  fhall  continue  there  in  preaching  the  Word  of  God,  and 
keeping  good  Hofpitality,  except  he  fhall  be  otherwife  let 
with  weighty  and  urgent  caufes,  to  be  approved  by  the  Bi¬ 
fhop  of  the  Diocefe,  or  in  any  other  lawful  fort  difpenfed 
with.  And  when  he  isprefent,  he  with  the  reft  of  the  Canons 
or  Prebendaries  refident,  fhall  take  fpecial  care  that  the  Sta¬ 
tutes  and  laudable  Cuftoms  of  their  Church,  (not  being  con¬ 
trary  to  the  Word  of  God,  or  Prerogative  Royal)  the  Statutes 
of  this  Realm  being  in  Force  concerning  Ecclefiaflical  Order, 
and  all  other  Conflitutions  now  fet  forth,  and  confirmed  by 
His  Majefty’s  Authority,  and  fuch  as  fhall  be  lawfully  en¬ 
joined  by  the  Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe  in  his  Vifitation,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Statutes  and  Cuftoms  of  the  fame  Church,  or  the 
Ecclefiallical  Laws  of  this  Realm,  be  diligently  obferved  ; 
and  that  the  Petty  Canons,  Vicars  Choral,  and  other  Mini- 
flers  of  their  Church,  be  urged  to  the  Study  of  the  holy 
Scriptures;  and  every  one  of  them  to  have  the  new  Tefta- 
ment  not  only  in  Englifh,  but  alio  in  Latin. 

4 1 .  Deans  and  Prebendaries  to  preach  during  their  Refidence. 
HE  Dean,  Mafter,  Warden,  or  chief  Governor,  Pre¬ 
bendaries,  and  Canons  in  every  Cathedral  and  Colle¬ 
giate  Church,  fhall  not  only  preach  there  in  their  own  Per¬ 
fons  fo  often  as  they  are  bound  by  Law,  Statute,  Ordinance, 


or  Cuftom,  but  fhall  likewife  preach  in  other  Churches  of 
the  fame  Diocefe  where  they  are  refident,  and  efpecially  in 
thole  Places  whence  they  or  their  Church  receive  any  yearly 
Rents  or  Profits.  And  in  cafe  they  themielves  be  fick,  or 
lawfully  abfent,  they  fhall  fubflitute  fuch  licenfed  Preachers 
to  fupply  their  turns,  as  by  the  Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe  fhall 
be  thought  meet  to  preach  in  Cathedral  Churches.  And  if 
any  otherwife  negledor  omit  to  fupply  his  courle,  as  is  afbre- 
faid,  the  Offender  fhall  be  punifhed  by  the  Bifhop,  or  by 
him  or  them  to  whom  the  jurifdidion  of  chat  Church  ap- 
pertaineth,  according  to  the  quality  of  the  offence. 

44.  Prebendaries  to  be  refident  upon  their  Benefices. 

O  Prebendaries  or  Canons  in  Cathedral  or  Collegiate 
Churches,  having  one  or  more  Benefices  with  Cure, 
(and  not  being  Refidentiaries  in  the  fame  Cathedral  or  Col¬ 
legiate  Churches)  fhall,  under  Colour  of  their  faid  Prebends, 
ablent  themielves  from  their  Benefices  with  Cure,  above  the 
Space  of  one  month  in  the  year,  unlel's  it  be  for  fome  ur¬ 
gent  Caufe,  and  certain  time  to  be  allowed  by  the  Bifhop 
of  the  Diocefe.  And  fuch  of  the  faid  Canons  and  Preben¬ 
daries,  as  by  the  Ordinances  of  the  Cathedral  or  Collegiate 
Churches  do  Hand  bound  to  be  refident  in  the  fame,  fhailfo 
among  themielves  fort  and  proportion  the  times  of  the' 
year,  concerning  Refidency  to  be  kept  in  the  laid  Churches, 
as  that  fome  of  them  always  fhall  be  perfonally  refident  there ; 
and  that  all  thole  who  be,  or  fhall  be  Refidentiaries  in  any 
Cathedral  or  Collegiate  Church,  fhall,  after  the  days  of  their 
Refidency  appointed  by  their  local  Statutes  or  Cuftoms  ex¬ 
pired,  prefently  repair  to  their  Benefices,  or  fome  one  of 
them,  or  to  fome  other  Charge  where  the  Law  requireth  their 
Prefence,  there  to  difcharge  their  Duties  accordin 

s  to  the 

Laws  in  that  Cafe  provided.  And  the  Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe 
fhall  fee  the  fame  to  be  duly  performed  and  put  in  execution. 

45.  Beneficed  Preachers ,  being  refident  upon  their  Livings ,  to 

preach  every  Sunday. 

VERY  beneficed  Man  allowed  to  be  a  Preacher  and 
refiding  on  his  Benefice,  having  no  lawful  impediment 
fhall  in  his  own  Cure,  or  in  fome  other  Church  or  Chapel 
wherehemayconveniently,nearadjoining,  (where  no  Preacher 
is)  preach  one  Sermon  every  Sunday  of  the  Year ;  wherein 
he  fhall  foberly  and  fincerely  divide  the  Word  of  truth  to 
the  glory  of  God,  and  to  the  befl  edification  of  the  People. 

46.  Beneficed  Men,  not  Preachers,  to  procure  monthly  Sermons. 
VERY  beneficed  Man,  not  allowed  to  be  a  Preacher 

fhall  procure  Sermons  to  be  preached  in  his  Cure  once 
in  every  month  at  the  leaft,  by  Preachers  lawfully  licenfed 
if  his  Living  in  the  judgement  of  the  Ordinary  will  be  able 
to  bear  it.  And  upon  every  Sunday,  when  there  fhall  not  be 
a  Sermon  preached  in  his  Cure,  he  or  his  Curate  fhall  read 
fome  one  of  the  Homilies  preferibed  or  to  be  preferibed  by 
Authority,  to  the  Intents  aforefaid. 

47.  Ab fence  of  beneficed  Men  to  be  fupplied  by  Curates  that  are 

allowed  Preachers. 

EVERY  beneficed  Man  licenfed  by  the  Laws  of  this 
Realm,  upon  urgent  Occafions  of  other  Service,  not  to 
refide  upon  his  Benefice,  fhall  caufe  his  Cure  to  be  fupplied 
by  a  Curate  that  is  a  fufficient  and  licenfed  Preacher,  if  the 
worth  of  the  Benefice  will  bear  it.  But  whofoever  hath  two 
Benefices  fhall  maintain  a  Preacher  licenfed  in  the  Benefice 
where  he  doth  not  refide,  except  he  preach  hinffelf  at  both 
of  them  ufually. 

48.  None  to  be  Curates  but  allowed  by  the  Bifhop. 

O  Curate  or  Minifter  fhall  be  permitted  to  ferve  in  any 
Place,  without  examination  and  admifiion  of  the  Bi¬ 
fhop  of  the  Diocefe,  or  Ordinary  of  the  Place  having  Fpif- 
copal  Jurifdidion,  in  writing  under  his  Fland  and  Seal,  hav¬ 
ing  refped  to  the  greatnefs  of  the  Cure,  and  meetnefs  of 
the  Party.  And  the  faid  Curates  and  Minifters,  if  they  re¬ 
move  from  one  Diocefe  toanother,  fhall  not  be  by  any  means 
admitted  to  ferve  without  teftimony  of  the  Bifhop  of  the 
Diocefe,  or  Ordinary  of  the  Place,  as  aforefaid,  whence  they 
came,  in  writing,  of  their  Honefty,  Ability,  and  Conformity 
to  the  Ecclefialtical  Laws  of  the  Church  of  England.  Nor 
fhall  any  ferve  more  than  one  Church  or  Chapel  upon  one 
day,  except  the  Chapel  be  a  Member  of  the  Parifh  Church, 
or  united  thereunto;  and  unlefs  the  faid  Church  or  Chapel' 
where  fuch  a  Minifter  fhall  ferve  in  two  Places,  be  not  able 
in  the  judgement  of  the  Bifhop  or  Ordinary,  as  aforefaid 
to  maintain  a  Curate. 


49. 
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49 .  Minifters  not  allowed,  Preachers,  may  not  expound. 

NO  Perlon  whatsoever  not  examined  and  approved  by 
the  Bifhop  of  theDiocefe,  or  not  licenfed,  as  is  afore- 
faid,  for  a  Sufficient  or  convenient  preacher,  (hall  take  upon 
him  to  expound  in  his  own  Cure,  or  elfewhere,  any  Scrip¬ 
ture  or  matter  of  Dodtrine  ;  but  (hall  only  ftudy  to  read 
plainly  and  aptly  (without  gloffing  or  adding)  the  Homilies 
already  Set  forth,  or  hereafter  to  be  publifhed  by  lawful  Au¬ 
thority,  for  the  confirmation  of  the  true  Faith,  and  for  the 
good  Inftru&ion  and  Edification  of  the  people. 

50.  Strangers  not  admitted  to  preach  without  /hewing  their 

Licenfe. 

N Either  the  Minifter,  Church-wardens,  or  any  other  Of¬ 
ficers  of  the  Church,  Shall  Suffer  any  man  to  preach 
within  their  Churches,  or  Chapels,  but  Such  as  by  (hewing 
their  Licenfe  to  preach,  (hall  appear  unto  them  to  be  Suf¬ 
ficiently  authorized  thereunto,  as  is  aforefaid. 

51.  Strangers  not  admitted  to  preach  in  Cathedral  Churches 
without  fujjicient  Authority. 

THE  Deans,  Refidents,  and  Refidentiarics  of  any  Cathe¬ 
dral  or  Collegiate  Church,  Shall  Suffer  no  Stranger  to 
preach  unto  the  People  in  their  Churches,  except  they  be 
allowed  by  the  Archbiffiop  of  the  Province,  or  by  the  Bifhop 
of  the  fame  Diocefe,  or  by  either  of  the  Univerfities.  And  if 
any  in  his  Sermon  Shall  publiSh  any  Dodtrine,  either  Strange, 
or  disagreeing  from  the  Word  of  God,  or  from  any  of  the 
Articles  of  Religion  agreed  upon  in  the  Convocation- houfe, 
Anno  1562,  or  from  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer-,  the 
Dean  or  the  Refidents,  (hall,  by  their  Letters  fubferibed  with 
Some  of  their  Hands,  that  heard  him.  So  Soon  as  may  be, 
give  Notice  of  the  Same  to  the  Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe,  that 
he  may  determine  the  Matter,  and  take  Such  Order  there¬ 
in,  as  he  fhall  think  convenient. 

52.  The  names  of  Jirange  Preachers  to  he  noted  in  a  Book. 

THAT  the  Bifhop  may  underftand  (if  oecafion  So  re¬ 
quire)  what  Sermons  are  made  in  every  Church  of  his 
Diocefe,  and  who  prefume  to  preach  without  Licenfe,  the 
Church-wardens  and  Sidemen  Shall  fee  that  the  Names  of  all 
Preachers,  which  come  to  their  Church  from  any  other  Place, 
be  noted  in  a  Book,  which  they  fhall  have  ready  for  that  pur- 
pofe-,  wherein  every  Preacher  fhall  fubferibe  his  Name,  the 
Day  when  he  preached,  and  the  Name  of  the  Bifhop  of 
whom  he  had  Licenfe  to  preach. 

5  ?•  A To  puhlick  Oppofition  between  Preachers. 

IF  any  Preacher  fhall  in  the  Pulpit  particularly,  or  namely, 
of  purpofe,  impugn  or  confute  any  Doftiine  delivered  by 
any  other  Preacher  in  the  fame  Church,  or  in  any  Church 
near  adjoining,  before  he  hath  acquainted  the  Bifhop  of  the 
Diocefe  therewith,  and  received  order  from  him  what  to  do 
in  that  cafe,  becaufe  upon  fuch  publick  diflenting  and  con¬ 
tradicting  there  may  grow  much  Offence  and  Difquietnefs 
unto  the  People-,  the  Church- wardens,  or  Party  grieved  fhall 
forthwith  fignify  the  fame  to  the  Said  Bifhop,  and  not  Suffer 
the  Said  Preacher  any  more  to  occupy  that  place  which  he 
hath  once  abufed,  except  he  faithfully  promile  to  forbear  all 
fuch  matter  of  Contention  in  the  Church,  until  the  Bifhop 
hath  taken  further  Order  therein,  who  fhall  with  all  conve¬ 
nient  Speed  So  proceed  therein,  that  publick  Satisfaction  may 
be  made  in  the  Congregation  where  the  Offence  was  given. 
Provided,  that  if  either  of  the  Parties  offending  do  appeal, 
he  fhall  not  be  fuffered  to  preach  pendente  lite. 

54.  The  Licenfes  of  Preachers  refufing  Conformity ,  to  be  void. 
T  b  any  Man  licenfed  heretofore  to  preach,  by  any  Archbifhop, 
Bifhop,  or  by  either  of  the  Univerfities,  fhall  at  anytime 
henceforth  refufe  to  conform  himlelf  to  the  Laws,  Or¬ 
dinances  and  Rites  Ecclefiaftical,  eftablifhed  in  the  Church  of 
England ;  he  fhall  be  admonifhed  by  the  Bifhopof  the  Diocefe, 
or  Ordinary  of  the  Place  to  Submit  himfelf  to  the  Ufe  and 
due  Exercife  of  the  fame.  And  if  after  fuch  Admonition,  he 
do  not  conform  himfelf  within  the  fpace  of  one  Month,  we 
determineand  decree,  That  the  Licenfe  of  every  fuch  Preacher 
fhall  thereupon  be  utterly  void  and  of  none  effeCt. 

5 5 .  The  Form  of  a  Pr ayer  to  he  ufed  by  all  Preachers  before 

their  Sermons. 

BEfore  all  Sermons,  LeCtures, and  Homilies,  the  Preach¬ 
ers  and  Minifters  fhall  move  the  People  to  join  with 
them  in  Prayer  in  this  Form,  or  to  this  EffeCt,  as  briefly 
as  conveniently  they  may:  Ye  fhall  pray  for  Chrift’s  holy 
Catholick  Church,  that  is  for  the  whole  Congregation  of 
Chriftian  People  difperfed  throughout  the  whole  World,  and 


especially  for  the  Churches  of  England ,  Scotland ,  and  Ireland ; 
and  herein  I  requircyou  moftefpecially  to  pray  lorthe  King’s 
molt  excellent  Majefty,  our  Sovereign  Lord  James,  King 
of  England ,  Scotland ,  France ,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the 
Faith,  and  Supreme  Governor  in  thel'e  his  Realms,  and  all 
other  his  Dominions  and  Countries,  overall  Perfons,  in  all 
Caufes,  as  well  Ecclefiaflical  as  Temporal;  ye  fhall  alfo  pray 
for  our  Gracious  Queen  Anne,  the  Noble  Prince  Henry, 
and  the  reft  of  the  King’s  and  Queen's  Royal  IfTue;ye  fhall 
alfo  pray  for  the  Minifters  of  God’s  holy  Word  and  Sacra¬ 
ments,  as  well  Archbifhops  and  Bifhops,  as  other  Paftors 
and  Curates;  ye  fhall  alfo  pray  for  the  King’s  moff  Ho¬ 
nourable  Council,  and  for  all  the  Nobility  and  Magiffrates 
of  this  Realm-,  that  all  and  every  of  tnefe,  in  their  Several 
Callings,  may  Serve  truly  and  painfully  to  the  Glory  of  God, 
and  the  edifying  and  well  governing  cfhis  People,  remem' 
beringthe  Account  that  they  muff  make;  alfo  ye  fhall  pray 
for  the  whole  Commons  of  this  Realm,  that  they  may  live  in 
the  true  Faith  andFear  of  God;  in  humble  obedience  to  the 
King,  and  brotherly  Charity  one  to  another;  finally,  let  us 
praife  God  for  all  thofe  which  are  departed  out  of  this  life  in 
the  Faith  of  Chriff,  and  pray  unto  God,  that  we  n  ay  have 
Grace  to  direCt  our  Lives  after  their  good  examples;  that 
this  Life  ended,  we  may  be  made  Partakers  with  them  of 
the  glorious  RefurreCtion  in  the  Life  everjafling;  always 
concluding  with  the  Lord’s  Prayer. 

56.  Preachers  and  LeFiurcrs  to  read  Divine  Service ,  and  ad- 
mini  fl er  the  Sacraments  twice  a  Tear  at  the  leaf. 

EVERY  Minifter  being  poflefled  of  a  Benefice  that  hath 
Cure  and  Charge  of  Souls,  although  he  chiefly  attend 
to  preaching,  and  hath  a  Curate  under  him  to  execute  the 
other  Duties  which  aretobe  performed  for  himin  theChurch, 
and  likewife  every  other  ftipendiary  Preacher  that  readeth 
any  Ledture  or  chatechizeth,  or  preacheth  in  any  Church  or 
Chapel,  final  1  twice  at  the  leaft  every  Year  read  himfelf  the 
Divine  Service  upon  two  feveral  Sundays  publickly,  and  at 
theufual  Times, both  in  the  Forenoon  and  Afternoon,  in  the 
Church  which  hefopoflefleth,  orwhere  he  readeth,  catechiz- 
eth,  or  preacheth,  as  is  aforefaid;  and  fhall  likewife  as  often 
in  every  Year  adminiffer  the  Sacraments  of  Baptifm,  if  there 
be  any  to  be  baptized,  and  of  the  Lord’s  Supper,  in  fuch  Man¬ 
ner  and  Form,  and  with  the  Observation  of  allfuch  Rites  and 
Ceremonies  as  are  preferibed  bythe  Book  of  Common  Prayer, 
in  that  behalf,  which  if  he  do  not  accordingly  perform,  then 
fhall  he  that  is  pofTefled  of  a  Benefice  (as  before)  be  fufpend- 
ed;  and  he  that  is  but  a  Reader,  Preacher,  or  Catechizer,  be 
removed  from  his  Place  by  the  Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe,  until 
he  or  they  fhall  Submit  themfelves  to  perform  all  the  Said 
Duties,  in  fuch  manner  and  fort  as  before  is  preferibed. 

57.  The  Sacraments  not  to  be  ref  ufed  at  the  Hands 
of  unpreaching  Minifters. 

WPIereas  divers  Perfons  Seduced  by  falfe  teachers,  do 
refule  to  have  their  Children  baptized  by  a  Minifter 
that  is  no  Preacher,  and  to  receive  the  holy  Communion  at 
his  Hands  in  the  fame  refpeCt,  as  though  the  virtue  of  thofe 
Sacraments  did  depend  upon  his  Ability  to  preach ;  foraf- 
much  as  the  DoCtrine  both  of  Baptifm  andof  the  Lord’s  Sup¬ 
per  is  fo  Sufficiently  fet  down  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
to  be  ufed  at  the  Adminiftration  of  the  Said  Sacraments,  as 
nothing  can  be  added  unto  it  that  is  material  and  neceftury; 
we  do  require  and  charge  every  fuch  Perfon,  Seduced  as 
aforefaid,  to  reform  that  their  Wilfulnefs,  and  to  Submit  him¬ 
felf  to  the  Order  of  theChurch  in  that  behalf;  both  the  laid 
Sacraments  being  equally  effectual,  whether  they  be  minif- 
rered  by  a  Minifter  that  is  no  Preacher,  or  by  one  that  is  a 
Preacher.  And  if  any  hereafter  fhall  offend  herein,  or  leave 
their  own  Parifh  Churches  in  that  relpedt,  and  communicate 
orcaufe  their  Children  to  be  baptized  in  other  Parifhes  abroad, 
and  will  not  be  moved  thereby  to  reform  that  their  Error 
and  unlawful  Courfe;  let  them  be  prefented  to  the  Ordinary 
of  the  Place  by  the  Minifter,  Church- wardens,  and  Sidemen, 
or  Queff-men  of  the  Parifhes  where  they  dwell,  and  there 
receive  fuch  Punifhments  by  Ecclefiaflical  Cenfures,  as  fuch 
Obftinacy  doth  worthily  deferve;  that  is,  let  them  (perfiffing 
in  their  Wilfulnefs)  be  lufpended,  and  then,  after  a  Month’s 
farther  Obftinacy,  excommunicated.  And  likewife  if  any 
Parfon,  Vicar,  or  Curate,  fhall  after  the  publiffiing  hereof, 
either  receive  to  the  Communion  any  fuch  perfons  which 
arenotof  his  own  Church  and  Parifh,  or  fhall  baptize  any  of 
their  Children,  thereby  (Lengthening  them  in  their  Said  Er- 
*  B  2  rors; 
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rors ;  let  him  be  fufpended,  and  not  releafed  thereof,  until  he 
do  faithfully  promife  that  he  will  notafterwardsoffend  therein. 

58 .  Minijlers  reading  Divine  Service.,  and  adminijlering  the  Sa¬ 
craments,  to  wear  Surplices,  and  Graduates  therewithal  Hoods . 

EVERY  Minifter  faying  the  publick  Prayers,  or  mini- 
ftering  the  Sacraments  or  other  Rites  of  the  Church, 
fhall  wear  a  decent  and  comely  Surplice  with  Sleeves,  to  be 
provided  at  the  Charge  of  the  Parifh.  And  if  any  Queftion 
arife  touching  the  Matter,  Decency,  or  Comelinefs  thereof, 
the  fame  (hall  be  decided  by  the  difcretion  of  the  Ordinary. 
Furthermore, fuch  Miniftersas  are  Graduates,  fhall  wear  up¬ 
on  theirSurplices  at  fuch  times,  fuch  Floods  as  by  the  Orders 
of  the  Univerfities  are  agreeable  to  their  Degrees,  which  no 
Minifter  fhall  wear  (being  no  graduate)  under  pain  of  Sufpen- 
fion.  Notwithftanding  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  fuch  Minifters 
as  are  not  Graduates,  to  wear  upon  their  Surplices,  inftead 
of  Floods  fome  decent  Tippet  of  Black,  fo  it  be  not  Silk. 

59.  Minijlers  to  catechize  every  Sunday. 

EVERY  Parfon,  Vicar,  or  Curate  upon  every  Sunday  and 
Holy-day  before  Evening  Prayer,  fhall,  forhalf  anhour 
or  more  examine  and  inftruCt  the  Youth  and  ignorant  Per- 
fons  of  his  Parifh  in  the  Ten  Commandments,  the  Articles 
of  the  Belief,  and  in  the  Lord’s  Prayer-,  and  fhall  diligently 
hear,  inftruct  and  teach  them  the  Catechifm  fet  forth  in  the 
Book  of  Com  mon  Prayer.  And  all  F athers,  Mothers,  Mafters, 
and  MiftrefTes,  {hall  caufe  their  Children,  Servants,  and  Ap¬ 
prentices,  which  have  not  learned  the  Catechifm,  to  come  to 
the  Church  at  the  time  appointed,  obediently  to  hear,  and  to 
be  ordered  by  the  Minifter,  until  they  have  learned  the  fame. 
And  if  any  Minifter  negleCthis  Duty  herein,  let  him  be  fharp- 
ly  reproved  upon  the  firit  Complaint,  and  true  Notice  there¬ 
of  given  to  the  Bifhop  or  Ordinary  of  the  Place.  If  after  fub- 
mitting  himfelf,  he  fhall  willingly  offend  therein  again,  let 
him  be  fufpended;  if  fo  the  third  time,  there  being  little  hope 
that  he  will  be  therein  reformed,  then  excommunicated,  and 
fo  remain,  until  he  will  be  reformed.  And  likewife  if  any  of 
the  Paid  Fathers,  Mothers,  Mafters,  or  MiftrefTes,  Children, 
Servants,  or  Apprentices,  fhall  negleCt  their  Duties,  as  the 
one  Sort  in  not  caufing  them  to  come,  and  the  other  in  re- 
fufing  to  learn  as  aforefaid-,  let  them  be  fufpended  by  their 
Ordinaries  (if  they  be  not  Children)  and  if  they  fo  perfift  by 
the  Space  of  a  Month,  then  let  them  be  excommunicated. 

60.  Confirmation  to  be  performed  once  in  three  Tears. 

FOrafmuch  as  it  hath  been  a  folemn,  antient  and  lauda¬ 
ble  Cuftom  in  the  Church  of  God,  continued  from  the 
Apoftles  times,  that  all  Bifhops  fhould  lay  their  Hands  up¬ 
on  Children  baptized,  and  inftruCted  in  the  Catechifm  of 
Chriftian  Religion,  praying  over  them,  and  bleffing  them, 
which  we  commonly  call  Confirmation ,  and  that  this  holy 
ACtion  hath  been  accuftomed  in  the  Church  in  former  Ages, 
to  be  performed  in  the  Bifhop’s  Vifitation  every  third  Year, 
we  will  and  appoint.  That  every  Bifhop,  or  his  Suffragan,  in 
his  accuftomed  Vifitation,  do  in  his  own  Perfon  carefully  ob- 
ferve  the  faid  Cuftom.  And  if  in  that  Year,  by  reafon  of 
fome  infirmity,  he  be  not  able  perfonally  to  vifit,  then  he 
fhall  not  omit  the  Execution  of  that  Duty  of  Confirmation 
the  next  Year  after,  as  he  may  conveniently. 

6 1 .  Minijlers  to  prepare  Children  for  Confirmation. 

EVery  Minifter,  that  hath  Cure  and  Charge  of  Souls,  for 
the  better  accomplifhing  of  the  Orders  prefcribed  in 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  concerning  Confirmation,  fhall 
take  efpecial  care  that  none  (hall  be  prelented  to  the  Bifhop 
for  him  to  lay  his  Hands  upon,  but  fuch  as  can  render  an 
account  of  their  Faith  according  to  the  Catechifm  in  the  faid 
Book  contained.  And  when  the  Bifhop  fhall  afiign  any  time 
for  the  Performance  of  that  part  of  his  Duty,  every  fuch 
Minifter  fhall  ufe  his  beft  Endeavour  to  prepare  and  make 
able,  and  likewife  to  procure  as  many,  as  he  can  to  be  then 
brought,  and  by  the  Bifhop  to  be  confirmed. 

6  2.  Minijlers  not  to  marry  any  Per  Jons  without  Banns ,  or 

Licenfe. 

NO  Minifter  upon  pain  of  Sufpenfion  per  triennium  ipfo 
fafto,  fhall  celebrate  Matrimony  between  any  Perfons 
without  a  Faculty  or  Licenfe  granted  by  fome  of  the  Per¬ 
fons  in  thefe  our  Conftitutions  expreffed,  except  the  Banns 
of  Matrimony  have  been  firftpublifhed  three  feveral  Sundays 
or  Floly-days  in  the  time  of  Divine  Service,  in  the  Parifh 
Churches  and  Chapels  where  the  faid  Parties  dwell,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  Neither  fhall  any  Mi¬ 
nifter  upon  the  like  pain,  under  any  Pretence  whatloever, 


join  any  Perfons  fo  licenfed  in  Marriage  at  any  unfeafonable 
times,  but  only  between  the  hours  of  Eight  and  Twelve  in 
the  Forenoon,  nor  in  any  private  Place,  but  either  in  the  faid 
Churches  or  Chapels  where  one  of  them  dwelleth,  and  like¬ 
wife  in  time  of  Divine  Service;  nor  when  Banns  are  thrice 
afked,  and  no  Licenfe  in  that  refpeCt  neceffary,  before  the 
Parents  or  Governors  of  the  Parties  to  be  married,  being 
under  the  age  of  Twenty  and  one  Years,  fhall  either  per¬ 
fonally,  or  by  fufficient  Teftimony,  fignify  to  him  their 
Confents  given  to  the  laid  Marriage. 

63.  Minijlers  of  exempt  Churches  not  to  marry  without  Banns 

or  Licenfe. 

EVERY  Minifter,  who  fhall  hereafter  celebrate  Marriage 
between  any  Perfons  contrary  to  our  faid  Conftitutions, 
or  any  Part  of  them,  under  Colour  of  any  peculiar  Liberty 
or  Privilege  claimed  to  appertain  to  certain  Churches  and 
Chapels,  fhall  be  fufpended  per  triennium  by  the  Ordinary  of 
the  place  where  the  offence  fhall  be  committed.  And  if  any 
ftlch  Minifter  fhall  afterwards  remove  from  the  Place  where 
he  hath  committed  that  Fault,  before  he  be  fufpended,  as  is 
aforefaid,  then  fhall  the  Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe,  or  Ordinary 
of  the  Place,  where  he  remaineth,  upon  Certificate  under 
the  Hand  and  Seal  of  the  other  Ordinary,  from  whole  Ju- 
rifciiCf ion  he  removed,  execute  that  Cenlure  upon  him. 

64.  Minijlers  folemnly  to  bid  Holy-days. 

EVERY  Parfon,  Vicar,  or  Curate,  fhall  in  his  feveral 
Charge  declare  to  the  People  every  Sunday  at  the  time 
appointed  in  the  Communion-Book,  whether  there  be  any 
Holy-days  or  Fafting-days  the  Week  following.  And  if  any 
do  hereafter  wittingly  offend  herein,  and  being  once  admo- 
nifhed  thereof  by  his  Ordinary,  fhall  again  omit  that  Duty, 
let  him  be  cenfured,  according  to  Law,  until  he  fubmit  him¬ 
felf  to  the  due  Performance  of  it. 

65.  Minijlers  folemnly  to  denounce  Recufants  and 
Excommunicates. 

ALL  Ordinaries  fhall  in  their  feveral  Jurifdi&ions  care¬ 
fully  fee  and  give  Order,  that  as  well  thofe  who  for 
obftinate  refufing  to  frequent  Divine  Service  eftablifhed  by 
publick  Authority  within  this  Realm  of  England ,  as  thofe 
alfo  (efpecially  of  the  better  Sort  and  Condition)  who  for  no¬ 
torious  Contumacy,  or  other  notable  Crimes,  ftand  lawfully 
excommunicate,  (unlefs  within  three  Months  immediately 
after  the  faid  Sentence  of  Excommunication  pronounced  a- 
gainft  them,  they  reform  themfelves,  and  obtain  the  benefit 
of  Abfolution,)  be  every  fix  months  enfuing,  as  well  in  the 
Parifh  Church,  as  in  the  Cathedral  Church  of  the  Diocefe  in 
which  they  remain,  by  the  Minifter  openly  in  time  of  Divine 
Service,  upon  fome  Sunday,  denounced  and  declared  excom¬ 
municate,  thatothers  may  be  thereby  both admonifhed  tore- 
frain  their  Company  and  Society,  and  excited  the  rather  to  pro¬ 
cure  out  a  Writ  de  excommunicato  capiendo,  thereby  to  brino- 
and  reduce  them  into  due  order  and  obedience.  Likewife  the 
Regifter  of  every  Ecclefiaftical  Court  fhall  yearly,  between 
Michaelmas  and  Chrifimas ,  duly  certify  the  Archbifhop  of 
the  Province  of  all  and  fingular  the  Premiffes  aforefaid. 

66.  Minijlers  to  confer  with  Recufants. 

EVERY  Minifter  being  a  Preacher,  and  having  any  Po- 
pifh  Recufant  or  Recufants  in  his  Parifh,  and  thought 
fit  by  the  Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe,  fhall  labour  diligently  with 
them  from  time  to  time,  thereby  to  reclaim  them  from  their 
Errors.  And  if  he  be  no  Preacher,  or  not  fuch  a  Preacher, 
then  he  {ball  procure  if  he  can  poflibly,  fome  that  are  Preach¬ 
ers  fo  qualified,  to  take  pains  with  them  for  that  purpofe.  If 
he  can  procure  none,  then  he  fhall  inform  the  Bifhop  of  the 
Diocefe  thereof,  who  fhall  not  only  appoint  fome  neighbour 
Preacher  or  Preachers  adjoining  to  take  that  labour  upon 
them,  but  himfelf  alfo,  as  his  important  affairs  will  permit 
him,  fhall  ufe  his  beft  Endeavour,  by  InftruCtion,  Perfua- 
fion,  and  all  good  means  he  can  devife,  to  reclaim  both 
them  and  all  other  within  his  Diocefe  fo  affeCted. 

67.  Minijlers  to  vifit  the  Sick. 

WHEN  any  Perfon  is  dangeroufly  Tick  in  any  Parifh, 
the  Minifter  or  Curate,  having  knowledge  thereof 
fhall  refort  unto  him  or  her  (if  the  Dileafe  be  not  known  or 
probably  fufpeCted  to  be  infectious)  to  inftruft  and  comfort 
them  in  their  Diftrefs,  according  to  the  Order  of  the  Com¬ 
munion  Book,  if  he  be  no  Preacher ;  or  if  he  be  a  Preacher, 
then  as  he  fhall  think  molt  needful  and  convenient.  And 
when  any  is  pafling  out  of  this  Life,  a  Bell  fhall  be  tolled, 
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and  the  Minifter  (hall  not  then  (lack  to  do  his  lad  Duty. 
And  after  the  Party’s  death,  if  it  fo  fall  out,  there  lhall  be 
rung  no  more  than  one  (hort  peal,  and  one  other  before  the 
Burial,  and  one  other  after  the  Burial. 

68.  Minifter s  net  to  refnfe  to  Chriften  or  Bury. 

NO  Minifter  (hall  refufe  or  delay  to  Chriften  any  Child 
according  to  the  Form  of  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  that  is  brought  to  the  Church  to  him  upon  Sundays 
or  Holy-days  to  be  chriftened,  or  to  bury  any  Corpfe  that 
is  brought  to  the  Church  or  Church-yard,  convenient  warn¬ 
ing  being  given  him  thereof  before,  in  fuch  Manner  and 
Form  as  is  preferibed  in  the  laid  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 
And  if  he  (hall  refufe  to  chriften  the  one,  or  bury  the  other 
(except  the  Party  deceafed  were  denounced  excommunicated 
majori  excommunicatione  for  fome  grievous  and  notorious 
Crime,  and  no  man  able  to  teftify  of  his  Repentance)  he 
(hall  be  fufpended  by  the  Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe  from  his 
Miniftry  by  the  Space  of  three  Months. 

69  .Minifters  not  to  defer  Chriftening ,  if  the  Child  be  in  Danger. 

IF  any  Minifter,  being  duly  without  any  Manner  of  Col- 
lufion,  informed  of  the  Weaknefs  and  Danger  of  Death  of 
any  Infant  unbaptized  in  his  Parifh,  and  thereupon  defired  to 
go  or  come  to  the  Place  where  the  faid  Infant  remaineth,  to 
baptize  the  fame,  (hall  either  wilfully  refufe  fo  to  do,  or  of  pur- 
pofe,  or  of  grofs  Negligence,  fhall  fo  defer  the  time,  as  when 
he  might  conveniently  have  reforted  to  the  Place,  and  have 
baptized  the  faid  Infant,  it  dieth  through  fuch  his  default,  un- 
baptized;thefaidMinifter  fhall  befufpended  forthreeMonths, 
and  before  his  reftitution  (hall  acknowledge  his  Fault,  and 
promife  before  his  Ordinary,  that  he  will  not  wittingly  incur 
the  like  again.  Provided,  that  where  there  is  a  Curate,  or  a 
Subftitute,  this  Conftitution  (hall  not  extend  to  the  Parfon 
or  Vicar  himfelf,  but  to  the  Curate  or  Subftitute  prefent. 

70.  Minifters  to  keep  a  Regifler  of  Chriftenings ,  Weddings , 

and  Burials. 

IN  every  Parifh  Church  and  Chapel  within  this  Realm,  fhall 
be  provided  one  Parchment  Book  at  the  Charge  of  the 
Parifh,  wherein  lhall  be  written  the  Day  and  Year  of  every 
Chriftening,  Wedding,  and  Burial,  which  have  been  in  that 
Parifli  fince  the  time  that  the  Law  was  firft  made  in  that  be¬ 
half,  fo  far  as  the  ancient  Books  thereof  can  be  procured,  but 
efpecially  fincethe  beginning  of  the  Reign  of  the  late  Queen. 
And  for  the  fafe  keeping  of  the  faid  Book,  the  Church-war¬ 
dens,  at  the  Charge  of  the  Parifh,  (hall  provide  one  fure  Cof¬ 
fer,  with  three  Locks  and  Keys  •,  whereof  the  one  to  remain 
with  the  Minifter,  and  the  other  two  with  the  Church- wardens, 
feverally-,  fothat  neither  the  Minifter  without  the  two  Church¬ 
wardens,  nor  the  Church- wardens  without  the  Minifter,  (hall 
at  any  time  take  that  Book  out  of  the  faid  Coffer.  And 
hence  forth  upon  every  Sabbath-day,  immediately  after  Morn- 
ino-  or  Evening  Prayer,  the  Minifter  and  Church-wardens, 
lhall  take  the  faid  Parchment  Book  out  of  the  faid  Coffer, 
and  the  Minifter,  in  the  prefence  of  the  Church-wardens, 
fhall  write  and  record  in  the  faid  Book  the  Names  of  all  Per- 
fons  chriftened,  together  with  the  Names  and  Surnames  of 
their  Parents;  and  alfo  the  Names  of  all  Perfons  married,  and 
buried  in  that  Parifh  in  the  Week  before,  and  the  Day  and 
Year  of  every  fuch  Chriftening,  Marriage,  and  Burial;  and 
that  done  they  fhall  lay  up  that  Book  in  the  Coffer,  as  be¬ 
fore;  and  the  Minifter  and  Church-wardens  unto  every  page 
of  that  Book  when  it  fhall  be  filled  with  fuch  Infcriptions, 
(hall  fubferibe  their  Names.  And  the  Church-wardens  fhall 
once  every  Year,  within  one  Month  after  the  five  and  twen¬ 
tieth  day  of  March ,  tranfmit  unto  the  Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe, 
or  his  Chancellor  a  true  copy  of  the  Names  of  all  Perfons 
chriftened,  married  or  buried  in  their  Parifh,  in  the  Year  be¬ 
fore,  ended  the  faid  five  and  twentieth  day  of  March ,  and  the 
certain  Days  and  Months  in  which  every  fuch  Chriftening, 
Marriage,  and  Burial  was  had,  to  be  fubferibed  with  the  hands 
of  the  faid  Minifters  and  Church- wardens,  to  the  end  the  fame 
may  faithfully  be  preferved  in  the  Regiftry  of  the  faid  Bifhop; 
which  Certificate  fhall  be  received  without  Fee.  And  if  the 
Minifter  or  Church-wardens  lhall  be  negligent  in  performance 
of  any  thingherein  contained,  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  Bifhop, 
or  his  Chancellor  to  convent  them,  and  proceed  againft 
every  of  them  as  Contemners  of  this  our  Conftitution. 

7 1 .  Minifters  not  to  preach ,  or  adminifter  the  Communion  in 
private  Hcufes. 

NO  Minifter  (hall  preach,  or  adminifter  the  holy  Commu¬ 
nion  in  any  private  Houfe,  except  it  be  in  times  of 
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necefilty,  when  any  being  either  fo  impotent  as  he  cannot  go 
to  the  Church,  or  very  dangeroufly  fick,  are  defirous  to  be 
partakers  of  the  holy  Sacrament,  upon  pain  of  Sufpenfion 
for  the  firft  offence,  and  excommunication  for  the  lecond. 
Provided,  the  Houles  are  here  reputed  for  private  Houfes, 
wherein  are  no  Chapels  dedicated  and  allowed  by  the  Ecclefi- 
aftical  Laws  of  this  Realm.  And  provided  alfo,  under  the 
pains  before  expreffed,  that  no  Chaplains  do  preach,  or  ad¬ 
minifter  the  Communion  in  any  other  Places,  but  in  the  Cha¬ 
pels  of  the  faid  Houfes ;  and  that  alio  they  do  the  fame  very 
leidom  upon  Sundays  and  Holy-days:  fo  that  both  the  Lords 
and  Mafters  of  the  faid  Houles,  and  their  Families,  fhall  at 
other  times  refort  to  their  own  Parifh  Churches,  and  there 
receive  the  Holy  Communion  at  the  lead  once  every  Year. 

72.  Minifters  not  to  appoint  publick  or  private  Fafts  or  Pro¬ 
phecies ,  or  to  exercife ,  but  by  Authority. 

O  Minifter  or  Minifters,  (hall  without  the  Licenfe  and 
Direction  of  the  Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe  firft  obtained 
and  had  under  his  Hand  and  Seal,  appoint  or  keep  any  fo- 
lemn  Fafts,  either  publickly  or  in  any  private  Houfes,  other 
than  fuch  as  by  Law  are,  or  by  publick  Authority  (hall  be 
appointed,  nor  (hall  be  wittingly  prefent  at  anyof  them,  under 
pain  of  Sufpenfion  for  the  firft  Fault,  of  Excommunication 
for  the  Second,  and  of  Depofttion  from  the  Miniftry  for  the 
Third.  Neither  fhall  any  Minifter,  not  licenfed,  as  is  afore- 
laid,  prefume  to  appoint  or  hold  any  Meetings  for  Sermons, 
commonly  termed  by  fome  Prophecies  or  Exercifes,  in 
Market-towns,  or  other  Places  under  the  faid  Pains :  nor, 
without  fuch  Licenle,  to  attempt,  upon  any  Pretence  what- 
foever,  either  of  Poffeifion  or  Obfefiion,  by  Fading  and 
Prayer,  to  caft  out  any  Devil  or  Devils,  under  pain  of  the 
Imputation  of  Impoftureor  Cofenage,  and  Depofttion  from 
the  Miniftry. 

7  3 .  Minifters  not  to  hold  private  Conventicles. 

FOrafmuch  as  all  Conventicles,  and  fecret  Meetings  of 
Priefts  and  Minifters,  have  been  ever  juftly  accounted 
very  hurtful  to  the  State  of  the  Church  wherein  they  live  -, 
wedonow  ordain  and  conftitute,  That  no  Priefts,  or  Minifters 
of  the  Word  of  God,  or  any  other  Perfons,  (hall  meet  to¬ 
gether  in  any  private  Houfe,  or  elfewhere,  to  confult  upon 
any  Matter  or  Courfe  to  be  taken  by  them,  or  upon  their 
motion  or  direction  by  any  other,  which  may  any  way  tend  to 
the  impeaching  or  depraving  of  the  doclrineofthe  Church  of 
England,  orof  the  Book  of  CommonPrayer,  or  of  any  Part  of 
the  Government  andDifciplinenoweftablifhed  in  theChurch 
of  England ,  under  pain  of  Excommunication  ipfo  faflo. 

74.  Decency  in  Apparel  enjoined  to  Minifters. 

THE  true,  ancient,  and  flourifhing  Churches  of  Chrift, 
being  ever  defirous  that  their  Prelacy  and  Clergy  might 
be  had  as  well  in  outward  Reverence,  as  otherwife  regarded 
for  the  Worthinefs  of  their  Miniftry,  did  think  it  fit,  by  a 
prefeript  Form  of  decent  and  comely  Apparel  to  have  them 
known  to  the  People,  and  thereby  to  receive  the  Honour  and 
Eftimation  due  to  thefpecialMeffengers  and  Minifters  of  Al¬ 
mighty  God.  We  therefore  following  their  grave  Judge¬ 
ment,  and  the  ancient  Cuftom  of  the  Church  of  England , 
and  hoping  that  in  time  New-fanglenefs  of  Apparel  in  fome 
faftious  Perfons  will  dieofitfelf,  do  conftitute  and  appoint. 
That  the  Archbifhops  and  Bifhops  fhall  not  intermit  to  ufe 
the  accuftomed  Apparel  of  their  Degrees.  Likewife  all 
Deans,  Mafters  of  Colleges,  Archdeacons  and  Prebendaries, 
in  Cathedral  and  Collegiate  Churches  (being  Priefts  or  Dea- 
consj  Dodtors  in  Divinity,  Law,  and  Phyfick,  Batchelors  in 
Divinity,  Mafters  of  Arts,  and  Batchelors  of  Law,  having  any 
Ecclefiaftical  Living,  (hall  ufually  wear  Gowns  with  (land¬ 
ing  Collars,  and  (leeves  ftrait  at  the  Hands,  or  wide  fieeves, 
as  is  ufed  in  the  Univerfities,  with  Hoods  or  Tippets  of  Silk 
or  Sarcenet,  and  Square  Caps.  And  that  all  other  Minifters 
admitted  or  to  be  admitted  into  that  Function,  fhall  alfo 
ufually  wear  the  like  Apparel,  as  is  aforefaid,  except  Tippets 
only.  We  do  further  in  like  manner  ordain,  That  all  the 
faid  Ecclefiaftical  Perfons  above-mentioned  fhall  ufually  wear 
in  their  Journeys  Cloaks  with  Sleeves,  commonly  called 
Priefts  Cloaks ,  without  Guards,  Welts,  longButtons,  or  Cuts. 
And  no  Ecclefiaftical  Perfon  (hall  wear  any  Coif  or  wrought 
Night-cap,  but  only  plain  Night-caps  of  black  Silk,  Satten, 
or  Velvet.  In  all  which  particulars  concerning  the  Apparel 
here  preferibed,  our  Meaning  is  not  to  attribute  any  Holi- 
nefsor  fpecial  Worthinefs  to  the  faid  Garments,  but  for  De¬ 
cency,  Gravity,  and  Order,  as  is  before  fpecified.  In  private 
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Floufes,  and  in  their  Studies,  the  faid  Perfons  Ecclefiaftical 
may  ufe  any  comely  and  Scholar-like  Apparel,  provided  that 
it  be  not  cut  or  pinkt;  and  that  in  publick  they  go  not  in 
their  Doublet  and  Hofe,  without  Coats, or  Caflock  ;  and 
that  they  wear  not  any  light-coloured  Stockings.  Likewife 
poor  beneficed  Men  and  Curates  (not  being  able  to  provide 
themfelves  long  Gowns)  may  go  in  ihort  Gowns  of  the 
Fafhion  aforelaid. 

75.  Sober  Converfalion  required  in  Minijiers. 

NO  Ecclefiaftical  Perfon  fhall  at  any  time,  other  than 
for  their  honeft  Necelfities,  refort  to  any  Taverns,  or 
Alehoufes,  neither  fhall  they  board  or  lodge  in  any  iuch  pla 
ces.  Furthermore,  they  (hall  not  give  themfelves  to  any  bale 
or  fervile  labour,  or  to  drinking  or  riot,  fpendi,ng  their 
Time  idly  by  Day  or  by  Night,  playing  at  Dice,  Cards,  or 
Tables,  or  any  other  unlawful  Games  ;  but  at  all  times  con¬ 
venient  they  Ifiall  hear  or  read  fomewhat  of  the  holy  Scrip¬ 
tures,  or  lhall  occupy  themfelves  with  fome  other  honeft 
Study  or  Exercife,  always  doing  the  things  which  lhall  ap¬ 
pertain  to  honefty,  and  endeavouring  to  profit  the  Church 
of  God  •,  having  always  in  mind,  that  they  ought  to  excel 
all  others  in  Purity  of  Life,  and  fhould  be  examples  to  the 
People  to  live  well  and  chriftianly,  under  pain  of  Ecclefi¬ 
aftical  Cenfures,  to  be  inflibled  with  Severity,  according  to 
the  Qualities  of  their  Offences. 

76.  Minijiers  at  no  time  to  for  fake  their  Calling. 

NO  Man,  being  admitted  a  Deacon  or  Minifter,  lhall  from 
thenceforth  voluntarily  relinquifh  the  fame,  nor  after¬ 
ward  ufe  himfelf  in  the  Courfe  of  his  Life  as  a  Layman,  up¬ 
on  pain  of  Excommunication.  And  the  Names  of  all  fuch 
Men  fo  forfaking  their  Calling,  the  Churchwardens  of  the 
Parilh  where  they  dwell  lhall  prefent  to  the  Bifhop  of  the 
Diocefe,  or  to  the  Ordinary  of  the  Place  having  Epifcopal 
Jurifdiblion. 

School-Mafters. 

77.  None  to  teach  School  without  Licenfe. 

NO  Man  lhall  teach  either  in  publick  School,  or  private 
Houfe,  but  fuch  as  lhall  be  allowed  by  the  Bilhop  of 
the  Diocefe,  or  Ordinary  of  the  Place,  under  his  Hand  and 
Seal,  being  found  meet  as  well  for  his  Learning  and  Dexte¬ 
rity  in  teaching,  as  for  fober  and  honeft  Converfation,  and 
alfo  for  right  underftanding  of  God’s  true  Religion;  and 
alfo  except  he  lhall  firft  fubferibe  to  the  firft  and  third 
Articles  aforementioned  fimply,  and  to  the  two  firft  Claufes 
of  the  fecond  Article. 

78.  Curates  defir ous  to  teach ,  to  be  licenfed  before  others. 

IN  what  Parilh  church  or  Chapel  foever  there  is  a  Curate, 
which  is  a  Mailer  of  Arts,  or  Batchelor  of  Arts,  or  is  other- 
wife  well  able  to  teach  Youth,  and  will  willingly  fo  do,  for 
the  better  Increafe  of  his  Living,  and  training  up  of  Children 
in  Principles  of  true  Religion,  we  will  and  ordain.  That  a 
Licenfe  to  teach  Youth  or  the  Parilh  where  he  ferveth,  be 
granted  to  none  by  the  Ordinary  of  that  Place,  but  only  to 
the  faid  Curate.  Provided  always,  That  this  Conftitution  lhall 
not  extend  to  any  Parilh  or  Chapel  in  Country  Towns,  where 
there  is  a  publick  School  founded  already  ;  in  which  cafe 
we  think  it  not  meet  to  allow  any  to  teach  Grammar,  but 
only  him  that  is  allowed  for  the  laid  publick  School. 

79.  The  Duty  of  School-maflers- 

ALL  School-mafters  lhall  teach  in  Englifh  or  Latin ,  as 
the  Children  are  able  to  bear,  the  larger  or  fhorter 
Catechifm  heretofore  by  publick  Authority  let  forth.  And 
as  often  as  any  Sermon  lhall  be  upon  holy  and  feftival  Days 
within  the  Parilh  where  they  teach,  they  lhall  bring  their 
Scholars  to  the  Church  where  fuch  Sermons  lhall  be  made, 
and  there  fee  them  quietly  and  foberly  behave  themfelves; 
and  lhall  examine  them  at  times  convenient  after  their  return 
what  they  have  borne  away  of  fuch  Sermons.  Upon  other 
Days,  and  at  other  Times,  they  lhall  train  them  up  with  luch 
Sentences  of  holy  Scripture,  as  lhall  be  moft  expedient  to 
induce  them  to  all  Godlinefs ;  and  they  lhall  teach  the  Gram¬ 
mar  fet  forth  by  King  Henry  the  Eighth,  andcontinued  in  the 
Times  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  and  Queen  Elizabeth,  of 
noble  Memory,  and  none  other.  And  if  any  School-mailer, 
being  licenfed,  and  having  lubferibed,  as  aforelaid,  lhall  of¬ 
fend  in  any  of  the  Premifes,  or  either  fpeak,  write,  or  teach 
againft  any  thing  whereunto  he  hath  formerly  lubferibed, 
(if  upon  admonition  by  the  Ordinary  he  do  not  amend  and 
reform  himlelf,)  let  him  be  fufpended  from  teaching 
School  anv  longer. 
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Things  appertaining  to  Churches. 

80.  The  Great  Bible ,  and  Book  of  Common  Prayer  to  be  had 

in  every  Church. 

THE  Church-wardens  or  Queftmen  of  every  Church 
and  Chapel,  fhall,  at  the  Charge  of  the  Parilh,  provide 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  lately  explained  in  fome  few 
points  by  his  Majefty’s  Authority,  according  to  the  Laws 
and  his  Highnefs’s  Prerogative  in  that  behalf,  and  that  with 
all  convenient  fpeed,  but  at  the  fartheft  within  two  Months 
after  the  publilhing  of  thefe  our  Conflitutions.  And  if  any 
Parilhes  be  yet  unlurnilhed  of  the  Bible  of  the  largeft  Vo¬ 
lume,  or  of  the  Books  of  Homilies  allowed  by  Authority, 
the  laid  Church-wardens  lhall  within  convenient  time  pro¬ 
vide  the  lame  at  the  like  Charge  of  the  Parilh. 

81  .A  Font  of  Stone  for  Baptifm  in  every  Church. 

According  to  a  former  Conftitution,  too  much  negledled 
in  many  places,  we  appoint  that  there  lhall  be  a  Font 
of  Stone  in  every  Church  and  Chapel  where  Baptifm  is  to  be 
miniftered  ;  the  fame  to  be  fet  in  the  ancient  ulual  Places : 
In  which  only  Font  the  Minifter  lhall  baptize  publickly. 

8  2 .  A  decent  Communion  Table  in  every  Church. 

\  Y  7Hereas  we  have  no  doubt,  but  that  in  all  Churches 
VV  within  the  Realm  of  England ,  convenient  and  decent 
Tables  are  provided  and  placed  for  the  Celebration  of  the 
holy  Communion,  we  appoint  that  the  fame  Tables  lhall 
from  time  to  time  be  kept  and  repaired  in  fufficient  and 
feemly  Manner,  and  covered,  in  time  of  Divine  Service,  with 
a  Carpet  of  Silk  or  other  decent  Stuff,  thought  meet  by  the 
Ordinary  of  the  Place,  if  any  Queftion  be  made  of  it,  and 
with  a  fair  linen  Cloth  at  the  time  of  the  Miniftration,  as 
becometh  that  Table,  and  fo  Hand,  laving  when  the  laid 
holy  Communion  is  to  be  adminiftered  :  at  which  time  the 
fame  lhall  be  placed  in  fo  good  lort  within  the  Church  or 
Chancel,  as  thereby  the  Minifter  may  be  more  conveniently 
heard  of  the  Communicants  in  his  Prayer  and  Miniftration, 
and  the  Communicants  alfo  more  conveniently,  and  in  more 
Number,  may  communicate  with  the  faid  Minifter  •,  and  that 
the  Ten  Commandments  be  fet  up  on  the  Eaft  end  of  every 
Church  and  Chapel,  where  the  People  may  bell  fee  and  read 
the  fame,  and  other  chofen  Sentences  written  upon  the  Walls 
of  the  laid  Churches  and  Chapels  in  Places  convenient  •,  and 
likewife  that  a  convenient  Seat  be  made  for  the  Minifter 
to  read  Service  in.  All  thefe  to  be  done  at  the  Charge  of 
the  Pari  (li. 

8  3.  A  Pulpit  to  be  provided  in  every  Church. 

'  3 ""'HE  Church-wardens  or  Queft-men,  at  the  common 
Charge  of  the  Parifhioners  in  every  Church  fhall  pro¬ 
vide  a  comely  and  decent  Pulpit,  to  be  fet  in  a  convenient 
Place  within  the  fame,  by  the  Difcretion  of  the  Ordinary  of 
the  Place,  if  any  Queftion  do  arife,  and  to  be  there  feemly 
kept  for  the  preaching  of  God’s  Word. 

84.  A  Chejl  for  Alms  in  every  Church. 

T'HE  Church-wardens  fhall  provide  and  have,  within 
three  Months  after  the  publilhing  of  thefe  Conllitu- 
tions,  a  ftrong  Cheft,  with  a  Hole  in  the  upper  part  thereof, 
to  be  provided  at  the  Charge  of  the  Parilh  (if  there  be  none 
fuch  already  provided)  having  three  Keys-,  of  which  one 
fhall  remain  in  the  Cuftody  of  the  Parfon,  Vicar,  or  Curate, 
and  the  other  two  in  the  Cuftody  of  the  Church-wardens  for 
the  time  being :  which  Cheft  they  fhall  fee  and  fallen  in  the 
moft  convenient  place,  to  the  intent  the  Parilhioners  may 
put  into  it  their  Alms  for  their  poor  Neighbours.  And  the 
Parfon,  Vicar,  or  Curate  lhall  diligently  from  time  to  time, 
and  efpecially  when  Men  make  their  Teftaments,  call  upon, 
exhort  and  move  their  Neighbours  to  confer,  and  give,  as 
they  may  well  fpare,  to  the  faid  Cheft;  declaring  unto  them, 
that  whereas  heretofore  they  have  been  diligent  to  beftow 
much  Subftance  otherwile  than  God  commanded,  upon  fu- 
perftitious  Ufes,  now  they  ought  at  this  time  to  be  much 
more  ready  to  help  the  Poor  and  Needy,  knowing  that  to 
relieve  the  Poor  is  a  Sacrifice  which  pleafeth  God  :  and  that 
alfo  whatfoever  is  given  lor  their  comfort,  is  given  toChrift 
himfelf,  and  is  fo  accepted  ofhim,  that  he  will  mercifully  re¬ 
ward  the  lame.  The  which  Alms  and  Devotion  of  the  People, 
the  Keepers  of  the  Keys  fhall  yearly,  quarterly,  or  oftner 
(as  need  requireth)  take  out  of  the  Cheft,  and  diftribute 
the  fame  in  the  prefence  of  moft  of  the  Parifh,  or  fix  of  the 
Chief  of  them,  to  be  duly  and  faithfully  delivered  to  their 
moft  poor  and  needy  Neighbours. 

85. 


Conftitutions  and  Canons  Ecclefiaftical. 


85.  Churches  to  be  kept  infufficient  Reparation. 

THE  Churchwardens  or  Queftmen  Aiall  take  care  and 
provide  that  the  Churches  be  well  and  lufficiently  re¬ 
paired,  and  lb  from  time  to  time  kept  and  maintained,  that 
the  Windows  be  well  glazed,  and  that  the  Floors  be  kept 
paved,  plain,  and  even,  and  all  things  there  in  Inch  an  orderly 
and  decent  fort,  without  dull,  or  any  thing  that  may  be 
either  noifome,  or  unfeemly,  as  belt  becometh  the  Houle  of 
God,  and  is  prefcribed  in  an  Homily  to  that  Effed.  The 
like  care  they  Avail  take,  that  the  Church-yards  be  well  and 
lufficiently  repaired,  fenced,  and  maintained  with  Walls, 
Rails,  or  Pales,  as  have  been  in  each  place  accuAomed,  at 
their  Charges  unto  whom  by  Law  the  fame  appertaineth  ; 
but  efpecially  they  ffiall  feethatin  every  Meeting  of  the  Con¬ 
gregation  Peace  be  well  kept ;  and  that  all  perfons  excom¬ 
municated,  and  lb  denounced,  be  kept  out  of  the  Church. 

§6.  Churches  to  befurveyed ,  and  the  decays  certified  to  the  high 

Commijfiioners. 

Very  Dean,  Dean  and  Chapter,  Archdeacon,  and  others 
which  have  Authority  to  hold  Ecclefiaftical  Vifitations 
by  Compofition,  Law,  or  Prefcription,  fhall  furvey  the 
Churchesof  his  or  their  Jurifdidiononcein  every  three  Years, 
in  his  own  Perlon,  or  caufe  the  fame  to  be  done,  and  fhall 
from  time  to  time  within  the  faidthree  Years,  certify  the  high 
Commiffioners  for  Caufes  Ecclefiaftical,  every  Year,  of  fuch 
Defeds  in  any  the  faid  Churches,  as  he  or  they  do  find  to  re¬ 
main  unrepaired,  and  the  Names  and  Surnames  of  tjie  Parties 
faulty  therein.  Upon  which  Certificate  we  defire  that  the  faid 
high  Commiffioners  will  ex  officio  mero  fend  for  fuch  Parties, 
and  compel  them  to  obey  the  juft  and  lawful  Decrees  of  fuch 
Ecclefiaftical  Ordinaries,  making  fuch  Certificates. 

87.  A  Terrier  of  Glebe-lands,  and  other  Poffieffions  belonging 

to  Churches. 

E  ordain  that  the  Archbiffiops,  and  all  Bifiiops 
within  their  feveral  Diocefes  ffiall  procure  (as  much 
as  in  them  lieth)  that  a  true  Note  and  Terrier  of  all  the 
Glebes,  Lands,  Meadows,  Gardens,  Orchards,  Houfes, 
Stocks,  Implements,  Tenements,  and  Portions  of  Tithes 
lying  out  of  their  Pariffies  (which  belong  to  any  Parfonage, 
or  Vicarage, or  rural  Prebend)  betaken  by  the  view  of honeft 
Men  in  every  Pariffi  by  the  Appointment  of  the  Biffiop 
(whereof  the  Minifter  to  be  one)  and  be  laid  up  in  the  Bi- 
ffiop’s  Regiftry,  there  to  be  for  a  perpetual  Memory  thereof. 

88.  Churches  not  to  be  profaned. 

HE  Churchwardens  or  Queftmen,  and  their  Affiftants, 
ffiall  fuffer  no  Plays,  Feafts,  Banquets,  Suppers, 
Church-ales,  Drinkings,  Temporal  Courts,  or  Leets,  Lay- 
juries,  Mufters,  or  any  other  profane  Ulage  to  be  kept  in 
the  Church,  Chapel,  or  Church-yard,  neither  the  Bells  to  be 
rung  fuperftitioufiy  upon  Holy-days  or.  Eves  abrogated  by 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  nor  at  any  other  Times, 
without  good  caufe  to  be  allowed  by  the  Minifter  of  the 
Place,  and  by  themfelves. 

Churchwardens  or  Queftmen,  and  Sidemen 

or  Affiftants. 

89.  The  Choice  of  Churchwardens ,  and  their  Account. 

LL  Churchwardens  or  Queftmen  in  every  Parifli  ffiall 
be  chofen  by  the  joint  Confent  of  the  Minifter,  and 
the  ParifliionerSjif  it  may  be  ;  but  if  they  cannot  agree  upon 
fuch  a  Choice,  then  the  Minifter  ffiall  choofe  one,  and  the 
Pariffiioners  another :  and  without  fuch  a  joint  or  feveral 
Choice  none  ffiall  take  upon  them  to  be  Churchwardens  : 
neither  Aaall  they  continue  any  longer  than  one  Year,  in  that 
Office,  except  perhaps,  they  be  chofen  again  in  like  manner. 
And  all  Churchwardens  at  the  end  of  their  Year,  or  within 
a  Month  after  at  the  mod,  ffiall  before  the  Minifter  and  the 
Pariffiioners  give  up  a  juft  Account  of  fuch  Money  as  they 
have  received,  and  alfowhat  they  particularly  have  bellowed 
jn  Reparations,  and  otherwife,  for  the  ufe  of  the  Church. 
And  laft  of  all,  going  out  of  their  Office,  they  ffiall  truly  de¬ 
liver  up  to  the  PariAiioners  whatfoever  Money  or  other 
Things  of  right  belonging  to  the  Church  or  Parifii,  which 
remaineth  in  their  Hands,  that  it  may  be  delivered  over  by 
them  to  the  next  Churchwardens  by  Bill  indented. 

90.  The  Choice  of  Sidemen,  and  their  joint  Office  with  Church- 
'  wardens. 

HE  Churchwardens,  or  Queftmen  of  every  Parifii, 
and  two  or  three  or  more  difcreet  Perfons  in  every 
Pariffi,  to  be  chofen  for  Sidemen  or  Affiftants  by  the  Mini¬ 


fter  and  PariAiioners,  if  they  can  agree  (otherwife  to  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Ordinary  of  the  Diocefe)  ffiall  diligently  lee 
t.'iat  all  the  Pariffiioners  duly  refort  to  their  Church  upon  all 
Sundays  and  Holy-days,  and  there  continue  the  whole  time 
of  Divine  Service-,  and  none  to  walk  or  (land  idle  or  talking 
in  the  Church,  or  in  the  Church-yard,  or  the  Church  porcffi 
during  that  time.  And  all  fuch  as  ffiall  be  found  Aack  or 
negligent  in  reforming  to  the  Church  (having  no  great  or  ur¬ 
gent  Caufe  of  Ablence)  they  Aiall  ear.oeftly  call  upon  them  j 
and  after  due  Monition  (if  they  amend  not)  they  ffiall  pre- 
fent  them  to  the  Ordinary  of  the  Place.  The  Choice  of 
which  Perfons,  viz.  Churchwardens  or  Queftmen,  Sidemen 
or  Affiftants,  ffiall  be  yearly  made  in  Eaficr- week. 

Pari  fh- Clerks. 

9  r .  Parifh-Clerks  to  be  chofen  by  the  Minifter. 

O  Pariffi-Clerk  upon  any  Vacation  Aiall  be  chofen 
within  the  City  of  London ,  or  elfewhere  within  the 
Province  of  Canterbury ,  but  by  the  Parfon  or  Vicar ;  or 
where  there  is  no  Parfon  or  Vicar,  by  the  Minifter  of  that 
Place  for  the  time  being;  which  Choice  ffiall  be  fignified  by 
the  faid  Minifter,  Vicar,  or  Parfon,  to  the  Pariffiioners  the 
next  Sunday  following,  in  the  time  of  Divine  Service.  And 
the  faid  Clerk  ffiall  be  of  twenty  Years  of  Age  at  the  leaft, 

•  and  known  to  the  faid  Parfon,  Vicar,  or  Minifter  to  be  of 
honeft  Converiation,  and  fufficient  for  his  reading,  writing, 
and  alfo  for  his  competent  ficill  in  finging,  if  it  may  be. 
And  the  faid  Clerks  fo  chofen,  ffiall  have  and  receive  their 
ancient  Wages,  without  Fraud  or  Diminution,  either  at  the 
Hands  of  the  Churchwardens,  at  fuch  times  as  hath  been 
accuftomed,  or  by  their  own  Colledion,  according  to  the 
moft  ancient  Cuftom  of  every  Pariffi. 

Ecclefiaftical  Courts  belonging  to  the  Arch- 
bifhop’s  Jurifdi&ion. 

92.  None  to  be  cited  in  divers  Courts  for  Probate  of  the  fame 

Will 

FOrafmuch  as  many  heretofore  have  been  by  Apparitors 
both  of  inferior  Courts,  and  of  the  Courts  of  the  Arch- 
biffiop’s  Prerogative,  much  diftraded,  and  diverfiy  called  and 
fummonedfor  Probate  Wills,  or  to  take  Adminiftrations  of 
the  Goods  of  Perfons  dying  inteftate,  and  are  thereby  vexed 
and  grieved  with  many  caufelefs  and  unneceftary  Troubles, 
Moleftations,  andExpences,we  conftituteand  appoint,  That 
all  Chancellors,  Commiffaries,  or  Officials,  or  any  other  ex- 
ercifing  Ecclefiaftical  Jurifdidion  whatfoever,  Aiall  at  thefirft 
charge  with  an  Oath  all  Perfons  called,  or  voluntarily  appear¬ 
ing  before  them  for  the  Probate  of  any  Will,  or  the  Admi- 
niftration  of  any  Goods,  whether  they  know,  or  (moved  by 
any  fpecial  Inducement)  do  firmly  believe,  that  the  Party  de- 
ceafed,  whole  Teftament  or  Goods,  depend  now  in  Queftion, 
had  at  the  timeofhis  or  her  Death,  any  Goods,  or  good  Debts, 
in  any  other  Diocefe  or  Diocefes,  or  peculiar  Jurifdidion 
within  that  Province,  than  in  that  wherein  the  faid  Party  died, 
amounting  to  the  value  of  five  Pounds,  and  if  the  faid  Per- 
fon  cited,  or  voluntarily  appearing  before  him,  ffiall  upon 
his  Oath  affirm,  that  he  knoweth,  or,  (as  aforefaid)  firmly 
believeth,  that  the  faid  Party  deceafed  had  Goods  or  good 
Debts  in  anyotherDiocefeor Diocefes,  or  peculiar  Jurifdidion 
within  the  faid  Province,  to  the  Value  aforefaid,  and  parti¬ 
cularly  fpecifyand  declare  the  fame-,  then  ffiall  he  prefently 
difmifs  him,  not  preluming  to  intermeddle  with  the  Probate 
of  the  faid  Will,  or  to  grant  Adminiftration  of  the  Goods 
of  the  Party  fo  dying  inteftate-,  neither  ffiall  he  require  or 
exad  any  other  Charges  of  the  faid  Parties,  more  than  fuch 
only  as  are  due  for  the  Citation,  and  other  Procels  had  and 
ufed  againft  the  faid  Parties,  upon  their  further  Contumacy 
but  ffiall  openly  and  plainly  declare  and  profefsthat  the  faid 
Caufe  belongeth  to  the  Prerogativeofthe  Archbiffiop  of  the 
Province-,  willing  and  admoniffiing  the  Party  to  prove  the 
faid  Will,  or  require  Adminiftration  of  the  faid  Goods  in  the 
Court  of  the  faid  Prerogative,  and  to  exhibit  before  him  the 
faid  Judge  the  Probate  or  Adminiftration  under  the  Seal  of 
the  Prerogative,  with  in  forty  Days  next  following.  And  if  any 
Chancellor,  Commiftary,  Official,  or  other  exercifing  Ecclefi¬ 
aftical  Jurifdidion  whatfoever,  or  any  their  Regitler,  ffiallof- 
fend  herein,  let  him  be  ipfo  fablo  fufpended  from  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  his  Office,  not  to  be  abfolved  or  releafed  until  he  have 
reftored  to  the  Party,  all  expences  by  him  laid  out  contrary  to 
the  Tenor  of  the  Premiffes;  and  every  fuch  Probate  of  any 
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Teftament,  or  Adminiftration  of  Goods  fo  granted,  (hall  be 
held  void  and  fruftrate  to  all  Effe£ls  of  the  law  whatfoever. 

Furthermore,  we  charge  and  enjoin,  That  the  Regifter  of 
every  inferior  Judge,  do  without  all  Difficulty  or  Delay, 
certify  and  inform  the  Apparitor  of  the  Prerogative  Court, 
repairing  unto  him  once  a  Month,  and  no  oftner,  what  Ex¬ 
ecutors  or  Adminiflrators  have  been  by  thefaid  Judge,  for 
the  Incompetency  of  his  own  Jurifdidtion,  difmilfed  to  the 
laid  Prerogative  Court  within  the  Month  next  before,  under 
pain  of  a  Month’s  Sufpenfionfrom  the  Exercife  ot  his  Office 
for  every  Default  therein.  Provided  that  this  Canon,  or  any 
thing  therein  contained,  be  not  prejudicial  to  any  Com  pod- 
don  between  the  Archbifhop  and  any  Biffiop  or  any  Ordi¬ 
nary,  or  to  any  inferior  Judge  that  ffiall  grant  any  Probate 
of  Teftament, or  Adminiftration  ofGoods,  to  any  Party  that 
ffiall  voluntarily  defire  it,  both  out  of  the  laid  interior  Court, 
and  alio  out  of  the  Prerogative.  Provided  likewife,  that  it 
any  Man  die  in  itinere ,  the  Goods  that  he  hath  about  him 
at  that  preient,  ffiall  not  caufe  his  Teftament,  or  Admini¬ 
ftration  to  be  liable  unto  the  Prerogative  Court. 

93.  The  Rate  of  Bona  notabilia liable  to  the  Prerogative  Court. 

Furthermore,  we  decree  and  ordain,  That  no  judge  of  the 
Archbiffiop’s  Prerogative  ffiall  henceforward  cite,  or 
caufe  to  be  cited,  ex  officio ,  any  Perfon  whatfoever  to  any  of 
the  aforefaid  Intents,  unlefs  he  have  Knowledge  that  the 
Party  deceafed  was  at  the  time  of  his  Death  poflefled  of  Goods 
and  Chattels  in  fome  other  Diocefe  or  Diocefes,  or  peculiar 
Jurifdiftion  within  that  Province,  than  in  that  wherein  he 
died,  amounting  to  the  Value  of  five  Pounds  at  the  leaft  ; 
decreeing  and  declaring,  that  whofo  hath  not  Goods  in  divers 
Diocefes  to  the  faid  Sum  or  Value,  ffiall  not  be  accounted 
to  have  Bona  notabilia.  Always  provided,  That  this  Claufe, 
here  and  in  the  former  Conftitution  mentioned,  fhall  not  pre¬ 
judice  thofe  Diocefes,  whereby  Compofidon  orCuftom  Bona 
notabilia  are  rated  at  a  greater  Sum.  And  if  any  Judge  of  the 
Prerogative  Court,  or  any  his  Surrogate,  or  his  Regifter  or 
Apparitor,  ffiall  cite,  or  caufe  any  Perfon  to  be  cited  into  his 
Court,  contrary  to  the  Tenor  of  the  Premifies,  he  ffiall  reftore 
to  the  Party  fo  cited  all  his  Cofts  and  Charges,  and  the  A<5ts 
and  Proceedings  in  that  Behalf  ffiall  be  held  void  and  fruf¬ 
trate.  Which  Expences,  if  the  faid  Judge  or  Regifter,  or 
Apparitor,  ffiall  refufe  accordingly  to  pay,  he  ffiall  be  fuf- 
pended  from  the  Exercife  of  his  Office,  until  he  yield  to 
the  Performance  thereof. 

94.  None  to  be  cited  into  the  Arches  or  Audience ,  but  dwellers 
within  the  Archbifhop’ s  Diocefe,  or  Peculiars,. 

O  Dean  of  the  Arches,  nor  Official  of  the  Archbiffiop’s 
Confiftory,  nor  any  Judgeof  the  Audience,  ffiall  hence¬ 
forward  in  his  own  Name,  or  in  the  Name  of  the  A  rchbiffiop, 
either  ex  officio ,  orat  thelnftance  of any  Party,  originally  cite, 
fummon,  or  any  way  compel,  or  procure  to  be  cited,  fum- 
moned,  or  compelled,  any  Perfon  which  dwelleth  not  within 
the  particular  Diocefe  or  Peculiar  of  the  faid  Archbifhop,  to 
appear  before  him  or  any  of  them,  for  any  Caufe  or  Matter 
whatfoever  belonging  to  Ecclefiaftical  Cognizance,  without 
the  Licenfe  of  the  Diocefan  firft  had  and  obtained  in  that  be¬ 
half,  other  than  in  Inch  particular  Cafes  only,  as  are  exprefly 
excepted  and  referved  in  and  by  a  Statute  Anno  23/7.8. cap.9. 
And  if  any  of  the  faid  Judges  ffiall  offend  herein,  he  ffiall 
for  every  fuch  Offence  be  fufpended  from  the  Exercife  of 
his  Office,  for  the  fpace  of  three  whole  Months. 

95-  The  reflraint  of  double  Quarrels. 

Lbeit  by  former  Conftitutions  of  the  Church  of  England, 
every  Biffiop  hath  had  two  Months  fpace  to  enquire 
and  inform  himfelfof  the  iufficiency  and  qualities  of  every 
Minifter,  after  he  hath  been  prefented  unto  him  to  be  infti- 
tuted  into  any  Benefice;  yet  for  the  avoiding  of  fome  incon¬ 
veniences,  we  donow  abridge  and  reduce  the  faid  twoMonths 
unto  eight  and  twenty  days  only.  In  refpetf:  of  which  A- 
bridgement  we  do  ordain  and  appoint,  that  no  double  Quar¬ 
rel  ffiall  hereafter  be  granted  out  of  any  of  the  Archbifhop’s 
Courts  at  the  Suit  of  any  Minifter  wholoever,  except  he  ffiall 
full  take  his  peifonal  Oath,  that  the  faid  eight  and  twenty 
Days  at  the  leaft  are  expired,  after  he  firft  tendered  his  Pre- 
l'entation  to  the  Hifhop,  and  that  he  refufed  to  grant  him 
Inftitution  thereupon  •,  or  ffiall  enter  Bonds  with  fufficient 
Sureties  to  prove  the  fame  to  be  true ;  under  pain  of  Suf- 
penfion  for  the  granter  thereof  from  the  Execution  ofhis  Of¬ 
fice  lot  half  a  t  ear  toties  quolies  (to  be  denounced  by  the 


faid  Archbifhop)  and  nullity  of  the  double  Quarrel  aforefaid, 
fo  unduly  procured,  to  all  intents  and  purpofes  whatfoever. 
Always  provided,  That  within  the  faid  eight  and  twenty 
Days  the  Biffiop  ffiall  not  inftitute  any  other  to  the  Preju¬ 
dice  of  the  faid  Party  before  prefented, poena  nullitatis. 

g6.  Inhibitions  not  to  be  granted  without  the  fubfeription  of  an 

Advocate. 

HAT  the  Jurifdidtion  of  Biffiops  may  be  preferved 
(as  near  as  may  be)  intire  and  free  from  Prejudice, 
and  that  for  the  Behoof  of  the  Subjects  of  this  Land  better 
Provifion  be  made,  that  henceforward  they  be  not  grieved 
with  frivolous  and  wrongful  Suits  and  Moleftations :  it  is 
ordained  and  provided,  That  no  Inhibition  ffiall  be  granted 
out  of  any  Court  belonging  to  the  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury 
at  the  lnftance  of  any  party,  unlefs  it  be  fubferibed  by  an 
Advocate  prattifing  in  the  faid  Court ;  which  the  faid  Ad¬ 
vocate  ffiall  do  freely,  not  taking  any  Fee  for  the  fame,  ex¬ 
cept  the  party  profecuting  the  Suit,  do  voluntarily  bellow 
fome  Gratuity  upon  him  tor  his  Counfel  and  Advice  in  the 
faid  Caufe.  The  like  Courfe  ffiall  be  ufed  in  granting  forth 
any  Inhibition,  at  the  lnftance  of  any  Party,  by  the  Biffiop 
or  his  Chancellor  againft  the  Archdeacon,  or  any  other 
Perfon  exercifing  Ecclefiaftical  Jurifdidion :  and  if  in  the 
Court  of  Confiftory  of  any  Biffiop  there  be  no  Advocate  at 
all,  then  ffiall  the  Subfcription  of  a  Proctor  pradtifing  in  the 
fame  Court  be  held  fufficient. 

97.  Inhibitions  not  to  be  granted,  until  the.  Appeal  be  exhibited 

to  the  Judge. 

T  is  further  ordered  and  decreed,  That  henceforward  no 
Inhibition  be  granted  by  Occafion  of  any  Interlocutory 
Decree,  or  in  any  Caufe  of  Corredfion  whatfoever,  except 
under  the  Form  aforefaid :  and  moreover,  That  before  the 
going  out  of  any  fuch  Inhibition,  the  Appeal  itfelf,  or  a 
Copy  thereof  ( avouched  by  Oath  to  be  juft  and  true)  be  ex¬ 
hibited  to  the  Judge,  or  his  lawful  Surrogate,  whereby  he 
maybe  fullyinformed,  both  of theQuality  of  the  Crime,  and 
of  the  Caule  of  the  Grievance,  before  the  granting  forth  of 
the  faid  Inhibition.  And  every  Appellant,  or  his  lawful  Proc¬ 
tor,  ffiall,  before  the  obtaining  of  any  fuch  Inhibition,  ffiew 
and  exhibit  to  the  Judge,  or  his  Surrogate,  in  Writing,  atrue 
Copy  of  thofe  Adis  wherewith  he  complaineth  himlelf  to  be 
aggrieved,  and  from  which  he  appealeth,  or  ffiall  take  a  cor¬ 
poral  Oath,  that  he  hath  performed  his  Diligence  and  true 
Endeavour  for  the  obtaining  of  the  fame,  and  could  not  ob¬ 
tain  it  at  the  Hands  of  the  Regifter  in  the  Country,  or  his 
Deputy,  tendering  him  his  Fee,  And  if  any  Judge  or  Re¬ 
gifter  ffiall  either  procure  or  permit  any  Inhibitions  be  feal- 
ed,  fo  as  is  faid,  contrary  to  the  Form  and  Limitation  above 
lpecified,  let  him  be  fufpended  from  the  Execution  ofhis  Of¬ 
fice  for  the  Space  of  three  Months  :.if  any  Prodlor,  or  other 
Perfon  whatfoever  by  his  appointment,  fhall  offend’in  any  of 
the  Premifies,  either  by  making  or  fending  out  any  Inhibi¬ 
tion,  contrary  to  the  Tenor  of  the  faid  Premises,  let  him  be 
removed  from  the  Exercife  of  his  Office  for  the  Space  of  a 
whole  Year,  without  Hope  of  Releale  or  Reftoring. 

98.  Inhibitions  not  to  be  granted  to  fablious  Appellants , 
unlefs  they  firft  fubferibe. 

Orafmuch  as  they  who  break  the  Laws,  cannot  in  reafon 
claim  any  Benefit  or  Protedlion  by  the  fame  ;  we  decree 
and  appoint.  That  after  any  Judge  Ecclefiaftical  hath  pro¬ 
ceeded  judicially  againft  obftinate  and  factious  Perfons,  and 
contemners  of  Ceremonies,  for  not  obferving  the  Rites  and 
Orders  of  the  Church  of  England ,  or  for  contempt  of  publick 
I  rayer,  no  Judge,  ad  quern,  ffiall  admit  or  allow  any  his  or 
their  Appeals,  unlefs  he  having  firft  feen  the  Original  Ap¬ 
peal,  the  Party  Appellant  do  firft  perlonally  promife  and 
avow,  that  he  will  faithfully  keep  and  oblerve  all  the  Rites 
and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church  of  England,  as  alfo  the  pre- 
feript  Form  of  Common  Prayer-,  and  do  likewife  fubferibe 
to  the  three  Articles  formerly  by  us  lpecified  and  declared. 

99.  None  to  marry  within  the  Degrees  prohibited. 

O  Perfon  ffiall  marry  within  the  Degrees  prohibited  by 
the  Laws  of  God,  and  exprefied  in  a  Table  let  forth 
by  Authority  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  God  1563.  And  all 
Marriages  fo  made  and  contracted  ffiall  be  adjudged  incef- 
tuous  and  unlawful,  and  confequently  Hull  be  difiolved  as 
void  from  the  Beginning,  and  the  parties  fo  married,  ffiall  by 
Courle  of  Law  be  feparated.  And  the  aforefaicj  Table  ffiall 
be  in  every  Church  publickly  fet  up  and  fixed  at  the  Charge 
of  the  Pariffi. 
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ioo.  None  to  marry  under  i\  Tears ,  without  their  Parents 

Confent. 

XT©  Children  under  the  Age  of  one  and  twenty  Years 
complete,  ffiall  contract  themfelves,  or  marry  without 
the  Confent  of  their  Parents,  or  of  their  Guardians  and  Go¬ 
vernors,  if  their  Parents  be  deceafed. 
i  o  i  .  By  whom  Licenfes  to  marry  without  Banns  /hall  be  granted , 
and  to  what  Sort  of  Perfons. 

NO  Faculty  or  Licenfe  fhall  be  henceforth  granted  for 
Solemnization  of  Matrimony  betwixt  any  Parties,  with¬ 
out  thrice  open  publication  of  the  Banns,  according  to  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer,  by  any  Perfon  exercifinglmy  Ec- 
clefialtical  Jurilchdion,  or  claiming  any  Privileges  in  the 
Right  of  their  Churches,  but  the  fame  fhall  be  granted  only 
by  luch  as  have  Epifcopal  Authority,  or  the  Corpmiffary  for 
Faculties,  Vicars-General  of  the  Archbiffiops  ahd  Biffiops, 
fede plena-,  ovfede vacant  e,  the  Guardian  of  the  Spiritualities’ 
or  Ordinaries  exercifing  of  right  Epifcopal  Jurifdidion  in 
their  feveral  Jurifdidions  refpedively,  and  unto  fuch  Perfons 
only,  as  be  of  good  State  and  Quality,  and  that  upon  good 
Caution  and  Security  taken. 

102.  Security  to  be  taken  at  the  granting  of  fuch  Licenfes ,  and 
Under  what  Conditions. 

THE  Security  mentioned  fhall  contain  thefe  Conditions ; 

Firft,  That  at  the  Time  of  the  granting  every  fuch  Li¬ 
cenfe,  there  is  not  any  Impediment  of  Precontract,  Confan- 
guinity.  Affinity,  or  other  lawful  Caufe  to  hinder  the  faid 
Marriage.  Secondly,  That  there  is  not  any  Controverfy  or 
Suit  depending  in  any  Court  before  any  Ecclefiaftical  Judge, 
touching  any  Contract  or  Marriage  of  either  of  the  faid  Par¬ 
ties  with  any  other.  Thirdly,  That  thev  have  obtained 
thereunto  the  exprefs  confent  of  their  Parents,  (if  they  be 
living,)  or  otherwife  of  their  Guardians  or  Governors.  Laft- 
ly,  That  they  fhall  celebrate  the  faid  Matrimony  publickly 
in  the  Pariffi  Church  or  Chapel  where  one  of  them  dwelleth, 
and  in  no  other  place,  and  that  between  the  hours  of  Eicffit 
and  Twelve  in  the  Forenoon.  D 

103.  Oaths  to  be  taken  for  the  Conditions. 

FOR  the  avoiding  of  all  Fraud  and  Collufion  in  the  ob¬ 
taining  of  luch  Licenfes  and  Difpenfations,  we  further 
conftitute-and  appoint.  That  before  any  Licenfe  for  the  Ce¬ 
lebration  of  Matrimony  without  Publication  of  Banns  be  had 
or  granted,  it  fhall  appear  to  the  Judge  by  the  Oaths  of 
two  fufficient  Witnefles,  one  of  them  to  be  known  either  to 
the  Judge  himfelf,  or  to  fome  other  Perfon  of  good  Repu¬ 
tation  then  prefent,  and  known  likewife  to  the  faid  Judge, 
that  the  exprefs  confent  of  the  Parents,  or  Parent,  if  one  be 
dead,  or  Guatdians  or  Guardian  of  the  Parties,  is  thereunto 
had  and  obtained.  And  furthermore,  That  one  of  the  Parties 
perfonally  fwear,  that  he  believeth  there  is  no  Lett  or  Impe¬ 
diment  of  Precontradt,  Kindred,  or  Alliance,  or  of  any  other 
lawful  Caufe  whatfoever,  nor  any  Suit  commenced  in  any  Ec¬ 
clefiaftical  Court,  to  bar  or  hinderthe  proceeding  of  the  faid 
Matrimony,  according  to  the  Tenor  of  the  forefaid  Licenfe. 

104.  An  Exception  for  thofe  that  are  in  Widowhood. 

IF  both  the  Parties  which  are  to  marry  being  in  Widow¬ 
hood,  do  feek  a  Faculty  for  the  forbearing  of  Banns,  then 
theClaufes  before  mentioned,  requiring  the  Parents  Confents 
may  be  omitted;  but  the  Parifhes  where  they  dwell,  both 
fhall  be  expreffed  in  the  Licenfe,  as  alfo  the  Pariffi  named 
where  the  Marriage  ffiall  be  celebrated.  And  if  any  Commif- 
fary  for  Faculties,  Vicars-General,  or  other  the  faid  Ordinaries 
fhall  offend  in  the  Premiffes,  or  any  Part  thereof,  he  ffiall, 
for  every  time  fo  offending,  befufpended  from  the  Execution 
of  his  office  for  the  Space  of  Six  Months-,  and  every  fuch 
Licenfe  or  Dilpenfation  ffiall  be  held  void  to  all  Effects  and 
Purpoies,  as  if  there  never  had  been  any  fuch  granted;  and 
the  Parties  marrying  by  virtue  thereof,  ffiall  be  fubject  to  the 
Puniffiments  which  are  appointed  for  clandeftine  Marriages. 
i°  5-  No  Sentence  for  Divorce  to  be  given  upon  the  foie 
Conf ?Jfon  of  the  Parties. 

FOrafmuch  as  matrimonial  Caufes  have  been  always  rec^ 
koned  and  reputed  among  the  weightieft,  and  therefore 
require  the  greater  Caution,  when  they  come  to  be  handled 
and  debated  in  Judgement,  efpecially  in  Caufes  wherein  Ma¬ 
trimony  have  been  in  the  Church  duly  folemnized,  is 
required,  upon  any  Suggeftion  or  Pretext  whatfoever,  to  be 
diffolved  or  annulled  :  wedoftraitly  charge  and  enjoin,  That 
in  all  Proceedings  to  divorce,  and  Nullities  of  Matrimony, 
good  Circumfpedtion  and  Advice  be  ufed,  and  that  the  Truth 
may  (as  far  as  is  poffible)  be  ftfted  out  by  the  Depofition  of

T  .aH  Sentences  pronounced  only  for  Divorce  and  Separa- 
JL  tion  a  thoro  et  menfa ,  there  ffiall  be  a  Caution  and  Re- 
ltramt  inferred  in  the  aft  of  the  faid  Sentence,  That  the  Par¬ 
ties  fofepanated,  ffiall  live  chaftely  and  continently;  neither 
lhall  they,  dunngeach  other’s  Life,  contract  Matrimony  with 
any  ot  lei  Perfon.  And  for  the  better  Obfervation  of  this  laft 
Ciaule,  the  faid  Sentence  of  Divorce  ffiall  not  be  pronounced, 
until  the  Party  or  Parties  requiring  the  fame,  have  given 
good  and  fufficient  Caution  and  Security  into  the  Court, 
that  they  will  not  any  way  break  or  tranlgrefs  the  faid  Re- 
ltraint,  or  Prohibition.

1  ?tI,on»  ^aI1  noI:  fully  keeP  and  obferve  the  Premiffes, 
he  ffiah  be  by  the  Archbiffiop  of  the  Province,  or  by  the 
Biffiop  of  the  Diocefe  fufpended  from  the  Exercife  of  his 
Office  for  the  Space  of  a  whole  Year ;  and  the  Sentence  of 
Separation,  fo  given  contrary  to  the  Form  aforefaid,  ffiall  be 
held  void  to  all  Intents  and  Purpofes  of  the  Law,  as  if  it 
had  not  at  all  been  given  or  pronounced. 

Ecclefiaflical  Courts  belonging  to  the  Juris¬ 
diction  ot  Bifhops  and  Archdeacons,  and 
the  Proceedings  in  them. 

109.  Notorious  Crimes  and  Scandals  to  be  certified  into 
Ecclefiaftical  Courts  by  Preferment. 

TF  any  offend  their  Brethren,  either  by  Adultery,  Whore- 
J.  dom,  Inceft,  or  Drunkennefs,  or  by  Swearing,  Ribaldry, 
Uiury,  and  any  other  Uncleannefs,  and  Wickednefs  of  Life, 

t  ieChurch-wardens,orQueftmen,andSidemen,in  their  next 

Preferments  to  their  Ordinaries,  ffiall  faithfully  prefent  all 
and  every  of  the  faid  Offenders,  to  the  intent  that  they  and 
every  of  them  may  be  puniffied  by  the  Severity  of  the  Laws 
according  to  their  Deferts;  and  fuch  notorious  Offenders 
ffiall  not  be  admitted  to  the  holy  Communion  till  they  be 
reformed.  1 

Ii  ro.  Schematics  to  be prefented. 

F  the  Churchwardens,  or  Queftmen,  or  Affiftants  do  or 
fhall  know  any  Man  within  their  Pariffi,  or  elfewhere 
that  is  a  Hinderer  of  the  Word  of  God  to  be  read,  or  fincerely 
preached,  or  of  the  Execution  of  thefe  our  Conftitutions,  or 
a  Fautor  of  any  ufurped  or  foreign  Power,  by  the  Laws  of 
this  Realm  juftly  rejected  and  taken  away,  or  a  Defender  of 
iopiffi  and  erroneous  Doctrine  ;  they  ffiall  detect  and  pre¬ 
fent  the  lame  to  the  Biffiop  of  the  Diocefe,  or  Ordinary  of 
the  Place,  to  be  cenfured  and  puniffied  according  to  luch 
Ecclefiaftical  Laws  as  are  preferibed  in  that  behalf. 

1 1 1.  Difturbers  of  Divine  Service  to  be  prefented. 

TN  all  vifitations  of  Biffiops  and  Archdeacons,  the  Church- 
f  wardens,  or  Queftmen,  and  Sidemen,  ffiall  truly  and  per- 
ionally  prelent  the  Names  of  thofe  which  behave  themfelves 
rudely  and  diforderly  in  the  Church,  or  which  by  untimely 
ringing  of  Bells,  by  walking,  talking,  or  other  noife,  ffiall 
hinder  the  Minifter  or  Preacher. 

1 12.  Non-Communicants  at  Eafter  to  be  prefented. 
npHE  Minifter,  Church-wardens,  Queftmen,  and  Alfilt- 
A  ants  of  every  Pariffi-Church  and  Chapel,  ffiali  yearly, 
within  forty  Days  after  Eafter,  exhibit  to  the  Biffiop  or  his 
Chancellor,  the  Names  and  Surnames  of  all  the  Pariffiioners, 
as  well  Men  as  Women,  which  being  of  the  age  of  ftxteen 
Years,  received  not  the  Communion  at  Eafter  before. 

*  C 
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1 13.  Minifter s  may  prefent. 

BEcaufe  it  often  cometh  to  pafs,  that  the  Churchwardens, 
Sidemen,  Queftmen,  and  fuchotherPerfonsof  the  Laity, 
as  are  to  take  care  for  the  fupprefling  of  Sin  and  Wickednefs 
in  their  feveral  Parifhes,  as  much  as  in  them  lieth,  by  Admo¬ 
nition,  Reprehenfion,  and  Denunciation  to  their  Ordinaries, 
do  forbear  to  difcharge  their  Duties  therein,  either  through 
fear  of  their  Superiors,  or  through  Negligence  more  than 
were  fit,  the  Licentioufnefs  ofthefe  times  confidered;  we  or¬ 
dain,  Thathereafterany  Parfon  or  Vicar,  or  in  the  lawful  Ab- 
fence  of  any  Parfon  or  Vicar,  then  their  Curates  and  Subfti- 
tutes  may  join  in  every  Prefentment  with  the  faid  Church¬ 
wardens,  Sidemen,  and  the  reft  abovementioned,  at  the  times 
hereafter  limited,  if  they  the  faid  Churchwardens  and  the  reft 
will  prefent  fuch  Enormities  as  are  apparent  in  the  Parifh  ; 
or  if  they  will  not, then  every  fuch  Parfon,  and  Vicar,  or  in 
their  Ablence,  as  aforefaid,  their  Curates,  may  themfelves 
prefent  to  their  Ordinaries  at  fuch  Times,  and  when  elfe  they 
think  it  meet,  all  fuch  Crimes  as  they  have  in  Charge,  or 
otherwife,  as  by  them  (being  the  Perfonsthat  flhould  have  the 
chief  care  for  the  fupprefling  of  Sin,  and  Impiety  in  their  Pa¬ 
rifhes)  fhall  be  thought  to  require  due  Reformation.  Pro¬ 
vided  always.  That  if  any  man  confefs  his  fecret  and  hidden 
Sins  to  the  Minifter,  for  the  unburdening  of  his  Confcience, 
and  to  receive  Spiritual  Confolation  and  Eafe  of  Mind  from 
him  ;  we  do  not  any  way  bind  the  faid  Minifter  by  this  our 
Conftitution,  but  do  ftraitly  charge  and  admonifh  him,  that 
he  do  not  at  any  time  reveal  and  make  known  to  any  Perfon 
whatfoever,  any  Crime  or  Offence  fo  committed  to  his  Truft 
and  Secrecy  (except  they  be  fuch  Crimes,  as  by  the  Laws  of 
this  Realm  his  own  Life  may  be  called  into  queftion  for 
concealing  the  fame)  under  Pain  of  Irregularity. 

1 1 4.  Minifter s  froall  prefent  Recufants. 

EVERY  Parfon,  Vicar,  or  Curate  fhall  carefully  inform 
themfelves  every  Year  hereafter,  how  many  Popifh  Re¬ 
cufants,  Men,  Women  and  Children  above  the  age  of  thir¬ 
teen  Years,  and  how  many  being  popifhly  given  (who  though 
they  come  to  the  Church,  yet  do  refufe  to  receive  the  Com¬ 
munion)  are  Inhabitants,  or  make  their  abode,  either  as  So¬ 
journers,  or  common Guefts,  in  any  of  their  feveral  Parifhes, 
and  fhall  fet  down  their  true  Names  in  writing  (if  they  can 
learn  them)  or  otherwife  fuch  Names  as  for  the  time  they 
carry,  diftinguifhing  the  abfolute  Recufants  from  half  Re¬ 
cufants  ;  and  the  fame,  fo  far  as  they  know  or  believe,  fo  dif- 
tinguilhed  and  fet  down  under  their  Hands,  fhall  truly  pre¬ 
fent  to  their  Ordinaries  before  the  Feaft  of  the  Nativity  next 
enfuing  under  Pain  of  Sufpenfion  to  be  inflidled  upon  them 
by  their  laid  Ordinaries;  and  fo  every  Year  hereafter,  upon 
the  like  Pain,  before  the  Feaft  of  St.  John  Baptift.  Alfo  we 
ordain,  That  all  fuch  Ordinaries,  Chancellors,  Commiflaries, 
Archdeacons,  Officials,  and  all  other  Ecclefiaftical  Officers 
to  whom  the  faid  Prefentments  fhall  be  exhibited,  fhall  like- 
wife  within  one  Month  after  the  Receipt  of  the  fame,  under 
pain  of  Sufpenfion  by  the  Bifhop  from  the  Execution  of  their 
Offices  for  the  Space  of  half  a  Y  ear,  as  often  as  they  fhall  offend 
therein,  deliver  them,  or  caufe  to  be  delivered  to  the  Bifhop 
refpedively  ;  who  fhall  alfo  exhibit  them  to  the  Archbifhop 
within  fix  Weeks,  and  the  Archbifhop  to  his  Majefty  within 
other  fix  Weeks,  after  he  had  received  the  faid  Prefentments. 
5.  Minifter s  and  Churchwardens  not  to  be  fuedforprefenting. 
^Tlereas  for  the  Reformation  of  criminal  Perfons  and 
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Diforders  in  every  Parifh,  the  Churchwardens,  Queft¬ 
men,  Sidemen,  and  fuch  other  Church-Officers  are  fworn, 
and  the  Minifter  charged  to  prefent  as  well  the  Crimes  and 
Diforders  committed  by  the  faid  criminous  Perfons,  as  alfo 
the  Common  Fame  which  is  fpread  abroad  of  them,  whereby 
they  are  maligned,  and  fometimes  troubled  by  the  faid  Delin¬ 
quents,  ortheirFriends;  wedoadmonifh  and  exhort  alljudges, 
both  Ecclefiaftical  and  Temporal,  as  they  regard  and  reverence 
the  fearful  Judgement-feat  of  the  higheit  Judge,  that  they  ad¬ 
mit  not  in  any  of  their  Courts  any  Complaint,  Plea,  Suit,  or 
Suits  againft  any  fuch  Churchwardens, Queftmen,  Sidemen, 
or  other  Church-officers  for  making  any  fuch  Prefentments, 
nor  againft  any  Minifter  for  any  Prefentment  that  he  fhall 
make  •,  all  the  faid  Prefentments  tending  to  the  reftraint  of 
fhamelefs  Impiety,  and  confidering,  that  the  Rules  both  of 
Charity  and  Government  do  prefume,  that  they  did  nothing 
therein  of  Malice,  but  for  the  difcharge  of  their  Confciences. 
1 1 6 .  Churchwardens  not  boundtoprefent  oftenerthan  twice  aTear. 

NO  Churchwardens,  Queftmen,  or  Sidemen  of  any  Pa¬ 
rifh  fhall  be  enforced  to  exhibit  their  Prefentments  to 


any  having  Ecclefiaftical  Jurifdiction  above  once  in  every 
Year,  where  it  hath  been  no  oftener  ufed,  nor  above  twice  in 
any  Diocefe  whatfoever,  except  it  be  at  the  Bifhop’s  Vi  filia¬ 
tion.  For  the  which  Prefentments  of  every  Parifh  Church  or 
Chapel,  the  Regifter  of  any  Court,  where  they  are  to  be  ex¬ 
hibited  (hall  not  receive  in  one  Year  above  four  Pence,  under 
pain  for  every  Offence  therein,  of  Sufpenfion  from  the  Exe¬ 
cution  of  his  Office  for  the  fpace  of  a  month,  toties ,  quo  ties. 
Provided  always,  That  as  good  Occafion  fhall  require,  it  fhall 
be  lawful  for  every  Minifter,  Churchwardens  and  Sidemen 
to  prefent  Offenders  as  oft  as  they  fhall  think  meet ;  and  like- 
wife  for  any  godly  difpofed  Perfon,  or  for  any  Ecclefiaftical 
Judge,  upon  Knowledge  or  Notice  given  unto  him  or  them 
of  any  enormous  Crime  within  his  Jurifdi&ion,  to  move  the 
Minifter,  Churchwardens,  or  Sidemen,  as  they  tender  the 
Glory  of  God,  and  Reformation  of  Sin,  to  prelent  the  fame 
if  they  fhall  find  fufficient  caufe  to  induce  them  thereunto, 
that  it  may  be  in  due  time  ponifhed  and  reformed  Provided, 
That  for  thefe  voluntary  Prefentments  there  be  no  Fee  re¬ 
quired  or  taken  of  them,  under  the  Pain  aforefaid. 

1 1 7.  Churchwardens  not  to  be  troubled  for  not  prefent ing 
oftener  than  twice  a  Tear. 

^TO  Churchwardens,  Queftmen,  or  Sidemen  fhall  be  call- 
^  ed  or  cited,  but  only  at  the  faid  Time  or  Times  before 
limited,  to  appear  before  any  Ecclefiaftical  Judge  whofoever, 
forrefufing  at  other  Times  to  prefent  any  faults  committed 
in  their  Parifhes,  andpunifhable  by  Ecclefiaftical  Law's.  Nei¬ 
ther  fhall  they,  nor  any  of  them,  after  their  Prefentments  ex¬ 
hibited  at  any  of  thofe  Times,  be  any  further  troubled  for  the 
fame,  except  upon  manifeftand  evident  proof,  it  may  appear, 
that  they  did  then  willingly  and  wittingly  omit  to  prefent  fome 
fuch  publick  Crime  or  Crimes  as  they  knew  to  be  committed, 
or  could  not  be  ignorant  that  there  was  then  a  publick  Fame 
of  them;  or  unlcls  there  be  very  juft  Caufe  to  call  them  for 
the  Explanation  of  their  former  Prefentments.  In  which 
cafe  of  wilful  Omiflion,  their  Ordinaries  fhall  proceed  a- 
gainft  them  in  fuch  fort,  as  in  Caufes  of  wilful  Perjury  in 
a  Court  Ecclefiaftical  it  is  already  by  Law  provided. 

r  1 8.  The  old  Churchwardens  to  make  their  Prefentments  before 

_  the  new  be  fworn. 

'  I  "'HE  Office  of  all  Churchwardens  and  Sidemen  fhall  be 
reputed  ever  hereafter  tocontinue  until  the  new  Church¬ 
wardens  that  fhall  fucceed  them  be  fworn,  which  fhall  be  the 
firft  Week  after  Eafter ,  or  fome  Week  following,  according 
to  the  Direction  of  the  Ordinary.  Which  time  fo  appointed, 
fhall  always  be  one  of  the  two  times  in  every  Year,  when  the 
Minifter,  and  Churchwardens  and  Sidemen  of  every  Parifh 
fhall  exhibit  to  their  feveral  Ordinaries  the  Prefentments  of 
fuch  Enormities  as  have  happenedin  their  Parifhes  fince  their 
laft  Prefentments.  And  this  duty  they  fhall  perform,  before 
the  newly  chofe'n  Churchwardens  and  Sidemen  be  fworn,  and 
fhall  not  be  fuffered  to  pafs  over  the  faid  Prefentments  to 
thofe  that  are  newly  come  into  Office,  and  are  by  Intendment 
ignorant  of  fuch  Crimes ;  under  pain  of  thofe  Cenfures  whicli 
are  appointed  for  the  Reformation  of  fuch  Dalliers  and  Dif- 
penfers  with  their  own  Confciences  and  Oaths. 

119.  Convenient  time  to  be  ajftgned  for  framing  Prefentments. 

FOR  the  avoiding  of  fuch  Inconveniences  as  heretofore 
have  happened  by  the  hafty  making  of  Bills  of  Prefent¬ 
ments  upon  the  Days  oftheVifitation  and  Synods,  it  is  order¬ 
ed,  That  always  hereafter  every  Chancellor,  Archdeacon, 
Commiflary  and  Official,  and  every  other  Perfon  having  Ec¬ 
clefiaftical  Jurifdidion,  at  the  ordinary  timewhen  theChurch- 
wardens  are  fworn;  and  the  Archbifhop  and  Bifhops,  when 
he  or  they  do  fummon  their  Vifitarion,  fhall  deliver,  or  caufe 
to  be  delivered  to  the  Churchwardens,  Queftmen,  and  Side- 
men  of  every  Parifh,  or  to  fome  of  them  fuch  Books  of 
Articles,  as  they,  or  any  of  them  fhall  require,  for  the  Year 
following  the  faidChurdwardens,  Queftmen,  and  Sidemen, 
to  ground  their  Prefentments  upon,  at  fuch  times  as  they 
are  to  exhibit  them.  In  which  Book  fhall  be  contained  the 
Form  of  the  Oath,  which  muft  be  taken  immediately  before 
every  fuch  Prefentment ;  to  the  intent  that  having  before¬ 
hand  time  fufficient,  not  only  to  perufe  and  confider  what 
their  faid  Oath  lhall  be,  but  the  Articles  alfo  w hereupon 
they  are  to  ground  their  Prefentments,  they  may  frame 
them  at  home  both  advifedly  and  truly,  to  the  Difcharge  of 
their  own  Confciences  after  they  are  fworn,  as  becometh 
honeft  and  .godly  Men. 
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120.  None  to  be  cited  into  Ecclejiaftical  Courts  by  Procefs  of 

Quorum  Nomina. 

TS/TO  Bifhop,  Chancellor,  Archdeacon,  Official,  or  other 
Ecclefiaftical  Judge,  fhall  fuffer  any  general  Proceffes 
of  Quorum  Nomina  to  be  fent  out  of  his  Court ;  except  the 
Names  of  all  fuch  as  thereby  are  to  be  cited,  fhall  be  firft  ex¬ 
prefly  entered  by  the  Hand  of  the  Regifter,  or  his  Deputy, 
under  the  faid  Proceffes,  and  the  laid  Proceffes  and  Names 
be  firft  fubfcribed  by  the  Judge,  or  his  Deputy,  and  his 
Seal  thereto  affixed. 

12 1.  None  to  be  cited  into  fever al  Courts  for  one  Crime. 

TN  Places  where  the  Bilhop  and  Archdeacon,  do  by  Pre- 
-*•  fcription  or  Compofition  vifit  at  feveral  times  in  one  and 
the  fame  Year,  left  for  one  and  the  lelf-fame  Fault  any  of  his 
Majefty’s  Subjects  ffiould  be  challenged  and  molefted  in  di¬ 
vers  Ecclefiaftical  Courts;  we  order  and  appoint,  That  every 
Archdeacon,  or  his  Official,  within  one  Month  after  the  Vi- 
fitation  ended  that  Year,  and  the  Prelentments  received,  (hall 
certify  under  his  Hand  and  Seal,  to  the  Bilhop,  or  his  Chan¬ 
cellor,  the  Names  and  Crimes  of  all  fuch  as  are  detected  and 
prefented  in  his  faid  Vifitation,  to  the  end  the  Chancellor 
fhall  thenceforth  forbear  to  convent  any  Perfon  for  any  Crime 
or  Caufe  fo  detected  or  prefented  to  the  Archdeacon.  And 
the  Chancellor  within  the  like  time  after  the  Bifhop’s  Vifit¬ 
ation  ended,  and  Prefentments  received,  fhall  under  his  Pland 
and  Seal  fignify  to  the  Archdeacon,  or  his  Official,  the  Names 
and  Crimes  of  all  fuch  Perfons  which  fhall  be  detedled  or 
prefented  unto  him  in  that  Vifitation,  to  the  fame  intent  as  is 
aforefaid.  And  if  thele  Officers  fhall  not  certify  each  other,  as 
is  here  prefcribed,  or  after  fuch  Certificate,  fhall  intermeddle 
with  the  Crimes  or  Perfons  detected  and  prefented  in  each 
other’s  Vifitation  •,  then  every  of  them  fo  offending,  (hall  be 
fufpended  from  all  Exercife  of  his  Jurifdi&ion  by  the  Bifhop 
of  the  Diocefe,  until  he  fhall  repay  the  Cofts,  and  Expences 
which  the  Parties  grieved  have  been  at  by  that  Vexation. 


122.  No  Sentence  of  Deprivation  orDepofition  to  be  pronounced 
againft  a . Minifier ,  but  by  the  Bifhop. 

WHen  any  Minifter  is  complained  of  in  any  Ecclefiafti¬ 
cal  Court  belonging  to  any  Bifhop  of  his  Province, 
for  any  Crime,  the  Chancellor,  Commiffary,  Official,  or  any 
other  having  Ecclefiaftical  Jurifdiction,  to  whom  it  fhall  ap¬ 
pertain,  fhall  expedite  the  Caufe  by  Proceffes  and  other  Pro¬ 
ceedings  againft  him  :  and  upon  Contumacy,  for  not  appear¬ 
ing,  fhall  firft  fufpend  him;  and  afterward,  his  Contumacy 
continuing,  excommunicate  him.  But  if  he  appear,  and  fub- 
mit  himfelf  to  the  Courfe  of  Law, then  the  matter  being  ready 
for  Sentence,  and  the  merits  of  his  Offence  exacting  by  Law 
either  Deprivation  from  his  Living,  or  Depofition  from  the 
Miniftry,  no  fuch  Sentence  fhall  be  pronounced  by  any  Per¬ 
fon  wholbever,  but  only  by  the  Bifhop,  with  the  Affiftance  of 
his  Chancellor,  the  Dean  (if  they  maybe  conveniently  had,) 
and  fome  of  the  Prebendaries,  if  the  Court  be  kept  near  the 
Cathedral  Church,  or  of  the  Archdeacon,  if  he  may  be  had 
conveniently,  and  two  other  at  the  leaft  grave  Minifters  and 
Preachers,  to  be  called  by  the  Bifhop,  when  the  Court  is 
kept  in  other  Places. 

123.  No  aft  to  be  fped  but  in  open  Court. 

'NLT'O  Chancellor,  Commiffary,  Archdeacon,  Official,  or 
any  other  Perfon  ufing  Ecclefiaftical  Jurifdidtion  who¬ 
mever,  fhall  fpeed  any  judicial  A£t,  either  of  contentious  or 
voluntary  jurifdidlion,  except  he  have  the  ordinary  Regifter 
of  that  Court,  or  his  lawful  Deputy  :  or  if  he  or  they  will 
not,  or  cannot  be  prefent,  then  fuch  Perfons,  as  by  Law  are 
allowed  in  that  Behalf  to  right  or  fpeed  the  fame,  under  pain 
of  Sulpenfion  ip/o  fatto. 

124.  No  Court  to  have  more  than  one  Seal. 

"^TO  Chancellor,  Commiffary,  Archdeacon,  Official,  or  any 
X  •  other  exercifing  Ecclefiaftical  Jurifdidion,  fhall  with¬ 
out  the  Bilhop’s  Content  have  any  more  Seals  than  one,  for 
the  fealing  of  all  Matters  incident  to  his  Office  :  which  Seal 
fhall  always  be  kept  either  by  himfelf,  or  by  his  lawful  fub- 
ftitute  exercifing  Jurifdidtion  for  him,  and  remaining  within 
the  Jurifdidlion  of  the  faid  Judge,  or  in  the  City  or  principal 
Town  of  the  County.  I  his  Seal  fhall  contain  the  Title  of 
that  Jurifdiction,  which  every  of  the  laid  Judges  or  their 
Deputies  do  execute. 


125.  Convenient  Places  to  be  chofen  for  the  keeping  of  Courts . 

ALL  Chancellors,  Commiffaries,  Archdeacons,  Officials, 
and  all  other  exercifing  Ecclefiaftical  Jurifdidtion,  fliall 
appoint  fuch  meet  Places  for  the  keeping  of  their  Courts,  by 
the  Affignment  or  Approbation  of  the  Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe, 
as  fhall  be  convenient  for  Entertainment  of  thofe  that  are  to 
make  their  Appearance  there,  and  moft  indifferent  for  their 
Havel.  And  likewile  they  fhall  keep  and  end  their  Courts 
in  fuch  convenient  Time,  as  every  man  may  return  home¬ 
wards  in  as  due  Sealon  as  may  be. 

126.  Peculiar  and  inferior  Courts  to  exhibit  the  original  Copies 
of  Wills  into  the  Bijhop’s  Regiflry. 

TTTHereas  Deans,  Archdeacons,  Prebendaries,  Parfons, 
V  V  Vicars,  and  others,  exercifing  Ecclefiaftical  Jurifdic¬ 
tion,  claim  Liberty  to  prove  the  lalt  Wills  and  Teftaments 
of  Perfons  deceafed  within  their  feveral  Jurifdiftions,  having 
no  known  or  certain  Regifters,  nor  publick  place ’to  keep 
their  Records  in-,  by  reafon  whereof  many  Wills,  Rio-hts, 
and  Legacies  upon  the  Death  or  Change  of  fuch’PerTons* 
and  their  private  Notaries,  mifcarry  and  cannot  be  found,  to 
the  great  prejudice  of  his  Majefty’s  Subjects;  we  therefore 
order  and  enjoin.  That  all  fuch  Poffeffors  and  Exercifers  of 
peculiar  Jurifdi&ion  fhall  once  in  every  year  exhibit  into  the 
publick  Regiftry  of  the  Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe,  or  of  the  Dean 
and  Chapter,  under  whofe  Jurifdi&ion  the  faid  Peculiars  are, 
every  original  Teftament  of  every  Perfon  in  that  time  deceaf¬ 
ed,  and  by  them  proved  in  their  feveral  peculiar  Jurifdidlions, 
or  a  true  Copy  of  every  fuch  Teftament,  examined,  fubfcribed 
and  fealed  by  the  peculiar  Judge  and  his  Notary.  Otherwife 
if  any  of  them  fail  fo  to  do,  the  Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe,  or 
Dean  and  Chapter,  unto  whom  the  faid  Jurifdidtions  do’re- 
fpetftively  belong,  fhall  fufpend  the  faid  Parties,  and  every 
of  them,  from  the  Exercife  of  all  fuch  peculiar  Jurifdiftion 
until  they  have  performed  this  our  Conftitution, 
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127*  Vfv  Quality  and  Oath  of  fudges. 

XTO  Man  ffiall  hereafter  be  admitted  a  Chancellor,  Com- 

m,fra‘V’  °r  to  exercife  any  Ecclefiaftical  Jurif- 

didtion,  except  he  be  of  the  full  age  of  fix  and  twenty  Years 
at  the  .eaft,  and  one  that  is  learned  in  the  Civil  and  Ecclefi

NT0  Chancellor,  Commiffary,  Archdeacon,  Official  or 
a"y  othe;  PJfon  ufing  Ecclefiaftical  Jurifdidion  ffiall 
at  any  lime  fubftitute  in  their  Abfence  any  to  keep  anv 
Court  for  them,  except  he  be  either  a  grave  Minifter  and  \ 
Graduate,  or  a  Licenfed  publick  Preacher,  and  a  Benefit 
Man  near  the  place  where  the  Courts  are  kept,  or  a  Batchelor 
of  Law,  or  a  Mafter  of  Arts  at  leaft,  who  hath  fome  ftffil 
in  the  Civil  and  Ecclefiaftical  Laws,  and  is  a  Favourer  of 
true  Religion  and  a  Manofmodeftand  honeft  Conversion  - 
under  pain  of  Sulpenfion,  for  every  Time  that  they  offend 
therein  from  the  Execution  of  their  Offices,  for  the  Space 
of  three  Months,  toties  quoties.  And  he  likewife  that  is  de¬ 
puted,  being  not  qualified  as  is  before  expreffed,  and  yet 
ffiall  prefume  to  be  a  Subftitute  to  any  Judge,  and  ffiall 
keep  any  Court,  as  is  aforefaid,  fhall  undergo  the  fame  Cen- 
iuie  in  manner  and  form  as  is  before  exprefled

i  29.  Proffors  not  to  retain  Caufes  without  the  lawful  Aftign- 
rnent  of  the  Parties. 

^JONE  lhall  procure  in  any  Caufe  whatfoever,  unlefs  he 
be  thereunto  conftituted  and  appointed  by  the  Party 
himfelf,  either  before  the  Judge,  and  by  Aft  in  Court,  or 
unlefs,  in  the  beginning  of  the  Suit,  he  be  by  a  true  and  fuf- 
ficient  Proxy  thereunto  warranted  and  enabled.  We  call  that 
Proxy  fufficient,  which  is  {Lengthened  and  confirmed  by 
fome  authentical  Seal,  the  Party’s  Approbation,  or  at  lead 
his  Ratification  therewithal  concurring.  All  which  Proxies 
lhall  be  forthwith  by  the  faid  Proctors  exhibited  into  the 
Court,  and  be  fafely  kept  and  preferved  by  the  Regifter  in 
the  publick  Regiftry  of  the  faid  Court.  And  if  any  Regifter 
or  Proftor  fhall  offend  herein,  he  fhall  be  fecluded  from  the 
Exercife  of  his  Office,  for  the  Space  of  two  Months,  with¬ 
out  Hope  of  Releafe  or  Reftoring. 

130.  Proffers  not  to  retain  Caufes  without  the  Coun f el  of 

an  Advocate. 

FOR  leffening  and  abridging  the  multitude  of  Suits  and 
Contentions,  as  alfo  for  preventing  the  Complaints  of 
Suitors  in  Courts  Ecclefiaftical,  who  many  times  are  over¬ 
thrown  by  the  Overfight  and  Negligence,  or  by  the  Igno¬ 
rance  and  Infufficiency  of  ProCtors  ;  and  likewife  for  the  Fur¬ 
therance  and  Increafe  of  Learning,  and  the  Advancement  of 
Civil  and  Canon  Law,  following  the  laudable  Cuftoms  here¬ 
tofore  obferved  in  the  Courts  pertaining  to  the  Archbifhop 
of  Canterbury,  we  will  and  ordain.  That  no  ProCtor  exercil- 
ing  in  any  of  them,  fhall  entertain  any  Caufe  whatfoever,  and 
keep  and  retain  the  fame  for  two  Court  days,  without  the 
Counfel  and  Advice  of  an  Advocate,  under  pain  of  a  year’s 
Sufpenfion  from  his  Practice;  neither  fhall  the  Judge  have 
power  to  releafe  or  mitigate  the  faid  Penalty-,  without  exprefs 
Mandate  and  Authority  from  the  Archbifhop  aforefaid. 

1 31.  Proffors  not  to  conclude  in  any  Caufe  without  the  Know¬ 
ledge  of  an  Advocate. 

NO  Judge  in  any  of  the  faid  Courts  of  the  Archbifhop 
fhall  admit  any  Libel,  or  any  other  Matter,  without 
the  Advice  of  an  Advocate  admitted  to  practice  in  the  fame 
Court,  or  without  his  Subfcription  •,  neither  fhall  any  ProCtor 
conclude  any  Caufe  depending,  without  the  Knowledge  of 
the  Advocate  retained  and  feed  in  the  Caufe:  which,  if  any 
ProCtor  fhall  do,  or  procure  to  be  done,  or  fhall  by  any  Co¬ 
lour  whatfoever  defraud  the  Advocate  of  his  Duty  or  Fee,  or 
fhall  be  negligent  of  repairing  to  the  Advocate,  and  requir¬ 
ing  his  Advice  what  Courfe  is  to  be  taken  in  the  Caufe,  he 
fhall  be  fufpended  from  all  Practice  for  the  Space  of  fix 
Months,  without  Hope  of  being  thereunto  reftored  before 
the  faid  Term  be  fully  complete. 

132.  Proffors  ■prohibited  the  Oath  In  anim am  domini  fui. 

FOrafmuch  as  in  the  Probate  of  Teftaments,  and  fuitsfor 
Adminiftrations  of  the  Goods  of  Perfons  dying  inteftate, 
the  Oath  ufually  taken  by  ProCtors  of  Courts  lnanimam  con- 
ftituentis  is  found  to  be  inconvenient:  we  do  therefore  decree 
and  ordain,  That  every  Executor,  or  Suitor  for  Adminiftra- 
tion,  fhall  perfonally  repair  to  the  Judge  in  that  behalf,  or 
his  Surrogate,  and  in  his  own  perfon  (and  not  by  ProCtor) 
take  the  Oath  accuftomed  in  thefe  Cafes.  But  if  by  reafon  of 
Sicknefs,  or  Age,  or  any  other  juft  Lett  or  Impediment, 
he  be  not  able  to  make  his  perfonal  Appearance  before  the 
Judge,  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  Judge,  (there  being  faith  firft 
made  by  a  credible  Perfon,  of  the  Truth  of  the  laid  Hind¬ 
rance  or  Impediment)  to  grant  a  Commiflion  to  fome  grave 
Ecclefiaftical  Perfon,  abiding  near  the  Party  aforefaid,  where¬ 
by  he  fhall  give  Power  and  Authority  to  the  faid  Ecclefiafti¬ 
cal  Perfon,  in  his  {lead,  to  minifter  the  accuftomed  Oath 
above  mentioned,  to  the  Executor,  or  Suitor  for  fuch  Ad- 
miniftration,  requiring  his  faid  Subftitute,  that  by  a  faithful 
and  truftyMeffenger  hecertify  the  faid  Judge  truly  andfaith- 
fully  what  he  hath  done  therein.  Laftly,  we  ordain  and  ap¬ 
point,  i  hat  no  Judge  or  Regifter  fhall  in  any  wife  receive 
for  the  Writing,  Drawing,  or  Sealing  of  any  fuch  Commif- 
fion,  above  the  Sum  of  Six  Shillings  and  eight  Pence  ; 
whereof  one  Moiety  to  be  for  the  Judge,  and  the  other  for 
the  Regifter  of  the  faid  Court. 

13.E  Proffors  not  to  be  clamorous  in  Court. 

FOrafmuch  as  it  is  found  by  Experience,  that  the  loud  and 
confufed  lories  and  Clamours  of  Prodtors  in  the  Courts 
of  the  Archbifhop,  are  not  only  troublefome  and  offenfive 
to  the  Judges  and  Advocates,  but  alfo  give  Occafion  to  the 
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Standers  by,  of  Contempt  and  Calumny  toward  the  Court 
itfelf-,  that  more  refpeCt  may  be  had  to  the  Dignity  of  the 
Judge,  than  heretofore,  and  that  Caufes  may  more  eafily 
and  commodioufly  be  handled  and  difpatched,  we  charge  and 
enjoin,  That  all  Prodtors  in  the  faid  Courts  do  efpeciatly  in¬ 
tend,  that  the  Adts  be  faithfully  entered  and  fet  down  by  the 
Regifter,  according  to  the  Advice  and  Diredtion  of  the  Ad¬ 
vocate  ;  that  the  laid  Prodtors  refrain  loud  Speech  and  Bab¬ 
bling,  and  behave  themfelves  quietly  and  modeftly  :  and  that 
when  either  the  Judges  or  Advocates,  or  any  of  them  Hull 
happen  to  fpeak,  they  prefently  be  filent,  upon  pain  of  filenc- 
ing  for  two  whole  Terms  then  immediately  following  every 
fuch  Offence  of  their’s.  And  if  any  of  them  fhall  the°lecond 
Time  offend  herein,  and  after  due  Monition  fhall  not  reform 
himfelf,  let  him  be  for  ever  removed  from  his  Pradtice. 

Registers. 

134.  Abufes  to  be  reformed  in  Regijlers. 

F  any  Regifter,  or  his  Deputy,  or  Subftitute  whatfoever, 
fhall  receive  any  Certificate  without  the  Knowledge  and 
Confent  of  the  Judge  of  the  Court,  or  willingly  omit  to  caufe 
any  Perfon  cited,  to  appear  upon  any  Court  day,  to  be  called ; 
or  unduly  put  off,  and  defer  the  Examination  of  Witneffes 
to  be  examined  by  a  Day  fet  and  affigned  by  the  faid  Judge; 
ordonotobeyandoblerve  the  judicial  and  lawful  monition  of 
the  faid  Judge;  or  omit  to  write,  or  caufe  to  be  written  fuch 
Citations  and  Decrees  as  are  to  be  put  in  Execution,  and  fet 
forth  before  the  next  Court-day ;  or  fhall  not  caufe  all  Tefta¬ 
ments  exhibited  into  his  Office,  to  be  regiftered  within  a  con¬ 
venient  Time ;  or  lhall  fet  down  or  enaCt,  as  decreed  by  the 
Judge,  any  thing  falfe,  or  conceited  by  himfelf,  and  cot  fo 
ordered  or  decreed  by  the  Judge  ;  or,  in  the  Tranfmiffion  of 
Proceffes  to  the  Judge  ad  quern,  fhall  add  or  infert  any  Falf- 
hood  or  Untruth,  or  omit  anything  therein,  either  by  Cun¬ 
ning,  or  by  grofs  Negligence;  or  in  Caufes  of  Inftance,  or 
promoted  of  Office,  lhall  receive  any  reward  in  Favour  of 
either  Party ;  or  be  of  Counfel  dire&ly  or  indiredly  with  ei¬ 
ther  of  the  Parties  in  Suit;  or  in  the  Execution  of  their  Office 
lhall  do  ought  elfe  malicioufly,  or  fraudulently,  whereby  the 
faid  Ecclefiaftical  Judge,  or  his  Proceedings  may  be  fland- 
ered  or  defamed ;  We  will  and  ordain,  That  the  faid  Regifter, 
or  his  Deputy,  or  Subftitute,  offending  in  all  or  any  of  the 
Premiffes,  lhall  by  the  Bifhop  of  the  Diocefe  be  fufpended 
from  the  Exercife  of  his  Office  for  the  fpace  of  one,  two,  or 
three  Months,  or  more,  according  to  the  Quality  of  his  Of¬ 
fence  ;  and  that  the  faid  Bifhop  lhall  affign  fome  other  Pub- 
lick  Notary  to  execute  and  difeharge  all  things  pertaining 
to  his  Office,  during  the  time  of  his  faid  Sufpenfion. 

1 35-  A  certain  Rate  of  Fees  due  to  all  Ecclefiaftical  Officers. 

NO  Bilhop,  Suffragan,  Chancellor,  Commiffary,  Arch¬ 
deacon,  Official,  nor  any  other  exercifing  Ecclefiaftical 
JurifdiCtion  whatfoever,  nor  any  Regifter  of  any  Ecclefiafti¬ 
cal  Courts,  nor  any  Minifter  belonging  to  any  of  the  faid  Offi¬ 
cers  or  Courts,  lhall  hereafter,  for  any  Caufe  incident  to  their 
feveral  Offices,  take  or  receive  any  other  or  greater  Fees 
than  fuch  as  were  certified  to  the  moft  Reverend  Father  in 
God,  John  late  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury,  in  the  Year  of  our 
Lord  God  One  thoufand  five  hundred  ninety  and  feven,  and 
were  by  him  ratified  and  approved ;  under  pain,  that  everv 
fuch  Judge,  Officer,  or  Minifter  offending  herein,  fhall  be 
fufpended  from  the  Exercife  of  their  feveral  Offices  for  the 
Space  of  Six  Months,  for  every  fuch  Offence.  Always  pro¬ 
vided,  That  if  any  Queftion  lhall  arife  concerning  the  cer¬ 
tainty  of  the  faid  Fees,  or  any  of  them,  then  thofe  Fees  lhall 
be  held  for  lawful,  which  the  Archbifhop  of  Canterbury  for 
the  time  being  lhall  under  his  Hand  approve,  except  the  Sta¬ 
tutes  of  this  Realm  before  made  do  in  any  particular  Cafe 
exprefs  fome  other  Fees  to  be  due.  Provided  furthermore. 
That  no  Fee  or  Money  lhall  be  received  either  by  the  Arch- 
bilhop,  or  any  Bifhop,  or  Suffragan  either  direCtly  or  indi¬ 
rectly,  for  admitting  of  any  into  lacred  Orders;  nor  that  any 
other  Perfon,  or  Perlons  under  the  faid  Archbifhop,  Bilhop, 
or  Suffragan,  fhall,  for  Parchment,  Writing,  Wax,  Sealing 
or  any  other  refpeCt  thereunto  appertaining,  take  above  Ten 
Shillings,  under  fuch  Pains  as  are  already  by  Law  prelcribed. 

136.  A  Fable  of  the  Rates  and  Fees  to  be  fet  up  in  Courts  and 

Regiftries. 

WE  do  likewife  conftitute  and  appoint,  That  the  Regi- 
fters  belonging  to  every  fuch  Ecclefiaftical  Judge, 
lhall  place  two  Tables,  containing  the  feveral  Rates  and  Sums 
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of  all  the  faid  Fees-,  one  in  the  ufual  Placeor  Confiftory  where 
the  Court  is  kept,  and  the  other  in  his  Regiftry ;  and  both 
of  them  in  fuch  Sort,  as  every  Man,  whom  it  concerneth, 
may  without  difficulty  come  to  the  view  and  perufal  thereof, 
and  take  a  Copy  of  them  :  the  fame  Tables  to  be  fet  up  be¬ 
fore  the  Feaftof  the  Nativity  next  enfuing.  And  if  any  Re- 
gifter  ffiall  fail  to  place  the  faid  Tables  according  to  the  Te¬ 
nor  hereof,  he  ffiall  be  fufpended  from  the  Execution  of  his 
Office,  until  he  caufe  the  fame  to  be  accordingly  done  :  and 
the  faid  Tables  being  once  fet  up,  if  he  ffiall  at  any  time 
remove  or  fuffer  the  fame  to  be  removed,  hidden,  or  any 
way  hindered  from  fight,  contrary  to  the  true  Meaning  of 
this  Conftitution,  he  ffiall  for  every  fuch  Offence  be  fufpended 
from  the  Exercife  of  his  Office  for  the  Space  of  Six  Months. 

«37-  The  whole  Fees  for  [hewing  Letters  of  Orders ,  and  other 
Licenfes  due  but  once  in  every  Bif hop’s  Time. 

Orafmuch  as  the  chief  and  principal  Caufe  and  Ufe  of 
Vifitation  is,  that  the  Biffiop,  Archdeacon,  or  other  af- 
ligned  to  vifit,  may  get  fome  good  Knowledge  of  the  State, 
Sufficiency,  and  Ability  of  the  Clergy,  and  other  Perfons 
whom  they  are  to  vifit;  we  think  it  convenient,  That  every 
Parfon,  Vicar,  Curate,  School-mafter,  or  other  Perfon  licenf- 
ed  whofoever,  do  at  the  Biffiop’s  firft  Vifitation,  or  at  the 
next  Vifitation  after  his  admiffion,  ffiew  and  exhibit  unto  him 
his  Letters  of  Orders,  Inftitution,  and  Induction,  and  all  other 
his  Difpenfations,  Licenfes,  or  Faculties  whatsoever,  to  be 
by  the  faid  Biffiop,  either  allowed,  or  (if  there  be  juft  caufe) 
difallowed  and  rejedted  ;  and  being  by  him  approved,  to  be 
as  the  Cuftom  is,  figned  by  the  Regifter;  and  that  the  whole 
Fees  accuftomed  to  be  paid  in  the  Vi  Stations  in  refpect  of 
thePremiffes,tobe  paid  only  once  in  the  whole  Time  of  every 
Biffiop,  and  afterwards  but  half  of  the  faid  accuftomed  Fees 
in  every  other  Vifitation,  during  the  faid  Bifhop’s  Conti¬ 
nuance. 

Apparitors. 

138.  The  Number  of  Apparitors  refrained. 

Orafmuch  as  we  are  defirous  to  redrefs  fuch  Abufes  and 
Aggrievances  as  are  faid  to  grow  by  Somners  or  Ap¬ 
paritors,  we  think  it  meet  that  the  multitude  of  Apparitors 
be  (as  much  as  is  poffible)  abridged  or  reftrained  :  where¬ 
fore  we  decree  and  ordain.  That  no  Biffiop,  or  Archdeacon, 
or  their  Vicars,  or  Officials,  or  other  inferior  Ordinaries, 
ffiall  depute  or  have  more  Apparitors  to  ferve  in  their  Jurif- 
didtions  refpedtive,  than  either  they  or  their  PredecdTors 
were  accuftomed  to  have  thirty  Years  before  the  publiffiing 
of  thefeour  prefent  Conftitutions.  All  which  Apparitors  ffiall 
by  themfelves  faithfully  execute  their  Offices ;  neither  ffiall 
they  by  any  Colour  or  Pretence  whatfoever,  caufe  or  fuffer 
their  Mandates  to  be  executed  by  any  Meffengers  or  Subfti- 


tutes,  unlefs  it  be  upon  fome  good  caufe  to  be  firft  known  and 
approved  by  the  Ordinary  of  the  Place.  Moreover,  they 
ffiall  not  take  upon  them  the  Office  of  Promoters  or  Inform¬ 
ers  for  the  Court,  neither  ffiall  they  exadl  more  or  greater 
Pees  than  are  in  thefe  our  Conftitutions  formerly  prefcribed. 
And  if  either  the  Number  of  the  Apparitors  deputed  ffiall 
exceed  the  aforefaid  Limitation,  or  any  of  the  faid  Apparitors 
ffiall  offend  in  any  of  the  Premiffes ;  the  Perfons  deputing 
them  it  they  be  Biffiops,  ffiall  upon  admonition  of  their  Su¬ 
perior,  difcharge  the  Perfons  exceeding  the  Number  fo  limit¬ 
ed;  if  inferior  Ordinaries,  they  ffiall  be  fufpended  from  the 
Execution  of  their  Office,  until  they  have  dilmiffed  the  Ap¬ 
paritors  by  them  fo  deputed;  and  the  Parties  themfelves  lo 
deputed,  fhall  for  ever  be  removed,  from  the  Office  of  Appa¬ 
ritors; _  and  if,  being  fo  removed,  they  defift  not  from  the 
Exercife  of  their  faid  Offices,  let  them  be  puniffied  by  Eccle- 
fiaftical  Ccnfures,  as  Perfons  contumacious.  Provided,  That 
if  upon  Experience,  the  Number  of  the  faid  Apparitors  be 
too  great  in  any  Diocefe  in  the  judgement  of  the  Arch- 
biffiop  of  Canterbury  for  the  time  being,  they  fhall  by  him 
be  fo  abridged,  as  he  ffiall  think  meet  and  convenient. 

Authority  of  SYNODS. 

139.  A  National  Synod  the  Church  Reprefentative. 
Hofoever  ffiall  hereafter  affirm,  That  the  facred  Synod 
of  this  Nation,  in  the  Name  of  Chrift,  and  by  the 
King’s  Authority  affembled,  is  not  the  true  Church  of  Eng¬ 
land  by  Reprefentation ;  let  him  be  excommunicated,  and 
not  reftored  until  he  repent,  and  publickly  revoke  that  his 
wicked  Error, 

140.  Synods  conclude  as  well  the  abfent  as  the  prefent. 
Hofoever  ffiall  affirm,  That  no  manner  of  Perfon, 
either  of  the  Clergy  or  Laity,  not  being  themfelves 
particularly  affembled  in  the  faid  facred  Synod,  are  to  be  fub- 
je£t  to  the  Decrees  thereof  in  Caufes  Ecclefiaftical  (made 
and  ratified  by  the  King’s  Majefty’s  Supreme  Authority)  as 
not  having  given  their  Voices  unto  them;  let  him  be  ex¬ 
communicated,  and  not  reftored  until  he  repent  and  pub- 
lickly  revoke  that  his  wicked  Error. 

14 1.  Depravers  of  the  Synods  cenfured. 

Hofoever  ffiall  hereafter  affirm,  That  the  facred  Synod 
affembled  as  aforefaid,  was  a  Company  of  fuch  Perfons 
as  did  confpire  together  againft  godly  and  religious  Profeffors 
of  the  Gofpel ;  and  that  therefore  both  they  and  their  Proceed¬ 
ings  in  making  of  Canons  and  Conftitutions  in  Caufes  Eccle- 
fiaftical^by  the  King’s  Authority,  as  aforefaid,  ought  to  be 
defpifed  and  contemned,  the  fame  being  ratified,  confirmed, 
and  enjoined  by  the  faid  Regal  Power,  Supremacy,  and  Au¬ 
thority  ;  let  them  be  excommunicated, and  not  reftored,  until 
they  repent,  and  publickly  revoke  that  their  wicked  Error. 


E  of  Our  Princely  Inclination  and  Royal  Care  for  the 
Maintenance  of  the  prefent  Eflate  and  Government  of 
the  Church  of  England,  by  the  Laws  of  this  Our  Realm  now 
fettled  and  eflablifhed ,  having  diligently  with  great  Contentment 
and  Comfort ,  read  and  confidered  of  all  thefe  their  faid  Canons , 
Orders ,  Ordinances ,  and  Conjlitutions ,  agreed  upon ,  as  is  before 
expreffed ;  and  finding  the  fame  fuch  as  IV e  are  perfuaded  will 
be  very  profitable ,  not  only  to  our  Clergy ,  but  to  the  whole  Church 
of  this  Our  Kingdom ,  and  to  all  the  true  Members  of  it ,  if  they 
be  well  obferved-,  have  therefore  for  uSy  Our  Heirs ,  and  law¬ 
ful  Succejfors,  of  Our  fpecial  Grace ,  certain  Knowledge ,  and 
mere  Motion ,  given ,  and  by  thefe  Prefents  do  give  Our  Royal 
AJfenty  according  to  the  Form  of  the  faid  Statute  or  Alt  of  Par¬ 
liament  aforefaid ,  to  all  and  every  of  the  faid  Canons ,  Orders , 
Ordinances  and  Conjlitutions ,  and  to  all  and  every  Thing  in 
them  contained ,  as  they  are  before  written. 

And  furthermore,  IV t  do  not  only  by  Our  faid  Prerogative 
Royal,  and  Supreme  Authority  in  Caufes  EcclefiafUcal,  ratify , 
confirm ,  and  efiablifij ,  by  thefe  our  Letters  Patents ,  the  faid  Ca¬ 
nons ,  Orders ,  Ordinances ,  and  Conjlitutions ,  and  all  and  every 
Thing  in  them  contained ,  as  is  aforefaid ;  but  do  likewife  pro¬ 
pound,  publtfh,  and  firaightway  enjoin  and  command  by  Our 
faid  Authority ,  and  by  thefe  our  Letters  Patents ,  the  fame  to  be 
diligently  obferved ,  executed ,  and  equally  kept  by  all  Our  loving 


Subjects  of  this  Our  Kingdom ,  both  within  the  Provinces  of  Can¬ 
terbury  and  York,  in  all  Points  wherein  they  do  or  may  con¬ 
cern  every  or  any  of  them ,  according  to  this  our  Will  and  Plea - 
Jure  hereby  fignified  and  expreffed:  and  that  like  wife,  for  the 
better  Obfervation  of  them,  every  Minifier ,  by  what  Name  or 
Title  foever  he  be  called,  fhall,  in  the  Parifh -Church  or  Chapel 
where  he  hath  Charge ,  read  all  the  faid  Canons ,  Orders,  Ordi¬ 
nances,  and  Conjlitutions,  once  every  Tear,  upon  fome  Sundays 
or  Holy-days ,  in  the  Afternoon,  before  Divine  Service ,  divid¬ 
ing  the  fame  in  fuch  Sort ,  as  that  the  one  half  may  be  read  one 
Day,  and  the  other  another  Day.  The  Bock  of  the  faid  Canons 
1 0  be  provided  at  the  Charge  of  the  Parifio,  betwixt  this  and  the 
Feafl  of  the  Nativity  of  our  Lord  God  next  enfuing  :  firaightly 
charging  and  commanding  all  Archbijhops ,  Bijhops,  and  all  ether 
that  exercife  any  EcclefiafUcal  Jurifdiftion  within  this  Realm , 
every  Man  in  his  Place,  to  fee,  and  procure  (fo  much  as  in  them 
lieth)  all  and  every  of  the  fame  Canons,  Orders,  Ordinances , 
and  Conjlitutions,  to  be  in  all  Points  duly  obferved-,  not  [paring 
to  execute  the  Penalties  in  them  fever  ally  mentioned,  upon  any 
that  fhall  wittingly  or  wilfully  break  or  negleft  to  obferve  the 
fame,  as  they  tender  the  Honour  of  God ,  the  Peace  of  the 
Church,  the  Tranquility  of  the  Kingdom,  and  their  Duties  and 
Service  to  Us  their  King  and  Sovereign.

Lord,  blefs,  guide,  and  preferve;

26  Let  not  their  hearts  rejoice  nor  cry, 

E’en  fo  we  would  it  have  -, 

Nor  give  them  caufe  to  fay  on  high, 
He’s  funk  into  the  grave. 

27  Confound  them  all  that  do  rejoice, 

when  they  my  trouble  fee  : 

Let  them  be  clothed  with  rebuke, 
that  boaft  with  fcorn  at  me. 

28  But  let  them  heartily  rejoice, 

who  love  my  upright  way : 

Let  them  all  times  with  heart  and  voice 
ftill  praife  the  Lord  and  fay, 

29  Great  is  the  Lord,  and  doth  excel, 

and  he  doth  much  delight. 

To  fee  his  fervants  profper  well, 
it  is  his  pleafant  fight. 

30  Wherefore  my  tongue  I  will  apply 

thy  righteoufnefs  to  praife  -, 

To  thee,  O  Lord  my  God,  will  I 
give  laud  and  thanks  always. 

PSAL.  36.  J.  H. 

HE  wicked,  by  his  works  unjuft, 
doth  thus  perfuade  my  heart. 

That  in  the  Lord  he  hath  no  truft ;

17  God’s  army  twenty  thoufand  is 

of  angels  great  and  ftrong ; 

The  Lord  alio  in  Sinai 

is  prefent  them  among. 

1 8  Thou  didft,  O  Lord,  afcend  on  high, 

and  captive  led’ft  them  all, 

Who  in  times  paft  thy  chofen  flock 
in  bondage  did  enthral. 

19  Thou  haft  received  gifts  for  men, 

e’en  for  thine  enemies, 

Unto  the  end  that  God  the  Lord 
might  dwell  with  them  likewife. 
2oNow  praifed  be  the  Lord,  for  that 
he  pours  on  us  fuch  grace  j 
From  day  to  day  he  is  the  God 
both  of  our  health  and  peace.

30  Then  in  thy  temple  gifts  will  we 

offer  to  thee,  O  Lord, 

And  in  thy  own  Jerufalem 

praife  thee  with  one  accord :

3 1  Yea,andftrangekings,by  usiubdu’d, 

fhall  do  like  in  thofe  days  ;

36  Therefore  the  ftrength  of  Ifrael 

afcribe  to  God  on  high, 

Whofe  might  and  pow’r  doth  far  extend 
above  the  cloudy  fky. 

37  O  God  thy  holinefs  and  pow’r 

is  dread  for  evermore  ; 

The  God  of  Ifrael  gives  us  ftrength, 
therefore  his  Name  adore.

CAVE  me,  O  God,  and  that  with  fpeed,

Should  have  the  knowledge  of  the  law, 
and  teach  it  their  children : 

6  That  they  might  have  the  better  hope 

in  God  that  is  above, 

And  not  forget  to  keep  his  laws 
and  his  commands  in  love  : 

7  Not,  being  as  their  fathers,  who 

rebelled  in  God’s  fight, 

And  would  not  frame  their  wicked  hearts 
to  know  their  God  aright. 

8  How  went  the  ions  of  Ephraim 

their  neighbours  for  to  fpoil. 
Shooting  their  darts  in  day  of  war, 
and  yet  receiv’d  the  foil  ? 

9  For  why?  they  did  not  keep  with  God 

the  cov’nant  that  was  made, 

Nor  yet  would  walk  or  lead  their  lives 
according  as  he  Laid  i 
1  o  But  put  into  oblivion 
his  counfel  and  his  will, 

And  all  his  works  magnificent 
which  he  declared  if  ill.

1  r  What  wonders  to  our  fore-fathers 

did  he  himlelf  difclofe 
In  Egypt’s  land,  within  the  field 
that  call’d  is  Thaneos  ! 

1 2  He  did  divide  and  part  the  fea, 

through  which  he  made  a  way 
For  them  to  pafs,  and  on  a  heap 
the  waters  made  to  flay. 

13  He  led  them  fecret  in  a  cloud 

by  day,  when  it  was  bright. 

And  in  the  night  when  it  was  dark, 
with  fire  he  gave  them  light. 

14  He  clave  the  rocks  in  wildernefs, 

and  gave  the  people  drink, 

As  plentiful  as  when  the  deeps 
do  flow  up  to  the  brink. 

r  5  He  drew  forth  rivers  out  of  rocks 
that  were  both  dry  and  hard, 

In  fuch  abundance  that  no  floods 
to  them  might  be  compar’d. 

16  Yet,  for  all  this,  againft  the  Lord 

their  fin  they  did  increafe, 

And  did  provoke  the  moft  Highefl 
to  wrath  in  wildernefs ; 

1 7  And  in  their  hearts  they  tempted  God 

like  people  of  miftruft, 

Requiring  fuch  a  kind  of  meat 
as  ferved  to  their  luft. 

18  Yea,  they  againft  him  fpake,  and  thus 

their  boldnefs  did  exprefs  ■, 

Can  God  prepare  a  table  in 
this  barren  wildernefs  ? 

19  Behold,  he  fmotethe  flony  rock, 

and  floods  forthwith  did  flow, 

But  can  he  now  give  to  his  folk 
both  bread  and  flefh  alfo? 

20  When  Godheardthis  hewaxed wroth 

with  Jacob  and  his  feed, 

Elis  indignation  alfo  did 
’gainft  Ifrael  proceed  : 

The  Third  Part. 

2 1  Becaufe  they  did  not  faithfully 

believe,  and  hope  that  he 
Could  always  help  and  fuccour  them 
in  their  neceflity: 

2  2  Wherefore  hedidcommand  the  clouds, 

forthwith  they  brake  in  funder. 
And  rain’d  down  manna  for  to  eat, 
a  food  of  mighty  wonder: 

23  When  earthly  men  with  angels  food 

did  plentifully  feafl ; 

He  made  the  eaft-wind  blow  away, 
and  brought  in  the  fouth-weft : 

24  He  rain’d  down  flefh  as  thick  as  dull 

and  fowls  as  thick  as  fand. 

Which  he  did  call  amidft  the  place 
where  all  their  tents  did  Hand. 

25  Then  did  they  eat  exceedingly  j 

and  all  men  had  their  fills ; 

Yet  more  and  more  they  did  defire 
to  ferve  their  lulls  and  wills. 

26  But  as  the  meat  was  in  their  mouths 

his  wrath  upon  them  fell, 

And  flew  the  ftrength  of  all  their  youth, 
and  choice  of  Ifrael. 

27  Yet  fell  they  to  their  wonted  fin, 

and  Hill  they  did  him  grieve ; 

For  all  the  wonders  that  he  wrought 
they  would  not  him  believe. 

28  Their  days  therefore  he  Ihorten’d,  and 

did  make  their  honour  vain; 

Their  years  did  wafte  and  pafs  away 
with  terror  and  with  pain. 


29  But  ever  when  he  plagued  them 
they  fought  him  lpeedily, 
Rememb’ring  that  he  was  their  ftrength, 
their  help  and  God  moft  High. 

3oTho’ withtheir  mouths  they  nothingdid 

but  flatter  with  the  Lord, 

And  with  thej  r  tongues,  and  in  their  hearts, 
diffembled  ev’ry  word. 

The  Fourth  Part. 

3 1  For  why  ?  theirhearts  were  nothingbent 

to  him,  nor  what  he  laid, 

Nor  yet  to  keep  or  to  perform 
the  cov’nant  he  had  made. 

32  Yet  was  he  Hill  fo  merciful, 

when  they  deferv’d  to  die. 

That  he  forgave  them,  and  would  not 
them  utterly  deftroy. 

33  Yea,  many  times  he  flay’d  his  wrath, 

and  did  not  them  lurprife, 

And  would  not  fuffer  that  his  whole 
dilpleafure  fhould  arife : 

34  Confid’ring  that  they  were  but  flclh, 

or  like  to  wind  and  rain. 

Palling  away,  which  never  doth 
return  and  come  again. 

35  How  often  in  the  wildernefs 

did  they  the  Lord  provoke  ! 

How  did  they  move  and  ftir  him  up 
to  plague  them  with  his  llroke ! 

36  Yet  did  they  turn  again  to  fin, 

and  tempt  him  very  foon, 
Prefcribing  to  the  mighty  God 

what  things  they  would  have  done. 

37  Not  thinking  of  his  mighty  hand, 

nor  of  the  day  when  he 
Deliver’d  them  out  of  the  band 
of  the  fierce  enemy  : 

38  Nor  how  he  wrought  his  miracles 

(as  they  themfelves  beheld) 

In  Egypt,  and  the  wonders  that 
he  did  in  Zoan’s  field: 

39  Nor  how  he  turned  by  his  pow’r 

their  waters  into  blood, 

That  no  man  might  receive  his  drink 
at  river  or  at  flood ; 

40  Nor  how  he  fent  them  fwarms  of  flies, 

which  did  them  fore  annoy, 

And  fill’d  their  country  full  with  frogs, 
which  did  their  land  deftroy : 

The  Fifth  Part. 

41  Nor  how  he  did  their  fruits  unto 

the  caterpillar  give, 

And  of  the  labour  of  their  hands 
locufts  did  them  deprive: 
42Withhail-ftoneshedeftroy’dtheirvines, 
fo  that  they  all  were  loft, 

And  likewife  all  their  fycomores 
he  did  confume  with  froft : 

43  With  hail-ftones  alfo  once  again 

the  Lord  their  cattle  fmote. 

And  all  their  flocks  and  herds  likewife 
with  thunder-bolts  full  hot : 

44  He  call  upon  them  his  fierce  wrath, 

and  indignation  fore, 

Amongft  them  evil  angels  fent, 

which  troubled  them  yet  more. 

45  Then  to  his  wrath  he  made  a  way, 

and  fpared  not  the  leaft. 

But  gave  unto  the  peftilence 
the  man  as  well  as  beaft. 

46  Pie  fmote  alfo  all  the  firft-born, 

that  up  in  Egypt  came, 

And  all  the  chief  of  men  and  beafts 
within  the  tents  of  Ham. 


47  But 
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47  But  as  for  his  own  people,  he 

did  them  preferve  and  keep, 

And  carry’d  them  through  wildernefs, 
e’en  like  a  flock  of  fheep. 

48  Without  all  fear,  both  fafe  and  found 

he  brought  them  out  of  thrall-. 
Whereas  their  foes  with  rage  of  feas 
were  overwhelmed  all : 

49  And  brought  them  out  into  the  coafts 

of  his  own  holy  land, 

E’en  to  the  mount  which  he  had  got 
by  his  ftrong  arm  and  hand : 

50  And  there  call  out  the  heathen  folk, 

and  did  their  land  divide, 

And  in  their  tents  he  fet  the  tribes 
of  Ifrael  to  abide. 

5 1  Yet  for  all  this,  the  God  mod  high 

they  mov’d  and  tempted  ftill, 

And  would  not  keep  his  teftament, 
nor  yet  obey  his  will : 

52  But  as  their  fathers  turned  back, 

e’en  fo  they  went  aflray. 

Much  like  a  bow  that  will  not  bend, 
but  flips  and  ftarts  away  : 

The  Sixth  Part. 

53  And  griev’d  him  with  their  hill-altars, 

with  offerings  and  fire ; 

And  with  their  idols  grievoufly 
provoked  him  to  ire. 

54  For  which  his  wrath  began  again 

to  kindle  in  his  breaft. 

The  wickednefs  of  Ifrael 
he  did  fo  much  deteft  : 

55  The  tabernacle  he  forfook 

of  Silo,  where  he  was 
Right  converfant  with  earthly  men, 
e’en  as  his  dwelling-place. 

56  Then  fuffer’d  he  his  might  and  pow’r 

in  bondage  for  to  be. 

And  gave  the  honour  of  his  ark 
unto  the  enemy : 

57  And  did  commit  them  to  thefword, 

wroth  with  his  heritage  -, 

Their  young  men  were  confum’d  withfire, 
maids  had  no  marriage: 

58  And  with  the  fwordthe  priefts  alfo 

did  perifh  ev’ry  one, 

And  not  a  widow  left  alive 

their  death  for  to  bemoan. 

59  Then  did  the  Lord  awake  as  one 

whom  fleep  could  not  confine, 

And  like  a  mighty  giant  that 
refrelhed  is  with  wine : 

60  With  em’rods  in  the  hinder  parts 

his  enemies  he  fmote, 

And  put  them  unto  fuch  a  fliame 
as  Ihould  not  be  forgot. 

61  The  tent  and  tabernacle  he 

of  Jofeph  did  refufe, 

Alfo  the  tribe  of  Ephraim 

he  would  in  no  wife  chufe : 

62  But  he  the  tribe  of  Judah  chofe, 

that  he  therein  might  dwell. 

E’en  the  moft  noble  mount  Sion, 
which  he  did  love  fo  well : 

63  And  there  he  did  his  temple  build, 

both  fumptuoufly  and  fure, 

Like  as  the  earth  which  he  hath  made 
for  ever  to  endure. 

64  Then  chofe  he  David  him  to  ferve, 

his  people  for  to  keep  -, 

Whom  he  took  up  and  brought  away 
e’en  from  the  folds  of  fheep  : 

65  From  following  the  ewes  with  young 

the  Lord  did  him  advance, 


To  feed  his  people  Ifrael, 
and  his  inheritance.'

The  heav’ns  in  fuch  fort 
thou  alfo  haft  fpread. 

That  they  to  a  curtain 
compared  may  be. 

3  His  chamber-beams  lie 

in  the  clouds  full  fure, 

Wrhich  as  his  chariots 

are  made  him  to  bear: 

And  there  with  much  fwiftnefs 
his  courfe  doth  endure. 

Upon  the  wings  riding 
of  winds  in  the  air. 

4  He  maketh  his  fp’rits 

as  heralds  to  go, 

And  lightnings  to  ferve 
we  fee  alfo  preft  ; 

His  will  to  accomplifh 
they  run  to  and  fro. 

To  fave  or  confume  things 
as  feemeth  him  beft. 

5  He  groundeth  the  earth 

fo  firmly  and  faff. 

That  it  once  to  move 

none  fhall  have  fuch  pow’r; 

The  deep  a  fair  cov’ring 
for  it  made  thou  haft. 

Which  by  it’s  own  nature 
the  hills  would  devour. 

6  But  at  thy  rebuke 

the  waters  do  flee. 

And  fo  give  due  place 
thy  word  to  obey ; 

At  thy  voice  of  thunder 
lo  fearful  they  be. 

That  in  their  great  raging 
they  hafte  foon  away. 

7  The  mountains  full  high 

they  then  up  afeend  ; 

If  thou  do  but  fpeak, 
thy  word  they  fulfil : 

So  likewife  the  valleys 

moft  quickly  defcer.d. 

Where  thou  them  appointed: 
remain  they  do  ftill : 

8  Their  bounds  thou  haft  fet 

how  far  they  ftiall  run. 

So  that  in  their  rage 

not  that  pafs  they  can  : 


For 
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For  God  hath  appointed 
they  fhall  not  return 
The  earth  to  deftroy  more, 
which  made  was  for  man.

9  He  fendeth  the  fprings 

to  ftrong  ftreams  or  lakes. 
Which  run  do  full  fwift 

among  the  huge  hills  •, 
Where  both  the  wild  afles 
their  thirft  often  flakes. 
And  beafts  of  the  mountains 
thereof  drink  their  fills. 

10  By  thefe  pleafant  fprings 

and  rivers  moft  clear. 

The  fowls  of  the  air

1 1  The  mountains  to  moift

In  fir-trees  the  ftorks 
remain  and  abide; 

The  high  hills  are  fuccours 
for  wild-goats  to  reft; 
Alfo  the  rock  ftony 
for  conies  to  hide. 

14  The  moon  then  is  fet 

her  feafons  to  run. 

The  day  from  the  night 
thereby  to  difcern ; 

And  by  the  defending 
alfo  of  the  fun, 

The  cold  from  heat  alway 
thereby  we  do  learn. 

15  When  darknefs  doth  come 

by  God’s  will  and  pow’r, 
Then  creep  forth  do  all 

the  beafts  of  the  wood : 
The  lions  range  roaring 
their  prey  to  devour ; 

But  yet  ’tis  the  Lord, 

who  giveth  them  food. 

16  As  foon  as  the  fun 

is  up,  they  retire. 

To  couch  in  their  dens 

then  they  are  full  fain; 
That  man  to  his  work  may, 
as  right  doth  require. 

Till  night  come  and  call  him 
to  take  reft  again.

1 7  How  fundry,  O  Lord, 

are  all  thy  works  found  1 
With  wifdom  full  great 

they  are  indeed  wrought  ; 
So  that  the  whole  world 

of  thy  praife  doth  found ; 


And  as  for  thy  riches, 

they  pafs  all  men’s  thought : 

18  So  is  the  great  fea 

which  is  large  and  broad. 

Where  creeping  things  fwarm 
and  beafts  of  each  fort ; 

There  mighty  {hips  fail, 
and  lbme  lie  at  road; 

The  whale  huge  and  monftrous 
there  alfo  doth  fport. 

19  All  things  on  thee  wait, 

thou  doft  them  relieve.

Amd  for  eternal  covenant 
to  Ifrael  alway. 

1 1  When  thus  he  faid,  Lo,  I  to  you 

all  Canaan  land  will  give, 

The  lot  of  your  inheritance, 

wherein  your  feed  fhall  live  : 

12  Although  their  number  at  that  time 

did  very  fmall  appear ; 

Yea,  very  fmall,  and  in  the  land 
they  then  but  ftrangers  were. 

1 3  While  yet  they  went  from  land  to  land 

without  a  fure  abode ; 

And  while  from  fundry  kingdoms  they 
did  wander  all  abroad  : 

14  Yet  wrong  at  no  oppreflor’s  hands 

he  fuffer’d  them  to  take ; 

But  even  great  and  mighty  kings 
reproved  for  their  fake. 

1 5  And  thus  he  faid,  Touch  ye  not  them 

that  mine  anointed  be : 

Nor  do  the  prophets  any  harm 
that  do  pertain  to  me. 

1 6  Fie  call’d  a  dearth  upon  the  land, 

of  bread  deftroy’d  the  ftofe : 

But  yet  againft  the  time  of  need 
did  fend  a  man  before;

to  live  a  flave  in  woe ;

The  mighty  word  of  God  the  Lord, 
his  innocence  did  try.

The  ruler  of  the  people  then 
did  freely  let  him  pafs  :

And  of  his  fubftance  made  him  have 
the  rule  and  all  the  ftay  : 

2  1  That  he  might  to  his  will  inftrudt 
the  princes  of  the  land. 

And  wifdom  teach  his  fenators 
rightly  to  underrtand. 

22  Then  into  the  Egyptian  land 

came  Ifrael  alio; 

And  Jacob  in  the  land  of  Ham 
did  fojourn  to  and  fro. 

23  His  people  he  exceedingly 

in  numbers  made  to  grow,

And 
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And  Wronger  than  their  enemies, 
who  (ought  their  overthrow : 

24  Whofe  heart  he  turned  that  with  hate 

they  did  his  people  treat ; 

And  did  his  fervants  wrongfully 
abufe  with  bafe  deceit. 

The  Fourth  Part. 

25  His  faithful  fervant  Mofes  then, 

and  Aaron  whom  he  chofe. 

He  did  command  to  go  to  them 
his  mefiage  to  difclofe. 

26  His  wonderful  and  mighty  figns 

amongft  them  they  did  (how, 

And  wonders  in  the  land  of  Ham 
then  did  they  work  alfo. 

27  Darknefs  he  fent,  and  made  it  dark 

inftead  of  brighter  day  •, 

And  his  commifiion  and  his  word 
they  did  not  difobey. 

28  He  turn’d  their  waters  into  blood, 

their  fifh  alio  did  flay  ; 

Their  land  brought  frogs  e’en  in  the  place 
where  their  king  Pharaoh  lay. 

29  He  fpake  and  at  his  voice  there  came 

great  fwarms  of  noifome  flies : 

And  all  the  quarters  of  their  land 
w'ere  fill’d  with  crawling  lice. 

30  He  gave  them  cold  and  (tony  hail 

inftead  of  milder  rain  ; 

And  fiery  flames  within  their  land 
he  lent  unto  their  pain. 

3  1  He  fmote  their  vines  and  all  their  trees 
whereon  the  figs  did  grow  ; 

And  all  the  trees  within  their  coafts 
alfo  did  overthrow. 

32  He  fpake,  then  caterpillars  did 

and  grafshoppers  abound. 

Eating  the  grafs  in  all  their  land, 
and  fruit  of  all  their  ground. 

The  Fifth  Part. 

33  The  firft-begotten  in  the  land, 

with  death  did  likewife  finite. 

Yea,  the  beginning  and  firft-fruit 
of  all  their  ftrength  and  might. 

34  With  gold  and  filver  caufed  his 

from  Egypt’s  land  to  pafs. 

And  in  the  number  of  their  tribes 
no  feeble  one  there  was. 

35  Egypt  was  glad  and  joyful  then 

when  they  did  thence  depart: 

For  terror  and  the  fear  of  them 
was  fall’n  upon  their  heart. 
36Tofhroudthemfromtheparchingheat 
a  cloud  he  did  difplay ; 

And  fire  he  fent  to  give  them  light, 
when  night  had  hid  the  day. 

37  They  afked,  and  he  caufed  quails 

to  rain  at  their  requeft ; 

And  fully  with  the  bread  of  heav’n 
their  hunger  he  repreft. 

38  He  opened  the  ftony  rock, 

and  waters  gufhed  out; 

Alfo  the  dry  and  parched  ground 
like  rivers  ran  about. 

39  For  of  his  holy  cov’nant  he 

was  mindful  evermore. 

Which  to  his  fervant  Abraham 
he  plighted  long  before. 

4oHe  broughthis  people  forthwith  mirth, 
and  his  eledt  with  joy. 

Out  of  the  cruel  land  where  they 
had  liv’d  in  great  annoy. 

41  And  of  the  heathen  men  he  gave 
to  them  the  fruitful  lands ; 


The  labours  of  the  people  did 
they  take  into  their  hands ; 

42  That  they  his  holy  ftatutes  might 
obferve  for  evermore, 

And  faithfully  obey  his  laws ; 

Praife  ye  the  Lord  therefore.

RAISE  ye  the  Lord,  for  he  is  good, 
his  mercy  lafts  alway  : 

Who  can  exprefs  his  noble  a<5ts, 
or  all  his  praife  difplay  ? 

2  They  blefied  are  that  judgement  keep, 

and  juftly  do  alway  •, 

With  favour  of  thy  people,  Lord, 
remember  me  I  pray  ; 

3  And  with  thy  faving  health,  O  Lord, 

vouchfafe  to  vifit  me : 

That  I  the  great  felicity 
of  thine  eledt  may  fee ; 

4  And  with  thy  people’s  joy  I  may 

a  joyful  mind  poflefs, 

And  may  with  thine  inheritance 
a  cheerful  heart  exprefs. 

5  Both  we  and  our  forefathers  all 

have  finned  ev’ry  one ; 

We  have  committed  wickednefs, 
and  very  lewdly  done. 

6  The  wonders  great  which  thou ,  O  Lord, 

haft  done  in  Egypt  land, 

Our  fathers  though  they  faw  them  all, 
yet  did  not  underftand  :

did  keep  in  memory;

And  wafting  flame  did  then  burn  up 
the  wicked  in  his  ire.

an  idol  calf  did  frame ; 

And  there  the  molten  image  they 
did  worlhip  of  the  fame. 

19  Thus  to  the  likenefs  of  a  calf, 

which  feedeth  on  the  grafs. 

They  turned  all  their  glory  and 
their  honour  did  deface. 

20  And  God  their  only  Saviour  they 

unthankfully  forgot, 

Who  many  great  and  mighty  things 
in  Egypt’s  land  had  wrought; 

The  Third  Part. 

21  And  in  the  land  of  Ham  for  them 

moft  wond’rous  works  had  done. 
And  by  the  Red-fea  dreadful  things 
performed  long  agone. 

22  Therefore  becaufethey  fhew’d  them- 

forgetful  and  unkind,  (felves 
To  bring  deftru&ion  on  them  all 
he  purpos’d  in  his  mind  : 

23  Had  not  his  chofen  Mofes  flood 

before  him  in  the  way, 

To  turn  away  his  wrath,  left  he 
fhould  them  deftroy  and  flay. 

24  They  did  defpife  the  pleafant  land 

that  he  to  them  did  give, 

Yea,  and  the  words  that  he  had  fpoke 
they  did  no  whit  believe ; 

25  Butin  their  tents  with  grudeino- heart 

they  wickedly  repin’d. 

Nor  to  the  voice  of  God  the  Lord 
did  give  a  heark’ning  mind. 

26  Therefore  againft  them  lifted  he 

his  ftrong  revenging  hand, 

Them  to  deftroy  in  wildernefs, 
before  they  faw  the  land: 

27  And  to  deftroy  their  feed  among 

the  nations  with  his  rod, 

And  through  the  kingdoms  of  the  world 
to  fcatter  them  abroad. 

28  To  Baal-peor  they  did  join 

themfelves  moft  wickedly, 

The  facrifices  of  the  dead 
eating  moft  greedily. 

29  Thus  they  with  their  inventions  did 

his  anger  much  provoke ; 

And  in  his  lore  enkindled  wrath 
the  plague  upon  them  broke. 

30  But  Phineas  ftood  up  with  zeal 

the  finners  vile  to  flay  ; 

And  judgement  he  did  execute, 
and  then  the  plague  did  ftay. 

The  Fourth  Part. 

31  It  was  imputed  unto  him 

for  righteoulnefs  that  day. 

And  from  thenceforth  fo  counted  is 
from  race  to  race  alway. 

32  At  waters  called  Meribah 

they  did  him  angry  make ; 

Yea,  fo  far  forth  that  Mofes  then 
waspunilh’dfor  their  fake: 

3  3  Becaufe  they  vex’d  his  fpirit  fo, 
that  in  impatient  heat 
His  lips  fpake  unadvifedly, 
his  fervour  was  fo  great. 

34  Nor  as  the  Lord  commanded  them, 

did  they  the  people  flay; 

But  were  among  the  heathen  mix’d, 
and  lcarn’d  their  wicked  way. 

35  They  did  their  idols  ferve,  which  was 

their  ruin  and  decay  : 

To 
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To  devils  Tons  and  daughters  did 
they  offer  up  and  flay, 
36Yea,withunkindandmurd’ring  knife, 
the  guiltlefs  blood  they  fpilt, 

E’en  their  own  fons  and  daughters  blood 
without  all  caufe  of  guilt : 

37  Whom  they  to  Canaan’s  idols  then 

offer’d  with  wicked  hand: 

And  fo  with  biood  of  innocents 
defiled  was  the  land. 

38  Thus  they  were  ftained  with  the  works 

of  their  own  filthy  way  ; 

And  with  their  own  inventions  did 
a  whoring  go  aftray. 

39  Therefore  againft  his  people  was 

his  anger  kindled  fore, 

And  e’en  his  own  inheritance 
he  did  abhor  therefore. 

40  Into  the  hands  of  heathen  men 

he  gave  them  fora  prey-. 

And  made  their  foes  their  lords, whomthey 
were  forced  to  obey. 

The  Fifth  Part. 

41  Yea,  and  their  hateful  enemies 

opprefs’d  them  in  their  land  ; 

And  they  were  humbly  made  to  ftoop 
as  fubjeft  to  their  hand. 

42  Full  oftentimes  from  thrall  had  he 

deliver’d  them  before  ; 

But  they  rebell’d  againft  him,  and 
provok’d  him  evermore. 

43  Therefore  they  by  their  wickednefs 

were  brought  full  low  to  lie : 

Yet  when  he  faw  them  in  diftrefs 
he  hearken’d  to  their  cry. 

44  He  call’d  to  mind  his  covenant  j 

which  he  to  them  had  fwore  -, 

And  by  his  mercies  multitude 
repented  him  therefore : 

45  And  favour  he  them  made  to  find 

before  the  fight  of  thofe 
That  led  them  captive  from  their  land, 
though  they  had  been  their  foes. 

46  Save  us,  O  Lord,  thou  art  our  God, 

we  do  thee  humbly  pray, 

And  from  among  the  heathen  folk. 
Lord,  gather  us  away : 

47  That  we  may  triumph  and  rejoice 

in  thy  moft  holy  Name, 

That  we  may  glory  in  thy  praife, 
and  founding  of  thy  fame. 

48  The  Lord  the  God  of  Ifrael 

be  bleffed  evermore : 

Let  all  the  people  fay.  Amen. 

Praife  ye  the  Lord  therefore.

7  And  by  the  way  which  was  moft  right 

he  led  them  like  a  guide  ; 

That  they  might  to  their  city  go, 
and  fafely  there  abide. 

8  Let  men  therefore  before  the  Lord 

confefs  his  goodnefs  then, 

And  lhew  the  wonders  that  he  doth 
before  the  fons  of  men. 

9  For  he  their  empty  fouls  fuftain’d, 

whom  third  had  made  to  faint ; 
Their  hungry  fouls  with  goodnefs  fed,

10  Such  as  do  dwell  in  darknefs  deep, 

where  they  on  death  do  wait, 

Faft  bound  to  bear  fuch  grievous  pains, 
as  iron  chains  do  threat:

1 1  Becaufe  againft  the  words  of  God 

they  proudly  did  rebel,

Who  did  remove  their  troublous  ftate 
according  as  they  pray’d. 

20  For  then  he  fent  to  them  his  word, 

which  health  did  foon  reftore, 
Andbrought  themfrom  thofedangersdeep 
wherein  they  were  before.
